GOVERNOR'S    MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  : 

During  the  two  years  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  the 
people  of  Indiana  have  been  blessed  in  a  special  degree  with  general 
health  and  bountiful  harvests  and  I  again  invoke  the  continuance 
of  a  kind  Providence  over  them. 


REVENUES    AND    APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State  in  1874 
was  $954,857,475,  which  was  an  increase  of  more  than  three  hun- 
dred million  dollars  since  1872.  That  increase  In  the  assessment 
was  attributable  in  part  to  the  increase  of  values  in  the  State  ;  but 
it  was  largely  caused  by  the  operation  of  the  revenue  act  passed  at 
the  special  session  of  the  last  Legislature.  That  act  required  that 
taxable  property  should  be  assessed  at  its  value  "  estimated  at  the 
fair  price  it  would  bring  at  a  fair,  voluntary  sale."  Prior  laws  had 
required  assessments  to  be  made  upon  cash  values,  but  long  admin- 
istrative construction  and  usage  had  allowed  a  much  lower  valua- 
tion. By  the  exercise  of  a  diligent  supervision  the  Auditor  of  State 
was  able  to  advance  the  valuations  in  the  spirit  as  well  as  in  accord- 
ance with  the  letter  of  the  law.  The  appraisement  at  the  fair  value 
fixes  a  plain  rule,  which  is  easily  understood  and  which  excludes 
all  discretion,  defeats  favoritism  and  partiality,  and  promotes  equal- 
ity and  justice  towards  all.  The  law  also  constituted  the  Governor^ 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  State  and  Treas- 
urer of  State  a  Board  of  Ec|ualizati()n,  with  power  to  assess  the 
property  and  stock  of  corporations,  including  railroad  companies. 
With  care  and  great  labor  the  Board  sought  to  make  the  valuations 


so  that  the  assessments  should  be  just  to  the  people  and  fair  towards 
the  railroads.  The  action  of  the  Board  increased  the  assessment  of 
railroad  property  in  the  State  from  about  $11,000,000  in  1872  to 
nearly  $40,000,000  in  1874. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  persons  in  the 
State  who  are  subject  to  a  personal  or  poll  tax  of  fifty  cents  each. 
The  assessments  of  property,  amounting  to  nearly  $955,000,000, 
and  the  personal  or  poll  tax,  constitute  our  important  sources  of 
revenue.  In  estimating  what  may  be  realized  at  any  proposed  rate 
•of  levy,  experience  has  shown  that  a  deduction  must  be  made  of 
twenty  per  cent,  for  delinquencies.  When  you  shall  have  decided 
what  appropriations  of  the  public  moneys  you  will  make  for  each  of 
the  next  two  years  it  will  be  of  easy  calculation  what  tax  levy  must 
be  made  to  supply  the  State  Treasury.  A  low  levy  must  be  pre- 
ceded by  economy  in  the  appropriations.  This  I  urge  respectfully, 
but  very  earnestly. 

The  appropriations  must  be  sufficient  to  enable  each  department 
of  the  State  Government  to  exercise  its  functions  without  hindrance 
or  delay.  Thus  far  there  is  no  question  or  discretion.  So,  also,  the 
common  schools,  the  benevolent  institutions,  and  the  public  safety 
must  be  sufficiently  provided  for.  But  the  expenditures  for  these 
purposes  should  be  made  with  rigid  economy  and  with  a  view  to 
substantial  and  permanent  benefits.  Will  you  allow  me  to  suggest 
that  it  would  be  appreciated  by  the  people  should  your  reforms 
commence  with  a  reduction  in  Legislative  expenditures.  It  would 
be  an  assurance  to  them  which  would  promote  public  confidence  and 
give  to  your  proceedings  an  additional  moral  weight.  At  the  session 
of  1871,  the  miscellaneous  expenditures  exceeded  the  pay  of  the 
members ;  and  at  the  last  special  and  regular  sessions  that  class  of 
■expenditures  was  still  greater,  being  about  $960  per  day,  though  it 
•did  not  exceed  the  pay  of  the  members,  which  had  been  increased 
for  the  regular  session.  I  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  revision  of  the 
act  of  December  23,  1872,  which  prescribes  the  number  and  classi- 
fication of  your  employes,  with  a  view  to  a  further  reduction. 


RECEIPTS    AND    EXPENDITURES.

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  it  became  apparent  that 
the  revenue  would  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  State.  Provision  had  also  to  be  made  for  the  one  hundred  and 
ninety-one  old  bonds,  as  required  by  the  act  of  December  12,  1872. 
In  that  condition  of  the  Finances  the  act  of  March  10,  1873,  was 
passed  authorizing  the  Governor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State  to 
make  temporary  loans  to  meet  the  appropriations.  Pursuant  to 
that  act  temporary  loans  were  made  as  follows  :

During  the  same   period  there  was  received  on  account  of   the 
Benevolent   Institutions,  $68,584.69.     This  sum  was  realized  from 
the  labor  of  the  inmates  and  from  individuals  and  counties  pursuant 
to  law. 
At  the  close  of  the    year  ending    October  31,   1874, 

there  was  in  the  Treasury $244,203  78 

The  payments  from  the  Treasury  during  the  two  years  ending 
October  31,  1874,  for  revenue  refunded,  for  ordinary  expenditures, 
and  for  the  Benevolent  Institution  amounted  to  $1,544,316.43. 

By  the  act  of  December  12,  1872,  the  Governor,  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, Secretary  of  State  and  Treasurer  of  State  were  authorized  to 
"  take  up  and  redeem  "  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  old  bonds 
issued  by  authority  of  the  State  prior  to  the  year  1841,  which  had 
not  been  surrendered  under  the  adjustment  made  by  the  State  with 


her  creditors.  Pursuant  to  that  act  ninety-seven  of  the  bonds,  with 
their  coupons,  have  been  surrendered  and  paid,  amounting  to 
$495,487.30.  Ninety-four  are  yet  outstanding,  a  part  not  having 
become  due,  and  the  residue  not  having  been  presented  for  pay- 
ment. 

For  a  more  particular  description  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  which 
have  been  paid,  I  refer  you  to  the  detailed  lists  thereof,  which 
accompany  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  of  State  for  the  years  1873 
and  1874. 

For  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of 
the  college,  saline,  bank  tax,  surplus  revenue,  and  miscellaneous 
funds,  I  reTer  you  to  the  same  reports. 


STATE    DEBT.

The  accumulated  interest  upon  the  ninety-four  old  bonds  should 
be  added,  but  I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount,  but  the 
same  will  not  be  large. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  State  to  the  school  fund  is  evidenced  by 
five  non-negotiable  bonds,  at  six  per  cent.,  and  amounts  to 
$3,904,783.22. 

That  is  known  as  the  domestic  debt. 


COMMON   SCHOOLS. 

The  permanent  school  fund  of  the  State  is  guarded  by  the  pro- 
vision of  the  constitution,  which  declares  that  it  shall  be  perpetual 
— that  it  may  be  increased,  but  shall  never  be  diminished — and  that 


the  inceme  thereof  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support 
of  common  schools  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

The  fund  is  made  up  as  follows :

The  interest  realized  upon  the  general  fund  above  mentioned  is 
annually  apportioned  among  the  counties  according  to  the  enumera- 
tion of  school  children ;  but  the  interest  upon  the  Congressional 
Township  Fund  is  not  so  apportioned.  It  belongs  to  the  Congres- 
sional townships,  because  the  grant  of  the  sixteenth  section  in  each 
township  was  made  by  the  act  of  Congress  providing  for  the  organ- 
tiou  of  the  State  government,  to  the  "  inhabitants  of  the  township 
for  the  use  of  schools." 

During  the  year  1873,  the  fund  was  increased,  including  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a  portion  of  the  lands,  but  not  including  the  portion  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  which  was  distributed,  $64,940.96,  and  during  the 
year  1874  it  was  increased  from  the  same  sources,  $73,792.11. 

The  revenue  realized  during  the  year  ending  November  15,  1874, 
to  be  used  in  the  support  of  schools,  was  as  follows  :

To  this  sum  is  to  be  added  the  interest  on  the  Con- 
gressional Township  Fund  $    172,209  82 

And  the  amount  received  from  local  taxation 551,785  74 
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Six  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  four  cents- 
was  not  distributed,  but  remains  in  the  treasury.  There  has  been 
received  and  distributed  during  the  year  for  the  support  of  schools, 
$2,211,328.13 

The  enumeration  of  1874  of  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  shows  the  number  of  654,364 ;  the  number 
enrolled  in  the  schools  is  489,044  ;  and  the  average  attendance  upon 
the  schools  has  been  311,272.  Twelve  thousand  six  hundred  and 
fifty-five  teachers  have  been  employed. 

The  reports  of  the  County  Superintendents  show  a  general  and 
rapid  improvement  in  almost  every  respect  affecting  the  efficiency 
of  the  schools.  The  houses  and  grounds,  fixtures  and  apparatus  are 
being  improved  and  made  more  attractive  and  convenient,  and 
greater  skill  and  success  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  governing  the 
children  are  being  promoted.  The  Township  and  County  Institutes 
are  increasing  the  efficiency  of  our  school  system.  Improvement  is 
the  natural  result  of  professional  association  in  the  Institutes.  The 
opinions,  practice  and  experience  of  the  teachers  are  brought  under 
examination,  and  into  comparison.  The  art  of  teaching  is  improved 
and  the  profession  of  the  teacher,  as  it  should  be,  is  ennobled  and 
dignified.  I  ask  your  attention  to  the  carefully  prepared  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  You  will  find  the  views- 
expressed  and  the  information  given  important  for  your  careful  con- 
sidertion  in  your  relation  to  the  schools  of  the  State. 

There  is  no  subject  to  which  I  could  call  your  attention  in  respect 
to  which  your  responsibility  is  greater  than  aiay  measure  materially 
affecting  the  success  and  influence  of  the  schools.  Your  responsi- 
bility and  mine  are  too  great  to  allow  any  important  action  upon 
hastily  formed  or  ill-digested  opinions.  The  guiding  sentiment 
should  be  economy  in  expenditure  and  efficiency  in  the  system. 
Neither  should  be  sacrificed  to  the  other.  The  school  fund  is  sacred 
to  a  cause  of  the  highest  importance,  and  its  waste,  or  extravagant 
use,  would  be  a  crime  against  society.  All  extra  compensation  and 
discretionary  allowances  should  be  prohibited.  If,  upon  careful 
consideration  and  the  test  of  experience,  you  find  that  the  distin- 
guished man  who  was  the  late  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  whose  recent  death  the  country  mourns,  made  a  mistake  in 
respect  to  any  part  of  the  macliinery  of  our  system,  you  will  correct 
the  mistake,  but  in  your  examination  yau  will  find  the  great  weight 
of  his  opinion  in  the  scales. 


He  was  an  economist,  a  friend  of  the  people  and  the  able  cham- 
pion of  common-school  education. 

As  representatives  of  the  people  we  have  occasion  to  be  proud 
of  the  high  character  which  our  educational  system  maintains,, 
and  the  people  will  approve  the  sentiment  if  you  give  it  expression 
in  legislation  that,  in  respect  to  the  cause  of  common-school  educa- 
ton,  we  will  take  no  step  backwards. 


THE    STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

By  the  act  of  March  5,  1873,  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
of  the  school  revenue  was  permanently  set  apart  as  the  Normal 
School  Fund  and  appropriated  to  the  su[)port  of  the  Normal  School. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  have  contracted  au  obligation  of  thirteen 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  to  provide  for  suitably 
heating  the  building.  They  ask  that  you  will  appropriate  funds  for  its 
payment.  The  improvement  was  important  to  the  institution,  and 
I  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  made.  I  think  the  school 
has  been  under  good  management,  and  that  its  success  has  been 
equal  to  the  expectation  that  induced  its  establishment.  In  entering 
the  institution,  the  students  assume  an  obligation  to  make  a  return 
for  the  advantages  which  they  enjoy  by  teaching  in  the  common 
schools.  They  have  thus  far  been  faithful  to  that  duty.  The  object 
of  the  school  is  to  cultivate  teachers  in  the  art  and  science  of  their 
profession.  The  beneficial  results  are  already  being  felt  over  the 
State.  The  trained  teachers  influence  and  improve  others  with 
whom  they  come  in  contact  in  the  schools  and  in  the  teachers'" 
institutes.  That  influence  will  be  constantly  increasing  as  the  grad- 
uating classes  grow  larger.  As  an  important  auxiliary  to  our  com- 
mon schools  it  merits  your  fostering  care.  Your  attention  is  called 
to  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  President  of  the 
faculty,  which  give  a  clear  and  full  statement  of  the  condition  and 
management  of  the  institution,  the  condition  of  its  finances  and  the 
reasons  for  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Board. 
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THE    STATE    UNIVERSITY, 


During  the  collegiate  years,  from  June  28,  1872,  to  June  28, 
1874,  the  State  University  has  received  the  following  revenues :

Of  tiiis  sum  $90,500  was  appropriated  and  paid  from  the  State 
Treasury. 

During  the  same  period,  the  expenditures  were  $108,613.21,  of 
which  $40,473.46  was  for  the  addition  to  the  college  buildings;  and 
$7,541.16  was  for  the  Owen  and  Ward  cabinets,  and  $4,800  on  the 
expenses  of  the  medical  department ;  and  $4,780  in  payment  upon 
loans  ;  and  $1,665  for  additions  to  the  library,  making  $58,806,  and 
leaving  $49,807,  the  expense  of  the  institution  for  two  years,  inde- 
pendent of  the  medical  department,  or  $24,903  per  annum. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  in  1874  was  371.  Of  these 
108  were  connected  with  the  medical  department  in  this  city,  which 
department  cost  the  University  nothing  beyond  the  $4,800  which  I 
have  mentioned.  The  entire  number  of  students  in  the  literary 
and  law  departments,  including  120  in  the  preparatory  schools  and 
select  course,  is  266.  The  expense  of  maintaining  the  institution  is 
at  the  rate  of  $93.62  for  each  student. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  promote  the  con- 
venience and  success  of  students  passing  from  the  High  Schools  into 
the  University.  That  is  an  improvement  which  will  make  the 
University  of  much  greater  advantage  to  the  common  and  High 
Schools  of  the  State. 

For  a  description  of  the  new  College  building,  and  a  statement  of 
its  uses,  and  for  a  statement  of  the  mode  in  which  the  institution  is 
conducted,  I  refer  you  to  the  President's  report. 
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THE    PURDUE    UNIVERSITY, 


By  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  2,  1862,  the  State  of  Indiana 
became  entitled  to  land  scrip  equal  to  30,000  acres  for  each  of  her 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  a  College,  the  leading  object  of  which  shculd  be  the 
teaching  of  such  "  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts.''  The  College  was  located  in  Ti])pecanoe 
county,  near  the  city  of  LaFayette,  and  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
Wabash.  In  consideration  of  a  large  donation  made  to  the  College 
by  John  Purdue,  Esq.,  the  Legislature  gave  it  the  name  and  style 
of  "The  Purdue  University."  The  land  scrip  was  sold  and  the 
proceeds  invested  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  in  United 
States  six  per  cent,  bonds.  He  has  also  invested  the  accumulating 
interest.  He  now  holds  three  hundred  bonds  and  $4,690.42  in  cur- 
rency. The  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  in  1867  the  fund  was  of 
the  value  in  currency  of  $212,238.50,  and  that  it  is  now  of  the  value 
of  $356,502.92,  showing  an  increase  of  $144,264.42.  That  consti- 
tutes the  permanent  fund,  the  proceeds  of  which  only  can  be  used  in 
support  of  the  University,  and  the  State  is  liable  for  its  loss  or 
diminution.  By  the  act  of  March  6,  1865,  the  Treasurer  is  chosen 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  is  required  to  give  bond  in  a  sum 
not  less  than  $200,000,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Board. 
Because  of  the  State's  guaranty  of  the  fund  the  Treasurer's  bond 
should  be  required  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  fund,  including  its  accu- 
mulations, and  subject,  also,  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 

For  a  statement  of  the  improvements  and  expenditures  that  have 
been  made,  I  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer's  report.  The  buildings 
are  substantial,  and  the  improvement  of  the  surrounding  grounds 
and  the  farm  have  been  tastefully  and  ecomically  made.  A.  C. 
Shortridge,  Esq.,  a  ^man  of  ability  and  good  acquirements,  and  for 
many  years  Superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Indianapolis,  was 
chosen  President.  The  professors  and  teachers  were  chosen  after 
careful  investigation  of  their  qualifications  for  their  respective  posi- 
tions. The  University  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  students  on 
the  16th  of  last  September.  Forty-six  students  were  admitted. 
Some  were  rejected  because  they  lacked  preparatory  education. 

For  a  full  statement  of  the  course  of  study,  and  the  proposed 
management  of  the  University,  I  refer  you  to  the  President's 
report. 
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I  have  taken  much  interest  in  this  institution,  and  have  given  to 
its  management  all  the  attention  I  could  bestow.  Good  faith  and 
policy  require  that  it  be  made  successful,  and  to  accomplish  the 
beneficent  purpose  ot  the  grant.  In  the  language  of  the  grant  it  is 
intended  to  ''promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the 
industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life."  It 
is  the  people's  university,  and  I  commend  it  to  your  watchful  and 
fostering  care. 

SECRETARY    OF   STATE. 

The  executive  service  of  the  State  properly  connected!  with-  the^ 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been  administered  with  fidelity 
and  ability  by  that  officer.  In  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  I  have 
received  valuable  assistance  from  him.  His  reports  give  a  full  and 
inteiestiug  statement  of  the  transactions  of  his  office. 


THE    ATTORNEY   GENERAL's    OFFICE. 

The  Attorney  General's  report  gives  a  statement  of  the  transactions 
of  his  office,  and  of  the  sums  collected  by  him  during  the  two  years 
ending  November  6,  1874,  and  payments  made  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury, and  into  the  treasuries  of  the  counties.  He  adjusted  claims 
against  the  United  States  amounting  to  $182,736.78.  Of  that  sum 
$52,869.41  was  retained  in  the  United  States  Treasury  for  prior 
overpayments.     His  entire  collections  were  $299,884.70.. 


THE    soldiers'    ORPHANS'    HOME, 

The  Soldiers'  Home  was  located  in  Rush  county  near  the  town  of 
Knightstown,  and  for  several  years  was  the  home  for  the  disabled 
soldiers  of  Indiana.  When  the  United  States  had  made  ample  pro- 
vision for  them,  it  was  converted  into  an  asylum  for  the  orphan 
children  of  deceased  soldiers,  and  became  known  as  the  Soldiers^ 
Orphans'  Home.  The  children  are  provided  for  and  educated,  and 
on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1874,  they  numbered  two  hundred  and 
ninety.  The  expenditure  from  the  State  Treasury  during  the  year 
ending  October  31,  1873,  was  $33,977.98,  and  for  the  year  ending: 
October  31,  1874,  was  $35,308.36. 
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THE    INSTITUTE   FOR   THE    BLIND. 

The  Institute  for  the  Blind  is  "■  an  educational  establishment, 
having  for  its  object  the  moral,  intellectual,  and  physical  training 
of  the  blind  of  both  sexes."  Pupils  are  received  between  the  ages 
of  nine  and  twenty-one  years,  who  are  of  sound  mind  and  good 
moral  character.  Their  boarding  and  instruction  are  without 
charge,  but  if  clothing  is  furnished  to  the  indigent  the  Institute  is 
re-imbursed  by  the  counties.  During  the  year  ending  October  31, 
1874,  one  hundred  and  thirteen  pu])ils  were  in  attendance,  and  dur- 
ing that  year  the  expenditures  were  $38,235.55,  and  during  the  year 
previous  §38,674.29. 

For  a  full  statement  of  the  management  and  condition  of  the 
Institute  I  refer  you  to  the  carefully  prepared  reports  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Superintendent,  and  the  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  expenditures.  Your  attention  is  also  called  to  their 
estimates,  and  the  reasons  given  for  increased  appropriations  for 
repairs,  improvements,  and  enlarging  the  building. 


THE    INSTITUTE    FOR    THE    DEAF    AND    DUMB. 

The  Institution  for  educating  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  is  located  at 
Indianapolis.  Its  object  is  to  educate  persons  of  that  class  between 
the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years,  and  to  make  them  proficient 
in  some  useful  occupation  or  trade,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  pro- 
vide for  their  own  support.  The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
during  the  year  1874  was  three  hundred  and  thirty-four. 

The  expenditure  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1873,  was 
$70,584.57,  and  for  the  year  following,  $08,960.88.  The  report 
of  the  Superintendent  calls  your  attention  to  the  important  fact 
that  the  increase  of  deaf  mutes  in  the  State  is  in  a  ratio  exceed- 
ing that  of  the  increase  of  the  population.  His  statement  of  the 
causes,  and  his  array  of  facts  in  support  thereof  are  of  special 
interest.  You  will  find  it  important  to  consider  with  care  his  sug- 
gestions for  adequate  provision  for  the  large  number  who  can  not 
now  be  provided  for  at  the  Institute.  Considerations  of  policy, 
as  well  as  of  humanity,  and  the  requirement  of  the  constitution, 
demand  that  they  be  so  educated,  and  instructed  in  useful  employ- 
ments   as    to    render    them    self-supporting.      Society  thereby,  in 
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a  large  degree,  will  be  relieved  of  their  maintenance,  and  they 
will  be  made  happy  in  the  consciousness  of  honorable  independ- 
ence. 

THE    HOSPITAL  FOR   THE    INSANE. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  located  two  miles  west  of  India- 
napolis, upon  a  tract  of  land  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  Its 
object  is  the  treatment  of  the  insane  with  a  view  to  their  restor- 
ation, and  none  are  received  who  are  supposed  to  be  incurable. 

On  the  31st  day  of  October,  1873,  there  were  in  the  hospital 
four  hundred  and  seventy-four  patients,  and  during  the  following 
year  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  were  admitted,  and  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  were  discharged.  Of  those  discharged  one 
hundred  and  ninety-four  were  considered  cured,  forty-five  improved, 
and  ninety-two  unimproved  and  incurable. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1873,  were 
$209,339.47,  and  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1874,  $195,- 
702.52.  Substantial  and  valuable  improvements  and  repairs  have 
been  made  during  the  last  two  years, 

I  ask  your  careful  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  and  of 
the  Superintendent.  They  show  the  gratifying  fact  that  the  per 
cent,  of  recoveries  has  been  unusually  large  during  the  last  year, 
and  the  general  health  of  the  inmates  improved.  This  result  gives 
assurance  that  the  expenditures  for  improvements  suggested  by 
experience  have  been  wisely  made.  Pure  water,  fresh  and  pure  air, 
careful  attention  and  eminent  skill  give  the  result  of  more  than  fifty 
per  cent,  of  cures.  But  a  large  portion  of  this  most  unfortunate 
class  remain  unprovided  for.  They  can  not  be  properly  taken  care 
of  in  the  poor  houses.  In  hundreds  of  instances  they  are  a  terrible 
burthen  upon  families — the  objects  of  ceaseless  anxiety.  It  seems 
there  is  no  place  for  them  in  private  life.  They  become  hopeless 
objects  of  commiseration,  and  sometimes  of  disgust.  Without  the 
capacity  in  many  instances  to  preserve  decency,  they  bring  shame 
and  humiliation  to  friends  and  neighbors.  They  can  not  speak  to 
you.  They  do  not  know  you,  nor  do  they  know  that  you,  the  peo- 
ple's representatives,  are  their  guardian.  They  can  not  read  the 
constitutional  provision  in  their  behalf,  but  you  and  I  can.  The 
honor  of  the  State  and  the  humanity  of  the  people  will  not  allow 
these  poor  unfortunates  to  be  longer  neglected.  I  believe  Indiana 
is  to-day  the  most  prosperous  State  of  the  Union.     Her  people  are 
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liberal  and  generous  in  a  cause  like  that  for  which  I  plead.  Every- 
body else  has  a  home.  These  poor,  starless,  hopeless  wrecks  of 
humanity  must  also  have  a  home.  They  must  be  cared  for,  that 
they  may  live,  and  die,  and  be  buried,  like  our  brothers  and  sisters. 
The  grounds  upon  which  the  present  institution  stands  are  suf- 
ficient for  another,  entirely  separate,  and  of  equal  or  greater  capacity. 
I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  to  which  I 
call  your  special  attention,  that  the  new  Hospital  be  located  thereon. 
His  suggestion  of  the  economy  and  advantage  of  one  general  man- 
agement is  very  important.  I  recommend  a  special  tax  for  the 
work,  to  be  known  as  the  tax  for  the  Insane.  A  small  levy  will 
provide  for  its  commencement,  and  its  prosecution  from  year  to  year 
until  completed.  When  completed,  it  will  be  your  best  and  most 
enduring  monument. 

THE  STATE  PEISON  NORTH. 

On  the  15th  day  of  December,  1874,  there  were  four  hundred  and 
fifty-five  convicts  in  the  Northern  Prison,  which  was  an  increase  of 
eighty- seven  during  the  year.  The  government  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  rigid,  but  just;  their  food  has  been  abundant  and  whole- 
some, and  their  clothing  comfortable.  There  has  been  but  little 
sickness  in  the  prison,  and  but  four  deaths  during  the  last  two 
years. 

During  the  two  years  ending  December  15,  1874,  there  was 
received  from  the  income  of  the  prison,  $123,200.40;  and  expended 
for  current  and  ordinary  expenses,  1 104,034,26. 

No  part  of  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  made  March  10, 1873,  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  prison  has  been  required  or  used.  There 
has  been  expended  during  the  two  years  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, $14,060.96,  and  a  small  sum  upon  the  library.  The  improve- 
ments include  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  a  new  shop,  and  a  new 
roof  upon  the  cell  house.  The  old  roof  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
defect  which  probably  caused  the  loss,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  remedied,  are  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  labor  of  the  prisoners  used  in  making  the  improvements  is  not 
included  in  the  estimate  of  the  cost. 

Additional  shop  room  is  required  for  the  advantageous  employ- 
ment of  the  convicts,  and  an  additional  cell  house  should  be  built. 
There   are    but  three   hunred  and    eighty-five  cells  in  the    prison. 
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whilst  there  are  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  prisoners  to  be  provided 
for,  and  the  number  is  rapidly  increasing.  It  is  hurtful  to  health 
;and  discipline  to  confine  more  than  one  prisoner  in  a  single  cell. 

The  favorable  financial  condition  of  the  prison  is  attributable  to 
•the  promptness  and  fidelity  of  the  contractors  as  well  as  to  the 
diligence  and  efficiency  of  the  Warden  and  his  assistants. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  execute  the  act  of  March  10, 1873,  author- 
izing the  exchange  of  certain  of  the  prison  lands  for  other  lands 
owned  by  Peter  Donnelly,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  errors  of 
description  in  the  act.  It  is  important  that  the  exchange  be  made. 
The  proposed  acquisition  is  necessary  for  proper  drainage.  I  recom- 
mend that  the  act  be  amended  so  as  properly  to  describe  the  lands. 


THE   STATE    PEISON   SOUTH. 

During  the  year  1873  the  average  number  of  convicis  in  the 
Prison  South  was  three  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  on  the  15th 
day  of  December,  1874,  the  number  was  four  hundred  and  seven- 
teen. Much,  and  severe,  sickness  prevailed  during  the  two  years. 
It  became  almost  epidemic.  There  were  thirty-six  deaths. 
'  The  report  of  the  directors  for  1873  showed  repairs  amounting 
to  $17,802.05.  They  stated  that  the  work  done  had  put  the  prison 
in  good  repair.  But  the  report  of  1874  shows  an  expenditure  for 
additional  repairs  of  $21,577.21,  making  in  the  two  years  $39,379.26. 
'No  new  structures  appear  to  have  been  erected.  The  description  of 
the  work  done,  requiring  so  large  an  expenditure,  is  not  sufficiently 
full  to  enaole  you  or  the  executive  to  judge  of  its  extent  and  pro- 
priety. I  understand  that  some  of  the  prisoners  were  employed 
upon  improvements  about  the  prison,  and  that  their  labor  was 
charged  at  sixty  cents  per  day  to  the  repairs,  and  thereby  the  expen- 
ditures upon  that  account  appear  larger  than  they  really  were.  The 
Warden's  reports  show  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  two  years  to 
have  been  $119,743.26,  and  the  proceeds  of  prison  labor,  $136,314.73, 
but  in  this  statement  is  included  an  expenditure  for  repairs,  and, 
also,  a  portion  of  the  $19,000  received  from  the  State  treasury  and, 
also,  the  labor  of  a  portion  of  the  convicts  employed  upon  prison 
work. 

There  are  constantly  insane  convicts  in  both  prisons.  They 
•should  not  be  kept  with  the  other  prisoners.  I  concur  in  the  rec- 
.ommendation  of  the  Wardens  that  provisions  should  be  made  for 
their  separate  confinement. 


During  the  last  three  years  the  greater  portion  of  the  convicts 
in  the  Southern  Prison  iiave  been  employed  by  the  Southwestern 
Car  C'onijiany.  Prior  to  that  use  of  the  prison  hibor  the  Ohio  Falls 
Car  and  Locomotive  Company  had  erected  extensive  and  valuable 
works  in  the  city  of  Jefferson ville,  and  were  employing  a  large  num- 
ber of  mechanics  and  laborers  in  the  construction  of  railroad  cars. 
During  the  last  eighteen  months  the  competition  has  interfered 
with  the  business  of  the  outside  works;  and  it  is  claimed  that  it 
has  seriously  disturbed  the  employment  of  free  labor.  It  has  caused 
much  dissatisfaction  and  discontent  in  that  locality.  I  think  it  is 
a  hardship  that  should  be  remedied,  if  possible.  The  Falls  Com- 
pany had  expended  a  large  sum  of  money  in  the  construction  of 
their  works  and  had  attained  successful  operation,  and  large  num- 
bers of  mechanics  and  laborers,  amounting  to  several  hundred,  had 
removed  to  the  city  and  obtained  reliable  employment,  as  they  sup- 
posed, when  the  new  Car  Company  was  organized  for  the  use  of  the 
prison  labor  in  direct  competition.  The  constitution,  as  well  as 
humanity,  requires  that  the  treatment  of  the  convicts  shall  have 
reference  to  their  reformation.  Peformation,  by  confinement,  with- 
out labor  is  impossible.  Considerations  of  policy  also  require  their 
employment  at  such  useful  labor  as  will  support  the  Institution. 
But  I  think  this  labor  should  not  be  brought  in  such  direct  and 
destructive  competition  with  free  labor,  especially  in  a  case  wherQ. 
the  free  labor  had  first  established  its  own  reliable  employment.  The 
existing  contracts  will  continue  in  force  for  about  two  years. 
During  that  time  no  complete  remedy  can  be  found,  but  after  the 
expiration  of  the  contracts  the  prisoners  should  be  otherwise, 
employed.  In  the  meantime,  should  you  authorize  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  perhaps  you  can  provide  for  the 
employment  of  a  portion  of  the  prisoners  upon  that  work.  Other 
States  have  found  such  use  of  the  labor  convenient  and  expedient. 


THE  REFORMATORY  INSTITUTION    FOE  WOJIEN  AND  GIRLS. 

By  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  Legislature  the  indebted- 
ness on  account  of  the  Reformatory  ^yas  paid  and  the  building  com- 
pleted. Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Smith  was  appointed  Superintendent,  and 
in  every  respect  has  been  a  most  faithful  and  efficient  officer.  In 
September,  187-3,  the  Institution  was  opened,  and  soon  thereafter 
the  female  jjrisoners,  eighteen  in  number,  were  removed  to  it  from 
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the  State  Prison,  South.  There  are  now  thirty  in  the  penal  depart- 
ment, and  ninety-three  girls  in  the  reformatory.  For  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  expenditures  in  completing  the  building  and  main- 
taining the  inmates,  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  1873  and  1874 
Some  additional  improvements  must  be  made.  The  Institution 
should  be  so  inclosed  as  to  allow  the  prisoners  out-door  exercise  and 
prevent  escapes.  I  recommend  that  the  law  regulating  admission 
to  the  reformatory  department  be  so  amended  as  to  admit  girls 
within  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

Experience  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  providing  a  separate  prison 
for  female  convicts.  The  probability  of  reformation  is  greatly 
increased.  The  building  in  its  present  condition  is  not  safe  from 
fire.  It  has  been  on  fire  on  two  occasions.  Upon  one  occasion  it 
was  probably  the  work  of  a  prisoner.  I  recommend  that  the  Board 
of  Managers  be  authorized  to  make  such  improvements  as  will  make 
it  more  secure. 

The  Institution  lost  a  devoted  and  valuable  officer  by  the  resig- 
nation of  S.  A.  Fletcher,  jr.,  Esq.,  the  President  of  the  Board  oi 
Managers.     I  appointed  J.  H.  Kappes,  Esq.,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 


THE    HOUSE    OF    EEFUGE. 

The  House  of  Refuge,  at  Plainfield,  Hendricks  county,  was  estab- 
lished pursuant  to  a  requirement  of  the  State  constitution.  It  is 
upon  a  tract  of  land  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres.  There 
are  now  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  inmates.  The  expenditures  of 
the  last  year  amounted  to  $57,002.58,  of  which  $15,582.35  was  for 
improvements  and  buildings,  leaving  $41,420.23  the  expense  of  the 
institution.  Of  the  entire  expenditures  $14,075.71  was  received 
from  the  counties.  Two  large  buildings  have  been  erected  during 
the  year,  one  for  a  shop,  and  the  other  for  a  family  house.  The 
family  house  will  provide  for  fifty  boys.  The  entire  improvements 
made  during  the  year  are  of  the  estimated  value  of  more  than 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  Ten  thousand  dollars  of  that  value 
was  for  the  labor  of  the  boys.  They  made  the  brick  and  did  all  the 
other  work  not  requiring  skilled  labor.  The  inmates  of  the  Institu- 
tion are  vicious  boys  and  juvenile  offenders,  and  their  reformation  is 
its  object  and  purpose.  The  reports  show  the  reformation  of  sixty 
per  cent.,  and  the  improvement  of  others.  As  far  as  possible  they  are 
brought  under  the  influence  of  moral  sentiments.     They  are  taught

in  the  schools,  and  are  required  to  do  useful  labor.  These  are  the 
reforming  influences.  Out-door  and  farm  labor  is  found  to  be  the 
most  useful.  In  his  report  the  Superintendent  says,  "  give  the 
boys  plent}'  of  out-door  work,  and  the  labor  of  their  reformation  is 
infinitely  lightened."  I  concur  in  his  recommendation  that  addi- 
tional farm  lands  be  purchased.  It  is  necessary  to  give  employment 
to  the  boys,  and  to  provide  supplies  for  the  institution.  I  ask  your 
attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Board  and  the  Superintendent. 


THE    STATE    HOUSE    AND    LIBRARY. 

For  the  management  of  the  State  Library  and  the  care  taken  of 
the  State  House  and  adjoining  grounds  I  refer  you  to  the  carefully 
prepared  and  very  full  report  of  the  State  Librarian.  The  Library 
has  been  put  in  excellent  order,  many  missing  volumes  restored,  lost 
volumes  supplied  and  useful  additions  made,  and  the  rooms  have 
been  refitted  and  made  inviting  to  visitors.  Repairs  and  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  State  House  which  had  become  almost 
indispensable  to  its  occupancy.  They  were  made  with  the  approval 
of  myself  and  the  State  officers,  and  executed  with  cultivated  taste 
and  rigid  economy. 

A   NEW   STATE   HOUSE. 

On  the  10th  day  of  March,  1873,  a  concurrent  resolution  was 
adopted  by. the  General  Assembly,  declaring  that  a  necessity  existed 
for  the  building  of  a  new  State  Capitol,  and  awarding  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  as  a  premium  for  the  best  plans,  specifications 
and  estimates  for  the  same.  By  the  resolution  it  was  also  provided 
that  a  joint  committee  representing  the  two  houses  be  appointed, 
whose  duty  it  should  be  to  receive  the  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates.  That  committee  has  given  careful  attention  to  the  matter 
so  referred.  In  their  printed  regulations  they  required  the  plans 
to  be  for  a  structure  to  cost  not  exceeding  two  million  dollars. 
They  have  received  many  plans  and  specifications,  with  detailed 
estimates,  and  have  v/ith  great  diligence  examined  and  compared 
their  respective  merits.  They  will,  no  doubt,  make  to  you  a  full 
report  of  their  proceedings,  with  their  recommendations. 

The  work  thus  inaugurated  by  the  last  Legislature  comes  before 
you  for  consideration  and  action.     It  can  hardly  be  questioned  that 
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a  new  State  House  should  be  built.  This  house  is  loeither  suitable 
nor  safe  for  the  transaction  of  the  public  business.  It  does  not  cor- 
respond with  the  greatness  of  the  State.  It  is  not  creditable.  No 
other  State  in  the  northwest  has  such  a  house.  These  halls  are  not 
fit  for  your  sessions.  Your  constituents  when  they  visit  the  city  can 
neither  see  nor  hear  your  proceedings.  They  are  much  better  pro- 
vide! for  in  your  court  houses.  You  have  no  suitable  committee 
rooms.  You  are  dependent  upon  rented  rooms  over  the  city.  You 
are  thereby  hindered  in  that  personal  consultation  among  yourselves 
which  is  so  important  in  legislation.  The  people  do  not  desire 
this.  But  they  will  expect  you  to  avoid  that  prevalent  fault  in 
public  buildings  of  extravagant  ornaments.  The  building  should 
be  plain,  tasteful,  substantial  and  permanent,  adapted  to  its  purposes, 
and  sufficient  for  the  growing  demands  of  the  public  service. 
Several  years  will  be  required  in  its  construction,  and  a  small  special 
tax,  annually,  will  be  sufficient. 


THE   STATE   BOAED   OF   AGEICULTURE, 

A  full  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  a  statement  of  its  financial  affairs  during  the  years  1873 
and  1874,  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  those  years.  The  most 
important  movement  of  the  Board  during  that  period  has  been  the 
erection  upon  the  State  Fair  grounds  of  a  beautiful  and  spacious 
structure  for  a  State  Exposition.  To  induce  the  Board  to  enter  upon 
that  work,  four  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  business  men  of  the  city 
of  Indianapolis  gave  their  guaranty  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  against  loss.  The  guarantors  have  paid  a  large  sum 
upon  the  cost  of  construction.  The  Exposition  has  added  greatly 
to  the  importance  and  attractiveness  of  the  State  Fair.  Together 
they  constitute  an  attractive  and  useful  institution,  dedicated  to  the 
exhibition,  promotion,  and  improvement  of  the  agricultural, 
mechanical,  mineral,  and  productive  industries  of  the  State.  The 
management,  however  skillful  and  impartial,  of  such  an  institution 
must  necessarily  encounter  dissatisfaction  and  criticism.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  Board  and  its  officers  have  not  escaped.  In  inaugurat- 
ing and  executing  so  important  a  work  as  the  union  of  an  Exposi- 
tion with  the  Fair,  it  could  not  be  otherwise.  But  the  reports  and 
my  own  observation  justify  me  in  saying  that  during  these  two  years 
they  have  been  faithful,  and  in  a  high  degree  successful. 
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The  department  of  ideology  and  natural  science,  established  by 
the  act  of  March  5,  1SG9,  was  placed  in  connection  with  and  under 
the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  Under  the  active 
and  efficient  management  of  Professor  Cox,  tlie  State  Geologist, 
that  department  has  greatly  promoted  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
this  State.  The  surveys  have  developed  valuable  minerals  in  large 
quantities.  That  yoti  may  fully  appreciate  the  extent  and  import- 
ance of  the  work  which  has  been  accomplished,  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  annual  reports.  I  recommend  that  you  continue  the  necessary 
appropriations,  and  that  you  place  the  service  upon  a  more  perma- 
nent basis. 

THE    VIENNA    EXPOSITION. 

By  the  act  of  March  4,  1873,  provision  was  made  for  the 
proper  representation  of  this  State  and  of  her  interests  at  the 
Vienna  Exposition.  By  direction  of  that  act,  I  commissioned  the 
State  Geologist  as  commissioner  of  this  State.  He  has  made  a 
detailed  report  to  me  of  his  proceedings  and  of  his  expenditures, 
which  I  communicate  herewith.  There  remains  an  unexpended 
balance  of  the  appropriation  of  §G82.42,  which  has  been  returned 
to  the  treasury. 

HORTICULTURAL  SOCIETY. 

The  financial  reports  of  the  Indiana  Horticultural  Society  show 
that  its  receipts  for  the  year  1874  were  §1,125.21,  of  which  $1,000 
was  by  apin'opriation  from  the  State  treasury,  and  that  its  expendi- 
tures amounted  to  §521.81,  leaving  in  its  treasury  $603.40.  I  have 
received  no  further  report  of  its  jiroccedings  since  that  of  the  January 
meeting,  1874.  I  understand  the  society  is  growing  in  strength  and 
interest. 

BATTLE  GROUND  ENCLOSURE. 

As  required  by  the  act  of  December  18,  1872,  the  Governor, 
Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  State  and  Treasurer  of 'State  caused 
a  beautiful  and  permanent  iron  fence  to  be  built  around  the  Tip- 
pecanoe Battle  Ground.  I  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law 
in  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  constitution  for  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of   the  grounds  and    improvements  with 
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penalties  for  trespassing.  At  the  request  of  the  State  officers  and 
myself,  the  commissioners  of  Tippecanoe  county  have  assumed  the 
charge  and  care  thereof,  and  will  provide  for  any  expenditure 
necessary  to  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  fence  was  $17,854.17,  leaving  of  the 
appropriation  unexpended  $6,245.83.  I  suggest  the  propriety  of 
using  that  unexpended  balance  in  the  construction  of  a  suitable  mon- 
ument to  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  fell  upon  that  field.  If 
invited  to  do  so,  I  suppose  Ohio  and  Kentucky  would  join  this 
State  in  the  construction  of  the  monument,  thus  making  it,  what  it 
should  be,  the  work  of  the  three  States  in  honor  of  their  soldiers 
who  fought  and  fell  together. 


THE  PUBLIC  PRINTING. 

The  legislative  printing  has  been  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  in  accordance  with  the  joint  resolutions  of 
January  28  and  31,  1873. 

I  have  caused  the  executive  documents  to  be  priated  under  con- 
tractsa  at  prices  fixed  by  competing  bids.  The  rates  have  been  as 
low  as  could  be  obtained,  and  as  low  as  the  v/ork  could  be  done 
without  actual  loss.     The  Auditor's  reports  show  the  amounts  paid. 


PRESERVING  THE  PEACE. 

Upon  two  occasions  I  have  been  called  upon  to  furnish  arms  and 
ammunition  to  sheriffs  to  prevent  threatened  public  disturbance; 
and  upon  three  occasions  I  have  called  out  the  militia  to  support  the 
civil  officers  in  maintaining  the  peace,  and  enforcing  the  law.  The 
expenses  attending  these  proceedings  amounted  to  four  thousand 
two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and  forty-five  cents.  One  of 
these  occasions  was  in  the  enforcement  of  legal  process  in  a  contro- 
versy between  two  railroad  companies.  As  the  military  force  was 
required  to  enable  the  sheriff  to  execute  a  civil  process  when 
hindered  by  a  large  body  of  men,  I  thought  it  proper  that  the 
expenses  should  be  borne  by  the  plaintiff,  and  I  so  required.  The 
sum  was  promptly  paid  by  the  company,  amounting  to  $2,495.00. 
With  the  concurrence  and  approval  of  the  State  officers  I  directed 
the  payment  of  the  residue  of  the  $4,299.45  to  be  made  out  of  the 
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civil  contingent  fund  under  my  control.  It  was  not  clear  to  the 
State  officers,  nor  to  myself,  that  such  a  use  of  the  appropriation  was 
contemplated  by  the  Legislature,  but  the  duty  to  "take  care  that 
the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,"  and  to  preserve  the  public  peace, 
was  so  clearly  imposed  by  the  constitution  that  we  could  not  hesitate. 
The  public  safety,  and  the  supremacy  of  the  law,  should  not  be 
dependent  upon  any  uncertain  construction  of  an  act  of  appropriation. 
I  recommend  that  you  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  such 
exigencies,  and  that  the  same  be  under  the  control  of  the  Governor. 

I  ask  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Adjutant  General  and 
Quarter  Master  General.  The  militia  is  almost  entirely  unorgan- 
ized. There  are  but  a  few  companies  in  the  State  in  a  condition  to 
respond  to  any  call  that  may  be  made  upon  them.  I  ask  your  con- 
sideration of  the  propriety  of  so  amending  the  law  to  organize  the 
militia  as  to  make  it  more  efficient ;  and  to  the  propriety  of  the  State 
giving  some  aid  in  properly  equiping  some  companies. 

The  State  is  sufficiently  supplied  with  arms.  In  addition  to  the 
former  supply,  I  have  made  requisitions  upon  the  United  States 
Ordnance  Office  for,  and  received,  five  hundred  breech-loading 
Springfield  rifles,  one  hundred  and  fifty  Spencer  rifles  and  six  Gat- 
ling  guns,  and  suitable  ammunition.  The  greater  part  of  the  arms 
are  stored  in  the  United  States  Arsenal,  near  the  city  of  Indian- 
apolis. 

THE  CENTENNIAL. 

On  the  3d  day  of  March,  1871,  an  act  of  Congress  was  adopted, 
declaring  that  "it  behooves  the  people  of  the  United  States  to  cele- 
brate, by  appropriate  ceremonies,  the  Centennial  Anniversary,"  of 
the  signing  and  promulgation  of  the  Declaration  of  the  Independ- 
ence of  the  United  States ;  and  that  it  is  appropriate  to  commemor- 
ate the  completion  of  the  first  century  of  our  national  existence  by 
an  exhibition  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  country,  and  of  our 
pj:'0gress  in  those  arts  which  benefit  mankind,  in  comparison  with 
older  nations;  and  declaring,  also,  that  "the  exhibition  should  be  a 
national  celebration  in  which  the  people  of  the  whole  country  should 
participate,"  and  that  "  it  should  have  the  sanction  of  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States."  In  accordance  with  that  declaration  the  act 
of  Congress  provided :  "  That  an  exhibition  of  American  and  for- 
eign arts,  products,  and  manufactures,  shall  be  held,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six."     Provision 
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was  also  made  for  a  commission  to  execute  the  will  of  Congress  so 
declared.  The  organization  has  been  completed,  and  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  have  appropriated  large 
sums  of  money  to  aid  the  enterprise.  The  work  of  preparation  has 
been  commenced  and  is  rapidly  advancing.  The  designs  contem- 
plate an  exhibition  suitable  for  the  great  occasion. 

The  act  of  Congress  has  committed  our  country  and  the  people 
to  the  celebration.  A  failure  would  cause  us  national  humiliation. 
Success  will  gratify  our  national  pride,  and  at  the  same  time  pro- 
mote our  prosperity  by  attracting  the  people  and  wealth  of  other 
countries.  I  recommend  that  you  make  such  provision  as  will^ecure 
to  the  people  of  Indiana,  and  their  interests,  a  lull  and  advantageous 
representation. 

TEMPERANCE. 

The  act  of  February  27,  1873,  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  has  not  accomplished  the  good  that  was  expected  by  its 
advocates.  It  has  not  been  sufficiently  in  accord  with  public  opin- 
ion to  be  efficient  or  useful.  It  has  been  the  cau-e  of  irritation 
without  remedying  the  evils  it  was  intended  to  suppress.  The  duty 
rests  upon  you  to  revise  and  reform  that  legislation.  In  the  dis- 
charge of  that  duty,  you  will  assume  that  there  are  evils  to  society 
and  to  individuals  connected  with  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors 
which  it  is  the  province  of  law  to  restrain  and  prevent.  Sales 
should  not  be  made  to  boys;  and  drunkenness  should  be  punished 
as  well  as  selling  to  the  intoxicated;  and  the  minor  who  misrepre- 
sents or  conceals  his  age  to  obtain  liquor,  should  be  punished  as 
well  as  the  person  who  knowingly  sells  to  him.  Sales  should  be 
forbidden  when  the  public  peace  or  saft'ty  requires  it.  Like  other 
pursuits,  it  should  be  suspended  after  a  reasonable  hour  in  the 
night,  so  as  to  avoid  the  disturbances  incident  to  the  traffic  at  that 
time.  It  should  be  made  unlawful  to  buy  whenever  it  is  made 
unlawful  to  sell,  and  the  punishment  should  be  inflicted  upon  the 
purchaser  as  well  as  the  seller. 

I  recommend  that  a  reasonable  tax,  or  license  fee,  be  imposed  It 
should  be  higher  than  heretofore  and  subject  to  forfeiture  of  the 
license  for  disregard  of  the  law.  That  policy  will  bring  a  large 
revenue  into  the  school  fund,  if  so  directed,  and  at  the  same  time 
identify  tlie  interests  of  the  party  selling  with  that  of  society,  in 
preserving  order  and  good  conduct  at  his  place  of  business. 
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I  suggest,  for  your  eousideration,  whether  it  is  not  practicable  to 
make  a  diflterence  of  regulation  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  vinous  and 
malt  liquors  and  the  stronger  and  more  intoxicating  drinks.  There 
is  a  great  difference  in  the  evils  that  result  from  their  use. 


FEES    AND    SALARIES. 

The  effort  at  reform  in  the  civil  service  of  the  State  should  not 
stop  until  the  compensation  of  every  officer  shall  be  so  accurately 
defined  as  to  exclude  all  constructive  fees  and  charges,  and  until  it 
shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  produce  greater  equality  and  in  many 
cases  a  large  reduction.  As  far  as  practicable  fixed  salaries  should 
be  established  and  all  other  compensation  prohibited.  The  com- 
pensation should  be  sufficient  to  command  for  the  public  efficient 
and  reliable  service,  but  no  greater.  The  act  regulating  fees,  etc., 
of  March  8,  1873,  is  perhaps  an  improvement  upon  the  old  law,  but 
it  leaves  much  yet  to  be  done.  This  subject  should  receive  your 
attention. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

The  Constitution  requires  that  the  number  of  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  counties  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  white  male  inhabitants  above  twenty-one  years 
of  age  in  each.  The  apportionment  made  by  the  act  of  December 
27,  1872,  is  not  in  accordance  with  that  requirement.  The  inequal- 
ity among  many  counties  is  obvious  and  gross.  Laws  fixing  repre- 
sentation should  not  be  frequently  changed,  nor  upon  unimportant 
considerations.  Stability  is  a  quality  important  to  their  value. 
But  no  reason  for  amending  the  law  could  be  stronger  than  that 
found  in  the  fact  of  its  gross  inequality.  The  question  is  not  free 
from  doubt  in  my  mind  whether  the  apportionment  can  be  changed 
prior  to  the  next  enumeration  under  the  constitution.  But  should 
you  be  satisfied  that  the  law  may  be  amended,  then  the  reasons  in 
its  favor  are  conclusive.  In  making  the  amendment  of  the  law,  no 
consideration  whatever  should  be  regarded  but  the  constitutional 
requirement  of  equality  and  justice. 
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RAILROAD    FREIGHTS. 


Complaints  are  made  that  the  railroad  companies  discriminate 
against  way  freight  both  by  exorbitant  charges  and  by  inadequate 
provision  for  shipment.  Many  of  the  roads  of  this  State  constitute 
parts  of  through  lines  from  the  west  to  the  east,  and  any  discrimi- 
nation against  the  way  business  in  the  manner  complained  of  would 
occasion  heavy  loss  to  the  people.  I  suppose  there  is  some  inconve- 
nience and  delay  in  transacting  way  business  that  must  be  compen- 
sated, but  it  should  not  be  made  the  pretext  to  take  advantage  of 
the  absence  of  competition,  and  to  make  the  charges  unreasonable. 
I  recommend  that  you  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  complaints  and 
that  you  provide  a  remedy  that  will  be  safe  to  the  people  and  just  to 
the  railroads.  The  independent  freight  lines  that  are  interposed 
between  the  stockholders  and  the  people,  to  the  hurt  of  both,  should 
be  brought  more  directly  under  the  control  of  our  laws  both  for  the 
the  purpose  of  regulation  and  taxation. 


THE  SWAMP  LAND  RECORDS. 

By  virtue  of  the  joint  resolution  of  1865, 1  appointed  O.  M.  Eddy, 
Esq.,  Swamp  Land  Clerk,  and  assigned  him  to  the  duty  of  revising 
and  correcting  the  files  and  records  relating  to  the  swamp  lands 
of  the  State.  They  were  in  a  very  defective  condition.  With  care 
and  diligence  he  applied  himself  to  the  work  and  his  report  shows 
satisfactory  progress  towards  its  completion.  The  records  and  files 
relating  to  so  large  a  quantity  of  land  are  important,  and  should  be 
accurate  and  reliable.  So  far  as  the  revision  has  been  completed,  I 
think  they  will  be  found  reliable. 


THE  EXECUTIVE  RECORD. 

I  have  caused  a  full  record  to  be  kept  of  all  the  transactions  of  my 
office.  I  found  no  complete  record  of  the  correspondence  of  my  pre- 
decessors, and  but  defective  records  of  other  official  acts.  It  has 
often  been  difficult,  and  sometimes  impossible,  for  me  to  ascertain 
their  opinions  and  decisions  upon  questions  again  presented. 
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APPRAISEMENT  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 


I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Auditor  of  State  that  the 
revenue  law  of  December,  1872,  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the 
appraisement  of  the  real  estate  every  fifth  year  instead  of  every 
second  year. 

LOCAL  TAXATION. 

I  call  your  special  attention  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Auditor  of 
State  in  relation  to  the  necessity  of  a  limit  to  be  imposed  upon  the 
power  of  taxation  by  counties  and  townships,  and  by  cities,  in  special 
cases. 

I  also  submit  for  your  consideration  whether  the  difficulties  and 
probable  losses  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes,  occasioned  by  the  post- 
ponement of  the  collection  of  one-half  thereof  for  six  months,  is 
compensated  by  any  adequate  advantage  to  the  people.  Experience 
shows  that  the  provision  which  allows  the  postponement  occasions 
both  inconvenience  and  loss. 


THE  EXECUTIVE  CLEMENCY. 

As  required  by  the  Constitution,  I  herewith  report  all  eases  of 
reprieve,  commutation,  and  pardon  which  I  have  granted,  and  all 
cases  of  fines  and  forfeitures  which  I  have  remitted,  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  several  amounts,  and  the  names  of  persons  relieved,  and 
the  facts  and  considerations  which  have  governed  me  in  each  case. 


SPECIAL    MESSAGES. 

At  an  early  period  of  your  session,  I  will  make  a  communication 
to  you  in  relation  to  the  lands  known  as  the  bed  of  Beaver  Lake ; 
and  also  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal, 
and  the  legal  proceedings  touching  the  same,  pending  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  States. 
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STATE     OFFICERS. 


It  give?  mo  pleasure  :o  say  that  the  State  officers  with  whoQi  I 
have  been  associated  in  the  execution  of  the  laws  have  been  faith- 
ful.  intelligent  and  efficient  iu  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 
In  regard  to  every  public  matter  requiring  our  couourreut  action,  I  \ 
have  civen  tliem  mv  entire  contidence.  For  them  I  entertain  senti- 
ments of  personal  respect  and  esteem. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  death  ot  the  Hou. 
Milton  B.  Hopkins.  Superintendent  of  Public  lustruction,  which 
occurred  on  the  I'oth  day  of  August  last.  He  was  a  fiiithful  and 
able  public  officer,  and  in  his  death  the  cause  of  edneatiou  in  the 
State  has  sustained  a  great  los~.  I  appointed  his  son.  Alexander  C. 
Hopkins,  his  successor  for  the  residue  of  the  official  term. 

I  trust  that  your  proceedings  will  be  harmonious  and  result  in 
the  promotion  oi  the  interests  of  the  State  and  people. 

I  had  intended  to  restrict  this  communiciUion  to  subjei?ts  that  are 
of  special  interest  to  the  State    of  Indiana,   and  had  written  all  I 

intended  to  say  when  it  became  known  to  the  country  that  tree 
representative  government  had  been  broken  down  in  the  State  of 
Louisia'aa  by  military  violence.  It  is  a  luudamental  right  and 
essential  to  free  institutions  that  a  legislative  body  shall  be  the  judge 
of  the  qualihcatious.  elections  and  returns  of  its  own  members.  It 
is  declared  in  our  constitution  and  in  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  constiruriou  of  Louisiana.  It  is  exclusive  and  no 
power,  not  even  the  judiciary,  can  iuteriere  with,  or  questh'^u, 
it.  It  is  a  prerogative  of  the  State,  becatise,  without  it  no  free 
State  can  exist.  ^^  ithout  any  pretext  of  domestic  violence,  that 
right  has  been  taken  away  from  the  popular  branch  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  Louisiana  and  members  recognized  bv  the  body  have  been 
driven  fi\">m  the  hall  by  armed  soldiers  under  the  eommaud  oi 
United  States  military  officers,  and  others,  not  recognized  by  the 
body  as  members,  have  been  seated  as  such. 

The  cause  of  the  House  of  Representatives  oi  Louisiana,  and  oi 
its  constituency  is  your  obtuse  and  will  be  the  cause  of  the  people 
yon  rcpreseut.  so  long  as  constitutional  and  independent  ligisiation 
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shall  be  cherished  by  them  us  a  right.  Shall  the  privilege  of  the 
people  to  make  their  owu  State  laws  by  their  chosen  representatives 
rest  upon  right,  or  only  upon  permission?  The  voice  of  the  people 
sliould  be  so  expressed  as  to  restore  the  right.  I  ask  you  to  protest 
agtiinst  and  denounce  the  usurpation  as  a  crime  to  be  detested,  and 
not  a  precedent  to  be  respected.

PARDONS. 


1.  Zach.  B.  Wade.  Murder.  Vanderburgh  Circuit  Court. 
Life.  October  25,  1866.  Pardoned  January  11,  1873,  by  Conrad 
Baker,  Governor.  Remarks  :  Pardon  granted  upon  recommen- 
dation of  a  very  large  nnmber  of  good  citizens,  and  upon  the  ground 
that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  crime  was  only  manslaughter.  I 
was  present  and  heard  the  trial. 

2.  Charles  JST.  Campbell.  Burglary  and  Larceny.  Monroe 
Circuit  Court.  Two  years.  March  term,  1872.  Pardoned  Janu- 
ary 13,  1873,  by  Conrad  Baker,  Governor.  Remarks:  Pardon 
granted  upon  recommendation  of  Judge  Franklin,  Hon.  John  C. 
Robinson,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  prosecuting  witness  and  other 
good  citizens. 

3.  John  L.  Phipps.  Manslaughter.  Parke  Circuit  Court. 
Twenty-one  years.  February  6,  1867.  Pardoned  January  13, 
1873,  by  Conrad  Baker,  Governor.  Remarks  :  Pardon  granted 
upon  recommendation  of  a  large  number  of  good  citizens. 

4.  Thomas  Tungate.  Burglary.  Jennings  Circuit  Court. 
Four  years.  September  22,  1870.  Pardoned  by  Conrad  Baker, 
Governor,  January J3,  1873.  Remarks:  Pardon  granted  upon 
recommendation  of  a  large  number  of  good  citizens. 

5.  John  Reed,  Grand  Larceny.  Vigo  Criminal  Circuit 
Court.  Two  years.  June  13,  1871.  Pardoned  January  13,  1873, 
by  Conrad  Baker,  Governor.  Remarks  :  Pardon  granted  upon 
recommendation  of  the  officers  oi  the  prison  and  others,  and  upon 


the  ground  that  the  prisoner  is  far  gone  with  consumption  and  can 
not  live  long,  and  the  assurance  of  Col.  Shuler,  the  Warden,  that 
he  will  see  him  cared  for,  unless  his  friends  should  come  for  him 
and  take  him  away. 

6.  John  T.  Matthews,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  INIan slaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the 
eighth  day  of  May,  1866,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  ten 
years.  Pai'doned  Februai-y  15,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ERNOE.  The  defendant  was  nineteen  years  old  when  soitenced  for 
manslaughter  ;  was  sentenced  for  ten  years,  and  has  served  nearly 
seven  years  of  the  term  ;  and  he  is  pardoned  for  the  following 
reasons  :  1.  Has  was  young,  and  has  conducted  himself  so  well 
since  his  imprisonment  that  the  Warden  recommends  his  pardon. 
2.  Judge  Chapman,  who  tried  him,  and  Mr.  Leathers,  who  pros- 
ecuted him,  most  earnestly  urge  his  pardon,  and  that  "  the  sentence 
was  one  of  wholly  unjustifiable  severity,  and  calls  as  strongly  as  any 
case  we  ever  knew  for  Executive  interference,"  and  that  ''  a  sentence 
of  two  years  would  have  been  an  ample  vindication  of  the  law  and  a 
full  punishment  for  his  offense,"  and  that  "  there  is  a  mystery  in 
regard  to  the  fatal  transaction,  growing  out  of  the  miserable  char- 
after  o'f  the  witnesses  that  might  well  have  created  a  doubt  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  original  conviction,  and  has  made  us  ready  to 
solicit  his  pardon,"  and  that  "  he  did  not  strike  a  blow,  did  not 
know  of  any  intended  assault"  (by  Boyd),  the  evidence  being  con- 
flicting whether  he  ever  encouraged  by  voice  or  gesture  his  friend 
after  the  fight  commenced.  3.  The  pardon,  upon  the  statement  of 
facts,  is  urged  by  the  Clerk  and  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Court,  by  the 
Auditor  and  deputies,  and  by  the  Treasurer  of  INIarion  County.

7.  Eli  Johnson,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Johnson  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter  and  sentenced  on  the  20th  day 
of  May,  1868,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  sixteen  years. 
Pardoned  April  3,  1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Goveenoe,  L.  S. 
Shuler,  Warden,  certifies  that  "  said  convict  is  evidently  in  .the  last 
stage  of  consumption  and  his  death  is  a  mere  question  of  time,  and 
his  only  desire  is  to  get  out  in  order  to  die  at  home  amongst  his 
friends,  who  are  desirous  to  take  charge  of  him.  I  would,  there- 
fore, under  the  circumstances,  and  in  consideration  of  his  present 
condition,  recommend  a  pardcn  in  his  case."     William  H.  Sheets, 


Physiciao,  says  :  "  In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  hope  of  his  recovery." 
A.  L.  Munson  and  B.  F.  Hill,  Directors,  concur  in  recommending  the 
pardon.  Mr.  Hill  says:  "I  know  the  prisoner.  His  recovery  is 
hopeless  and  I  think  he  can  survive  but  a  short  time."  John  W. 
Sullivan,  Chaplain,  joins  in  the  recommendation.  T.  A.  H. 

8.  Carpenter  Williams,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Newton 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  15th  day  of  September,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  April  18,1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Pardon  granted  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  county

10.  Francis  M.  Holler,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wayne 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced 
on  the  19th  day  of  April,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  April  19,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. This  party  was  indicted  for  the  murder  of  Nathaniel  Tib- 
betts  and,  on  the  19th  day  of  April,  1872,  was  convicted  of  man- 
slaughter and  sentenced  for  two  years'  imprisonment.  His  pardon 
is  asked  in  three  petitions  numerously  signed  by  nearly  all  the  men 
of  the  section  in  which  he  lived  and  who  have  long  known  him,  and 
is  recommended  by  the  county  officers  and  by  all  the  jurors  w*ho 
tried   the  case.     The  evidence,  in  material  respects,  is  conflicting, 


and  cau  uot  fail  to  leave  doubts  in  respect  to  the  real  character  of 
the  transaction,  and  probably  that  is  the  reason  the  jury  ask  for  the 
pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

11.  Redin  Corn^  who  was  convicted  in  the  Pike  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  in  the  month  of  March, 
1S72,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned 
April  21,  1873.  Decision:  B-y  the  Goverxoe.  Corn  killed 
Walker,  a  desperate  man,  who  had  previously,  on  several  occasions 
(the  last  but  a  few  hours  before  the  shooting),  threatened  to  kill 
him  and  his  brother,  Joseph  Corn.  These  threats  were  known  by 
them.  Walker  knocked  Joseph  down  and  Avas  jumping  and  stamp- 
ing on  his  head  and  face.  Defendant  attempted  to  take  Walker  off, 
but  was  himself  pushed  back  by  AYalker's  brother.  He  then  called 
on  the  bystanders  to  relieve  his  brother,  but  through  fear  of  the 
power  and  known  character  of  Walker  and  his  brotiier  they  refused. 
Meanwhile  Walker  was  stamping  and  kicking  Joseph  to  death,  and 
he  w^as  shouting  murder  and  calling  for  help.  Some  person  handed 
Eedin  a  revolver.  He  took  it  and  instantly  shot  Walker.  Walker 
weighed  one  hundred  and  eighty  pounds  and  wore  heavy  boots ; 
Joseph  weighed  one  hundred  and  forty  pounds  and  was  lying  flat 
on  the  ground.  The  facts  show  a  case  of  excusable  homicide,  and 
it  seems  to  have  been  so  regarded  by  nine  of  the  jurors  who  sign 
the  petition  for  pardon  after  having  fixed  the  penalty  at  the  shortest 
period  allowed  by  law  for  even  a  technical  offense.  The  county 
officers  and  a  large  number  of  other  reputable  citizens  of  the  neigh- 
borhood concur  in  the  recommendation.  T.  A.  H. 

12.  Charles  Kujs'kel,  "ho  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced, 
on  the  28th  day  of  December,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  two  years.  Pardoned  April  28,  1873.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  conviction  was  for  the  stealing  of  a  carriage 
robe.  Kunkel  is  a  person  of  weak  mind — so  much  so,  that  his  physi- 
cian regards  him  not  responsible  for  his  acts.  The  physician  of  the 
prison  thinks  he  has  a  higher  grade  of  intelligence,  yet  of  weak 
mind.  The  crime  itself  (the  stealing  of  an  article  of  no  value  to 
himself)  shows  a  want  of  capacity.  His  parents  and  other  relatives 
are  very  industrious  and  respectable  people,  and  he  has  borne  a  good 
character  heretofore.     Many  of  the  jurors   ask   his    pardon.     The 


Judge  who  tried  him  recommends  it.  The  city  and  county  officers^,, 
and  the  men  with  whom  he  labored,  and  many  other  citizens,  ear- 
nestly urge  it ;  and  Dr.  Allen,  from  whom  the  property  was  taken, 
joins  in  the  petition.  T.  A.  H. 

13.  Eli  J.  Engleman,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jefferson 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced,  on 
the  24th  day  of  September,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
fourteen  years.  Pardoned  May  3,  1873,  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  This  prisoner  is  pardoned  because  his  trial  was  not 
such  as  any  person,  however  guilty,  ought  to  be  subjected  to.  He 
was  refused  a  change  of  venue,  when  popular  prejudice  was  greatly 
excited,  and  was  required  to  go  to  trial  without  allowing  time  for 
the  prejudice  to  subside,  although  he  asked  for  a  continuance. 
He  was  required  to  go  into  the  trial  when  not  able  to  sit  up,  having 
been  brought  into  the  court  house  on  a  mattress,  and  not  in  a  condi- 
tion to  consult  his  attorneys  or  to  judge  of  the  line  of  his  defense. 
He  was  tried  by  a  jury,  one-fourth  of  whom  had,  in  advance,  in  bitter 
terms,  expressed  opinions  against  him.  The  subsequent  civil  proceed- 
ings, whereby  he  and  his  family  were  stripped  of  their  means  of  living,, 
were  almost  as  extraordinary  as  the  criminal  trial,  and  indicate  a 
public  prejudice ;  for,  ordinarily,  such  results  could  not  be  brought 
about  in  an  Indiana  court.  I  have  no  doubt  that,  upon  a  record 
showing  all  the  facts,  the  Supreme  Court  would  have  reversed  the 
judgment.  He  has  suifered  nearly  four  years'  imprisonment;  he  is 
about  sixty-two,  or  sixty-three,  years  of  age,  and  is  in  declining: 
health.  Under  date  of  April  30,  1873,  the  Warden  of  the  prison 
says  that  he  *'  conducts  himself  so  as  to  merit  the  approbation  of 
the  prison  officers,  and  in  consideration  of  his  advanced  age  and 
declining  health,"  recommends  his  pardon.  The  pardon  is  recom- 
mended by  the  county  officers  of  Jefferson  county  and  also  by  promi- 
nent citizens  of  that  county.  T.  A.  H. 

14.  Joseph  Lennox,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Hush  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  19th  day 
of  June,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  one  year.  Par- 
doned June  24,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The 
evidence  in  this  case  does  not  justify  the  finding,  and,  even  if  it  did 
justify  the  conviction,  the  punishment  was  excessive.  This  view  of 
the  case  is  sustained  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  who  urges  the- 
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pardon  of  the  prisoner.  The  Judge^  who  tried  the  case,  also  recom- 
mends the  pardon.  In  addition  to  these  officers,  the  pardon  is 
recoramended  by  a  large  number  of  citizens,  among  the  umber  Hon„ 
Leonidas  Sexton,  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  is  a  resident  of  the 
county  where  the  prisoner  was  tried  and  convicted.  T.  A.  H. 

15.  Louis  H.  Buzan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  o^  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with 
intent  to  commit  murder  and  sentenced  on  the  13th  day  of  ^lay, 
1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years,  l-'ardoned  June 
30,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  GovERisOR.  Louis  H.  Buzan  was 
charged  with  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  murder  Jacob  Jor- 
dan ;  tried  in  the  Vanderburgh  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  convicted,  and 
sentenced  to  two  years  imprisonment.  A  petition  for  his  pardon 
and  a  remonstrance  are  both  numerously  signed.  Upon  the  petition 
and  remonstrance  alone  the  case  can  not  be  decided.  The  testi- 
mony is  somewhat  contradictory,  but  establishes  this  state  of  facts  : 
The  difficulty  commenced  in  a  saloon  in  the  city  of  Evansvnlle. 
One  Hartman  and  several  other  persons  were  sitting  at  tables  in 
the  rear  end  of  the  saloon.  Buzan,  Roeiker  and  Willy  came  into 
the  saloon  and  asked  for  beer  at  the  counter.  While  the  beer  was 
being  drawn,  Hartman  came  forwar<i  to  the  counter  and  a  contro- 
versy arose  between  him  and  Buzan  ;  and  then  the  others,  from  the 
rear  end  of  the  saloon,  came  forward  as  if  to  take  a  part.  Buzan 
drew  a  pistol  and  held  it  over  his  head,  and  then  the  saloon  keeper 
came  over  his  counter  and  ordered  Buzan  and  Willy  to  go  out, 
wtiich  they  did  at  once.  Roelker  had  gone  out  and  left  previously. 
Hartman,  Muth,  Jordan,  Breunecke  and  some  others  followed. 
Buzan,  holding  his  pistol,  went  across  the  pavement  about  twelve 
feet  to  the  curbstone.  Hartman  took  hold  of  him,  and  Buzan  was 
probably  pushed  beyond  the  curbstone.  He  fired  and  killed  Hart- 
man, and  immediately  fired  two  or  three  other  shots,  one  of  which 
struck  Jordan.-  Buzan  was  indicted  and  tried  for  murder  in  killing 
Hartman,  and  was  acquitted.  The  jury  evidently  accpiitted  him 
because  they  found  he  had  reason  to  fear,  and  did  fear,  great  bodily 
harm  from  the  persons  that  were  pursuing  him.  The  jury  could 
not  have  found  that  he  was  in  dang-er  of  such  bodilv  harm  from 
Hartman  alone,  Avho  was  unarmed,  except  that  p  ssibly  he  had  a 
beer  glass  in  his  hand.  They  must  have  iound  that  he  had  reason 
to  fear  injury  from  the  crowd  of  persons  who  were  pursuing  him,  to 
which  crowd  Hartman  and   Jordan  belonged.     The  verdict  was  to 
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the  effect  that  because  of  the  danger,  and  his  fear  of  it,  he  had 
the  right  to  shoot  Hartman.  It  is  impossible  to  say  that  when,  imme- 
-diately  afterwards,  he  fired  the  sliotthat  wounded  Jordan,  the  reason 
to  fear  and  the  fear  of  great  bodily  harm  had  passed  away.  The 
defense  that  was  established  in  the  trial  for  the  killing  of  Hartman 
was  equally  applicable  to  the  shooting  immediately  afterwards,  and, 
therefore,  the  pardon  is  granted.  The  pardon  is  asked  for  by  three 
of  the  county  officers,  by  a  portion  of  the  city  officers  of  Evans- 
ville,  and  by  five  of  the  jury  that  found  the  verdict  of  guilty.

16.  HiEAM  S.  Hall,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Bartholomew 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the 
-7th  day  of  May,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  twenty-one 
years.  Pardoned  July  23, 1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor, 
Hall  was  a  constable  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  and  as  such  asserted 
his  duty  and  right  to  arrest  Kline  for  some  misdemeanor  and,  Kline 
resisting,  Hall  shot  and  killed  him.  From  the  evidence  it  is  prob- 
able that  he  believed  it  was  his  duty  to  arrest  Kline,  and  because  of 
his  resistance  to  shoot  him.  His  pardon  is  very  earnestly  sought  by 
the  officers  of  Bartholomew  county,  and  by  a  large  body  of  the  people 
of  Columbus,  where  the  homicide  took  place,  and  of  the  surrounding 
country.  His  conduct  has  been  exemplary  since  his  imprisonment, 
and  the  officers  of  the  prison  favor  his  pardon.  He  is  in  failing- 
health,  and,  as  appears  from  the  physician's  statements,  can  not 
become  well  whilst  confined,  but  must  continue  to  decline.  The 
pardon  is  mainly  because  of  his  failing  health.  T.  A.  H. 

17.  Joseph  Hookmeyer,  who  was  convicted  in  the  La  Porte 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
6th  day  of  November,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  five 
years.  Pardoned  July  26,  1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  sentence  was  for  five  years.  He  has  served  nearly  four  years. 
Before  the  offense  for  which  he  was  convicted  he  bore  a  good  char- 
acter, and  during  his  entire  term  he  has  shown  sincere  repentance. 
Several  of  the  county  officers,  prominent  citizens  and  all  the  prison 
officers  urge  his  pardon.  The  punishment  was  severe  in  the  first 
place,  and  has  accomplished  all  in  reform  that  the  entire  term  can 
accomplish.  T.  A.  H. 
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18.  Lewis  Bai.lard,  ^\•ho  was  convicted  in  the  Shelby  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  ititent  to  kill,  and 
sentenced  on  the  4th  day  of  October,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  five  years.  Pardoned  July  26,  1873.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  Two  young  men,  under  twenty- one  vears  of  age, 
were  jointlv  indicted  for  assault  and  battery  upon  the  person  of 
Davidson,  with  intent  to  kill  him.  It  appears  that  Stevens  was  the 
more  guilty  party.  He  pleaded  guilty  of  the  assault  and  battery, 
and  Judge  Oyler  sentenced  him  to  the  county  jail  for  sixty  days. 
Ballard  pleaded  ''  not  guilty,"  was  tried  by  a  jury  and  sentenced  to 
the  Slate  Prison  for  five  years.  The  inequality  of  tlte  punishment 
is  too  great  to  be  sustained.  Ballard  has  now  served  nearly  four 
vears.  The  pardon  is  granted  because  of  the  inecjuality  of  the  pun- 
ishments, because  the  Judge  thought  the  case  not  justifying  severe 
punishment,  and  because  of  the  yuuth  of  Ballard.  His  pardon  is 
Tecommended  by  the  county  officers,  by  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting 
Attornev,  and  by  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  county  of  Shelby.

19.  Cyrus  P.  Town,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  loth  day  of  January,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  July  26,  1873.  Decision:  By 
the  Governor.  Charge  of  larceny  of  two  horses  from  a  colored 
man  named  Sherman.  There  was  a  dispute  upon  the  Cjuestion 
whether  Town  had  bought  the  horses  from  Sherman,  and  Town  took 
possession  publicly  in  the  neighborhood,  and  as  publicly  sold  the 
horses  to  Hartley  and  Fay.  This  could  not  be  larceny,  whether  he  had 
a  good  title  to  the  horses  or  not.  The  affidavits  of  witnesses  not 
called  seem  to  show  that  Sherman  had  sold  the  horses  to  Town.  In 
a  ease  of  so  much  doubt,  the  party  has  been  sufficiently  punished.

20.  James  W.  Cook,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clark  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
7th  day  of  February,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  July  26,  1873.  Decisiok  :  By  the  Governor. 
Charge  of  stealing  a  table  cloth,  three  pillow  cases,  a  sheet  and 
some  underclothing,  the  personal  property  of  Freeman  and  wife, 
from  their  house,  about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  January  8, 
1873.     The  defendant   left  the  team  which  he  drove  standing  in 
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the  road,  went  into  the  house,  took  the  articles,  rolled  them  up  Into 
a  bundle,  brought  them  out,  threw  them  into  the  open  vvagon  and 
drove  on.  The  folly  of  the  entire  conduct  of  Cook  in  taking  the 
property,  and  leaving  it  in  the  wagon,  goes  far  to  support  the  evi- 
dence tending  to  show  that  at  the  time  he  barely  had  sense  enough 
to  cor.  mit  a  crime.  The  pardon  is  strongly  recommended  by  the 
Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney.  T.   A.  H. 

21.  William  Kemp,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Floyd  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
(3th  day  of  July,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  July  28,  1873.  Decison  :  By  the  Governor. 
Kemp  was  convicted  of  stealing  six  dollars'  worth  of  old  iron.  He 
is  a  minor,  and  the  son  of  highly  respectable  parents,  who  have  been 
dead  several  years.  His  deportment  in  the  prison  has  been  very  good. 
His  uncle,  a  resident  of  Nebraska,  a  well-to-do  farmer,  proposes  to 
take  him  to  his  home  and  provide  for  him  in  every  respect.  More 
tiian  one  half  of  the  term  of  imprisonment  has  now  elapsed  ;  he 
has  been  sufficiently  punished  for  the  grade  of  the  offense,  and,, 
because  of  his  age,  he  is  pardoned.  His  pardon  is  recommended  by 
the  officers  and  influential  citizens  of  Floyd  county.       T.   A.   H. 

22.  George  O.  Wolvix,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Pike  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced,  on  the 
I8th  day  of  March,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  July  30,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Governo-r. 
This  pardon  is  granted  upon  satisfactory  evidence  from  the  moral 
instructor  of  the  complete  reformation  of  the  convict,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  prison  physician  that  his  health  is  failing  so  rapidly 
that  he  can  not  long  survive.  T.  A.  H. 

23.  Owen  Walter,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Hendricks  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the 
25th  day  of  November,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  July  30,  1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. This  boy,  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  good  parentage,  left  his 
father's  house  in  Northampton  county,  Pennsylvania,  in  June,  1872,, 
fell  in  with  bad  associates,  and,  together  with  John  J.  Jackson  and 
Simon  Fracherty,  was  arrested  in  September  for  the  alleged  larceny 
of  two  pairs  of  pants,  two  vests,  and  some  other  articles  of  little 
value.     The  evidence  against  him  was  slight,  and  none  was  offered  in 
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defense,  as  none  was  to  be  had.  The  father  agrees  to  take  him  back 
to  his  home  in  Pennsylvania.  The  pardon  is  urged  by  the  Prose- 
cuting Attorney,  the  officers  of  Hendricks  county,  a  number  of  the 
iury,  and  other  respectable  citizens  of  the  county;  an.d,  in  consider- 
ation of  his  tender  age  and  the  mitigating  circumstances  that 
are  shown,  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

24.  Thomas  Walker,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vigo  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced, 
on  the  17th  day  of  October,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  July  31,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
JERXOR.  This  convict  has  gained  all  the  time  allowed  him  by  the 
rules  of  the  prison  for  good  conduct.  His  term  would  soon  expire. 
The  moral  instructor  thinks  the  time  already  serrved  will  accom- 
plish his  reformation.  His  wife  has  filed  a  petition  against  him  for 
divorce,  the  trial  of  which  is  to  be  had  on  the  9th  of  August  prox- 
imo. Her  frequent  and  affectionate  correspondence  with  him  until 
but  recently  indicates  some  other  ground  than  that  of  his  conviction 
for  a  felony,  which  is  set  forth  in  her  petition  ;  and  it  is  l)ut  just 
that  he  should  have  the  opportunity  to  defend  himself,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, harmonize  his  domestic  relations  and  preserve  the  peace  of  his 
family.  For  these  reasons,  he  is  relieved  of  the  few  days  of  service 
remaining  by  a  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

"25.  Thomas  Callahan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  LaPorte 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder  in  the  second  degree,  and 
sentenced  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1863,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  his  natural  life.  Pardoned  September  3,  1873.  De- 
cision: By  the  Governor.  Callahan  was  drafted  in  1862,  when 
over  the  age  of  fifty  years.  For  several  days  before  he  was  to  leave 
he  was  in  a  state  of  intoxication.  While  in  this  condition  he  killed 
Charles  Swartz,  also  a  drafted  man,  who  was  waiting  at  the  depot  in 
LaPorte  to  be  transported  to  Indianapolis.  He  had  not  known 
Swartz  before,  and  killed  him  without  premeditation.  The  unfor- 
tunate occurrence  grew  out  of  the  intense  excitement  prevailing  in 
the  neighborhood  at  the  time,  and  the  frenzy  into  which  the  defend- 
ant was  thrown  by  his  being  advised  that  he  could  not  be  compelled 
to  go  into  service.  He  was,  before  that  time,  a  sober,  industrious, 
and  well-behaved  man.  During  his  imprisonment  he  has  main- 
tained an  exceptionally  good  character.  The  pardon  is  asked  by  all 
the  jury  who  tried  the  case,  and  is  recommended  by  many  respect- 
able citizens  of  LaPorte  county.  T.  A.  H. 
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26.  Wallace  Reynolds,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Delaware 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  4th  day 
of  November,  1868,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  his  natural 
life.  Pardoned  September  10,  1873.  Declsiox:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. This  pardon  is  granted  for  the  reason  that  the  convict  has 
consumption ;  is  in  a  rapid  decline,  and  can  not  live  long  at  most.  It 
is  recommended  by  the  prison  physician,  two  of  the  directors,  the 
"Warden  and  other  officers.  T.  A.  H. 

27.  William  H.  Crowell  (or  Crull),  who  was  convicted  in- 
the  Jefferson  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sent- 
enced on  the  Ifth  day  of  November,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  September  12,  1873.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  Crowell  is  a  young  man.  He  has  gained,  by 
good  conduct,  thirty-six  days,  the  full  amount  of  time  allowed  by 
the  prison  rules.  His  time  would  expire  in  twenty-three  days.  He 
is  pardoned  that  he  may  be  encouraged  to  begin  a  better  life  aiad 
profit  by  his  experience,  and  the  reward  of  past  good  behavior.

28.  Ira  T.  Dines,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wayne  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the 
7th  day  of  September,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  September  13,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. This  convict  is  imbecile,  has  destroyed  his  eyesight,  is  not 
capable  of  service  in  the  prison,  and  his  mother  asks  his  pardon. 
The  Warden  of  the  prison,  in  his  last  report,  says:  *'Ira  Dines, 
sent  from  Wayne  county,  last  September,  on  the  same  charge  as 
above,  and  sentenced  for  two  years,  aged  nineteen  years.  He  is  an 
imbecile,  and  has  been  in  the  hospital  ever  since  he  came  here.  A 
very  few  days  after  his  arrival  he  destroyed  both  his  eyes  with  a 
pin,  and  is  now  sightless,  and  is,  indeed,  a  pitiable  object  to  behold.''" 
Besides  this,  the  punishment  of  a  year  is  fully  adequate  for  his 
offense,  which   was   the  taking  of  seven  dollars'  worth  of  meat»

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29.  Thomas  Cahoe  (or  Cayho),  who  was  convicted  in  the 
Booue  Common  Pleas  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  14th  day  of  September,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  September  13, 1873.  Decision  r 
By  the  Governor.  Cahoe,  while  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  and 
in  company  wdth  men  in  the  same  condition,  in  his  drunken  frolic 
took  from  a  reaping  machine  by  the  roadside  the  stay  chains,  and 
perhaps  a  clevis.  The  fact  that  he  had  no  possible  use  for  the  arti- 
cles tends  to  show  that  his  intentions  were  not  bad,  but  simply  fool- 
ish. His  punishment  of  a  year  is  sufficient.  His  family  are  left  in- 
indigent  circumstances.  The  pardon  is  recommended  by  tlie  Prose- 
cuting Attorney,  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Clerk,  ex-Clerk, 
and  Eecorder  of  Boone  county ;  the  Judge  of  the  Court,  the  attor- 
ney who  advised  him  to  plead  guilty,  and  other  citizens  of  Boone 
county.

30.  James  Howey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Warrick  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Batter}^  with  intent  to  murder^ 
and  sentenced  on  the  10th  day  of  July,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  for  the  period  of  six  months-  Pardoned  September 
13,1873.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Since  his  conviction 
this  party  has  been  stricken  with  paralysis,  and  is  not  curable.  He 
is  entirely  disabled,  and  two  respectable  physicians  certify  that  his 
disease  is  aggravated  by  confinement,  and  will  prove  fatal  if  long 
continued.  His  pardon  is  recommended  by  many  good  citizens  of 
the  county.  T.  A.  H. 

31.  William  H.  Ball,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  5th  day  of  March,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  three  years.  Pardoned  September  18,  1873.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  I  have  conversed  with  the  convict,  and  am 
satisfied  that  he  is  a  person  of  weak  mind,  and  was  controlled  by 
others  in  going  with  the  party  to  make  the  theft.  He  has  done 
well  in  the  prison,  and  as  nothing  appears  to  show  that  he  had  ever 
been  guilty  before,  I  think  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  more 
than  half  the  term  having  expired,  and  therefore  pardon  him.  The 
Judge  who  tried,  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  prosecuted  him 
favor  the  pardon.  T.  A.  H, 
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32.  Thomas  Mullen,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  o±  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced 
on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  three  years.  Pardoned  September  22,  1873.  Decision;  By 
THE  Governor.  Convicted  on  a  plea  of  guilty  of  the  theft  of  a 
valise  from  a  railroad  car,  about  which  he  was  engaged  at  work. 
Others  equally  guilty  escaped  punishment.  He  has  suffered  suffi- 
ciently for  his  offense.  The  pardon  is  recommended  by  respectable 
citizens  of  Marion  county,  who  are  acquainted  with  the  facts,  and 
by  officers  of  the  court  in  which  he  was  convicted.  His  conduct  in 
the  prison  has  been  good.  T.  A.  H. 

32.  George  Wisbey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court,  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  23d  day  of  July,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  September  24,  1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
This  party,  in  company  with  a  woman  of  bad  character,  committed 
a  theft  of  some  articles  of  jewelry  from  a  jeweler's  show  case.  They 
were  equally  guilty  of  the  crime.  The  woman  upon  a  plea  of  "  not 
guilty"  was  tried  by  a  jury  and  sentenced  to  six  months  imprison- 
ment  in  the  county  jail.  No  reason  appears  why  the  inequality  of 
punishment  should  be  so  great.  The  pardon  is  recommended  by 
the  Clerk,  Deputy  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff  and  Bailiffs,  Treas- 
urer and  Deputy  Treasurer  of  Marion  county,  and  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  at  the  date  of  conviction.  The  convict's  conduct  while  in 
prison   has  been  good.     He  is  to  leave  the  State  and  remain  away.

34.  Henry  Crossley,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Common 
Pleas  of  Wabash  county  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  one  year.  Pardoned  September  27,  1873.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  This  pardon  is  granted  because  it  may  help 
to  restore  the  party  and  promote  his  permanent  reformation,  the 
term  being  nearly  out  and  the  pardon  being  recommended  by  the 
Judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  Prostcuting  Attorney  who  prosecuted 
it,  the  county  officers  and  by  a  number  of  the  citizens.     T.  A.  H. 

35.  William  Brown,  alias  William  Hickson,  who  was  con- 
victed in  the  St.  Joseph  Common  Pleas  of  the  crime  of  Grand 
Larceny,    and   sentenced   on  the  1st  day  of  March,   1872,  to  be 


imprisoned  for  the  period  of  four  years.  Pardoned  October  9,  1873- 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  Judge,  Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney, several  of  the  jurors,  the  county  officers,  and  the  parties  whose 
property  was  taken  ask  his  pardou,and  represent  that  he  is  a  young 
man  of  weak  mind,  and  that  he  was  controlled  by  Wallace,  his  asso- 
ciate in  the  crime.  Many  reputable  persons,  who  have  known  him  from 
childhood,  state  that  he  was  honest  and  industrious,  and  that  this 
was  his  first  offense.     His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.

36.  James  Gillen,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wells  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced,  on  the  28th 
day  of  November,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  twelve 
years.  Pardoned  October  11,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  defendant  lived  at  Bluiiton,  and  owned  a  stone  yard, 
and  was  a  good  workman  in  stone.  He  was  industrious,  sober 
and  peaceable.  The  deceased  was  peaceable  and  kind-hearted  when 
sober,  but  when  drunk  was  very  abusive  and  quarrelsome.  On  the 
day  of  the  homicide,  the  deceased  was  excited  by  li(|uor,  and,  in  the 
forenoon,  went  in  front  of  the  defendant's  shop  and  in  the  presence 
of  defendant  and  others,  without  provocation,  addressed  towards 
defendant  the  most  abusive  and  profane  language.  This  was  in  a 
loud  and  boisterous  manner.  The  defendant  became  greatly  excited. 
Shortly  afterwards,  the  parties  met  again,  and  the  deceased  again 
abused  the  defendant,  and  added  that  the  defendant's  wife  was  a  "  God 
damned  whore,"  and  that  his  boy  was  a  bastard.  Persons  present 
interfered  and  defendant  went  away.  He  became  so  excited  as  to 
lose  control  of  his  person  so  far  as  to  disable  him  from  his  work, 
and  during  the  day  he  was  almost  in  a  state  of  frenzy.  Contrary 
to  his  custom,  he  took  to  drinking.  Immediately  afte  their  first 
meeting  in  the  morning  the  defendant  went  to  a  magistrate  to  secure 
the  protection  of  the  law  ;  and  again  after  the  second  meeting ;  but 
upon  both  occasions  the  magistrate,  being  busy,  put  him  off.  After 
his  second  appeal  to  the  magistrate,  the  parties  met  again,  and  the 
defendant  shot  the  deceased.  The  evidence,  as  briefly  stated  by 
Mr.  Coffroth,  who  prosecuted  the  defendant,  shows  that  during  the 
day  the  faculties  of  the  delendant's  mind  were  greatly  disturbed  and 
impaired,  and  the  testimony  of  the  experts  was  divided  upon  the 
subject  of  his  sanity.  Under  the  circumstances,  he  has  been  suffi- 
ciently punished  for  his  violation  of  law.  His  conduct  in  prison  has 
G.  P.— 2 
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been  good.  Ten  of  the  jurors^  because  of  his  previous  good  char- 
actpr,  and  the  circumstances  of  mitigation,  ask  his  pardon.  Judge 
Tousley,  who  tried  the  case,  says,  "  If  I  were  Governor,  I  would 
grant  a  pardon."  Hon.  John  R.  CoiFroth,  a  very  able  lawyer,  who 
prosecuted  him^  gives  a  statement  of  the  case,  and  adds :  "  I  am 
free  to  say  that  I  have  always  had  some  misgivings  as  to  the  entire 
correctness  of  the  verdict,  and,  in  view  of  the  circumstances,  my 
strong  convictions  are  that  he  ought  to  be  pardoned,"  Also,  a  large 
number  of  citizens  of  tne  locality  ask  that  he  be  pardoned.  The 
Warden  of  the  prison  earnestly  urges  the  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

37.  Peter  Haskel,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  loth  day  of  April,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  October  14,  1873.  Decision:  by 
the  Goveenor.     (See  next  decision.) 

38.  Moses  Biederman,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vander- 
burgh Criminal  Circuij;  Court  of  Grand  Larceny,  jointly  with  Peter 
Haskel  (case  37),  for  same  period,  and  pardoned  at  the  same  time. 
Decision  :  By  the  Goveexor.  These  parties  were  convicted  of 
stealing  gloves  and  napkins  of  the  value  of  fifteen  dollars,  and  sen- 
tenced for  two  years.  L^pon  the  trial,  there  was  doubt  of  the  identity 
of  the  goods,  and  I  think  it  doubtful  whether  the  gloves  and  nap- 
kins found  with  the  defendants  (who  were  peddlers)  were  the  same 
as  those  stolen.  The  doubt  is  so  great  that  eleven  of  the  jury  and 
the  able  attorney  (General  Shackelford)  who  prosecuted  them,  ear- 
nestly ask  me  to  pardon  them.  Citizens  of  Vanderburgh  and  Posey 
counties,  where  they  are  known,  ask  their  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

39.  Zachariah  Rozzle,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Delaware 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the 
4th  day  of  October,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  (in  the  county  jail)  for 
the  period  of  nine  mouths.  Pardoned  October  18,  1873.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  Rozzle  was  convicted  of  stealing  a  vest,  of 
the  value  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  from  a  shelf  in  the  store  of 
Leon  &  Medzgar,  on  the  5th  day  of  April,  1873.  He  went  behind 
the  counter,  in  plain  view  of  the  proprietors  and  of  customers  in 
the  store.  Mr.  Leon  saw  him  start  to  go  out  with  the  vest  under 
his  coa;t,  approached  him,  and  took  it  away  from  him.     His  intellect 
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was  so  clouded  at  the  time  by  the  stupor  of  long-continued  intoxica- 
tion that  he  was  scarcely  conscious  of  what  he  was  doing.  The  jail 
in  which  he  is  confined  is  badly  ventilated,  and  the  atmosphere  is 
poisoned  by  exhalations  from  the  urinal ;  and  Dr.  M.  James  certifies 
that,  in  his  opinion,  a  continuous  confinement  therein  for  eight 
months  may  permanently  injure  his  health  and  greatly  endanger  his 
life.  He  has  already  been  imprisoned  several  weeks.  The  j)ardon 
is  recommended  by  the  Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  prosecuting 
witness,  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  other  officers,  and 
many  respectable  citizens  of  Delaware  county.  T.  A.  H. 

40.  George  W.  Holland,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  28th  day  of  December,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  October  21,  1873.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  This  party  was  convicted  of  stealing  a  pair 
of  wrist  buttons.  He  seems  not  to  have  been  charged  with  any 
crime  before  this.  Mr.  Bingham,  whose  property  was  taken,  Judge 
Test,  who  tried  the  case,  and  numerous  citizens  ask  his  pardon. 
The  punishment  he  has  already  endured  is  sufficient,  considering  the 
trifling  character  and  value  of  the  property  taken.  T.  A.  H. 

41.  William  Mallory,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  18th  day  of  April,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  one  year.  Pardoned  October  23,  1873.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  This  is  a  colored  boy  of  tender  years  and  weak 
mind.  The  stolen  propertv  was,  as  I  understand,  of  small  value^ 
He  seems  to  have  been  well-behaved  and  industrious  before  this 
offense.  The  Judge  who  tried  the  case  and  some  of  the  citizens  who 
knew  the  defendant  ask  his  pardon.  His  conduct  in  prison  has 
been  good.  He  has  served  more  than  half  the  period  of  his  sen- 
tence. T.  A.  H. 

42.  John  Gore,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Madison  county  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  27th  day  of  August,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  October  23,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Gore  was  convicted  of  stealing  nineteen  bushels  of  wheat. 
The  statement  of  the  Judge  and   Prosecuting  Attorney  shows  tnat 
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the  wheat  was  stolen  by  two  other  parties  and  taken  to  defen- 
dant's house,  and  he  was  influenced  by  them  to  take  it  to  Pendle- 
ton, to  market ;  that  but  for  their  influence  he  would  not  have 
committed  the  crime ;  and  that  a  part  of  the  evidence  tended  to 
show  the  defendant  did  not  know  that  the  wheat  had  been  stolen.  The 
Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  all  the  county  officers  and  a  large 
number  of  citizens,  and  several  of  the  jurors  ask  his  pardon.  His 
family  are  wholly  dependent  upon  him  and  within  a  few  days,  I  am 
informed,  the  house  in  which  they  lived  was  burned  and  the  house- 
hold property  destroyed,  leaving  them  in  a  most  unfortunate  condi- 
tion.    He  has  served  more  than  half  the  term.  T.  A.  H. 

43.  Martin  Davis,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Kosciusko  county  of  the  crime  of  Obtaining  money  by  False  Pre- 
tenses, and  sentenced  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1868,  to  be  imprisoned 
for  the  period  of  seven  years.  Pardoned  October  30, 1873.  Decis- 
ion :  By  the  Governor.  Martin  Davis  was  convicted  of  obtain- 
ing money  under  false  pretenses,  at  the  Spring  Term  of  the 
Kosciusko  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  1868,  and  sentenced  for  seven 
years.  The  facts  show  that  the  convict  and  his  associate  were 
guilty  of  an  atrocious  offense.  He  has  now  served  five  and  one-half 
years,  and  the  AVarden  reports  that  his  conduct  "  has  been  good  ever 
since  his  confinement  in  prison."  Prior  to  this  offense  his  conduct 
and  character  had  been  ordinarily  good.  Persons  who  knew  him 
from  his  infancy  give  assurance  that  he  was  an  honest  and  industri- 
ous person  ;  and  Col.  Milo  Smith,  who  commanded  an  Iowa  regi- 
ment in  which  Davis  was  a  volunteer,  says  that  he  was  a  good  and 
faithful  soldier.  The  money  was  recoverd  for  the  owner.  The  par- 
don is  asked  by  many  citizens,  who  state  that  he  was  very  young, 
and  that  this  was  his  first  offense.  They  believe  that  he  was 
influenced  by  others,  worse  persons  than  himself,  and  say  they  think 
he  has  already  been  sufficiently  punished.  Governor  Baker,  it  is 
understood,  at  one  time  decided  to  pardon  him  at  the  expiration  of 
four  years,  but  was  finally  influenced  not  to  do  so  by  a  letter  written 
by  the  associate  convict.  Upon  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the 
prison,  I  think  Martin  Davis  is  not  to  be  prejudiced  by  that  letter, 
as  he  knew  nothing  of  it.     The  pardon  is  granted  T.  A.  H. 

44.  Michael  Honan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Howard  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced  in  the 
month  of  October,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  the 
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period  of  thirty  days.  Pardoned  November  6,1873.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  Honan  was  convicted  in  the  Howard  Circuit 
Court  of  petit  larceny,  for  stealing  an  axe,  and  was  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  thirty  days.  Eleven  days  have 
elapsed.  His  wife  and  one  of  his  children  are  dangerously  sick  and 
need  his  attention.  The  pardon,  which  is  recommended  by  the 
Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney,  Sheriff,  Clerk,  Deputy  Auditor,  and 
the  Recorder  of  Howard  county,  and  also  by  the  Mayor  and  five 
members  of  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Kokomo,  and  a  number  of 
good  citizens,  is  therefore  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

45.  John  C.  Atkison,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Hancock  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Perjury,  and  sentenced  at  the  October 
term,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  thirty  days. 
Pardoned  November  26,  1873.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
The  defendant  was  recently  convicted  in  the  Hancock  Circuit  Court 
of  perjury,  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days'  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail.  Copies  of  the  indictment,  evidence,  and  instructions  of  the 
court,  and  petitions  numerously  signed  by  citizens,  are  filed  in  sup- 
port of  the  application  for  his  pardon.  Tiie  first  question  presented  is 
whether  the  prosecution  was  not  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations. 
This  question  would  not  be  considered  upon  this  application  could  it 
be  taken  before  the  Supreme  Court;  but  that  is  not  practicable,  as 
the  term  of  imprisonment  would  probably  expire  before  the  decision 
of  that  court  could  be  obtained.  The  limitation  prescribed  by  the  stat- 
ute for  the  prosecution  of  perjury  and  many  other  offenses  is,  two 
years.  The  indictment  in  this  case  was  found  on  the  20th  day  of 
September,  1871,  and  assigns  the  perjury  upon  testimony  given  in 
that  court  on  the  26th  day  of  August,  1869.  In  respect  to  the  time, 
the  evidence  upon  the  trial  corresponded  with  the  averment  in  the 
indictment,  both  the  averment  in  the  indictment  and  the  evidence 
on  the  trial  show  that  more  than  two  years  had  elapsed  after  the 
testimony  was  given  upon  which  he  was  charged  with  perjury 
before  the  commencement  of  the  prosecution.  To  take  the  case  out 
of  the  statute,  it  was  averred  in  the  indictment  that  after  the  com-^ 
mission  of  the  offense  the  defendant  was,  at  several  different  timesf 
absent  from  this  State,  in  all  amounting  to  five  months.  The  evi- 
dence on  the  trial  showed  that  the  defendant  was  absent  from  the 
State  during  the  period  of  limitation  on  a  number  of  occasions,  but 
that  his  absence  was  upon  temporary  business,  and  that  upon  each 
•occasion  he  returned  upon  the  completion  of  the  business,  and  that 
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during  all  the  period  his  family  continued  their  permanent  resi- 
dence in  this  State.  The  provision  of  the  statute  upon  the  subject 
is  as  follows  :  "  Sec.  13.  If  any  person  who  has  committed  an  offense 
is  absent  from  the  State,  or  so  conceals  himself  that  process  can  not 
be  served  upon  him,  or  conceals  the  fact  of  the  crime,  the  time  of 
absence  or  concealment  is  not  to  be  included  in  computing  the  period 
of  limitation."  Upon  this  question,  the  court  instructed  the  jury  as 
follows:  "Our  statute  provides  that  prosecutions  for  the  crime  of 
which  the  defendant  is  charged  must  be  commenced  by  indictment 
or  otherwise,  within  two  years  after  its  commission ;  but  it  is  also 
provided  that  if  the  person  who  has  committed  the  crime  is  absent 
from  the  State,  the  time  of  such  absence  is  not  to  be  included  in  the 
period  of  limitation.  Therefore,  in  determining  from  the  evidence 
whether  the  crime  charged  has  been  committed  within  two  years 
before  the  finding  of  the  indictment,  the  number  of  days  or  weeks, 
if  any,  that  the  defendant  has  been  absent  from  the  State,  must  not 
be  computed  or  included  by  you,  but  only  the  time  that  he  was  in  the 
State  after  the  commission  of  the  crime,  and  before  the  finding  of 
the  indictment." 

The  jury  must  have  understood  the  instruction  as  excluding  from 
the  period  of  limitation  any  absence  from  the  State  on  temporary 
business.  * 

Upon  the  question  arising  on  the  evidence,  instruction,  and  law,, 
as  above  set  forth,  the  Governor  called  upon  the  Attorney  General 
for  his  opinion,  and  that  officer  addressed  the  following  communica- 
tion in  reply : 

Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 

Indianapolis,  November  21,  1873. 

Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir  :  In  your  communication  of  the  1 8th  instant,  addressed  to 
me,  you  say  :  "At  the  recent  term  of  the  Hancock  Circuit  Court, 
John  C.  Atkinson  was  convicted  of  the  crime  of  perjury,  and  sen- 
tenced to  thirty  days'  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail.     An  appli- 
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cation  is  pending  before  me  for  his  pardon.  The  indictment  was 
found  on  the  'lOth  day  of  September,  1871,  and  assigns  perjury  upon 
false  testimony  given  on  the  "iGth  day  of  August,  1869  ;  and  upon 
the  trial  the  State  proved  the  date  as  alleged.  To  take  the  case  from 
under  the  statute  of  the  limitations,  the  indictment  alleges 
that,  after  the  commission  of  the  crime,  the  defendant  was,  at  sev- 
eral different  times,  absent  from  this  State,  in  all  amounting  to  five 
months.  To  support  this  averment  it  was  proved  upon  the  trial 
that  at  one  time  he  was  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  as  much  as  fifteen 
days,  and  at  another  time  from  two  to  four  weeks,  but  that  he  was 
at  home  in  the  meantime;  so  that  no  one  absence  was  more  than 
from  eight  to  fifteen  days.  In  the  months  of  February  and  March^ 
1870,  he  was  in  the  State  of  Illinois  two  or  three  times — in  all, 
three  or  four  weeks ;  and  in  1871  he  was  in  that  State  from  two  to 
two  and  one-half  months,  returning  home  once  or  twice  during  that 
time.  During  the  entire  two  years,  from  the  26th  of  August,  1869, 
his  home  was  in  Hancock  county,  in  this  State,  and  his  family 
remained  there.  His  trips  to  Cincinnati  and  Illinois  were  exclu- 
sively upon  temporary  business.  At  Cincinnati,  he  was  engaged  in  the 
sale  of  hogs,  bought  by  himself  and  others  in  this  State,  and  ship- 
ped to  that  city  for  sale.  In  Illinois,  he  was  engaged  in  purchasing 
and  collecting  cattle  to  be  brought  to  this  State,  to  be  fed  and  pas- 
tured here  for  market.  I  will  be  obliged  if  you  will  give  me  your 
opinion  whether  such  an  absence  from  the  State  is  shown,  as  to  take 
this  case  out  of  the  statute  of  limitations  under  section  13,  page  293, 
second  Gavin  and  Hord." 

In  reply  thereto  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  section  13  of  the 
Criminal  Code  provides,  "  If  any  |  erson  who  has  committed  an 
offiense  is  absent  from  the  State,  or  so  conceals  himself  that  process 
can  not  be  served  upon  him,  or  conceals  the  fact  of  the  crime,  the 
time  of  the  absence  or  concealment  is  not  to  be  included  in  com- 
puting the  period  of  limitation."  In  my  opinion  the  facts  proven 
as  to  the  absence  of  the  defendant  were  not  sufficient  to  take  the 
ease  out  of  the  stc-.tute.  His  absence  was  only  temporary  and  on 
business.  He  did  not  fiee  from  the  State  to  avoid  service  of  pro- 
cess upon  him.  It  seems  clear  to  my  mind  that  a  temporary  absence 
OH  business  is  not  such  an  absence  as  is  contemplated  by  this  stat- 
ute. Was  the  State  prevented  from  instituting  the  prosecution 
because  the  defendant  went  to  Illinois  to  purchase  hogs  or  cattle, 
or  because  he  went  to  Cincinnati  on  business  ?  It  seems  to  me  to 
construe  the  statute  thus  would  be  unreasonable  and  would  lead    to 
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absurdity.  It  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Legislature 
to  provide  that  a  mere  temporary  absence  for  a  few  days,  for  busi- 
ness purposes  alone,  would  take  a  case  like  this  out  of  the  statute  of 
limitations.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  facts  proved 
were  not  sufficient  to  prevent  the  statute  of  limitations  being  relied 
on  as  a  bar  to  prosecution.

According  to  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  upon  the  facts, 
the  prosecution  could  not  be  maintained  when  commenced  after  the 
26th  day  of  August,  1871.  The  verdict  and  judgment  deny  him  the 
protection  of  that  statute  which  has  been  regarded  as  an  important 
provision  both  in  the  civil  and  criminal  jurisprudence  of  the  State. 
In  addition  to  this  consideration,  it  is  proper  to  add  that  after  a 
careful  examination  of  the  evidence,  as  taken  down  by  a  short-hand 
reporter,  under  the  authority  of  the  court,  the  guilt  of  the  defend- 
ant is  not  so  established  as  to  sustain  the  verdict  and  judgment.  To 
justify  a  conviction,  the  defendant's  guilt  must  not  only  have  been 
established  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt,  but  it  must  have  been  shown 
by  two  witnesses,  or  by  one  witness  and  corroborating  circumstances 
equivalent  to  another  witness.  The  witnesses  so  required  to  estab- 
lish perjury,  ought  to  be  credible.  In  this  case,  the  witness  called 
by  the  State  to  the  main  fact,  Mr.  Crider,  is  so  impeached  and  con- 
tradicted, and  in  some  respects  the  story  told  is  so  unreasonable  that 
his  testimony  ought  not  to  have  any  weight.  The  jury  seem  to 
have  been  so  impressed.  If  the  defendant's  guilt  was  sufficiently 
proven,  then  his  punishment  ought  to  have  been  severe ;  for  he  is  a 
man  of  intelligence  and  influence,  and  the  perjury,  if  shown,  was  to 
maintain  a  wicked  fraud.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  more 
henious  violation  of  the  law  against  perjury,  and  by  a  person  more 
properly  to  be  held  to  the  full  measure  of  responsibility  for  his  acts. 
Yet  the  jury  declared  his  punishment  to  be  only  thirty  days'  impris- 
onment in  the  county  jail,  the  least  punishment  which  the  law 
allows  for  the  crime.  Statements  signed  by  three  of  the  jurors  show 
that  at  least  a  part  of  the  jury  went  outside  of  the  evidence  for  a 
support  to  the  verdict;  that  it  was  argued  in  the  jury  that  the 
majority  of  the  people  believed  the  defendant  guilty ;  that  a  failure 
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to  convict  would  cause  additional  expense  to  the  county;  that  it 
would  be  cheaper  for  the  county  and  for  the  defendant  to  find  hiin 
guilty  and  send  him  to  jail  for  a  short  time.  If  there  had  been  a 
full  and  entire  conviction  of  defendant's  guilt  on  the  part  of  the 
jury,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  suppose  that  he  would  have  been 
severely  punished  by  confinement  in  the  State  Prison.  The  defend- 
ant's pardon  is  also  asked  by  petitions  numerously  signed  by  citizens 
of  Hancock  county. 

Because  the  prosecution  was  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations; 
because  the  conviction  is  not  sufficiently  supported  by  evidence;  and 
because  improper  considerations  were  allowed  in  the  jury  ihe  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

46.  Robert  Swaixe,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Boone  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the  28th 
day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  one  year. 
Pardoned  November  28,  1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Tried  and  convicted  of  stealing  a  pair  of  boots,  in  Lebanon,  Boone 
county,  and  sentenced  for  one  year.  He  was  a  shoemaker,  and  sus- 
tained a  good  character.  He  had  been  working  at  his  trade  for 
some  years  at  Tipton  ;  went  over  to  Lebanon  ;  became  intoxicated  ; 
went  into  the  shoe  shop  several  times  during  the  day  ;  in  the  evening 
asked  one  of  the  hands  to  be  shown  the  private  way  back ;  waS 
shown  into  the  next  room.  Defendant  came  back  and  went  down 
stairs,  and  soon  resumed  again,  and  went  with  some  of  the  hands  to 
supper ;  and  he  returned  again  and  again — went  into  the  back 
room.  In  that  room  some  boots  were  stowed  away.  AVhen  he 
came  into  the  workshop  he  sat  down  in  front  of  one  of  the  work- 
men and  exposed  his  foot,  and  said  it  was  hurting  him  ;  and  the 
workman  saw  that  he  had  on  a  pair  of  the  shop  boots.  He  was 
arrested,  and  it  was  found  that  he  had  on  boots  of  different  num- 
bers, one  a  seven  and  the  other  an  eight,  worth  five  dollars.  I  think 
it  doubtful  whether  the  intent  necessary  to  make  the  crime  existed. 
It  was  an  act  of  drunken  folly,  without  any  clear  knowledge  of 
what  he  was  doing.  His  pardon  is  asked  by  the  county  officers  of 
Tipton  and  Boone  counties,  and  by  prominent  citizens,  including 
the  party  whose  boots  were  taken.  He  has  served  one-half  his 
sentence,  and  has  been  a  good  prisoner.     The  pardon  is  granted.

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47.  John  Strait,  who  was  convicted  in  Adams  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  murder,  and 
sentenced,  on  the  9th  day  of  November,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  December  10, 1873.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  The  pardon  is  asked  by  nine  of  the  jurors 
who  tried  the  case,  who  say  that  "  from  facts  and  circumstances 
coming  to  our  knowledge  since  the  trial  of  said  cause  we  are  doubt- 
ful whether  justice  was  done  said  eTohu  Strait  upon  the  trial ; "  also,  by 
all  the  county  officers  of  Adams  county,  who  say  that  the  conviction 
rested  mainly  upon  Richards'  testimony,  the  party  upon  whom  the 
assault  was  committed,  and  that  the  prisoner  ought  to  be  pardoned ; 
also,  by  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Adams  county,  who  say 
that  upon  the  trial  wrong  and  injustice  was  done  John  Strait  and 
therefore  they  ask  his  pardon.  Other  parties  write  letters  asking 
his  pardon.  Upon  examining  the  evidence  I  think  it  right  to 
grant  the  pardon,  one-half  the  term  of  imprisonment  having  passed..

48.  John  M.  Carlisle  and  Cyrus  Carlisle,  who  were  con- 
victed in  the  Posey  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  3d  day  of  June,  1867,  each  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  his  natural  life.  Pardoned  December  22,  1873.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  On  the  third  day  of  June,  1867,  these  par- 
ties were  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  life,  by  the  Posey  Circuit 
Court,  for  the  murder  of  Lieutenant  T.  Y.  Hampton,  and  have 
since  been  imprisoned  in  the  State  Prison  South.  John  M.  Car- 
lisle is  now  above  sixty-five,  and  Cyrus  Carlisle,  his  son,  is  about 
forty-three  years  of  age. 

Extraordinary  eiforts  w^ere  made  by  the  State  to  bring  these  par- 
ties to  trial  and  to  secure  an  efficient  prosecution.  Governor  Mor- 
ton called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  case  and  the 
necessity  of  an  appropriation  being  made ;  and  the  Legislature 
made  the  appropriation.  In  considering  the  application  for  pardon 
now  made,  great  re.spect  is  due,  and  has  been  given,  to  that  action 
of  my  predecessor,  and  of  the  Legislature. 

The  pardon  of  the  prisoner  is  asked  : 

1.  By  the  present  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  who  says 
tba  the  has  been  fully  informed  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  killing  of  Hampton,  and  tl;e  arrest  and  trial  of  the 
prisoners. 
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2.  By  niuetv  members  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, who  say  that  the  alleged  homicide  took  place  at  a  time  when 
the  country  was  emerging  from  the  late  civil  war  and  was  the 
result  of  the  partisan  and  sectional  strife  and  bitterness  that  charac- 
terized the  times. 

3.  By  a  large  number  of  people,  most  of  whom  are  of  the  im- 
mediate section  of  country  in  Kentucky,  in  which  the  prisoners 
lived,  and  include,  as  I  am  informed,  most  respectable  people  and 
men  of  both  political  parties — men  who  were  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  contest  during  the  war.  They  state  that  the  two  Carlisles  were 
excellent  citizens,  and  men  of  good  character,  excepting  the  charge 
upon  which  they  were  convicted. 

4.  Prominent  citizens  of  Kentucky  and  of  this  State,  influential 
in  both  political  parties,  among  whom  are  the  following :  The  Hon. 
Archibald  Dixon,  formerly  United  States  Senator,  who  resides  at 
Henderson,  He  says  he  has  known  John  M.  Carlisle  many  years,  and 
regarded  him  as  a  brave,  impulsive,  and  generous-hearted  man.  He 
also  says  that,  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  killing  of  Hampton,  "the 
prejudices  and  passions  engendered  by  our  late  civil  war  were  yet 
hot,  and  retaliation  for  past  injuries  seemed  to  claim  its  warrant  and 
license  from  the  turbulent  spirit  of  the  times.  This  was  true 
especially  along  the  border  of  the  two  sections  of  the  country," 

The  Hon,  John  Young  Brown,  the  representative  in  Congress 
from  the  District  where  the  prisoners  resided,  who  says  he  hopes 
that  a  pardon  may  be  granted  to  these  men. 

The  Hon.  James  Speed,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  late  Attorney-General 
of  the  United  States,  appeared  for  this  State  in  the  courts  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  the  proceedings  upon  the  requisition  by  the  State  for  the 
surrender  of  the  prisoners.  He  recommends  their  pardon  for  the 
reasons  that  "  many  of  the  best  men  of  Hopkins  county,  Ky.,  where 
the  Carlisles  live,  and  where  they  would  return,  are  men  who  were 
and  are  opposed  in  politics,  and  are  anxious  for  their  pardon." 
"  But,"  he  continues,  "  my  chief  reason  is,  from  what  I  learn  of  the 
Carlisles,  they  were  good  men,  and  their  offence  was  rather  a  vice 
of  the  times  than  of  the  men.  Ketaliation  was  not  then  regarded 
as  a  heinous  crime,  as  it  ever  should  be.  Many  good  men  surren- 
dered to  the  prevailing  inclination  to  retaliate,  and  said  and  did 
things  from  which  they  would  shrink  with  horror  in  times  of  peace 
and  order.     Believing  such  to  have  been  the  case  with  the  Carlisles, 
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and  cherishing  a  feeling  that  it  is  a  duty  to  forgive   the  offenses 
growing  out  of  the  war,  I  recommend  clemency  to  the  Carlisles." 

The  Hon.  John  M.  Harlan,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  who  says  :  "  From 
information  which  I  have  received  from  sources  entirely  reliable,  I 
am  satisfied  that  the  release  of  these  men  is  desired  by  citizens  of 
all  parties  in  that  portion  of  Kentucky  where  they  resided  at  the 
time  of  their  conviction."  He  also  says  :  "  My  belief  is,  that  it  is 
a  case  in  which  executive  clemency  may  be  exercised  consistently 
with  the  public  interests,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  express  the  hope 
that  your  Excellency  will  concur  in  this  view." 

General  J.  M.  Shackelford,  who  commanded  Kentucky  troops  in 
the  Union  army  during  the  war  with  eminent  distinction,  and  who, 
since  the  war,  has  resided  in  Evansville,  in  this  State,  was  an  attor- 
ney on  the  side  of  the  prosecution.  After  stating  that  he  was  of  the 
■counsel  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Carlisles,  he  says :  "  I 
feel  that  I  am  familiar  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  connected 
with  the  case.  The  father  is  now  quite  an  old  man ;  and,  in  view 
of  all  the  circumstances,  I  am  satisfied  that,  in  their  case,  the  ends 
of  public  justice  have  been  met  and  satisfied;  and  I,  therefore,  in 
their  behalf,  respectfully  recommend  the  exercise  of  the  executive 
clemency,  and  that  they  be  restored  to  liberty." 

The  pardon  is  also  recommended  by  Azro  Dyer,  Hon.  Thomas 
E.  Garvin,  Col.  Charles  Denby,  and  other  prominent  citizens  of 
Southern  Indiana. 

Additional  weight  should  be  given  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Governor,  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  citizens  of  Ken- 
tucky, because  of  the  fact  that  the  two  Carlisles  are  citizens  of 
that  State  and,  if  released,  will  return  to  and  remain  among  the 
people  of  Hopkins  county,  in  that  State.  But  the  consideration  of 
the  greatest  dignity  and  weight  is  that  the  homicide  took  place 
soon  after  the  close  of  the  war,  and  was  one  of  the  incidents  and 
consequences  of  that  struggle.  In  the  language  of  Mr.  Speed,  the 
"  offense  was  rather  a  vice  of  the  times  than  of  the  men." 

In  the  winter  of  1865,  Lieutenant  Hampton  seems  to  have  exer- 
cised an  independent  or  special  command  in  that  part  of  Kentucky 
in  which  the  prisoners  lived.  The  evidence  filed  shows  that  a 
number  of  persons  were  seized  and  put  to  death  by  Hampton's 
"Command  in  Kentucky  and  Southern  Illinois.     Among  those  who 
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were  shot  in  Kentucky  were  two  brothers,  Elijah  and  Henry 
Browning,  aged  about  fifteen  and  twenty  years.  That  was  near 
the  village  of  Vanderburgh,  in  Webster  county.  After  these 
transactions,  Hampton  and  his  men  went  over  into  Illinois,  and 
near  Elm  Grove,  in  White  county,  seized  and  shot  two  brothers, 
James  and  Joseph  Quinn.  On  the  next  day,  in  the  county  of 
Wayne,  they  seized  and  shot  Thomas  Carlisle,  who  was  then  work- 
ing near  Scottsville.  Thomas  Carlisle  was  the  son  of  the  elder  and 
the  brother  of  the  younger  prisoner.  The  affidavits  filed  do  not 
show  any  reason  for  the  killing  of  the  Quinns  and  Carlisle,  except 
that  they  were  from  Kentucky  and  supposed  to  be  in  sympathy 
with  the  South,  Lieutenant  Hampton  and  four  others  were  sub- 
sequently indicted  in  the  Webster  (Kentucky)  Circuit  Court  for  the 
murder  of  the  two  Brownings,  and  a  bench  warrant,  or  a  capias,  was 
issued  for  their  arrest.  The  parties  who  seized  Lieutenant  Hamp- 
ton, on  the  Indiana  shore  of  the  Ohio  river,  had  the  bench  warrant 
in  their  possession,  and  the  Carlisles  assert  that  their  only  purpose 
was  to  take  him  to  the  county  seat  of  Webster  county  to  be  put 
upon  his  trial  on  the  indictments;  and  that  after  landing  on  the 
Kentucky  shore  they  (the  two  Carlisles  and  one  Norris)  took  the 
skiff  a  few  hundred  yards  up  the  river,  where  it  had  been  obtained, 
and  that  whilst  going  up  they  heard  the  firing  of  a  pistol.  They  at 
once  returned  and  Lieutenant  Hampton  was  missing.  They  were 
told  by  Dr.  Davison  and  McDaniel,  the  other  two  of  the  party, 
that  he  had  jumped  into  the  river  and  attempted  to  swim  across  to 
Indiana,  and  that  they  (Davison  and  McDaniel)  had  fired  at  him 
and  called  to  him  to  return,  and  he  would  not  be  injured;  and  that 
he  turned  back  toward  the  Kentucky  shore  and  then  sank  out  of 
sight,  and  did  not  again  appear.  The  same  account  was  given  by 
Dr,  Davison  soon  afterv/ard. 

In  answer  to  a  recent  letter  of  inquiry  from  the  Governor,  Gen. 
Shackelford,  after  stating  that  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  prisoners 
were  of  the  party  who  took  Hampton  across  the  river,  and  after 
stating  further  that  "  of  the  killing  of  a  son  of  old  man  Carlisle  in 
Southern  Illinois,  during  the  winter  of  1865,  by  Lieut,  Hampton's 
command  there  can  not  be  a  question,"  says  :  "  But  that  the  Car- 
lisles, or  either  of  them,  was  present  at  the  time  of  the  killing  of 
Lieut,  Hampton,  or  that  they  intended  that  he  should  be  killed,  or 
murdered,  I  do  not  believe.  On  the  contrary  I  feel  satisfied,  in  my 
own  mind,  that  the  two  Carlisles,  after  landing  Dr.  Davison, 
McDaniel,  and    Hampton  on    the  Kentucky  shore,  started    up   the 
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river  for  the  purpose  of  returning  the  skiffs  to  the  place  from  where 
they  had  been  taken,  and  when  they  had  proceeded  perhaps  fifty  or 
sixty  yards,  Hampton  ran  into  the  river,  and  was  shot  and  killed 
by  Davison  and  McDaniel.  I  will  also  add  that,  in  my  opinion, 
the  killing  of  Lieutenant  Hampton  was  one  of  the  many  depk  rable 
and  lamentable  fruits,  or  results,  of  the  war;  and  whilst  I  entertain 
no  doubt  of  the  legal  guilt  of  both  the  old  man  and  his  son,  I  do 
think,  under  all  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  case,  that  in  the 
punishment  they  have  already  received,  the  ends  of  public  justice 
have  been  met,  and  hence  I  hope  the  executive  clemency  will  be 
-extended  to  them." 

These  circumstances  are  not  mentioned  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a  justification,  or,  even  in  law,  mitigating  the  offense  to  a 
lower  grade  of  homijide  than  found  by  the  court  and  jury,  but  to 
show  that  the  transaction  grew  out  of  the  war,  and  was  the  result  of 
the  passion  excited  upon  the  border.  General  amnesty  and  forgive- 
ness of  offenses  growing  out  of  the  war  has  become  the  policy  of 
the  country,  supported  by  the  sentiment  of  the  people.  Experience 
has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  policy,  and  we  all  feel  its 
humanity.  The  tendency  has  been  to  cement  and  strengthen  the 
union  of  the  people  of  all  sections,  and  to  promote  their  happiness. 
In  harmony  with  this  policy,  it  would  appear  proper  now  to  pardon 
John  M.  Carlisle  and  Cyrus  Carlisle.  They  were  good  men,  but 
impelled  by  the  spirit  of  resentment  and  retaliation,  (then  a  pervad- 
ing spirit  of  the  border),  for  the  unlawful  killing  of  Thomas 
Carlisle,  they  seized  Lieutenant  Hampton  on  the  Indiana  side,  and 
without  lawful  authority,  took  him  across  the  river  for  the  purpose 
and  with  the  intent  of  surrendering  him  to  the  authorities  of  Web- 
ster county  for  trial  upon  the  indictments  for  the  murder  of  the 
young  Brownings.  While  they  were  thus  engaged.  Lieutenant 
Hampton  lost  his  life,  and  because  it  was  the  result  of  the  unlawful 
act  in  which  they  were  engaged  they  were  responsible  for  it, 
although  not  immediately  present,  nor  assenting  to  the  homicide. 
They  have  now  suffered  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  more  than 
six  years.  Others  who  committed  like  offenses  during  that  period 
have  either  been  pardoned,  or  not  punished  at  all.  Under  all  the 
circumstances,  I  think  the*pardon  of  John  M.  and  Cyrus  Carlisle  is 
proper,  and  it  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

49.  Chaeles  Ager,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Miami  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced  on  the  6th  day 
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of  October,  1868,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  twenty-one 
years.  Pardoned  January  3,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Gover- 
nor. Convicted  of  manslaughter  in  the  killing  of  John  Felshalt. 
The  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  tried  the  cause,  say  that 
at  the  time  they  thought  the  verdict  severe  and  that  if  the  Gov- 
ernor finds  his  official  duty  will  allow  the  pardon,  no  citizens  will 
be  more  gratified  than  themselves.  Eleven  of  the  jury  upon 
facts  and  considerations  not  known  to  them  upon  the  trial,  ask  that 
he  be  pardoned,  and  four  of  the  county  officers  join  in  their  request. 
The  late  directors  of  the  prison  express  much  interest  in  his  behalf, 
They  say  his  conduct  has  been  unexceptionable,  and  that  his  health 
has  been  shattered  by  his  prison  life.  From  the  statements  of  the 
late  and  present  physician  of  the  prison  he  appears  to  have  become 
partially  paralyzed,  and  his  health  ?^nd  mind  are  impaired.  A  very 
full  and  clear  statement,  made  by  L.  P.Milligan  under  oath,  renders 
it  highly  probable  that  the  homicide  was  justifiable  in  self-defense. 
He  was  not  a  witness  on  the  trial.  For  these  reasons,  the  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

50.  Casper  •Obertree,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Tippecanoe 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  22d  day  of  March,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  January  6,  1874.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  The  prisoner's  wife  recently  died,  leaving  their 
four  children  without  provision,  or  protection.  His  conduct  in 
prison  has  been  "unexceptionably  good."  Because  of  the  condition  of 
his  children,  and  the  short  period  yet  to  serve  (but  little  more  than 
two  months),  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  who  tried  him 
ask  that  he  be  pardoned.  Also,  the  county  officers  and  many  citizens 
of  Tippecanoe  county  recommend  the  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

51.  William  Forgey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vigo  Crimi- 
nal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent 
to  kill,  and  sentenced  on  the  2d  day  of  June,  1873,  for  the  period 
of  three  and  one-half  years.  Pardoned  January  10,3  874.  Deci- 
sion :  By  the  Governor.  Convicted  of  assault  and  battery 
with  intent  to  murder  William  Landrum.  Landrum  was  but 
slightly  hurt,  and  the  punishment  of  three  and  one-half  years  would 
have  been  severe,  if  not  excessive,  even  had  there  been  no  question 
of  guilt.     Pending  the  first  trial,  the  defendant  fled,  and   that  fact 
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probably  caused  the  jury,  on  the  second  trial,  to  make  the  punish- 
ment so  severe.  But  the  affidavits  of  the  defendant  and  others 
filed  in  this  department  on  the  9th  day  of  January,  1874,  account 
for  his  flight,  perhaps,  sufficiently.  Landrum  was  the  material 
witness  for  the  State,  and,  without  his  evidence,  the  verdict  could 
not,  probably,  stand.  On  the  7th  day  of  June,  1873,  a  paper  was 
filed  in  this  department  purporting  to  be  signed  by  William  Lna- 
drum,  asking  for  defendant's  immediate  pardon.  On  the  12th  day 
of  the  same  month,  an  affidavit  was  filed,  made  by  W.  R.  Landrum, 
charging  that  the  signature  to  said  paper  was  a  forgery.  Upon  that 
showing,  the  pardon  was  refused.  But  now  a  statement  in  writing 
is  filed,  made  by  an  expert,  that  the  two  papers  were  signed  by  the 
same  person,  and  upon  careful  examination  and  comparison  I  am  of 
the  oj)inion  that  the  person  who  made  the  affidavit  also  signed  the 
first  ]  iij.(  r.  The  verdict,  to  a  material  extent,  rests  upon  the  testi- 
mony oi  Landrum,  and  it  ought  not  to  remain,  because  he  is  dis- 
credited by  his  denial,  under  oath,  of  a  genuint  paper.  Since  the 
refusal  of  the  pardon  in  July,  1873,  the  Judge  who  tried  the  case 
and  most  of  the  jurors  have  united  in  a  recommendation  that  a  par- 
don be  granted.  It  is  also  recommended  by  all  the  county  officers 
and  by  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Vigo  county.     T.  A.  H. 

52.  Henry  Kist,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Kosciusko  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced,  on  the  18th  day  of 
January,  1868,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life. 
Pardoned  January  17,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  statement  of  the  Judge  who  tried  the  case  shows  that  a  number 
of  persons  were  implicated  in  the  homicide  ;  that  all  were  acquitted 
but  defendant  and  one  Harris ;  ,aud  that  Harris  was  sentenced  to 
five  years  in  the  State  Prison,  and  has  served  out  his  term;  and  the 
Judge  also  says  that  the  offense  was  not  murder  in  either  degree  by 
any  of  the  parties,  but  was  manslaughter,  and  that  the  defendant 
was  the  least  criminal  of  the  parties.  S.  P.  Funk,  the  father  of 
the  party  who  was  killed,  says  that  the  defendant  was  not  the  most 
guilty,  but  that  the  party  who  struck  the  fatal  blow  was  acquitted ; 
and  he  says  that  the  defendant  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  and 
that  it  would  be  just  and  right  to  pardon  him.  The  officers  and 
many  citizens  of  the  county  of  Kosciusko  ask  his  pardon,  and  they 
say  that  there  were  many  mitigating  circumstances,  that  the  defendant 
was  a  good  soldier  during  the  war,  and  was  an  industrious,  hard- 
working young   man,  and  bore  a  good  character  up  to  the  death  of

young  Funk.  Eight  of  the  jury  ask  his  pardon,  and  I  am  not 
surprised  that  they  do  so ;  for,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the 
evidence,  I  find  the  case  most  perplexing ;  and,  as  the  defendant  has 
now  been  in  prison  six  years,  upon  such  a  case,  he  ought  to  be 
released.  T.  A  H. 

53.  Joseph  S.  Carr,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  at 
the  July  term,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  January  26,  1874.  Decision  :*By  the  Governor. 
This  party  was  convicted  of  stealing  a  tent  from  the  Fair  Grounds 
adjoining  Indianapolis,  during  the  Fair  of  1873,  He  was  in  charge 
of  a  part  of  the  Fair  Grounds  as  night  policeman.  Tiie  tent  was  not 
of  much  value.  It  was  left  at  the  grounds,  and  the  defendant 
claims  to  have  taken  it  home  to  avoid  its  loss.  As  the  facts  are 
stated  to  me,  his  custody  and  manner  of  keeping  the  tent  during 
the  few  hours  that  he  had  it  did  not  indicate  a  felonious  purpose. 
It  was  left  in  his  wagon  in  his  yard.  Mr.  Closser,  from  whose  pos- 
session the  tent  was  charged  to  have  been  taken,  and  who  was  the 
principal  witness  for  the  State,  asks  his  pardon.  Judge  Test,  whc 
tried  the  case,  and  Mr.  Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  say  that 
public  justice  has  been  fully  satisfied,  and  that  he  should  now  be 
pardoned.  Nine  of  the  jurors  say  that,  upon  mature  reflection, 
they  are  not  satisfied  that  the  punishment  ought  to  have  been  so 
severe,  and  ask  his  pardon.  T.  A.  H. 

54.  Robert  Hitter,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wayne  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery,  and  sentenced  on  the 
16th  day  of  December,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for 
the  period  of  ninety  days.  Pardoned  January  28, 1874.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  The  application  for  pardon  in  this  case  is 
signed  by  an  unusually  large  number  of  persons ;  by  all  the  county 
officers  of  Wayne  county,  by  all  the  members  of  the  bar  of  Rich- 
mond, by  all  the  jurors,  and  by  the  Proseeuting  Attorney.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  defendant  did  not  intend  to  commit  any  crime,  but 
that,  being  intoxicated,  he  mistook  the  house  of  Mrs.  Bailey  for  that 
of  his  employer,  and,  entering  it,  was  seriously  wounded  by  a  pistol 
shot,  confining  him  for  nearly  two  months,  and  exhausting  his 
money.  Mrs.  Bailey  was  not  hurt  by  the  assault.  He  has  now 
been  confined  nearly  one-half  of  the  term  ot  his  sentence,  and  lias 
no  money  with  which  to  pay  his  fine.  T.  A.  H.

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55.  James  M.  Wiley,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Decatur  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the  30th  day 
of  June,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life. 
Pardoned  February  2,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
One  of  the  jurors  is  dead,  and  two  have  removed  from  the  State. 
The  remaining  nine  jurors  ask  his  pardon,  and  in  their  petition 
make  this  statement .  "  The  Republicans  and  Democrats  each  had 
a  meeting  in  the  town  of  Milfurd,  the  one  rejoicing  over  the  elec- 
tion of  Baker  as  Governor,  the  other  over  the  election  of  Holman  to 
Congress.  Political  excitement  was  very  high,  and  the  Democratic 
headquarters  were  at  Wiley's  corner,  where  they  were  firing  a  can- 
non. The  Republican  headquarters  were  at  Deitz's  corner,  where 
bonfires  were  burning,  and  turpentine  balls  being  thrown ;  that 
threats  had  been  made  and  communicated  to  Wiley  that  the  Repub- 
licans were  coming  down  to  capture  the  cannon;  that  party  spirit 
ran  high,  and  violence  by  mobs  had  been  suifered  to  go  unnoticed 
in  those  unfortunate  times,  and  for  some  time  preceding  this;  that 
the  deceased  was  a  large  and  muscular  man  and  in  the  midst  of  the 
crowd  congregated  near  Wiley's;  that  a  fight  ensued  by  a  large 
number  on  each  side,  in  which  Wiley  killed  Woodward ;  that 
Wiley  was  tried  in  said  county  of  Decatur  over  his  affidavit  for  a 
change  of  venue,  after  both  political  newspapers  of  the  county  had 
violent  articles  against  him.  We  feel  that  while  the  defendant 
was  guilty  of  a  crime  which  could  only  be  adjudged  murder,  the 
circumstances  and  surroundings  were  such  as  to  demand  of  us  to  ask 
his  pardon  after  he  has  served  four  years  of  his  term,  and  we,  there- 
fore, ask  your  Excellency  to  pardon  said  Wiley.  April,  1873."  A 
large  number  of  citizens  ask  his  pardon  upon  statements  of  fact  very 
like  those  in  the  petition  of  the  jurors.  From  both  petitions  it 
appears  that  a  motion  for  a  change  of  venue  was  overruled,  and  the 
defendant  subjected  to  trial  in  the  midst  of  an  excited  and  pre- 
judiced community.  The  conduct  of  the  defendant  has  been  con- 
sistent with  the  rules  of  the  prison.  I  understand  that  the  defend- 
ant was  a  man  of  good  character.  The  homicide  was  the  result  of 
the  excitement  pervading  that  community  at  the  time  ratlier  than 
any  malice  or  ill-will  of  the  defendant  toward  the  deceased.  The 
parties  were  personal  friends.  The  defendant  was,  at  the  time, 
security  on  a  note  for  the  deceased.  On  the  evening  of  Woodward's 
death,  they  were  together  as  neighbors,  talking  and  laughing  in  a 
most  friendly  manner.  I  accept  the  judgment  of  the  jurors  that  he 
has  now  been  so  punished,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  as  to 
justify  his  pardon,  and  it  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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56.  James  H  .Moffitt,  avIio  was  convicted  in  the  Boone  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  tlie  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the 
19th  day  of  September,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
four  years.  Pardoned  ]\rarcli  11,1 874.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ERXOR.  The  Prosecuting:  Attorney  s;ays  the  evidence  was  not 
sufficient  to  justify  the  conviction.  Hon.  T.  J.  Cascn,  who  was 
Judge  of  the  Court  at  the  time  and  tried  the  case,  and  a  number 
jurors  urge  his  pardon.  Also,  all  the  county  officers  and  some  of 
the  citizens.  The  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  petition,  which  the 
Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  sign,  shows  that  the  cause  lacked 
the  evidence  of  a  felonious  intent,  and  that  the  party  ought  not  to 
have  been  convicted.  He  has  now  been  in  prison  two  years  and 
a  half,  and  has  borne  a  good  character  while  in  prison.  The  par- 
don is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

57.  Robert  W.  Davis,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Wayne  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced 
on  the  12th  day  of  October,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  two  years.  Pardoned  March  12,  1874,  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoner  his  been  good,  and  his 
pardon  is  asked  by  the  prison  officers — AVarden,  Physician  and 
Chaplain.  He  is  confined  by  consumption  to  the  prison  hospital, 
and  his  longer  imprisonment  will  cause  his  death,  and  if  not  released 
at  once  he  will  not  be  able  to  leave  the  prison.  This  information 
is  given  by  the  Warden,  Physician  and  Chaplain  of  the  prison. 
He  has  served  nearly  three-foui'ths  of  his  term.  The  officers  of 
Wayne  County  and   many  citizens  ask  his  pardon.       T.   A.   H. 

58.  (^HARLEs  Flood,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced,  on  the  23d 
day  of  April,  1866,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  ten  years* 
Pardoned  April  1,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This 
convict  has  served  eight  years,  lacking  a  few  days.  His  conduct  has 
been  so  uniformly  good  that,  under  the  act  of  1861,  he  has  a  credit 
of  twenty-two  months,  and  his  term  would  expire  in  June,  1874. 
His  good  conduct  and  the  statements  of  the  Chaplain  and  other 
officers  of  the  prison  satisfy  me  that  he  is  a  reformed  man,  and  that 
the  pro]:)er  purj>ose  of  his  punishment  has  been  attained.  Tlie  War- 
den urges  his  pardon  as  an  act  of  merited  mer(!y.  and  because  it 
would  be  so  appreciated  by  the  other  prisoners  and  would  encourage 
them  to  good  conduct  and   promote  the  proper  government  of  the 
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prison.  The  Directors,  Warden,  Deputy  Warden  and  Chaplain  of 
the  prison  unite  in  an  earnest  request  for  his  pardon ;  also,  Robert 
Graham,  who  was  one  of  the  sufferers  by  the  burglary.  The  pardon 
may  help  to  restore  him  to  a  useful  position  in  society,  to  which  he 
now  aspires.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

59.  William  Loeton,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Warrick  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced,  on  the  20th 
day  of  March,  1866,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  seventeen 
years.  Pardoned  April  6, 1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  manslaughter  of  which  Lorton  was  convicted  was  the  killing  of 
Moses  Stallings.  They  lived  in  the  same  neighborhood  in  Warrick 
county.  They  had  been  at  a  little  town  near  b}^,  and,  both  being 
intoxicated,  rode  on  Lorton's  horse  to  Stallings'  house.  Here  they 
disputed  about  the  quality  and  value  of  their  horses  and  came  to  a 
scuffle.  Stallings'  wife  came  between  them  and  stopped  that  strug- 
gle. Stallings  then  went  into  his  house  and  got  his  gun.  His  wife 
tried  to  prevent  his  going  out  with  it,  but  could  not.  The  men 
struggled  for  the  gun.  It  went  off'.  Lorton  wrenched  it  from  Stal- 
lings and  beat  him  over  the  head  with  it.  Death  ensued.  Stallings' 
wife  was  the  only  person  present  and  the  only  witness  to  the  import- 
ant facts.  Lorton  was  a  peaceable  and  well  behaved  man  except 
upon  that  occassion.  Stallings  was  intemperate  and  quarrelsome. 
The  foregoing  facts  are  established  by  the  statements  of  eight  of  the 
jury  and  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney.  Judge  Parrett  who  tried  the 
case,  says  the  offense  was  the  result  of  the  misconduct  of  the 
deceased,  and  the  sudden  heat  of  passion  resulting  therefrom,  and  he 
cordially  joins  in  the  request  for  his  pardon.  The  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  who  represented  the  State  on  the  trial,  and  eight  of  the 
Jury,  and  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  section  in  which  the  men 
lived,  ask  for  his  pardon.  The  defendant's  conduct  in  prison  has 
been  good  excepting  an  attempt  at  escape  on  one  occassion.  The 
Warden  of  the  prison  recommends  his  pardon.  Eight  years  of  the 
sentence  have  passed  and,  his  conduct  being  good,  a  pardon 
appears  proper,  and  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

60.  John  Davis,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Putnam  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the  16th 
day  of  July,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  April  16,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The 
offense  was  not  of  a  grave  character,  and  the  amount  taken  was  but 
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trifling.  His  conduct  has  been  very  good  while  in  prison.  He  is 
prostrate  with  au  incurable  disease.  The  physician  of  the  prison 
says  he  can  not  be  restored.     Tlie  pardon  is  granted.        T.  A.  H. 

61.  James  Mullen,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Putnam  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  16th 
day  ot  July,  1S73,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  April  16,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The 
oiiense  seems  to  have  been  of  rather  trifling  character  and  the  prop- 
erty taken  of  but  little  value.  The  punishment  was  excessive. 
The  Judge  who  pronounced  sentence  upon  him,  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  Clerk  of  the  Court  and  Sheriff  recommend  his  pardon. 
His  conduct  in  the  prison  has  been  good,  but  his  health  is  so  poor 
that  he  can  not  labor  and,  if  not  soon  discharged,  will  not  be  able  to 
leave  the  prison.  The  physician  of  the  prison  recommends  his  par- 
don because  of  his  feeble  health  and  constitution.  The  Chaplain  of 
the  prison  earnestly  urges  a  pardon  as  desirable  because  of  his  con- 
duct, his  youth,  his  feeble  health  and  intellect.  His  mother  lives  in 
Troy,  Xew  York,  and  has  i'uruished  the  Chaplain  money  to  send 
him  home  if  pardoned.  He  is  but  eighteen  years  ot  age.  The  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

62.  William  S.  Gaffney.  wdio  was  convicted  in  the  Common 
Pleas  of  Daviess  county,  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  i9th  day  of  October,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  April  17th,  1874.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  The  defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  to  an 
afiidavit  and  information  charging  him  with  stealing  a  box  of  cigars 
of  the  value  of  five  dollars  and  Ave  plugs  of  tobacco,  of  the  value  of 
one  dollar  and  eighty  cents;  in  all,  six  dollars  and  eighty  cents. 
Mr.  Wallace,  whose  property  was  taken,  makes  an  earnest  appeal 
for  his  })ard(m  and  says  that  he  is  a  man  of  good  family  and,  when 
sober,  is  a  quiet,  talented,  law-abiding  citizen.  A  large  number  of 
the  people  who  know  him  urge  his  pardon  upon  the  ground  that 
his  punishment  has  been  sufficient.  He  was  tlie  slave  of  the  appe- 
tite for  strong  drink  and,  except  for  that,  would  not  have  com- 
mitted this  offense.  The  present  Prosecuting  Attorney  urges  his 
pardon.  He  has  now  been  in  the  State  Prison  for  eighteen  months, 
which  I  think  a  severe  punishment  for  stealing  cigars  and  tobacco 
of  the  value  only  of  six  dollars  and  eighty  cents.  The  pardon  is 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 
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63.  James  Green,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Robbery  and  sentenced  on 
the  20th  day  of  February,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  April  21,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  crime  of  tlie  convict  was  the  taking  of  a  silver  watch 
and  chain.  He  is  only  eighteen  years  old,  and  was  previously  of 
good  conduct.  His  parents  are  old  and  in  great  affliction,  and  they 
and  their  relatives  are  highly  respectable  people  of  Evansville.  Defen- 
dant's conduct  has  been  good  in  the  prison.  H.  A.  Mattison,  the  Prose- 
cuting Attorney,  urges  the  pardon  very  earnestly.  He  says  :  "  from 
my  knowledge  of  the  case  I  am  satisfied  that  although  the  young 
man  was  technically  guilty  as  an  accessary,  yet  his  greatest  sin  was 
in  being  in  bad  company  and  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  His 
parents  and  friends  are  honest,  industrious  people,  and  he  is  a  young 
man  who  may  be  saved  by  timely  clemency."  Judge  Parrett,  of 
the  Vanderburgh  Circuit  Court,  who  resides  in  Evansville,  says  he 
has  examined  the  case  and  "  cordially  joins  with  others  in  asking 
his  pardon."  The  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court  who  tried  the  case, 
eleven  of  the  jurors,  the  prosecuting  witness  whose  property  was 
taken,  and  many  respectable  citizens  ask  his  pardon.  The  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H, 

64.  William  T.  Blanchard,  who  was  convicted  in  the 
Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Embezzlement,  and 
sentenced  on  the  30th  day  of  January,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  May  4,  1874.  Decision  :  By 
THE  Governor.  Defendant  w^as  in  the  employ  of  P.  G.  Dun  & 
Company,  a  mercantile  agency.  The  business  of  the  defendant  was 
to  obtain  subscribers  to  the  agency  at  Indianapolis,  and  to  receive 
and  forward  to  the  company  the  amounts  of  the  subscriptions.  His 
salary  was  twenty  dollars  per  w^eek.  Up  to  July,  1872,  he  failed  to 
pay  over  about  $2,100.  It  was  for  this  failure  he  was  convicted;  The 
petition  for  his  pardon  is  signed  by  a  large  number  of  the  strongest 
buisness  houses  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Judge  Test,  who 
tried  the  case,  says  that  justice  has  been  fully  satisfied  and  recom- 
mends his  pardon.  R.  G.  Dun  &  Company,  by  their  manager,  say 
that  the  purposes  of  the  prosecution  have  been  attained  and  ask  his 
pardon.  Col.  Ruckle,  the  Sherift  of  Marion  county,  says  he  knows 
the  defendant  well ;  that  he  is  not  a  bad  man  but  a  weak  man  ;  that 
his  wife  and  three  small  children  are  dependent  upon  charity  for 
support ;  and  that  in  his  official  experience  he  has  not  known  a  case 
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where  a  pardon  would  do  so  much  good  for  the  convict  and  his 
family.  Hon.  B.  K.  Elliott,  formerly  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court, 
says  that  he  has  given  the  case  much  attention  and  that  the  convict 
ought  to  be  pardoned.  He  has  now  been  in  prison  over  fitteen 
months,  and  the  Warden  of  the  prison  says  nis  conduct  has  been 
good,  and  that  he  is  a  worthy  object  ot  clemency.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  this  offense,  he  has  borne  a  good  character.  The  pardon  is 
granted.  ^  T.  A.  H. 

60.  Amos  Steinmetz,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Ripley  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter,  and  sentenced,  on  the  fifth 
day  of  May,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  fourteen  years. 
Pardoned  May  5,  1<S74.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This 
young  man  was  living  with  his  father  and  mother, — excellent  people 
— was  sober  and  industrious,  and  in  every  respect  had  a  good  char- 
acter. He  was  working  in  a  field  when  the  deceased,  a  stranger  to 
him,  came  along  the  road  much  intoxicated,  and,  without  any 
provocation,  was  very  insulting  to  defendant.  The  defendant  came 
out  into  the  road  and  struck  deceased  with  a  stick,  or  club,  which 
blow  caused  his  death.  1  am  satisfied  that  defendant  intended  no 
such  result,  and  that  such  a  blow  would  not,  ordinarily,  cause  death. 
The  petitions  are  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of  the  neighbor- 
hood and  county,  who,  Judge  Berkshire  says,  comprise  nearly  iall 
the  jury  and  many  of  the  most  respectable  and  substantial  citizens. 
Judge  Berkshire  tried  the  case,  and  says  that  he  thought  "  at  the 
time  the  sentence  was  pronounced  that  the  young  man's  case  would 
be,  in  the  course  of  two  or  three  years,  a  proper  one  for  execu- 
tive clemency."  He  asks  a  lavorable  consideration  of  the  case. 
The  county  officers  and  the  bar  of  Hipley  county  ask  his  pardon. 
"When  Hon.  W.  W.  Curry  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Prison,  the  Board  addressed  Governor  Baker,  saying  that 
they  found  him  to  be  a  good  man  and  recommended  favorable  con- 
sideration. His  conduct  in  the  prison  has  been  good.  He  has  been 
in  the  prison  four  years.  I  have  great  confidence  this  young  man 
will  make  a  good  citizen.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

66.  James  R..  Melton,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Knox  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Robbery,  and  sentenced  on  the  8th  day 
of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years.  Par- 
doned May  16,  1874.  Decision:  By  tue  Governor.  This  par- 
don is  granted  on  account  of  the  broken  and  rapidly-failing  health 
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of  the  convict,  who  has  been  in  the  hospital  for  several  months 
with  consumption.  It  is  recommended  by  the  prison  officers  and 
is  granted  upon  information  derived  from  a  visit  to  the  prison  by 
Mr.  Downey,  Private  Secretary,  at  my  request.  T.  A.  H. 

67.  William  Barrett,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vander- 
burgh Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and 
sentenced,  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  three  years.  Pardoned  May  16,  1874.  Decision  : 
By  the  Goveenor.  The  convict  is  lying  in  the  hospital  quite  low 
with  consumption,  and  can  not  long  survive,  if  detained  in  prison. 
He  is  pardoned  upon  the  urgent  recommendation  of  the  prison 
officers  and  upon  information  of  the  condition  of  the  convict 
derived  from  a  visit  to  the  prison  by  Mr.  Downey,  Private  Secre- 
tary, at  my  request.  T.  A.  H. 

68.  William  Mounce,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jackson  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
26th  day  of  October,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  three 
years.  Pardoned  May  16, 1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  couvict  is  lying  in  the  hospital  quite  low  with  consumption 
and  can  not  long  survive,  if  detained  in  prison.  He  is  pardoned 
upon  the  urgent  recommendation  of  the  prison  officers  and  upon 
information  of  his  condition  derived  from  a  visit  to  him  by  Mr. 
Downey,  Private  Secretary,  at  my  request.  T.  A.  H. 

69.  James  Ryan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Warrick  Circuit 
Court,  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the  7th 
day  of  July,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  three  years. 
Pardoned  May  16,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The 
convict  is  lying  in  the  hospital  quite  low  with  consumption  and 
cannot  long  survive,  if  detained  in  prison.  He  is  pardoned  upon 
the  urgent  recommendation  of  the  prison  officers  and  upon  informa- 
tion of  his  condition  derived  from  a  visit  to  him  by  Mr.  Downey, 
Private  Secretary,  at  my  request.  T.  A.  H. 

70.  Leonard  Fisher,  who  was  convicted  in  the  AVayne  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the  13th 
day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  May  26,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The 
property  stolen    was   taken    from  the  cars   of  the    Rushville    and 
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Cambridge  City  road  and  was  of  small  value.  The  defendant  had' 
been  of  good  character  and  was  drawn  into  the  crime  by  an  experi- 
enced criminal,  who  is  now  in  prison  for  the  crime.  The  pardon 
is  asked  by  a  very  large  number  of  citizens  of  the  locality  of  the 
crime,  by  the  county  officers  of  AVayne  county,  by  the  officers  rep- 
resenting the  railroad  company  at  that  place.  D.  W.  Comstock, 
the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  says  that  this  was  his  first  offense,  and 
that  he  was  made  the  dupe  of  the  principal  offender,  and  that 
the  sentiment  of  the  community  is  that  he  was  more  sinned  against 
against  than  sinning,  and  that  the  demands  of  the  law  against  him 
have  been  fully  answered.  Judge  Johnson,  who  tried  the  case, 
recommends  the  pardon,  and  says  it  was  his  first  offense,  and  that 
he  was  the  dupe  of  an  old  offender.  Judge  Kibbey,  the  present 
Judge,  says  that  the  pardon  would  meet  the  hearty  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  respectable  citizens  of  Cambridge  City.  The  War- 
den's answer  shows  that  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  very  good. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

71.  Charles  Van  Camp,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  two  years.  Pardoned  May  29,  1874.  Decision  :  By 
THE  Governor.  When  the  larceny  was  committed,  the  defendant 
was  a  boy  of  only  sixteen  years.  He  was  led  into  the  crime  by  an 
older  person.  His  parents  are  worthy  people  and  his  ))unishraent 
has  fallen  heavily  upon  them.  He  has  served  one-half  his  term, 
and  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good.  Judge  Test,  who  tried 
the  case,  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  recommend  his  pardon.  I 
think  he  ought  to  be  pardoned.     The  pardon  is  granted.

72.  Frederick  Pfeiffer,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  20th  day  of  May,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  three  years.  Pardoned  June  1,  1874.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  The  sentence  of  three  years  for  the  larceny  of 
twelve  bottles  of  cider,  in  company  with  other  boys,  was  decidedly 
excessive.  He  has  now  been  in  prison  over  two  years,  and  his  con- 
duct has  been  good.  Judge  Elliott,  who  tried  the  case,  and  Mr.  PL 
C.  Guffin,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  urge  his  pardon ;  also,  a  large 
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number  of  the  German  citizens  of  Indianapolis.  His  associates 
were  sentenced  for  but  two  years,  and  their  terms  have  expired. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

73.  Chaeles  Lancaster,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Vander- 
burgh Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and 
sentenced  on  the  20th  day  of  August,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for 
the  period  of  six  years.  Pardoned  June  5,  1874.  Decision  :  By 
THE  Governor..  The  larceny  of  property  of  the  value  of  one 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  was  committed  by  defendant  and  one 
Waterman.  They  were  jointly  indicted  and  tried  separately. 
Waterman  was  sentenced  to  four  years  and  defendant  for  six  years. 
The  sentence  of  Waterman  has  expired.  The  defendant  has  be- 
haved well  in  prison,  and  his  conduct  indicates  his  reformation. 
There  was  no  very  clear  reason  why  his  punishment  should  be 
greater  than  Waterman's.  The  moral  instructor  of  the  prison  earn- 
estly urges  his  pardon.  The  Judge  who  tried  the  case,  and  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  present  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court  of 
Vanderburgh  county,  and  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  and 
county  officers  recommend  it.  I  think  this  was  his  first  offense  and 
that  he  has  reformed.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

74.  James  D.  McCann,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Abortion,  and  sentenced  on  the 
16th  day  of  January,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for 
the  period  of  one  year  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
Pardoned  June  9, 1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  McCann 
was  convicted  of  procuring  an  abortion  upon  the  person  of  Emma 
L.  Swann.  The  parties  were  engaged  to  be  married.  She  was 
influenced  to  refuse  to  marry  him,  and  insisted  upon  the  abortion. 
He  refused,  but  finally  yielded  to  her  entreaties.  Since  his  conviction, 
they  have  been  married.  He  has  no  means  with  which  to  pay  the  fine. 
These  facts  are  stated  by  Judge  Test,  who  tried  the  case,  and  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  by  the  Clerk,  a  Deputy  Clerk,  Sheriff, 
Recorder,  and  Treasurer  of  Marion  County,  who  all  recommend  the 
pardon.  Mrs.  Jane  Hood,  the  grandmother  of  Emma  L.  Swann,  has 
written  me  an  earnest  letter  for  his  pardon.  She  says  that  her  grand- 
daughter told  her  that  she  had  been  pregnant  but  a  short  time  and  she 
did  not  think  it  a  crime  before  quickening,  and  that  defendant 
refused  for  a  while,  but  finally  yielded  to  her  persuasions.  She  also 
she  told  her  that  she  did  not  think  it  was  the  medicine,  but  fatigue  and 
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exposure  that  caused  the  abortion.  The  grandmother  also  says  that 
the  defendant  procured  a  physician  to  attend  upon  her  granddaughter 
when  sick,  and  treated  her  kindly;  that  he  was  willing  to  marry  her, 
but  that  evil-disposed  persons  prevailed  upon  her  to  refuse.  Upon 
these  facts,  she  appeals  to  me  to  pardon  defendant,  because  he  has 
borne  a  good  reputation  for  honesty  and  industry,  and  for  the  sake 
of  his  son,  aged  five  years,  whose  mother  is  dead.  G.  W.  Ryan 
says  that  defendant  has  been  in  his  employment  for  five  years,  and 
that  he  is  an  honest  and  industrious  man,  and  that  this  is  the  first 
charge  of  improper  conduct  ever  brought  against  him.  He  says 
that,  before  the  alleged  abortion,  he  knew  that  the  defendant 
expected  to  marry  Emma  L.  Swann,  and  that  she  was  influt-nced  to 
refuse  by  persons  governed  by  evil  purposes.  If  the  defendant  did 
contribute  to  the  crime  charged,  which  I  think  is  doubtful,  he  was 
influenced  against  his  wish  by  the  urgent  solicitations  of  the  other 
party,  and  his  punishment  has  been  severe,  and  I  concur  with  the 
Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  other  officers,  that  it  is  proper 
to  pardon  him.  As  they  suggest,  a  longer  confinement  would  do  no 
good  and  would  be  a  charge  upon  the  public.  The  pardon  is 
granted  and  the  fine  will  be  remitted.

75.  Matthew  Paff,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  10th  day  of  July,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  tor  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  June  16, 1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governoe. 
Paif  was  using  mechanics'  tools,  and  took  them  away  with  him. 
They  were  worth  six  dollars.  He  pleaded  guilty,  but  I  think  it 
probable  the  act  was  but  a  breach  of  trust.  The  punishment  of  two 
years  for  the  larceny  of  six  dollars  is  very  severe.  He  was  an 
industrious  mechanic,  and  had  a  good  character  as  an  honest  man. 
This  is  the  only  stain  upon  his  character.  Mr.  Rentier,  a  highly 
respectable  mechanic  and  contractor  of  Indianapolis,  says  he  was  in 
his  employ,  and  that  he  is  an  honest  man.  Judge  Test,  who  sen- 
tenced him,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  county  officers,  and  a  large 
number  of  citizens  ask  liis  pardon.  His  conduct  in  prison  has  been 
good.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

76.  William  Brown,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Daviess  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  kill, 
and  sentenced,  on  the  27th  day  of  August,   1866,  to  be    imprisoned 
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for  the  period  of  fourteen  years.  Pardoned  June  IB,  1874.  De- 
cision :  By  the  Goveenor.  The  conduct  of  the  convict  during 
all  the  period  of  his  confinement  has  been  ;.'Ood,  giving  evidence  of 
entire  reformation.  On  the  11th  day  of  May,  1874,  four  prisoners, 
desperate  and  dangerous  characters,  broke  from  the  prison,  heavily 
armed,  and  with  great  determination  resisted  their  reeapture,  firing 
upon  the  Warden  and  other  officers  and  killing  one  of  the  guards. 
In  this  very  serious  and  dangerous  strife,  the  prisoner  Brown  (who 
is  a  colored  man)  rendered  the  Warden  and  other  officers  efficient 
help,  and  was  dangerously  wounded.  The  Directors,  Warden  and 
other  officers  and  attaches  of  thepiison  join  in  a  recommendation 
for  his  pardon,  as  merited  by  the  prisoner,  and  because  it  will  have 
a  good  influence  in  the  government  of  the  institution.  In  these 
views  I  entirely  concur.  A  petition  for  his  pardon  is  also  numerously 
signed  by  good  citizens  of  Clark  county,  who  say  the  convict  saved 
the  life  of  one  of  their  citizens,  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  the  fugi- 
tives.    The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

77.  John  Ryan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Allen  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Robbery,  and  sentenced  on  the  27th 
day  of  June,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  fourteen  years. 
Pardon  granted  June  27,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
The  convict  has  now  served  seven  years,  and  has  behaved  well  in 
the  prison.  This  was  the  first  offense  ever  charged  against  him,  and 
the  evidence,  as  stated  by  Hon.  Robert  S.  Taylor,  was  not  sufficient 
to  remove  all  doubt  of  his  guilt.  An  affidavit  of  James  D.  Carey, 
made  in  1871,  is  to  the  effect  that  defendant  was  not  one  of  the 
party  that  committed  the  robbery.  The  trial  took  place  during  a 
period  of  great  excitement  at  Fort  Wayne,  occasioned  by  a  number 
of  crimes  recently  committed,  and  the  public  feeling  probably  influ- 
enced the  jury  in  making  the  punishment  so  severe.  I  think  that 
it  was  too  severe,  and  that  the  seven  years  that  he  has  spent  I'thard 
labor  in  the  State  Prison,  with  uniform  good  conduct,  is  sufficient. 
Petitions  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of  Fort  Wayne  of  the 
highest  respectability  ask  his  pardon.  His  father  and  mother  are 
worthy  and  respectable  persons.     The  pardon  is  granted.

78.  George  W.  Durgin,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Allen  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Embezzlement,  and  sentenced  on 
the  26th  day  of  August,  1872,  to    be   imprisoned    for  the  period  of 
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two  years.  Pardoned  July  16,1874.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  defendant  sustained  a  good  character  prior  to  the 
defaults,  for  one  of  which  he  was  convicted.  He  was  a  man  of  good 
standing  in  Ft.  Wayne.  I  have  been  urged  very  earnestly  by  many 
highly  respectable  citizens  of  that  city  to  pardon  him.  His  wife  is  a 
person  of  the  highest  respectability  and  great  refinement  of  charac- 
ter, and  has  earnestly  appealed  to  me  in  his  behalf.  During  his 
confinement  in  prison,  she  has  provided  for  her  own  wants  and  the 
wants  of  the  two  children  of  defendant.  The  petitions  for  his 
pardon  are  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  one  of 
the  petitions  is  made  by  the  officers  of  the  associations  who  suffered 
by  his  crime.  Because  of  the  character  of  the  crinie,  and  the  fact 
that  it  seems  to  be  increasing  in  tlie  State,  I  have  been  unwilling  to 
interfere.  But  eight  days  of  his  punishment  now  remain  and  a  par- 
don may  help  him  and  his  family  in  an  effort  to  restore  themselves 
by  his  good  conduct  in  the  community  where  they  have  lived.  The 
pardon  is  granted.  T.   A.  H. 

79.  Warner  Vernoy,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  18th  day  of  June,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  July  21,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  defendant  has  now  suffered  more  than  one-half  his  punishment, 
and  the  Warden  reports  his  conduct  in  the  prison  good.  I  pardon  him 
upon  the  following  recommendation  and  statement  of  facts  by  Judge 
Test,  who  tried  the  case,  and  R.  P.  Parker,  Esq.,  Prosecuting 
Attorney  :  "  To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  Dear  Sir : 
Warner  Vernoy  was  indicted  and  convicted,  on  the  18th  day  of 
June,  1873,  in  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  larceny 
in  (the)  stealing  of  a  carpet-bag,  containing  a  pistol  and  some  old 
clothes  from  a  room  in  the  Pattison  House,  in  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis. The  property  was  of  no  great  value.  He  was  tried  by  a  jury 
and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  dollar,  imprisonment  in  the 
State  Prison  two  years,  and  disfranchisement  for  five.  Vernoy  is  a 
plasterer  by  trade,  had  resided  in  this  city  many  years  and  lately 
had  become  very  intemperate.  Formerly,  he  seems  to  have  been  a 
pretty  good  man  and  the  head  of  a  respectable  family,  but  hard 
drinking  had  brought  him  down,  in  fact  ruined  him,  and  led  him, 
without  doubt,  to  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  which  he  stands 
convicted.     This  is  about   the  first  of  his  stealing,  and  I    think  he 
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is  far  from  being  a  professional  thief.  He  is  now  an  old  man,  con- 
siderably over  fifty  years  of  age.  I  hope  you  will  pardon  him  and 
let  him  return  to  his  family.  I  believe  public  justice  is  fully  satis- 
fied."    The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

80.  Alexander  Fox,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Allen  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on 
the  14th  day  of  November,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
three  years.  Pardoned  September  3,  1874.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  Larceny  in  the  stealing  of  an  overcoat.  The  party 
whose  coat  was  taken  was  a  conductor  on  the  railroad,  and  the 
defendant  was  a  brakemau  on  his  train.  The  defendant,  by  per- 
mission of  the  conductor,  with  whom  he  was  on  friendly  terms,  slept 
in  tlif  <  :iboose,  and  in  the  morning,  when  he  dressed,  he  took  an 
overidat  belonging  to  the  conductor,  and  wore  it  upon  the  street, 
because  the  weather  was  too  cool  for  his  clothing.  From  the  state- 
ment of  facts  made  by  Judge  Brackenridge  and  the  Sheriff,  I  tjiink 
it  was  not  a  case  of  larceny.  It  was  but  the  liberty  one  friend  may 
take  with  another  without  crime.  The  pardon  is  urged  by  the 
Judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  Sheriff",  by  the  present  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  by  Judge  Lowry,  of  the  Civil  Circuit  Court,  the  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  eleven  of  the  jurors,  and  a  large  number  of  the  respect- 
able citizens  of  Allen  county.  The  Warden  of  the  prison  says  his 
conduct  has  been  unexceptionable,  and  he  thinks  he  is  a  worthy  sub- 
ject of  executive  clemency.     The  pardon  is  granted.

81.  Lewis  Phebus,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Fountain  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced  on  the  5th  day 
of  March,  1869,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  eight  years. 
Pardoned  September  11,  1874.  Deci-ion  :  By  the  Governor. 
William  Phebus,  a  brother  of  Lewis,  was  convicted  and  sentenced 
on  the  same  day  for  a  period  of  six  years,  with  no  apparent  differ- 
ence in  the  gravity  of  the  crime  as  affecting  him.  He  has  now  been 
released  and  is  at  home,  A  report  from  the  Warden  shows  that 
the  conduct  of  Lewis  has  been  good  in  prison.  The  prison  phy- 
sician says  the  convict's  health  is  poor,  and  his  mind  is  seriously 
affected,  and  that  he  is  in  imminent  danger  of  having  an  attack  of 
mania.  He  thinks  that  if  soon  discharged  he  will  regain  his  health, 
but  that  if  he  is  compelled  to  remain  in  prison  he  is  satisfied  that 
his  disease  will  continue  to  progress,  and,  in  a  few  weeks,  or  months. 
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it  will  be  necessary  to  confine  him  in  his  cell,  or  an  asylum.  Sev- 
eral petitions  by  prominent  and  respectable  citizens  of  Fountain 
county  are  on  file  in  support  of  the  application.  The  convict  and 
his  brother  are  young  men.  This  was  their  first  offense,  and  they 
were  sentenced  upon  a  plea  of  guilty.  The  burglary  was  committed 
upon  the  store  of  AVilliam  McLaughlin.  He  joins  in  recommend- 
ing a  pardon  for  the  reason  that  the  time  already  served  is  sufficient, 
punishment.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

82.  Oliver  Eice,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the 
19th  day  of  September,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  September  19,  1874.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  evidence  tended  to  show  that  defendant,  in  con- 
nection with  another  man,  stole  two  hats  of  the  aggregate  value  of 
about  five  dollars;  that  defendant  hardly  knew  what  he  had  done 
when  he  reached  home;  and  that  his  wife  destroyed  the  hat  at  once 
and  soon  after  paid  the  owner  for  it.  His  conduct  has  been  good' 
in  prison.  I  think  one  year  in  prison  is  sufficiently  severe  for  the 
offense.  Judge  Test  and  the  Prosecuting  x\ttorney,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Court  and  many  citizens  recommend  his  pardon.  The  pardon 
is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

83.  WiLLiA."M  L.  TuLTON,  who  was  convicted  in  the  LaPorta^ 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Manslaughter  and  sentenced,  on  the 
8th  day  of  May,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  thirteen, 
years.  Pardoned  October  6,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Gover- 
nor. The  defendant  and  James  Woods  had  been  soldiers  in  the 
same  service,  and,  upon  their  return,  were  much  together  and 
became  dissipated.  On  the  day  of  the  homicide,  they  were  in  West- 
ville  in  a  wagon  and  became  very  drunk.  On  their  way  home, 
Woods  fell  from  the  wagon  and  the  team  and  wagon  became  so 
placed  in  the  road  as  to  obstruct  the  way.  Just  then  John  Loom 
and  another  came  up  in  a  wagon  and  a  quarrel  ensued  in  which 
Fulton  struck  one  of  the  parties  with  his  fist,  and  that  party  and 
Loom  seized  a  rail  with  which  to  strike  Woods  and  Fulton,  and 
Fulton  ran  from  the  road  and  crossed  the  fence  into  a  field.  Woods 
then  drew  his  pistol  and  shot  Loom.  Fulton  was  not  armed,  and 
was  not  a  party  to  any  understanding  or  purpose  to  use  deadly 
weapons,  but,  upon  the  trial,  he  was  held  guilty  because  he  was  in 
company  with  Woods,  and  a  party  to  the  drunken  quarrel,  and  was 
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•sentenced  to  thirteen  years  and  Woods  for  life.  I  think  that  upon 
the  trial  the  doctrine  of  liability  for  the  aci;  of  his  associate  was 
carried  too  strongly  against  him.  I  am  also  satisfied  that  he  had 
no  intention  of  seriously  hurting  any  one,  nor  had  he  any  knowl- 
edge that  Woods  intended  to  use  his  pistol.  The  sentence  was 
excessive  as  against  Fulton.  He  has  now  served  more  than  seven 
years,  more  than  half  his  term  of  punishment.  His  conduct  as  a 
prisoner  has  been  exemplary,  and  his  physical  and  mental  strength 
are  impaired  by  his  long  confinement.  Many  citizens  of  LaPorte 
county  ask  his  pardon ;  also,  the  county  officers ;  and  all  the  officers 
of  the  prison  ask  that  he  be  pardoned  because  of  his  good  conduct 
and  failing  health.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

84.  Harry  Millersox,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sent- 
enced, at  the  September  term,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  two  years.  Pardoned  October  6,  1874.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  freight  cars  of  the  Indianapolis,  Bloomington 
and  Western  Railway  Company,  at  this  city,  are  necessarily  placed 
in  an  exposed  position  and,  during  the  last  year,  the  company  has 
suffered  frequent  and  large  losses  by  the  cars  being  broken  open 
and  goods  stolen  from  them.  It  has  been  the  work  of  an  organized 
band  of  thieves,  and  the  detection  and  punishment  of  the  parties 
has  been  difficult.  The  defendant  is  about  seventeen  years  of  age 
and  was  induced  to  join  the  band,  and,  being  arrested  on  a  charge 
of  vagrancy,  made  a  full  disclosure  of  the  practices  of  the  band  to 
the  officers  of  the  company  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and, 
upon  plea  of  guilty,  was  convicted.  Upon  his  testimony,  three  of 
the  most  dangerous  of  the  band  have  been  convicted  and  two  others 
are  under  arrest,  and  the  defendant's  testimony  is  necessary  to  secure 
their  conviction.  The  officers  of  the  railway  company  and  the  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  and  Judge  Test  recommend  that  he  be  pardoned 
because  of  his  age  and  because  he  is  penitent  and  has  been  and  yet 
will  be  useful  in  breaking  up  the  band  of  thieves.  The  pardon  is 
granted.  T.  A.  H. 

85.  Samuel,  Christison,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Floyd 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced, on  the  21st  day  of  October,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  the  period  of  sixty  days.  Pardoned  October  26, 
1874.  Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Convicted  of  stealing  hay 
of  the  value  of  twenty-five  cents.     The  defendant  proved  a  good 
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character  for  twenty  years,  which,  I  think,  ought  to  outweigh  a  first 
charge  of  so  trifling  a  nature.  The  evidence  does  not  sustain  the 
charge.  It  might  excite  a  suspicion ;  no  more,  as  I  thinii.  The 
case  was  tried  by  the  court.  The  petit  jury  was  sitting  by  and 
heard  the  case.  Seven  of  them  say  there  was  no  evidence  to  con- 
vict, and  that  the  finding  was  unjust.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney 
and  county  officers  say  the  same.  The  duty  to  pardon  this  man  is 
clear.     The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

86.    Frederick  "Weiding,  who  was  convicted  in  the  LaPorte 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced,  on  the  5th 
day  of  November,  1867,  to  be  imprisoned  for   the  period  of  ten 
years.     Pardoned  November  7,  1874.     Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor.    Ten    years'    confinement   in    the    State    Prison    was   an 
excessive  punishment  for  the  offense.     He  has  served  more  than 
one-half  the  time.     His  conduct  has  been  good  in    prison.     The 
warden  of  the  prison  and  the  contractor  say   that  he  has  been  a 
good  prisoner — has  learned  the  trade  of  a  cooper — that  his  health 
is  much  impaired  by  the  confinement,  and  that  his  punishment  has 
produced  all  the  reformation  likely  to  be  wrought  by  its  continu- 
ance, and  they  say  it  is   proper  to   pardon   him.     The  petitions  for 
his  pardon   are   numerously   signed   by   citizens   of  Michigan  City, 
where  the  crime  was  committed,  and  by  citizens  of  other  portions 
of   LaPorte    county.     Four   years   ago    a    remonstrance  was    filed 
against  the  pardon,  signed  by  C.  T.  Dibble,  against  whose  property 
the  crime  was  committed,  and  by  others.     Mr.  Dibble  and  others  of 
the  remonstrants  have  recently  filed  a  petition  for  his  pardon,  in 
which  they  say  that  "the  sentence  was  unusually  severe,"  —  "that 
his  confinement  has  been  long  enough  to  meet  the  ends  of  justice," 
and  that  his  conduct  in  prison  has  been   good.     Judge  Osborn,  who 
tried  the  case,  says  that  at  the  time  he  thought,  and  still  thinks, 
"the   punishment   greater  than  public  justice,  the   safety  of  com- 
munity, or  reform  of  criminals,  demanded."     Hon.  W.  H.  Calkins, 
(who  was  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  Circuit  at  the  time,  as  I 
understand,)  concurs  with  Judge  Osborn,  and  recommends  his  par- 
don.    I  recently  visited  the  prison  and  saw  the  criminal,  and  con- 
versed with  him  and  the  officers  of  the  prison,  and  my  own  judg- 
ment agrees  with  the  recommendations  made  for  his  pardon.     The 
pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H.

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87.  Jacob  Thomas,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clark  Criminal 
Circuit  Court,  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the 
19th  day  of  November,  1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of 
seven  years.  Pardoned  November  19,  1874.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  prisoner  has  been  confined  for  two  years,  under 
sentence  lor  seven  years,  for  grand  larceny.  He  was  respectably 
connected  by  birth  and  marriage  in  West  Virginia  and,  prior  to 
this  offense,  had  not  been  suspected  of  crime.  It  is  probable  that 
at  the  time  he  was  somewhat  deranged  in  his  mind,  though  it  is  not 
Droven.  His  conviction  was  upon  a  plea  of  guilty.  His  brother, 
who  is  Sheriff  in  one  of  the  counties  of  West  Virginia,  has  purchased 
him  a  home  in  Texas  and  will  see  him  settled  there  with  his  family. 
Judge  Dunham,  who  tried  him,  writes  a  letter  favorable  to  his  par- 
don. The  Warden  and  Moral  Instructor  of  the  prison  say  that  his 
conduct  has  been  good  in  the  prison,  and  that  his  reformation  is 
probably  as  complete  as  it  would  be  at  the  end  of  his  term.  They 
both  recommend  the  pardon.  The  Moral  Instructor  entertains  no 
doubt  of  his  reformation  and  says  that  he  is  a  "sincere  Christian.'^ 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

88.  John  Hogan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the 
13th  day  of  January,  1871,  to  be  imprisoned  lor  the  period  of  five 
years.  Pardoned  November  21,  1874,  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. Upon  the  case  as  presented  to  the  court,  I  would  not  inter- 
fere ;  but  it  is  necessary  for  the  quiet  of  the  prison  and  the  comfort 
ot  the  other  prisoners  that  this  party  be  taken  out.  The  pardon  is 
granted  upon  the  following  recommendations  of  the  officers  of  the 
prison :

Hamrick  in  regard  to  the  physical  condition  of  John  Hogan,  a  con- 
vict now  confined  in  this  prison,  and  who  has  about  one  year  and 
five  months  yet  to  serve  on  a  five  years'  sentence.  I  have  no  hesi- 
tancy in  recommending  his  pardon.

land, if  he  gets  the  Governor's  permission  to  leave  here.  I  will  see

Dea  r  Sir  : — By  request  of  Warden  May ne,  I  wish  to  ofiet  for 
your  consideration  the  following  statement  in  regard  to  the  condi- 
tion of  John  Hogan  „•  He  is  serving  a  term  of  five  years.  He  has 
not  been  in  prison  over  three  years.  From  childhoo<i,  as  I  am 
informed,  he  has  been  an  epileptic.  Since  his  confinement,  I  have 
tried  the  most  approved  methods  of  cure  fer  his  disease  without 
appreciable  benefit.  His  spasms  are  frequent  and  severe.  His 
mind  is  failing  rapidly.  He  is,  at  times,  quite  feeble.  In  the 
interval  of  his  attacks,  he  is  subject  to  violent  palpitation  of  the 
heart.  He  is,  in  fact,  a  confirmed  epileptic,  subject  to  all  the  Iior- 
hible  symj^toms  concomitant  of  that  dreadful  disease.  For  such  a 
person  a  State  Prison  is  not  the  place.  During  his  attacks,  his  cries 
excite  the  other  prisoners.  He  requires  constant  watching  to  pre- 
vent dangerous  falls  upon  the  stone  floors  of  the  cell  house.  His 
presence  could  not  be  tolerated  in  the  hospital  and  he  should  not 
be  confined  in  a  cell.  I  sincerely  hope  your  Excellency  will  con-  . 
sider  his  application  for  a  pardon  favorably.

prisoner  has  assured  the  officers  of  the  prison  that  he  will  return  to 
his  late  home  in  Ireland.     The  pardon  is  granted.         T.  A.  H. 
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89.  Michael  Sullivan,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced on  the  15th  day  of  October,  1870,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the 
term  of  seven  years.  Pardoned  November  21,1874.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  The  prisoner  and  prosecuting  witness  were 
drinking  together  for  some  time,  and  whilst  in  a  saloon  the  prose- 
cuting witness  had  his  pocket  book  in  his  hand  with  twenty-five  or 
thirty  dollars  in  it,  and  prisoner  snatched  it  and  ran.  He  was- 
arrested  that  night  and  the  money  recovered.  The  punishment  of 
seven  years  was  unusually  severe.  John  S.  Duncan,  who  prose- 
cuted the  case,  says :  "  He  is  an  old  man,  and  has  already  been 
severely  punished.  I  was  astonished  at  the  verdict  of  the  jury  as 
to  the  time  they  sent  him.  All  the  jurors  whom  I  have  been  able 
to  see  have  signed  the  petition  requesting  his  pardon."  The  War- 
den and  Contractor  of  the  prison  say :  "  Michael  Sullivan  is  weak- 
minded,  and  has  been  a  good  prisoner,  and  is  as  much  reformed  as 
he  has  capacity  for.  He  has  never  violated  prison  rules.  We^hink 
he  has  been  in  prison  as  long  as  is  useful  to  him,  or  the  State." 
The  petitions  for  his  pardon  are  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of 
Marion  county  and,  also,  of  the  locality  in  Ohio  in  which  he  for- 
merly lived.  His  character  was  good  prior  to  this  offense.  Upon 
the  facts  stated  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  I  think  the  act  was 
one  of  drunken  folly  rather  than  of  a  purpose  to  steal ;  and  I  think 
his  present  punishment  (more  than  four  years)  has  been  very  severe. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 


90.  Robert  McMurray,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Jefferson 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced  on  the 
5th  day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  term  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  November  23,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor, 
The  prisoner  is  a  man  of  education  and  his  parents  are  worHiy 
people  in  Ohio.  This  was  probably  the  only  charge  of  crime  ever 
brought  against  him.  He  had  been  on  a  protracted,  drunken  spree, 
when  he  took  the  thirty  dollars  and,  as  soon  as  he  recovered  suffici- 
ently to  understand  his  condition,  he  provided  for  the  return  of  the 
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money.  He  has  served  three-fourths  of  his  term  and,  as  the  officers 
of  the  prison  inform  me,  has  been  a  good  prisoner ;  is  what  is 
known  as  a  "  trusty,"  doing  service  in  the  hospital.  Judge  Cra- 
v^ens,  who  tried  the  case,  and  Judge  Allison,  now  on  the  bench,  and 
all  the  county  officers  of  Jefferson  county  very  earnestly  urge  his 
pardon.  The  Warden  recommends  his  pardon  on  the  ground  that 
his  services  as  a  "  trusty  "  in  the  hospital  have  been  so  useful  and  so 
well  known  to  the  prisoners  that  his  pardon  will  promote  the  good 
government  of  the  prison.     The  pardon  is  granted.

91.  Aden  D.  Gainey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Greene  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary  and  Grand  Larceny  and  sen- 
tenced, at  the  March  Term,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  November  27,  1874.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  The  prisoner,  who  was  but  seventeen  years  of  age,  and 
two  of  his  associates  of  about  the  same  age,  were  jointly  indicted 
for  burglary  and  stealing  a  number  of  articles  of  small  value  from 
a  store  in  the  town  of  Bloomfield,  in  Greene  county.  He  at  once 
appeared  in  court,  at  the  March  Term,  1874,  and  pleaded  guilty  and 
was  sentenced  for  two  years.  The  defendant  had  been  in  his 
father's  store,  and  the  other  boys  in  other  stores.  They  fell  into  the 
habit  of  going  into  the  stores  at  night  and  taking  such  articles  as  are 
described  in  the  indictment.  From  this  the  crime  resulted  for  which 
they  were  indicted.  Their  conduct  w^as  the  result  of  mischievous 
purpose,  rather  than  a  desire,  or  purpose,  to  steal  for  gain.  The 
defendant  is  a  bright  and,  but  for  this  offense,  promising  boy.  He 
has  been  in  prison  more  than  eight  months.  E.  E.  Rose,  Esq.,  who 
prosecuted  him,  and  Judge  Franklin,  who  tried  the  case,  earnestly 
urge  his  pardon.  The  Warden  of  the  prison  says  his  conduct  has 
been  good  and  he  recommends  his  pardon.  The  Clerk,  Auditor, 
Treasurer  and  Recorder  of  the  county  recommend  his  pardon  ;  and, 
also,  the  pastor  of  the  church  of  which  his  parents  are  worthy  mem- 
bers. Upon  this  case,  I  would  be  inclined  to  pardon  him  because  of 
his  tender  age ;  but  there  is  a  legal  consideration  which  makes  it 
my  duty  to  do  so.  The  defendant  pleaded  guilty  at  the  March  Term 
of  the  court  and  was  sentenced.  His  co-defendants  did  not  then 
appear  ;  hui,  at  the  recent  October  Term,  they  appeared,  and,  upon 
their  motion,  the  court  quashed  the  indictment  and  they  were  dis- 
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charged.  This  action  of  the  court  leaves  the  defendant  in  prison 
upon  a  conviction  based  upon  an  indictment  which  has  been 
quashed.  The  grounds  upon  which  the  court  quashed  the  indict- 
ment were  equally  applicable  to  all  the  defendants  and,  unquestion- 
ably, sufficient.  Upon  its  face,  the  indictment  purports  to  have  been 
found  by  "  The  Grand  Jurors  of  the  county  of  Owen  in  and  for  the 
State  of  Indiana,"  and  avers  that  the  offense  was  committed  in 
Greene  county.  The  grand  jury  of  Owen  county  could  not  possibly 
have  jurisdiction  of  a  crime  committed  in  Greene  county.  As  there 
is  no  indictment  upon  which  the  conviction  can  rest,  it  is  my  duty 
to  order  that  the  defendant  be  discharged.     The  pardon  is  granted.

92.  Samuel  Smith,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Clark  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the 
12th  day  of  May,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  December  8,1874.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
EENOK.  The  defendant  was  a  pleasant-looking  and  promising 
young  man  and  this  was  his  first  and  only  offense ;  and  it  is  not 
clear  whether  he  obtained  possession  of  the  property  by  taking,  or 
finding.  His  neighbors  ask  his  pardon.  The  Judge  who  tried  the 
case  says  that,  after  carefully  reconsidering  the  circumstances,  he 
thinks  the  pardon  ought  to  be  granted.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney 
also  recommends  the  pardon.  He  has  served  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  his  term.  His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  good  and  the 
prison  directors  recommend  his  pardon.     The  pardon  is  granted.

93.  John  Steen,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Boone  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  29th  day  of 
November,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Pardoned  December  23,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
The  defendant  and  two  others  were  intoxicated  and  driving  in  a 
buggy  upon  a  public  road.  A  log  chain  and  clevis  were  in  the 
road.  The  parties  took  them  and  drove  to  the  house  of  one  of 
them  and  left  the  buggy  in  the  road  with  the  chains  in  it,  where 
they  were  found  next  day.  The  conduct  of  the  parties,  their  con- 
dition and  the  character  of  the  property  taken  show  that  it  was  a 
mischievous  act,  rather  than  a  deliberate  larceny.      Judge  Palmer, 
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who  tried  the  case,  says  the  evidence  indicated  that  the  property 
was  taken  in  mischievous  fun  rather  than  with  the  intention  of 
profit  and  he  thinks  the  defendant  ought  to  be  pardoned.  Judge 
Palmer  does  not  recollect  the  evidence  distinctly,  but  thinks  the 
chains  were  concealed  in  the  brush  ;  but  eleven  jurors  state  the  fact 
to  be  that  they  were  in  the  buggy  in  the  road  when  found.  The 
property  was  worth  about  twelve,  or  fifteen,  dollars  and  was  recov- 
ered by  the  owner.  Eleven  of  the  jurors  petition  for  his  pardon. 
He  has  been  in  the  prison  more  than  one  year;  his  conduct  has 
been  good  and  the  punishment  is  certainly  severe  for  such  an  act. 
The  pardon  is  granted.  T.  A.  H.

1.  Thomas  Shea,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny,  and  sentenced  on  the 
15th  day  of  March,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  one 
year.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Sentence  commuted  July 
8,  1873,  by  substituting  commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge, 
because  of  the  extreme  youth  of  the  convict.  T.  A.  H. 

2.  Louis  Linn,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Murder,  and  sentenced  on  the day 

of ,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life.  Sen- 
tence commuted  January  13,  1874.  Decision:  By  the  Gover- 
nor. Upon  application  made  by  J.  W.  Gordon,  Esq.,  Attorney,  and 
the  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  Hon.  Charles  H.  Test,  and  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  Robert  P.  Parker,  Esq.,  and  others,  and  the 
opinion  in  writing  of  Drs.  Todd,  Bigelow  and  Athon  that  it  would 
endanger  the  convict's  life  to  send  him  to  the  lake  shore  for  pun- 
ishment at  this  season  of  the  year,  the  sentence  is  commuted  t& 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South.  T.  A.  H. 

3.  Thomas  Marshall,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Shelby  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  mur- 
der, and  sentenced  on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1874,  to  be  impris- 
oned for  the  period  of  two  years.  Sentence  commuted  January  14, 
1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Marshall  was  sentenced 
on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1874,  in  the  Shelby  Circuit  Court,  to 
two  years  in  the  State  Prison  for  assault  upon  Samuel  S.  Hender- 
son with  intent  to  murder  him,  on  the  21st  of  October,  1872.  His 
pardon  is  asked :  First^ — By  all  the  officers  of  Shelby  county ; 
Second — By  all  the  attorneys  of   Shelby  county  ;  Third — By  six 
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petitions,  numerously  signed  by  citizens  of  Shelby  county  ;  Fourth 
— By  four  of  the  jurors  ;  Fifth — Four  other  jurors,  who  ask  his 
pardon  upon  the  payment  to  the  school  fund  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars and  all  costs  and  expenses  to  the  county.  This  paper  is  also 
signed  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  his  assistant.  Sixth — By 
the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney,  who  ask  that  his  punishment 
be  commuted.  Nearly  all  the  persons  whose  names  appear  on  these 
papers  are  personally  known  to  me  and  are  most  respectable  and 
worthy  citizens,  and  would  not  urge  the  pardon  except  upon  the 
approval  of  their  judgments.  Upon  an  examination  of  the  evi- 
dence, 1  think  the  facts  are  as  follows :  On  the  morning  of  the  day 
of  the  assault,  the  parties  had  a  quarrel.  After  dinner,  Marshall 
called  Henderson  out  of  his  house  to  settle  the  difficulty.  They 
again  quarreled.  Marshall  had  a  small  pistol,  which  was  difficult 
to  cock.  He  thought  Henderson  was  about  to  draw  a  pistol,  and 
he  took  his  from  his  pocket  and,  as  he  attempted  to  cock  it, 
the  trigger  slipped  under  his  thumb  and  the  load  was  discharged. 
Henderson  was  then  retreating.  It  can  not  be  told  how  near  the 
ball  passed  to  Henderson.  He  says  he  heard  it  pass  near  him,  but 
he  is  possibly  mistaken  in  supposing  that  he  heard  it.  At  this  point 
there  is  conflict  in  their  testimony  and  uncertainty  about  the  facts. 
The  testimony  of  Stewart,  who  was  standing  by,  corroborates  Mar- 
shall's testimony  rather  more  than  Henderson's.  I  can  not  justify  Mar- 
shall in  going  to  his  neighbor's  with  a  loaded  pistol,  to  settle  a  diffi- 
culty. In  carrying  the  weapon  concealed,  he  was  violating  the  law. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  punishment  fixed  by  the  verdict  is  too  severe. 
He  was  a  man  of  good  character,  and,  with  this  exception,  his  con- 
duct has  been  good.  The  recommendation  of  the  Judge  and  Pros- 
ecuting Attorney  is  adopted.  The  punishment  is  commuted  to  fifty 
days'  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  computed  from  the  day  of 
sentence,  and  one  hundred  dollars  fine.  T.  A.  PI. 

4.  Frederick  Gilderman,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion 
Criminal  Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sen- 
tenced, in  the  month  of  January,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  two  years.  Sentence  commuted  February  7, 1874.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  The  defendant  was  seen  driving  the  cow,  which 
he  was  convicted  of  stealing,  along  one  of  the  streets  of  Indianapo- 
lis, near  the  home  of  the  owner.  He  was  stopped  by  the  owner,  and 
the  cow  was  taken  back,  but  he  claimed  to  have  bought  her  below 
the  city.     He  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor.     The  jury  accom- 
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panied  the  verdict  with  a  recommendation  of  his  pardon.  Judge 
Test,  who  tried  the  case,  and  Mr.  Parker,  the  Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney, and  all  the  officers  and  bailiffs  of  the  court  and  all  the  officers 
of  Marion  county,  and  many  citizens  ask  that  he  be  pardoned.  The 
defendant  has  sustained  a  good  character  and  his  conduct  in  this 
case  indicates  more  of  folly  than  of  crime.  His  wife  and  five  small 
children  are  wholly  dependent  upon  him  for  support.  Let  the  pun- 
ishment be  commuted  to  thirty  days  in  the  county  jail.     T.  A.  H. 

5.  Robert  Akey,  who  was  convicted  in  the  LaPorte  Circuit 
Court  ot  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny  and  sentenced,  on  the  17th 
day  of  February,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  five 
years.  Sentence  commuted  February  21,  1874.  Decision:  By 
THE  Governor.  The  application  of  the  convict  for  a  commuta- 
tion of  his  sentence  from  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  North 
to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  South  is  supported  by  the 
recommendation  of  Dr.  Daniel  Meeker,  of  LaPorte,  and  Judge 
Stanfield,  on  account  of  the  prisoner's  advanced  age  and  feeble 
health,  and  is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 

6.  Richard  Lovell,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Sullivan  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  the  crime  of  Assault  with  intent  to  commit  robbery 
and  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years.  Sen- 
tence commuted  April  14,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Commutation  of  this  sentence  from  imprisonment  in  the  State 
Prison  South  to  the  custody  of  the  House  of  Refuge  is  granted 
upon  the  application  of  the  convict  and  his  father  and  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the 
court,  the  Clerk  and  Sheriff  of  the  county  and  the  Superintendent 
of  the  institution,  who  visited  him  at  the  prison  and  was  of  the 
opinion  that  a  transfer  would  be  profitable  to  the  convict.  He  is 
but  seventeen  years  of  age  and  it  is  thought  the  influences  of  the 
institution  will  promote  his  reformation.  T.  A.  H. 

7.  Frederick  Stevens,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Switzerland 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Grand  Larceny,  and  sentenced,  on  the 
3d  day  of  December,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two 
years.  Sentence  commuted  April  14,1874.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  This  sentence  is  commuted  from  imprisonment  in  the 
State  Prison  South  to  confinement  in  the  House  of  Refuge,  for  the 
reasons  that  the  convict  is  but  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  is,  in  the 
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opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  institution,  a  fit  subject  for  its 
reformatory  influences.  The  transfer  is  asked  by  the  convict  and 
his  father,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  result  in  his  complete  reformation.

8.  Shannon  Maetin  who  was  convicted  in  the  Sullivan  Circuit 
Court  of  the  crime  of  Arson  and  sentenced,  on  the  17th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1872,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years.  Sen- 
tence commuted  April  18,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
This  prisoner's  punishment  is  commuted  to  confinement  in  the 
county  jail  of  Sullivan  county  for  the  residue  of  his  term.  In 
making  this  commutation  I  am  controlled  by  the  statements  made 
to  me  in  the  following  communication  of  the  Warden  of  the  Prison, 
South  :  "  Said  Martin  was,  at  the  time  he  came  here,  semi-idiotic, 
and  subject,  periodically,  to  epileptic  convulsions,  and  is  frequently 
quite  insane  and  dangerous  ;  in  fact,  has  frequently  made  violent 
assaults  on  officers  of  the  prison,  as  well  as  other  on  convicts,  and,  from 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  provision  made  here  for  keeping  insane 
persons,  he  has  caused  us  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and,  not  only  that,  but 
as  it  is  necessary  to  keep  him  confined  at  nights  in  his  cell,  as  other 
convicts,  he  makes  night  hideous  with  all  manner  of  noises,  pre- 
venting the  others  around  him  from  enjoying  that  sleep  and  rest 
they  need  after  their  ten  hours'  hard  labor;  and,  then,  as  he  is  not, 
in  my  opinion,  responsible  for  his  acts,  it  would  be  inhuman  to 
endeavor  to  bring  him  under  prison  discipline  by  harsh  means,  and 
it  appears  to  me  that  it  is  a  great  outrage  on  humanity  and  justice 
to  send  a  man  of  his  mental  condition  to  the  penitentiary.  I  have 
thus  presented  this  case  for  your  consideration,  trusting  that  you 
may  be  able  to  relieve  us  of  this  man  by  having  him  transferred  to 
some  institution  better  suited  for  persons  in  his  condition."  The 
sentence  is  commuted.  T.  A.  H. 

9.  Charles  Sha^v,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Burglary,  and  sentenced,  on  the  16th 
day  of  June,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
Sentence  commuted  June  22,  1874.  Decison  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  offense  was  breaking  into  Sanborn's  tobacco  store  and 
stealing  about  fifty  dollars'  worth  of  goods.  Most  of  the  property 
has  been  restored  to  the  owner.  The  burglary  was  committed  in 
company  with  Albert  S.  Rueb,  who  was  sentenced,  by  Judge  Test,  to 
the  House  of  Refuge,  he  being  under  eighteen  years  of  age.     The 
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defendant  was  nineteen  years  old  on  the  9th  of  May,  1874,  and  could 
not  be  sentenced  to  the  House  of  Refuge  by  the  court.  This  was 
his  first  crime,  and  he  has  heretofore  been  an  industrious  and  well 
behaved  boy.  He  asks  to  have  his  sentence  commuted  to  impris- 
onment at  the  House  of  Refuge.  Judge  Test  says  that  he  does  not 
see  that  the  public  would  suffer  by  such  commutation.  The  Prose- 
cuting Attorney,  some  citizens,  and  all  the  regular  jurors  of  the 
court  recommend  it.  I  referred  the  case  to  Mr.  Ainsworth,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  with  request  that  he  care- 
fully investigate  it.  'He  visited  the  jail  and  conversed  with  the 
defendant ;  also,  saw  parties  in  whose  employment  defendant  had 
been  and  reports  that  the  commutation  ought  to  be  made.  A.  W. 
Sanborn,  who  was  the  prosecuting  witness,  joins  in  the  recommen- 
dation. Let  him  go  the  House  of  Refuge  for  two  years.  The  com- 
mutation is  granted.  T.  A.  H. 


REPRIEVES. 


1.  Jesse  Howard  Heacock,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Han- 
cock Circuit  Court  of  the  crime  of  Seduction  and  sentenced,  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1873,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period  of  one  year. 
Reprieve  granted  July  7,  1873.  Decision  :  By  the  Govp^rnor. 
Hancocii's  sentence  is  reprieved  until  September '15,  1873,  to  afford 
him  time  to  appeal  his  case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  procure  its 
decision  upon  certain  questions  of  doubt  arising  upon  the  record  of 
his  conviction.  T.  A.  H. 

Extended  to  September  25,  1873,  by  a  further  reprieve  granted 
September  12,  1873,  for  the  same  reason. 

2.  John  Adams,  who  was  convicted  in  the  Madison  Circuit  Court 
of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  kill  and  sent- 
enced on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1874,  to  be  imprisoned  for  the  period 
of  two  years.  Reprieve  granted  July  3,  1874.  Decision  :  By  the 
Governor.  Application  having  been  made  to  me  for  a  pardon  of 
the  convict  and  refused,  he  then  applied  for  a  reprieve  of  his 
sentence  that  he  might  submit  his  case  to  the  Supreme  Court.  The 
Attorney  General,  in  his  communication  to  me,  says :  "  I  have 
examined  the  record,  assignment  of  errors  and  brief  filed.  Court 
in  that  county  will  adjourn  to-day  and,  on  Monday,  Adams  will  be 
taken  to  the  State  Prison.  He  was  sentenced  for  two  years.  I  feel 
justified  in  recommending  your  Excellency  to  grant  a  reprieve  to 
said  Adams  for  fifteen  days,  in  order  to  give  time  to  examine  the 
record  more  carefully,  and  to  give  said  Adams  time  to  present  said 
cause  to  the  Supreme  Court,  if  they  can  be  induced  to  consider  the 
case  within  a  reasonable  time."  I  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the 
Attorney  General.     The  reprieve  is  granted.  T.  A.  H.

8.  To  Lewis  H.  Yancampen,  surety,  fifty  dollars,  ($50)  being 
the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by  the  Gibson 
Common  Pleas  Court,  at  the  December  Term,  1872,  upon  a  for- 
feited bond  for  surety  of  the  peace.  Decision  :  By'  the  Gov- 
ernor. Vancampen  became  surety  on  the  bond  of  Warner,  con- 
ditioned for  the  appearance  of  the  latter  in  a  proceeding  for  surety 
of  the  peace.

9.  To  William  Ehlmann,  twenty  dollars,  ($20)  being  the 
amount  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  14th  day  of  May, 
1873,  by  the  Dearborn  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  cooviction  therein 
of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Ehlmann  was  sentenced  for  sixty  days,  disfranchised  one  year  and 
fined  twenty  dollars,  for  stealing  some  tinners'  solder.

10.  To  William  Brown,  surety  of  Jasper  Harlow,  five  hundred 
dollars,  ($500)  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against 
him  in  the  Boone  Circuit  Court,  April  30,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Remitted  upon  the 
opinion  and  recommendation  of  the  proper  county  officers,  and  the 
payment  of  five  hundred  dollars — one-half  the  forfeiture.  Granted 
July  16,  1873.

11.  To  Harry  Kurtz,  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  being 
the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  at  the  January  term, 
1873,  of  the  Gibson  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the 
crime  of  Assault  and  Battery.

12.  To  Robert  D.  O.  Covey  and  James  H.  Jacks,  replevin 
bail,  sixteen  dollars  ($16.00),  being  the  amount  of  four  fines,  ($1.00, 
$5.00,  $5.00  and  $5.00  respectively),  adjudged  against  R.  D.  O.  Covey 
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ou  the  9th  day  of  June,  1873,  by  William  H.  Fleece,  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  Eel  E,iver  township,  Hendricks  county,  upon  his  conviction 
in  said  Justice's  Court,  of  profanity,  attempt  to  provoke  an  assault, 
desecration  of  the  Sabbath,  and  carrying  concealed  weapons. 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  At  the  same  time  Covey 
was  prosecuted  for  profanity,  attempt  to  provoke  an  assault,  dese- 
crating the  Sabbath  day,  intoxication,  and  carrying  concealed 
weapons.  The  fines  amounted  to  twenty-one  dollars,  the  Prosecu- 
ting Attorney's  fees  to  twenty-five  dollars,  and  the  other  costs  to 
twenty-six  dollars  and  eighty  cents.  The  cunduct  complained  of  in 
all  the  cases  took  place  at  the  same  time,  and  was  substantially  one 
transaction.  It  was  an  abuse  of  judicial  proceeding,  thus  to  divide 
the  causes  of  complaint,  and  to  make  the  costs  nearly  three  times  as 
great  as  the  fines.  Because  the  proceedings  were  oppressive .  the 
fines  are  remitted  in  all  the  cases  except  the  charge  of  intoxication. 
The  remission  is  recommended  by  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of 
Hendricks  county  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Hendricks  Circuit  Court,^ 
and  by  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  that  county.  Granted  July  25, 
1873.

13.  To  Jesse  D.  Linton  and  James  H.  Jacks,  replevin  bail, 
six  dollars  (^6.00),  being  the  amount  of  two  fines  ($1.00  and  $5.00 
respectively),  adjudged  against  Jesse  D.  Linton,  on  the  yth  day  of 
June,  1873,  by  William  H.  Fleece,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Eel 
E-iver  township,  Hendricks  county,  upon  his  conviction,  in  said 
Justice's  Court  of  profanity  and  desecration  of  the  Sabbath.  Deci- 
sion :  By  the  Governor.  At  the  same  time  Linton  was  prose- 
cuted for  profanity,  desecrating  the  Sabbath  day  and  intoxication. 
The  fines  amounted  to  eleven  dollars,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney's 
fees  to  fifteen  dollars  and  the  other  costs  to  twenty-four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents.  The  conduct  complained  of  in  all  the  cases  took  place 
at  the  same  time  and  was  substantially  one  transaction.  It  was  an 
abuse  of  judicial  proceeding,  thus  to  divide  the  causes  of  complaint, 
and  make  the  costs  more  than  three  times  as  great  as  the  fine. 
Because  the  proceedings  were  oppressive,' the  fines  are  remitted  in 
all  the  cases  except  the  charge  of  intoxication.  The  remission  is 
recommended  by  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  Hendricks  county 
and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Hendricks  Circuit  Court  and  by  a  number 
of  the  citizens  of  that  county.     Granted  July  25,  1873.

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14.  To  William  E.  Chandler,  seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00) 
being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by  the  Hen- 
dricks Circuit  Court  at  the  November  term,  1872,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance.  Decision  :  By  the  Governoe.  Chandler  was 
recognized  to  appear  as  the  only  witness  for  the  State  in  a  prosecu- 
tion against  Patrick  C.  Leary  for  unlawfully  selling  liquor.  He 
appeared  from  term  to  term  at  great  sacrifice  of  time  and  means, 
but  failed  to  appear  at  the  November  term,  1872,  when  the  case  was 
dismissed  and  a  forfeiture  taken  agaiust  him.  He  gives  satisfactory 
reasons  for  his  absence  and  shows  that  no  contempt  of  the  authority 
of  Ihe  court  was  intended.  The  county  officers  and  other  good  citi- 
zens of  the  county  recommend  remission.  Granted  September  1,. 
1873.  T.  A.  H. 

15.  To  Isaiah  Jones,  surety  of  John  Tanner,  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200.00)  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against 
him  by  the  Fountain  Circuit  Court  at  the  February  term,  1868, 
upon  a.  forfeited  recognizance.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Jones  became  surety  on  the  bond  of  Tanner,  conditioned  for  the 
appearance  of  the  latter  to  answer  a  charge  of  Grand  Larceny  pend- 
ing in  the  Fountain  Circuit  Court,  and  not  depart  without  leave, 
etc.  Tanner  appeared  and  was  tried,  but  while  the  jury  were  con- 
sulting of  their  verdict,  went  home  to  his  family,  some  of  whom  were 
sick.  A  verdict  of  "  not  guilty  "  was  returned  by  the  jury,  but  in 
the  absence  of  the  defendant  was  not  received  by  the  court.  A  for- 
feiture of  the  recognizance  was  taken  and  judgment  was  rendered 
thereon.  At  a  subsequent  term  the  defendant  was  tried  and 
acquitted  of  the  charge  which  he  was  held  to  answer.  The  bond 
seems  to  have  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  taken. 
The  absence  of  the  principal  was  occasioned  by  ignorance  and  not 
by  intent  to  escape  the  requirements  of  the  law.  The  remission  is 
recommended  by  the  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Clerk  of  the  county 
and  by  other  good  citizens.     Granted  September  1,  1873.

16.  To  James  Howey,  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00,)  being  the 
amount  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  10th  day  of  July, 
1873,  by  the  Warrick  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the 
crime  of  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  murder.  (See  pardon 
case  No.  30.)  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  This  party  was, 
at   the   same   time,   sentenced    to   six    months'  imprisonment   and

adjudged  to  pay  this  fine.  Since  his  conviction  he  has  been  stricken 
with  paralysis,  and  is  not  curable.  Two  respectable  physicians  cer- 
tify that  his  disease  is  aggravated  by  confinement,  and  will  prove 
fatal  if  long  continued.  A  })ardon  of  the  crime  has  this  day  been 
granted.  The  collection  of  the  fine  and  costs  endangers  the  loss  of 
his  entire  property  and  makes  it  probable  that  he  would  become  a 
permanent  public  charge.  The  proper  county  officers  are  of  opinion 
that  the  fine  should  be  remitted,  and  many  good  citizens  recommend 
that  it  be  done.     Granted  September  13,  1873.  T.  A.  H. 

17.  To  William  Beal  and  John  Phillips,  sureties,  four  hun- 
dred dollars  ($400.00,)  being  the   residue  of  a  judgment  rendered 

against  him  by  the  Martin  Circuit  Court, 25,  1873,  upon  a 

forfeited  recognizance.  Declsion  :  By  the  Governor.  This  for- 
feiture is  remitted  as  against  the  sureties.  They  are  men  of  limited 
means,  and  not  able  to  pay  the  judgment  without  serious  danger  of 
insolvency.  After  the  failure  of  the  principal  to  appear,  they  made 
efforts  to  secure  his  arrest,  expended  above  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
devoted  much  time  to  the  pursuit.  The  county  officers  united  in 
recommending  the  remission,  and  I  determined  that  upon  payment 
of  $100,  I  would  remit  the  residue.  It  being  shown  by  the  Clerk's 
receipt  that  this  payment  has  been  made,  the  remission  is  granted 
this  day,  October  6,  1873.

1 8.  To  Conrad  Miller,  surety,  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00,) 
being  the  residue  of  two  judgments  rendered  against  him,  one  by  the 
Common  Pleas  of  DeKalb  county,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance  for 
surety  of  the  peace,  and  the  other  by  the  DeKalb  Circuit  Court, 
January  20,  1773,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance  for  Grand  Larceny. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  On  the  7th  of  September,  1872. 
Gesteuslager  was  arrested  in  two  proceedings,  one  on  a  charge  of 
grand  larceny,  and  the  other  to  require  him  to  preserve  the  peace 
towards  John  King.  In  the  first  case  he  gave  bond  in  two  hundred 
dollars  to  the  S'ate,  and  in  the  second  for  "^hree  hundred  dollars 
for  his  appearance  at  court,  with  his  father-in-law,  Miller,  as 
his  surety.  The  bonds  were  forfeited.  The  wife  of  Gesteuslager 
had  a  house  and  lot  worth  about  $800,  which  she  conveyed  to  her 
father.  Miller,  to  secure  him.  If  both  forfeitures  are  collected,  it 
will  exhaust  nearly  all  the  propeaty  of  Miller  and  his  daughter.  I 
determined  if  the  $200  in  the  larceny  case  were  paid,  I  would  remit 
the  other  case.     King  is  not  hurt,  and  the  party  has  left  that  sec- 
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tion.  The  $200  have  been  paid  to  the  Clerk,  and  it  being  the  opin- 
ion of  the  proper  county  officers  that  the  $300  should  be  remitted, 
it  is  now  done.     Remission  granted  October  6, 1873.

19.  To  Henry  Riedel,  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($650,00,) 
being  the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  by  the  Vanderburgh 
Criminal  Circuit  Court,  June  28,  1873,  upon  his  conviction  therein 
of  the  crime  of  Assault  and  Battery.  Decision  :  By  the  Gover- 
nor. The  defendant  was  convicted  of  an  assault  and  battery,  in 
wounding  slightly  a  female  of  bad  repute,  and  fined  $750.00.  Prior 
to  that  time,  he  had  borne  a  good  character.  He  was  a  person  of  no 
property,  and  his  parents  were  not  able  to  bear  the  payment  of  the 
fine.  He  has  been  kept  in  jail  since  the  28th  of  June  last,  and  his 
fine  must  continue  several  years  if  the  same  is  thereby  to  be  dis- 
discharged.  Dr.  H.  M.  Harvey,  the  county  physician,  states  that 
he  has  been  diseased  and  crippled  since  his  twelfth  year,  and  that  he 
is  permanently  so  diseased ;  that  he  is  the  subject  of  scrofula  and 
rheumatism,  and  that  he  now  has  the  seeds  of  consumption,  and  that 
•t  is  highly  dangerous  to  his  life  to  remain  in  the  jail.  All  the 
;urors  earnestly  urge  his  pardon  but  one,  who  has  removed  from  the 
State.  The  officers  of  the  county  of  Vanderburgh,  and  of  the  city 
of  Evansville,  ask  the  remission.  He  has  lain  in  jail  nearly  four 
months,  and  $100.00  have  been  paid  upon  the  fine,  and  the  costs 
have  been  paid.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  think  it  proper  to 
remit  the  residue  of  the  fine.     Remission  granted  October  14,  1873.

20.  To  "William  Martz,  sixty  dollars  ($60),  being  the  amount 
of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  26th  day  of  May,  1873,  by 
the  Shelby  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime 
of  obtaining  money  by  false  pretenses.  Decision:  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  defendant,  William  Martz,  was  convicted  in  two 
cases  of  Larceny  in  the  Shelby  Circuit  Court,  and  sentenced  to  four 
months  imprisonment  and  sixty  dollars  fine  in  one  case,  and  three 
months  imprisonment  and  forty  dollars  fine  in  another  case.  He 
has  served  out  the  term  of  his  imprisonment,  and  his  father  has  paid 
the  fine  of  forty  dollars  imposed.  The  defendant  is  without  means 
himself  to  meet  the  sixty  dollars  assessed  against  him,  and  if  it  is 
paid  it  must  be  paid  as  the  other  was,  by  his  father.  If  not  paid, 
his  imprisonment  will  be  a  continuing  cost  to  the  county  as  long  as 
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he  remains  in  jail.  The  prisoner  is  nineteen  years  of  age.  The 
Judge,  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  all  the  county  officers  ask  the 
remission  of  the  fines.  The  sixty-dollar  fine  is  remitted,  October 
28,  1873.  T.  A.  H. 

21.  To  Timothy  Dailey,  replevin  bail  of  Patrick  Crawley, 
thirty  dollars,  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  said 
Crawley  on  the  18th  day  of  January  1873,  by  the  Vigo  Criminal 
Circuit  Court,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Lar- 
ceny. Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Remitted  for  the  reason 
that  the  bail  is  a  poor  man,  and  it  would  be  a  great  hardship  to 
require  him  to  pay  it  all.  The  county  officers  and  other  persons  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  amourt  should  be  remitted.  Upon  proof 
made  and  filed  in  this  department  that  twenty  dollars  have  been 
paid,  a  remission  of  the  residue  is  granted,  this  November  19,  1873.

22.  To  Isaac  Adkins,  surety,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
(1350),  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by 
the  Monroe  Circuit  Court,  March  26,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited  recog- 
nizance. Decision:  By  the  Governor.  This  judgment  of  four 
hundred  dollars  was  rendered  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance  for  the 
appearance  of  Martha  Redman,  to  answer  a  charge  of  bigamy.  The 
Prosecuting  Attorney  says  the  case  could  not  have  been  sustained 
against  her  had  she  appeared,  and  therefore  he  dismissed  the  indict- 
ment. She  did  appear  at  the  term,  but  the  State,  not  being  ready 
for  trial,  postponed  the  case,  and  after  that  she  did  not  appear. 
When  the  State  continued  the  case,  all  the  witnesses  were  present 
who  were  before  the  Grand  Jury  when  the  indictment  was  found. 
The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of  the  county  recom- 
mend the  remission.  Fifty  dollars  having  been  paid  upon  the 
judgment,  the  residue  is  remitted.     Granted  December  4,  1873.

23.  To  William  A.  Eaoff,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (|250), 
being  the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  at  the  March 
term,  1872,  of  the  Jennings  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction 
therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Decisi  jN  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. At  the  March  term,  1872,  of  the  Jennings  Circuit  Court, 
William  A.  Eaoff  was  fined  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300),  on  charge  of  an  assault  and  battery  upon   his  wife,  Ellender 
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Eaoffi  The  conviction  was  almost  wholly  upon  her  testimony  that 
he  came  home  intoxicated,  and  came  into  the  cellar,  and  there 
wounded  her  in  the  head  with  a  brick.  It  was  proven  by  others 
that  she  was  hurt  in  the  head.  She  swore  that  he  had  been  kind  to 
her  before.  She  prosecuted  him  for  a  divorce  and  received  alimony, 
which  compelled  him  to  sell  his  farm,  and  thereby  he  is  reduced 
almost  to  insolvency.  A  neighbor  came  in  while  Eaoti'  was  wash- 
ing his  wife's  head,  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  and  in  her  presence  he 
stated  that  she  fell  into  the  cellar  and  thus  was  hurt.  She  did  not 
dispute  his  statement.  The  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case  says 
his  guilt  is  doubtful.  She,  soon  after  her  divorce,  married  another 
man,  whom  she  mistreated  and  drove  from  her  house.  The  county 
officers  in  their  statement  say  that  the  fine  is  excessive,  and  that  it 
is  doubtful  if  he  was  guilty.  Petitioners  say  that  his  subsequent 
conduct  has  made  it  doubtful  if  he  be  guilty.  Fifty  dollars  of  the 
fine  has  been  paid  and  the  residue  is  remitted.  Remission  granted 
December  10,  1873.  T.  A.  H. 

24.  To  George  D.  Thompson,  surety,  for  the  relief  of  Jeanette 
Kendall,  his  mortgagor,  mother  of  John  H.  Kendall,  the  principal, 
four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment 
rendered  against  him  by  the  Common  Pleas  of  Madison  county,  at 
the  January  term,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  John  H.  Kendall  was  charged,  in  Madison 
county,  with  the  crime  of  grand  larceny,  and  gave  recognizance 
with  George  D.  Thompson  as  his  surety,  in  the  sum  of  $500.00,  for 
his  appearance  to  answer  the  charge.  He  failed  to  appear  and,  in 
January,  1873,  judgment  was  rendered  against  tlie  surety  for 
the  $500  and  costs.  To  induce  Thompson  to  become  surety,  Jeanette 
Kendall,  mother  of  the  accused,  gave  him  a  mortgage,  to  save  him 
harmless,  on  her  forty  acres  of  land,  her  home,  and  all  the  land 
she  owns.  To  enforce  the  judgment  would  take  her  land,  which  is 
nearly  all  the  property  she  has,  and  leave  her  and  her  children 
without  any  means  of  support.  The  county  officers  recommend 
that  the  forfeiture  be  remitted ;  also,  many  citizens  of  Madison 
county.  Before  acting  upon  the  application,  I  required  $100  to  be 
paid.  This  having  been  done  the  remaining'  $400.00  is  remitted. 
Remission  granted  December  24,  1873.  T.  A.  H. 

25.  To  JosiAH  Ferguson,  Sr.,  Josiah  Ferguson,  Jr.,  and 
Andrew  Ferguson,  eight   hundred   dollars   ($800.00),   being  the 
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^residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  them  by  the  Delaware  Cir- 
cuit Court  at  the  September  term,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited  recogniz- 
ance. Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Jesse  Ferguson  was 
arrested  to  answer  a  charge  of  larceny  in  the  taking  of  a  saddle 
from  his  employer,  as  is  alleged  because  of  his  failure  to  pay  him 
his  wages.  These  applicants  became  sureties  for  his  a})pearance, 
but  he  failed  to  appear,  and  judgment  of  forfeiture  was  entered. 
The  amount  of  the  bond   is  clearly  excessive.     The  sureties  have 

■already  paid  $200.00  on  the  judgment.  The  remission  having  been 
recommended  by  the  officers  of  the  county,  and  other  persons 
acquainted  with  the  facts,  is  granted  as  to  the  residue,  this  8th  day 

•of  January,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

26.  To  George  Setchell  and  Lansing  W.  Heberd,  two 
hundred  dollars,  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against 
them  by  the  Vanderburgh  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  December  23, 
1873,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance.  Decision  :  By  the  Gover- 
nor. Setchell  and  Heberd,  on  the  19th  day  of  October,  1872, 
became  sureties  for  V.  B.  Stimpson  on  his  recognizance  in  the. 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  appearance  of  Stimp- 
son in  the  Vanderburgh  CUnminal  Circuit  Court  to  answer  an 
indictment  against  him  and  one  Frank  Kennison  for  stealing  four 
billiard  balls  worth  twenty  dollars.  Stimpson  failed  to  appear  and 
the  recognizance  became  forfeited.  The  indictment  was  jointly 
against  Kennison  and  Stimpson  and,  during  court,  was  non prossed. 
Messrs.  Shackelford  and  Richardson,  in  a  letter  of  the  5th  of 
December,  1873,  state  that  Kennison  was  the  principal,  and  that 
the  charge  against  Stimpson  was  that  he  received  the  stolen  prop- 
erty. If  the  case  lacked  support  as  against  Kennison  so  as  to  jus- 
tify the  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  dismissing  it,  it  is  not  probable 
that  it  could  have  been  maintained  against  Stimpson.  The  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  Recorder,  School  Trustee,  and  the  three 
County  Commissioners  of  the  county  of  Vanderburgh  say  that 
they  have  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  they  recommend  the  remis- 
sion of  the  bond.  The  sum  of  fifty  dollars  having  been  paid,  I 
remit  the  residue  of  the  judgment.  Remission  granted  January 
13,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

27.  To  James  Wisha'rd's  widow  and  heirs,  four  hundred  dol- 
lars, (400.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  said 
■James  Wishard  in  his  lifetime  by  the   Superior  Court  of  Marion

county  for  contempt.  Decision:  By  the  Goveenor.  James 
Wishard  was  at  the  March  Term  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
county,  fined  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  misconduct  as  a 
juror.  He  has  since  died,  leaving  his  family  but  a  small  property, 
as  I  understand.  Judge  Newcomb,  who  imposed  the  fine,  because  of 
his  death  recommends  that  it  be  remitted.  All  the  county  officers 
of  Marion  county,  and  many  respectable  citizens  ask  that  it  be 
remitted.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  having  already  been 
paid,  by  my  requirement,  the  residue  is  remitted.  Remission 
granted  January  26, 1874.  T.  A.  H. 

27.  To  Jacob  Schaurer,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ($150. 
00),  being  the  residue  of  twenty  judgments  rendered  against  him, 
of  ten  dollars  each,  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court,  Novem- 
ber 3,  1873,  for  selling  liquor  without  a  permit.  Decison  :  By 
THE  Governor.  In  these  cases  the  defendant  was  jointly  indicted 
with  Samuel  Moran.  Moran  was  also  fined  ten  dollars  in  each  of 
twenty  cases.  In  the  sales  of  the  liquors,  the  defendant  was  the 
agent,  or  bar-keeper,  of  Moran.  Upon  this  state  of  the  case,  the 
Clerk,  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Recorder  of  Marion  county  recom- 
mend the  remission  of  the  fines.  The  sum  of  fifty  dollars  having 
been  already  paid,  by  my  requirement,  the  residue  is  remitted,  Jan- 
uary 30,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

29.  To  Nathaniel  Titus,  thirty  dollars,  being  the  amount  of 
a  fine  adjudged  against  him  at  the  November  Term,  1873,  of  the 
Boone  Circuit  Court,  for  selling  liquor  without  a  permit.  Decision  : 
By  the  Governor.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  states  the  facts  as 
follows:  "On  the  13th  day  of  April,  1872,  the  Clinton  Circuit 
Court,  on  appeal  from  the  -Board  of  Commissioners  of  Boone  county 
and  change  of  venue,  adjudged  that  a  license  issue  to  defendant  to 
sell  at  Lebanon,  Boone  county,  for  one  year  '  from  date  of  license,' 
upon  payment  of  fifty  dollars  and  filing  bond.  On  the  6th  day  of 
February,  1873,  the  Auditor  of  Boone  county  issued  the  license  to 
run  '  for  one  year  from  February  6,  1873.'  The  defendant  was 
indicted  for  selling  on  the  29th  of  April,  1873.  The  court  held  that 
the  license  expired  in  one  year  from  the  adjudication  by  the  Clinton 
Circuit  Court,  and  did  not  run  till  February  6, 1874."  I  submitted 
the  question  to  the  Attorney  General.  He  concurred  in  opinion 
with  the  judgment  of  the  court.     Immediately  after  the  judgment. 
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was  rendered  by  the  court  that  the  license  had  expired,  the  defen- 
dant closed  his  business,  showing  his  readiness  to  comply  with  the 
law  and  that  he  had  believed  himself  authorized  to  sell,  and  that  his 
conduct  was  not  in  disregard  of  law  but,  as  he  supposed  in  accord- 
ance with  law;  and,  as  he  relied  upon  the  adjudication  of  the 
Clinton  Circuit  Court,  and  upon  the  language  of  his  license,  I  think 
he  ought  not  to  be  criminally  punished  for  the  first  act,  which  was 
an  honest  mistake  of  law  upon  a  question  that  I  thought  so  doubtful 
as  to  require  its  reference  to  the  Attorney  General.  The  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  Sheriff  and  Recorder  of  Boone  county  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  tine  should  be  remitted.  Granted  February  17, 
1874.  T.  A.  H. 

30.  To  Alfred  Isaacs,  forty  dollars  (|40.00)  being  the  amount 
of  four  fines  adjudged  against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit 
Court,  in  the  month  of  January,  1874,  for  giving  away  liquor. 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  The  statement  of  the  facts  made 
by  the  County  Clerk  shows  that  the  defendant  gave  the  liquor  away 
in  ignorance  that  he  was  violating  the  law  and  that  he  is  a  poor, 
hard-working  man  with  a  family  to  provide  for.  Judge  Test,  who 
tried  the  cases,  says  that,  because  defendant  has  surrendered  his 
license  and  quit  selling  liquors  and  is  poor,  he  recommends  the 
remission  of  the  fines.  All  the  officers  of  Marion  county  ask  the 
remission  of  the  fines  and  quite  a  number  of  defendant's  neighbors 
join  in  the  petition.  I  am  satisfied  that  he  did  not  intend  to  violate 
any  law  in  these  cases.     Granted,  February  28.  1874.     T.  A.  H. 

31.  To  Adam  Sheafman  and  William  Daum,  sureties,  seventy- 
five  dollars  ($75.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered 
against  them  by  the  Posey  Circuit  Court  at  the  October  term,  1872, 
upon  a  forfeited  recognizance.  Decision:  By  the  Governor. 
These  parties  were  sureties  on  the  recognizance  of  Kenner  Windsor 
and  Mary  W^alker,  conditioned  for  their  appearance  to  answer  a 
charge  of  adultery.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  county  officers 
recommend  the  remission  of  the  forfeiture  and  say  that  the  princi- 
pals fled  without  any  fault  or  concurrence  of  the  two  securities,  and 
that  the  sureties  are  poor  men,  and  that  it  would  cause  the  sacrifice 
of  all  their  property  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  recognizance. 
Upon  this,  the  application  was  refused  October  15,  1873.  Decem- 
ber 3,  a  re-examination  was  granted    if  further  reasons   be  shown. 
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-January  12,  1874,  statement  and  petition  of  a  large  number  of  citi- 
zens of  Posey  county  filed,  stating  that  the  sureties  are  coopers 
depending  upon  their  labor  for  support  of  their  families,  having  no 
property  but  small  dwellings  in  which  they  live ;  that  by  the  burn- 
ing of  Wolflin  &  Company's  distillery  they  are  thrown  out  of 
employment  as  coopers  and  that  during  the  summer  of  1873  the 
prevalence  of  cholera  in  Mt.  Vernon  caused  a  stagnation  of  business ; 
that  they  reside  there  ;  that  during  much  of  the  year  they  have  been 
unable  to  make  anything  beyond  a  support  for  their  families  and 
that  to  enforce  the  recognizance  would  leave  their  families  homeless. 
The  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  having  been  paid,  by  my  require- 
ment, the  residue  is  remitted.     Remission  granted  March   5,  1874.

32.  To  David  Armstrong,  surety  on  the  bond  of  Henry  Morris, 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment 
rendered  against  him  by  the  Switzerland  Circuit  Court,  November 
28, 1872,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance.  Decision  :  By  the  Gover- 
nor. Sisson,  of  Kentucky,  filed  an  affidavit  before  Dufour,  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  in  Veray,  charging  Morris  with  swearing  falsely 
in  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Switzerland  Circuit  Court, 
whereby  to  procure  a  marriage  license  for  Sisson's  daughter. 
Morris  was  arrested  and  gave  recognizance,  Armstrong  becoming 
surety.  Before  the  day  on  which  he  was  to  appear,  Morris  left  the 
State.  The  grand  jury  ignored  the  charge,  but  a  forfeiture  of  his 
recognizance  was  taken.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  says  that  "  the 
prosecuting  witness,  who  was  the  father  of  the  happy  bride,  also 
failed  to  appear.  The  supposition  being  that  the  father  had 
become  reconciled  to  the  situation,  the  grand  jury  of  course  failed  to 
find  a  bill,  there  being  no  evidence  before  them  to  sustain  the 
charge."  The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  county 
express  the  opinion  that  the  forfeiture  should  be  remitted,  and  a 
number  of  citizens  recommend  that  it  be  done.  Granted  March 
30,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

33.  To  Joseph  T.  Stone,  ninety-five  dollars,  being  the  residue 
of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  25th  day  of  November,  1873, 
by  the  Gibson  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an 
Assault  and  Battery.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Stone  was 
indicted  for  an  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  murder  his 
brother-in-law,  Strickland,  but  was,  by  a  jury,  convicted  of  a  simple 
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•assault  and  battery,  and  his  punishment  was  assessed  at  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  a  period  of  four  months.  He  has  served  the  period  of  his 
sentence  and  his  friends  have  paid  one-half  of  the  fine,  but  he  can 
not  pay  or  replevy  the  residue  and  remains  in  jail.  The  Clerk, 
Sheriff,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Recorder  of  the  county  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  remaining  one-half  of  the  fine  ought  to  be  remitted, 
and  so  recommend.  I  am  satisfied  that,  under  the  circumstances 
■shown,  his  punishment  has  already  been  sufficient  for  his  offense, 
and  that  he  should  now  be  released.  Remission  granted  April  4, 
1874.  ,_  T.  A.  H. 

34.  To  Frank  Knorr,  fifty  dollars,  ($50)  being  the  amount  of 
a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  2e5th  day  of  October,  1873,  by 
the  Dearborn  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  an 
Assault  and  Battery.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  convict 
has  served  out  the  term  of  sixty  days  in  the  county  jail,  and  nearly 
four  months  in  addition  thereto.  Four  months  in  jail  ought  to  sat- 
isfy, as  a  punishment,  the  fine  of  fifty  dollars.  He  has  no  money 
with  which  to  pay,  and  a  family  of  his  wife  and  seven  children. 
His  widowed  sister  has  paid  the  costs.  Upon  the  facts,  I  think  the 
punishment  was  severe.  The  county  officers  recommend  the  remis- 
sion. It  can  benefit  neither  the  party  nor  the  public  to  keep  him 
longer  in  jail  at  public  cost.     Remission  granted  April  10,  1874.

35.  To  Jacob  Kern,  two  hundred  dollars,  ($200)  being  the 
amount  of  two  judgments  rendered  against  him  by  the  Vigo  Cir- 
cuit Court,  in  1866,  upon  two  several  forfeited  recognizances. 
Decision:  By  the  Governor.  Kern  was  surety  for  William  Nor- 
ton on  two  recognizances  for  his  appearance  to  answer  to  two  indict- 
ments in  A'^igo  county,  for  illegal  sales  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
one  hundred  dollars  in  each  case.  Norton  failed  to  appear,  and  the 
recognizances  were  forfeited.  Afterwards,  the  surety  caused  Norton 
to  be  brought  into  court,  and  he  was  tried  upon  the  indictments  and 
found  guilty  and  fined  in  one  case,  and  found  not  guilty  in  the  other. 
The  fine  was  paid  by  the  surety.  Upon  this  state  of  facts,  the  for- 
feiture should  be  remitted  so  far  as  the  surety  is  liable.  The  county 
officers  of  Vigo  county  and  the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  of 
the  Criminal  Court  recommend  the  remission,  upon  the  facts  so 
stated.     Granted  April  10,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 
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36.  To  Richard  J.  Bright,  two  hundred  dollars,  ($200)  being 
the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  by  the  Superior  Court 
of  Marion  county,  January  23,  1874,  for  a  Contempt  of  Court. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  In  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
County,  on  the  22d  day  of  January,  1874,  in  the  cause  of  Conner 
against  said  Bright,  the  defendant  was  being  examined  as  a  witness, 
and  in  the  cross-examination  by  Judge  Claypool,  attorney  for  plain- 
tiff, in  reply  to  a  statement  which  was  received  as  offensive,  the 
defendant  called  the  attorney  a  liar ;  and,  in  reply,  the  attorney  said 
that,  if  anybody  but  a  felon  had  called  him  a  liar,  he  would  have 
resented  it ;  and  thereupon  the  defendant  attempted  to  strike  the 
attorney.  On  the  next  morning,  the  court  fined  the  defendant  $250 
for  the  contempt.  It  is  stated  in  the  petition  for  the  remission  of 
the  fine  that  Judge  Claypool  first  contradicted  the  statement  made 
by  the  defendant  as  a  witness,  saying  that  he  knew  about  the  matter, 
and  it  was  not  as  stated  by  the  witness.  Upon  this  statement  of 
fact,  the  bar  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
have  asked  that  the  fine  be  remitted,  except  $25.  Judge  Perkins,  who 
was  holding  the  court  at  the  time,  and  v,  ho  imposed  the  fine,  has 
addressed  me  a  letter  in  which  he  says:  "  I  am  satisfied  that  it  was 
proper  for  me  to  impose  the  fine  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
upon  Mr.  R.  J.  Bright.  The  dignity  and  authority  of  the  court 
required  it.  It  has  had  the  effect  intended,  and  I  now  think  that, 
without  impairing  the  authority  of  the  court,  two  hundred  dollars 
of  the  fine  may  properly  be  remitted,  and  to  that  extent  I  concur 
in  the  application  of  the  bar  now  before  you."  Mr.  Bright  was  a 
witness,  and,  according  to  the  statement  of  the  bar,  was  improperly 
and  offensively  treated  in  the  cross-examination.  It  is  not  the  right 
of  an  attorney,  on  cross-examination,  to  charge  the  witness  with 
falsehood.  If  his  testimony  be  untrue,  it  must  be  met,  at  the 
proper  time,  by  the  testimony  of  other  witnesses.  For  such  pur- 
pose, the  attorney  may  himself  become  a  witness,  and  then  his  state- 
ments are  made  under  oath,  and  he  becomes,  like  any  other  witness, 
subject  to  the  test  of  cross-examination.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  sur- 
prise that  witnesses  sometimes  resent  insults  offered  them  when  on 
the  stand.  They  feel  that  they  are  not  in  a  position  well  to  defend 
themselves,  and  the  wonder  is  that  they  do  not  more  frequently 
break  over  the  restraints  that  surround  them.  They  should  appeal 
to  the  court  for  protection,  and  not  resort  to  violence  ;  but,  after  the 
dignity  and  authority  of  the  court  has  been  fully  maintained,  and 
an  appeal  is  made  to  the  clemency  of  the  State,  it   does   not   seem 
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improper  to  consider  how  great  the  provocation  may  have  been,  and 
how  hard  to  resist.  It  is  not  very  usual  to  enforce  the  collection  of 
fines  imposed  by  the  courts  for  misconduct  in  their  presence, 
occasioned  by  the  heat  of  the  contests.  The  Judges  generally  remit 
them  during  the  term,  whilst  the  record  is  still  under  their  control 
The  term  having  passed,  this  case  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  court. 
I  would  not,  however,  now  interfere  without  the  approval  of  Judge 
Perkins.  AYith  his  approval,  I  do  not  doubt  it  is  proper  to  remit 
a  part  of  the  fine.  The  sum  of  $50  having  been  paid,  by  my 
requii-ement,  on  the  judgment,  the  residue  is  remitted.  Eemission 
granted  April  11,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

37.  To  Thomas  Whiting,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($250.00,)  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  at  the 
September  term,  1873,  of  the  Gibson  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  con- 
viction therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.  Whiting  has  been  in  the  jail  of  the  county  since  June 
26,  1873,  and  is  not  able  to  pay  the  fine  and  must  remain  in  jail. 
He  was  a  person  of  good  character  and  conduct.  It  had  been  nearly 
two  years  after  the  offense  when  he  was  tried,  and  the  evidence  does 
not  make  a  clear  case.  The  county  officers  give  it  as  their  opinion 
that  the  fine  ought  to  be  remitted,  except  $50.  He  has  been  impris- 
oned eight  months  and  a  half,  which  is  a  severe  punishment.  The 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  having  been  paid  by  my  requirement, 
the  residue  is  remitted.     Remission  granted  April  15,  1874.

38.  To  Charles  Lewis,  twenty  dollars  ($20.00,)  being  the 
amount  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  by  the  Marion  Criminal 
Circuit  Court,  in  the  month  of  January,  1874,  upon  his  convic- 
tion therein  of  giving  away  intoxicating  liquor.  Decision  :  By 
the  Governor.  The  defendant  says  he  pleaded  guilty  upon  advice 
that  it  would  be  better,  and  not  because  he  was  guilty.  Mr.  J.  S. 
^Yebb,  a  reliable  man,  states  that  the  liquor  belonged  to  him,  and 
that  the  defendant  put  it  in  his  house  at  his  request,  and  that  some 
parties  drank  of  it  without  the  knowledge  of  the  defendant.  If 
this  had  been  shown  to  the  court  he  would  not  have  been  convicted. 
I  think  Mr.  Webb's  statement  reliable.  Judge  Test,  who  imposed 
the  fine,  says  he  inclines  to  believe  Mr.  Webb's  statement  of  the 
facts,  and,  if  that  be  true,  defendant  was  not  guilty,  and  the  fine 
should  be  remitted,  especially  as  he  is  poor,  and  never  was  in  the 
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liquor  business.  Many  of  his  neighbors  ask  the  remission ;  also' 
the  Clerk,  a  Deputy  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Recorder,  a  Deputy  Recorder, 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  Marion  county.  I  am  satisfied  that  he 
did  not  intend  to  commit  any  violation  of  law,  and  I  doubt  whether 
he  did  in  fact.     Remission  granted  April  17,  1874.

39.  To  Samuel  E.  Moran,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
(150.00),  being  the  residue  of  twenty  fines  adjudged  against  him 
on  the  3d  day  of  November,  1873,  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit 
Court  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  selling  liquor  without  a  permit.. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  defendant  in  his  petition, 
shows  that  he  was  legally  authorized  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  at. 
the  corner  of  McNabb  and  Illinois  streets,  in  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis, and  that,  having  a  license  to  keep  a  refreshment  stand  in  the 
State  Fair  Grounds  during  the  Fair  and  Exposition,  he,  in  good 
faith,  b^'iieved  he  was  authorized  to  sell  at  said  refreshment  stand.. 
I  understand  that  the  sales  were  made  in  a  public  manner,  and  it. 
was  probably  known  to  the  authorities  of  the  Fair,  and  that  he  paidi 
a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  privilege  of  the  stand.  Upon  the- 
facts  stated  in  the  petition,  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Recorder  and; 
Clerk  of  Marion  county,  and  other  respectable  citizens,  recommend; 
the  remission  of  the  fines.  The  defendant  having  paid  fifty  dollars 
upon  the  fines,  by  my  requirement,  and  costs  amounting  to  $273.55,, 
the  residue  of  the  fines  is  remitted.  Remission  granted  April  20,. 
1874.  T.  A.  H. 

40.  To  Joseph  Albright,  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  being  the 
amount  of  five  fines  adjudged  against  him  February  25,  1874,  by 
the  LaPorte  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  conviction  therein  of  selling 
liquor  to  minors.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  defendant 
was  fined  ten  dollars  in  each  of  five  cases  for  illegal  sales  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  and  committed  to  jail  on  failure  to  pay  or  replevy  his 
fines.  He  has  been  in  jail  ever  since  and  his  family  is  a  public 
charge.  The  Clerk,  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Recorder  of 
LaPorte  county  earnestly  urge  the  remission  of  the  fines  to  relieve 
the  public  of  the  charge  of  the  defendant  and  his  family.  He  has 
no  property  and  can  neither  pay  or  replevy  the  fines.  The  Mayor 
and  Attorney  of  the  city  of  LaPorte  and  many  citizens  ask  the 
remission.  Judge  Stanfield,  who  tried  the  cases,  says  the  saloon  is 
suppressed  by  judgment  of  his  court  and  thinks  the  defendant  had 
better  be  released,  as  he  has  nothing.  He  has  now  been  in  jail 
sixty  days.     Remission  granted  April  25,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 
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41.  To  George  Wilson,  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  being 
the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  3d  day  of  May, 
1874,  by  the  Wayne  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction  therein  of 
an  Assault  and  Battery.  Decision  ;  By  the  Governor.  George 
Wilson  was  tried  for  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  murder,  but 
convicted  of  assault  and  battery  and  fiaed  three  hundred  dollars 
and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  twenty  days.  He  has  served  out  his 
time  in  jail  and  is  not  able  to  pay  the  fine  ;  is  without  means  ;  has  a 
wife  and  seven  children  dependent  upon  his  labor.  His  friends  can 
aid  him  in  payment  of  a  part  but  not  the  whole  of  the  fine.  Ten 
of  the  jury  earnestly  urge  that  the  fine  be  remitted.  Also,  the 
county  officers  and  the  bar  of  Wayne  county.  The  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  having  been  paid,  by  my  requirement,  the  remain- 
ing two  hundred  dollars  will  be  remitted.  Remission  granted  June 
3,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

42.  To  James  D.  McCann,  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  being 
the  amount  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  16th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1874,  by  the  Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  upon  his  convic- 
tion therein  of  the  crime  of  Abortion.  Decision:  By  the 
Governor.     (For  decision  see  Pardon  Case,  No.  75). 

43.  To  Robert  T.  Craig,  seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00)  being 
the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  20th  day  of 
December,  1873,  by  the  Jefferson  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  convic- 
tion therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
ernor. The  assault  and  battery  of  which  Craig  was  convicted  was 
committed  upon  the  person  of  Elizabeth  Joins  under  the  following 
circumstances:  "While  sitting  in  a  room  conversing  with  her,  he 
touched  her,  by  placing  his  hand  upon  her  lap,  she  claiming  that  he 
thereby  intended  to  insult  her."  The  remission  is  asked  by  the 
county  officers  and  other  respectable  citizens,  who  express  the  opin- 
ion that  Craig  was  and  is  innocent  of  any  intention  to  insult  the 
prosecuting  witness  ;  and  represent  him  as  being  a  sober,  industri- 
ous young  man,  but  of  limited  means;  and  say  that,  if  compelled  to 
pay  the  fine  and  the  large  amount  of  costs  accrued,  it  will  do  more 
injury  by  impoverishing  him  than  its  payment  would  benefit  the 
public.  Judge  Allison,  who  assessed  the  fine,  recommends  the 
defendant  to  executive  clemency  and  says  that "  Mr.  Craig  is  a  young 
man  who  has    always  maintained  a  good  character.     He  is  a  poor 
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man  and,  if  he  has  the  fine  to  pay,  it  will  be  quite  a  burthen  for  him 
to  bear."  The  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  has  been  paid  by  my 
requirement.  The  remission  is  granted  as  to  the  residue,  June  23 
1874.  T.  A.  H. 

44.  To  William  F.  Wilson,  three  hundred  dollars,  (1300.00), 
being  the  residue  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by  the  St. 
Joseph  Circuit  Court,  at  the  December  Term,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  John  Duffield  was 
indicted  in  the  St.  Joseph  Circuit  Court  for  Assault  and  Battery  with 
intent  to  murder  George  W.  Fouke,  and  gave  bond  for  his  appear- 
ance at  the  December  Term,  1873,  of  the  court,  with  William  F. 
Wilson  as  surety,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  Duffield  fled, 
and  judgment  has  been  taken  on  the  bond.  Wilson  has  sold  his 
land  subject  to  the  lien  of  the  mother  of  Duffield,  who  is  a  widow 
and  poor.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Duffield  make  oath  that  they  are  in  no 
way  indemnified.  The  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Recorder,  Auditor,  Sheriff", 
and  one  county  Commissioner  of  St.  Joseph  county ;  also,  Judge 
Stanfield,  of  that  Circuit,  the  late  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  Fouke, 
who  was  injured  by  the  assault  and  battery,  ask  that  the  forfeiture  be 
remitted.  Wilson  is  a  man  of  moderate  means.  On  the  14th  of 
April  last,  I  decided,  that  upon  payment  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
the  residue  would  be  remitted  to  Wilson,  but  not  as  to  Duffield. 
The  amount  so  required  by  me  has  been  paid,  and  the  remission  of 
the  residue  is  granted,  August  17,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

45.  To  Julia  A.  Fulton,  three  hundred  dollars  ($300),  being 
the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  her  by  the  Allen  Cir- 
cuit Court,  December  2,  1868,  upc  n  a  forfeited  recognizance. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Mrs.  Fulton  is  a  widow,  fifty-six 
years  of  age,  and  owns  a  house  and  lot  in  New  Haven,  Allen 
county,  worth  five  hundred  dollars,  and  a  small  amount  of  house- 
hold property.  The  payment  of  the  judgment  will  leave  her  with- 
out a  home  or  property.  She  says  she  was  induced  to  become  bail 
by  the  false  statements  of  the  accused.  A  large  number  of  her 
neighbors  ask  the  remission  of  the  judgment,  and  the  Clerk,  Audi- 
tor, Treasurer,  Sheriff^  and  Commissioners  of  Allen  county  recommend 
it  because  the  enforcement  of  the  judgment  would  render  her  home- 
less and  penniless.  General  Laz.  Noble,  who  represents  the  Attor- 
ney General  in  the  collection  of  such  State  claims,  says,  that  upon 
investigation,  he  found  it  a  case  in  which  it  would  be  proper  for  the 
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Governor  to  remit  the  judgment  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  peti- 
tion, and  that  he  prepared  the  petition  at  the  request  of  the  county 
officials.  The  Attorney  General  concurs  in  the  recommendation  of 
General  Noble  and  the  county  officers.  The  remission  is  granted, 
August  20,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

46.  To  Samuel  Halstead's  estate,  and  to  P.  Evans,  admin- 
istrator, four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (450.00),  being  the  residue 
of  a  fine  adjudged  against  Samuel  Halstead  in  his  life-time,  at  the 
February  term,  1858,  of  the  Kosciusko  Circuit  Court,  upon  his  con- 
viction therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery  with  intent  to  commit 
rape.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Samuel  Halstead  was,  at 
the  February  term,  1858,  of  the  Kosciusko  Circuit  Court,  convicted 
of  assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  commit  a  rape,  sentenced  to 
three  months  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  and  to  pay  a  fine  of 
six  hundred  aid  fifty  dollars.  The  imprisonment  was  suffered  by 
the  party  and  two  hundred  doilars  have  been  paid  upon  the  fine. 
I  am  asked  to  remit  the  residue  of  i  he  fine  under  the  following  cir- 
cumstances :  Halstead  is  dead  and  leaves  a  widow  and  children 
and  a  homestead  worth  six  thousand  or  seven  thousand  dollars.  The 
personal  property  will  discharge  all  other  indebtedness,  but  to  pay 
the  fine  a  part  of  the  land  will  have  to  be  sold.  In  1860,  an  appli- 
cation was  made  to  Governor  Willard  for  the  remission  of  the  fine, 
and  he  so  ordered  and  issued  a  remittitur.  The  action  of  Governor 
Willard  rested  upon  a  petition  signed  by  a  very  large  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Kosciusko  county,  who  recited  the  evidence  given 
upon  the  trial,  in  the  petition,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Sheriff,  Recorder  and  Clerk  of  the  county.  The  facts  stated  in 
the  petition  made  the  defendant's  guilt  doubtful,  and  certainly  jus- 
tified Governor  Willard's  action.  Subsequently  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  that  county  to  set  the  remission 
aside  upon  the  ground  that  the  application  had  not  been  accom- 
panied by  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  officers,  as  required  by 
the  act  of  June  14,  1852  (1  G.  &  H.,  347),  and  a  judgment  was 
rendered  by  the  court  setting  the  same  aside.  Governor  Willard 
seems  to  have  regarded  the  Recorder  as  one  of  the  officers  whose 
opinion  is  required  by  the  act.  In  that  he  was  mistaken.  The 
application  is  now  made  by  the  entire  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners, by  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Sheriff,  and  Recorder  of  Kosci- 
usko county,  and  is  recommended  by  the  present  Judge  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  that  county,  and  is  opposed  by  the  County  Superin- 
G.  P.— 6 
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tendent  of  the  Schools.  Pending  the  imprisonment  of  Halstead, 
there  was  presented  to  Governor  Willard  an  application  for  his  par- 
don numerously  signed  by  prominent  citizens  upon  the  statement 
that  the  evidence  failed  "  to  show  any  force  whatever  except  a 
gentle  and  slight  touching  of  the  person,  under  circumstances  which 
might,  perhaps,  have  led  the  defendant  to  suppose  that  his  offers 
would  be  accepted."  In  the  statement  of  the  evidence  it  appears 
that  the  prosecutrix  testified  to  such  a  state  of  facts,  and  that, 
upon  his  request,  she  had  consented  to  a  private  conversation,  and 
had  gone  into  another  room  alone  with  the  defendant  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  conversation,  and  that,  whilst  in  that  room,  he  took 
the  liberties  as  above  described.  Upon  the  case  as  presented  to 
Governor  Willard,  I  think  the  punishment  of  imprisonment  and 
the  payment  of  two  hundred  dollars  quite  sufficient,  but  I  choose, 
rather,  to  place  my  decision  upon  the  ground  that  a  predecessor 
has  fully  considered  the  case  and  made  a  decision  upon  the  merits, 
and,  therefore,  the  technical  difficulty  being  now  removed,  I  remit 
the  residue  of  the  fine.     Granted  August  21,  1874.

47.  To  Michael  Murphy,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
($125.00),  being  the  residue  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  by  the 
Randolph  Circuit  Court  at  its  June  term,  1874,  upon  his  conviction 
therein  of  an  Assault  and  Battery.  Decision  :  By  the  Gov- 
EENOR.  Two  others  were  equally  guilty  and  the  court  fined  each 
but  fifty  dollars.  The  Sheriff,  Auditor,  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  and 
the  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  say  that  fifty  dollars  is  a  suf- 
ficient fine.  Defendant  was  tried  by  a  jury  and  the  others  fined  by 
the  court.  Citizens  of  much  respectability  say  that  they  heard  the 
evidence  and  think  defendant  ought  to  have  been  acquitted.  I  have 
read  the  evidence  and  think  the  case  not  strong,  but  will  leave  the 
fine  where  Judge  Colgrove  fixed  it  in  the  other  cases.  By  my 
requirement  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  has  been  paid  on  the  judg- 
ment since  this  application  was  filed.  The  residue  of  the  fine  is 
remitted.     Eemission  granted  August  28,  1874.  T.  A.  H. 

48.  To  SiDNOR  Webb,  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00),  being 
the  amount  of  a  fine  adjudged  against  him  on  the  10th  day  of 
October,  1873,  by  the  Rush  Circuit  Court  upon  his  conviction 
therein  of  Assault  and  Battery*.  Decision  :  By  the  Governor. 
Webb    was   fined  three   hundred  dollars,  and   also,   sentenced   to 
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imprisoument  in  the  county  jail  for  six  months.  He  has  served  the 
term  in  jail,  and  has  been  held  upon  the  fine  about  five  months 
longer.  The  facts  tend  to  show  insanity  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mission of  the  misdemeanor,  and  I  remit  the  line  because  the  defen- 
dant can  not  pay  it,  and  it  is  useless  to  keep  him  longer  in  jail  at 
the  cost  of  the  county.  It  is  recommended  by  the  Sheriff,  with  a 
full  statement  of  the  case,  by  the  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  County 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Rush  county,  and  by  a  large  number 
of  the  respectable  people  of  the  county.  Remission  granted  Sep- 
tember 5, 1874.  T.  A.  H. 

49.  To  Allen  J.  Yeoman,  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  being  the  res- 
idue of  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  by  the  Jasper  Circuit 
Court,  May  15,  1873,  upon  a  forfeited  recognizance.  Decision: 
By  the  Governor.  Kyse  was  charged  with  malicious  trespass  in 
killing  a  dog.  Yeoman,  as  Sheriff,  arrested  him  and  required  bail 
in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  he  was  unable  to  give. 
To  save  the  county  the  expense  of  keeping  the  accused  in  jail  to 
await  his  trial.  Yeoman  became  surety  upon  his  recognizance. 
Kyse  failed  to  appear  and  judgment  of  forfeiture  was  entered.  The 
applicant  has  paid  fifty  dollars  on  the  judgment.  The  Clerk,  Aud- 
itor, Sheriff,  Treasurer,  and  Recorder  of  Jasper  county  and  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  give  it  as  their  opinion  that  a  remission  of 
the  residue  ought  to  be  granted.  The  punishment  for  a  malicious 
trespass  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  two-fold  the  value  of  the  damage 
done,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment.  The  value  of  the  dog- 
killed  was,  probably,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  and  I  think 
the  payment  by  the  Sheriff  is  sufficient,  and  that  he  should  be 
relieved  of  the  judgment.     Remission  granted  September  5,  1874.

50.  To  Joseph  Mauss,  forty  dollars  ($40.00),  being  the  amount 
of  four  several  fines  of  ten  dollars  each  assessed  against  him  by  the 
Marion  Criminal  Circuit  Court  on  the  26th  day  of  August,  1873, 
upon  his  conviction  therein  of  selling  intoxicating  liquors  to  minors. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  The  defendant  was  indicted  and 
convicted  in  five  cases  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  to  minors,  and 
fined  ten  dollars  in  each  case.  The  evidence  showed  that  in  one 
case  he  was  present,  but  that  in  the  other  four  cases  he  was  not 
present  and  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  sales.  The  sales 
were  made  by  the  bar-keeper  and  against  the   instructions  of  the 
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defendant.'*!  The  court  instructed  the  jury  that  if  the  sales  were 
made  by  the  agent  of  the  defendant  in  the  course  of  the  business, 
the  defendant,  as  principal,  was  guilty,  although  the  sales  were 
made  in  his  absence  and  without  his  knowledge.  The  defendant 
directed  his  attorney  to  take  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  but 
the  preparation  of  the  cases  for  the  Supreme  Court  was  neglected, 
so  that  he  could  not  take  the  question  of  law  to  that  court.  Since 
the  conviction,  the  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  a  party  can  not  be 
held  liable,  criminally,  tor  the  acts  of  his  agent  in  such  a  case,  the 
sales  being  made  without  his  knowledge  and  against  his  directions. 
Upon  the  constructions  of  the  law  so  given  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  defendant  was  not  guilty  in  four  cases  and  was  guilty  in  one 
case.  I  have  required  him  to  pay  the  fine  in  the  case  in  which  he 
was  guilty  and  remit  the  fines  in  the  other  cases.  The  facts  in  the 
cases  are  stated  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  and  the  remissien  of 
the  fines  is  recommended  by  the  Clerk,  Auditor,  Sheriff,  Treasurer, 
and  Recorder.  The  defendant  has  filed  the  Sheriff's  receipt  for  the 
fine  in  one  case,  and  the  residue  of  the  fines  is  remitted.  Remission 
granted  November  18,  1874.  i  T.  A.  H. 

51.  To  Jacob  Jackson,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  ($40.00),  the 
same  being  the  amount  of  a  fine  assessed  against  him  by  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Steuben  county  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  1867, 
upon  his  conviction  therein  of  the  crime  of  Petit  Larceny.  Decis- 
ion :  By  the  GoVERNOii.  Jacob  Jackson,  whilst  drunk,  committed 
an  act  of  petit  larceny  and  was  sent  to  jail  for  a  term  and  fined 
forty  dollars.  He  served  the  period  in  the  jail.  Two  of  his  neigh- 
bors became  replevin  bail  for  the  fine.  The  defendant  is  so  very 
poor  that  he  can  pay  no  part  of  the  fine.  He  supports  his  family  by 
work  for  daily  wages.  The  sureties  ure  also  poor  men.  The  defen- 
dant has  conducted  himself  properly  since  his  discharge  from  the 
jail.  He  was  never  charged  with  any  crime  before.  All  the  county 
officers  earnestly  urge  that  the  fine  be  remitted.  They  say  :  "  Your 
petitioners  would  represent  that  said  Jackson  was  under  the  influ- 
ence of  intoxicating  liquor  at  the  time  he  committed  the  crime;  that 
he  had  not,  prior  to  that  time,  and  has  not  been  since,  charged 
with  or  convicted  of  any  offense  against  the  law  ;  that,  as  a  part  of 
the  punishment  adjudged  by  the  court,  he  served  a  term  in  the 
county  jail ;  that  his  fine  was  replevied  by  two  of  his  neighbors, 
who  were  moved  thereto  by  the  destitution  of  said  Jackson's  family, 
who  were   wholly  dependent  on  his  labor  for  support.     We  would 
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further  represent  that  the  parties  signing  as  replevin  bail  for  the 
above  fine  are  poor  men  ;  that,  although  responsible,  they  can  not 
pay  the  amount  Avithout  serious  inconvenience ;  that  said  Jackson 
is  now  and  lias  been  for  several  years  in  extreme  poverty,  with  a 
familv  dependent  upon  his  labor  for  their  daily  bread  ;  that,  since 
his  conviction,  he  has  uniformly  conducted  himself  as  an  orderly, 
industrious  and  upright  citizen."  The  fact  that  this  fine  has 
remained  uncollected  for  seven  years  shows  that  the  officers  have 
felt  that  it  ought  not  to  be  collected.  Remission  granted  November 
21,1874.  ^  T.  A.H. 

65.  To  the  estate  of  William  Williams,  deceased,  and  to 
William  W.  Williams,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($150.00),  being  the  amount  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  the 
said  William  Williams  and  V/illiam  W.  Williams  by  the  Clinton 
Circuit  Court,  on  the  29th  day  of  October,  1872,  upon  a  forfeited 
recognizance  wherein  they  were  bound  as  sureties  for  the  appearance 
of  one  Lambert  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Clinton  county 
to  answer  a  charge  of  Petit  Larceny  therein  pending  against  him. 
Decision  :  By  the  Governor.  Lambert  was  charged  with  stealing 
a  pair  of  draw  chains,  and  William  Williams  and  his  son  became  his 
sureties  for  his  appearance  at  court  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars.  He  settled  and  paid  for  the  chains  but  did  not  appear 
at  court.  The  recognizance  was  forfeited  and  judgment  was  rendered 
for  the  amount  and  forty-five  dollars  costs.  In  April,  1873,  William 
Williams  died,  leaving  his  wife  and  three  minor  children,  and  per- 
sonal property  worth  three  hundred  dollars,  and  thirty  acres  of  land 
worth  six  hundred  dollars.  William  W.  Williams  his  son  has  nothing 
but  an  interest  in  the  small  estate  of  his  father.  All  the  county  officers 
of  Clinton  county,  after  stating  these  facts,  recommend  the  remis- 
sion. The  estate  will  have  the  costs  to  pay.  I  do  not  think  the 
State  has  suffered  sufficiently  by  the  failure  of  Lambert  to  answer 
for  the  theft  of  the  draw  chains  to  justify  her  in  taking  from  the 
widow  and  children  of  Williams  so  much  of  the  little  estate.  The 
forfeiture  will  be  remitted  as  to  tlie  estate  of  William  AVilliams  and 
to  William  W.  Williams,  but  not  as  to  Lambert.  Remission 
granted,  November  21,  1874.  T.  A.  H.

There  are  in  the  Arsenal,  two  new  twelve  pound  bronze  cannon 
(one  has  been  dismounted  by  firing  salutes),  one  old  damaged  bronze 
six  pound  cannon,  and  one  Mexican  trophy. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  allow  the  cannon  to  be  taken  away  and 
used  for  the  purpose  of  firing  salutes,  and  it  not  unfrequently 
happens  that  serious  accidents  occur  from  the  careless  manner  in 
which  they  are  handled  by  inexperienced  men.  With  your  per- 
mission, I  have  concluded  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  loaning 
them  for  this  purpose. 

Of  the  muskets  and  rifles  remaining  on  hand,  it  will  be  seen  that 
by  far  the  larger  number  are  of  old  and  obsolete  patterns,  and  in 
comparison  with  the  modern  improved  arm  are  unfit  for  real  service. 
Not  only  are  they  out  of  date  in  style  and  pattern,  but  many  of 
them  have  been  in  use  and  are  so  badly  damaged  that  the  cost  of 
repairs  would  exceed  the  value  of  the  gun  when  repaired.  The 
General  Government  has  long  since  abandoned  the  use  of  the  old- 
fashioned  muzzle-loading  gun,  and  has  substituted  therefore  the 
improved  breech-loading  rifle;  nearly  all  the  States  are  doing  the 
same  thing,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  Indiana  should  be  behind 
her  sister  States  in  supplying  her  militia  with  the  most  improved 
arm. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  arm  the  militia  at  all,  it  is  necessary  that 
they  should  be  supplied  with  the  best  arm  it  use.  I  would  there- 
fore suggest  the  propriety  of  disposing  of  the  entire  lot  at  what 
they  will  bring  on  the  market  (except  the  breech-loading  Spring- 
field and  Spencer  rifles),  and  supply  their  places  with  the  more 
modern  improved  arm.  If  this  should  not  be  deemed  advisable, 
then  I  would  at  least  dispose  of  the  damaged  guns,  as  the  room 
they  occupy  is  more  valuable  to  the  State  than  the  guns. 


In  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Congress  of  April  23,  1808,  appropri- 
ating the  sum  of  ^200,000  annuaJly,  for  the  purpose  of  arming  and 
equipping  the  militia  of  the  United  States ;  that  sum  is  yearly  di- 
vided among  the  States  and  territories,  according  to  their  represent- 
ation in  Congress.  There  is  now  pending  before  Congress  a  bill 
which  will  probably  be  passed,  largly  increasing  this  amount.  The 
annual  distributive  share  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  under  the  present 
law,  and  the  present  opportionment  is  $7,196.78.  There  is  now 
due  this  State  in  ordnance  and  military  stores  the  sum  of  $29,- 
406.78,  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the  State  will  have  the 
power,  without  incurring  additional  expense,  to  arm  the  militia 
with  the  most  improved  arm  in  the  service. 

The  State  has  no  suitable  room  for  storing  or  repairing  its  guns 
or  ammunition.  By  the  kindness  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the 
United  States  Arsenal,  we  are  allowed  storage  room  for  a  portion 
of  the  guns  and  ammunition,  but  we  can  not  have  there  the  neces- 
sary facilities  for  repacking  and  repairing  or  cleaning  such  of  the 
guns  as  may  need  looking  after.  Access  to  the  buildings  can  be 
had  only  during  certain  hours,  and  frequently,  then,  after  consider- 
able trouble.  As  the  State  has  no  suitable  room  that  could  be  used 
for  this  purpose,  I  would  suggest  that  one  be  rented  until  such  time 
as  the  State  can  erect  a  suitable  building  for  an  arsenal. 

Within  the  last  year  there  has  been  but  one  occasion  for  calling 
on  the  military  force  of  the  State  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  law.  On 
the  ,  the  Sheriif  of  Porter  county  telegraphed  the 

Governor  that  he  was  unable  to  enforce  a  writ  issued  by  the  Porter 
Circuit  Court,  in  consequence  of  the  opposition  of  a  large  body  of  men 
that  had  been  assembled  by  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  same,  and  calling  for  assistance  in  execut- 
ing the  law.  In  response  to  this  requisition  there  was  sent  to  Por- 
ter county  the  State  Guards,  110  men,  armed  with  breech-loading 
rifles  and  two  Gatling  guns.  The  presence  of  this  force  was  suffi- 
cient to  overawe  any  farther  opposition,  and  the  Sheriff'  was  enabled 
to  enforce  his  writ  and  to  arrest  such  of  the  leaders,  as  he  had  war- 
rants for. 

THE    MILITIA. 

The  militia  of  this  State  is  entirely  inorganized,  and  there  is  not 
a  single  company  in  the  State  upon  whom  the  Governor  could  au- 
thoritatively call  for  assistance,  in  an  emergency,  in  suppressing  a 


riot  or  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  law.  Independent  companies  are  or- 
ganized under  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  February  12, 
1855,  entitled  "An  act  concerning  the  organization  of  voluntary 
associations,"  etc. 

This  act  is  general  in  its  provisions,  and  is  applicable  to  almost 
all  kinds  of  voluntary  associatioiis,  and  by  its  provisions  military 
companies  are  indeed  independent.  They  make  their  own  laws, 
adopt  their  own  rules  and  regulations,  elect  and  commission  their 
own  officers,  and  are  amenable  only  to  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 
They  never  report  to  the  Governor,  nor  any  other  authority,  and 
are  not  subject  to  the  orders  of  any  authority  in  the  State ;  and  in 
case  of  being  called  upon  to  aid  in  preserving  the  peace,  may  or 
may  not  respond  to  the  call,  as  best  suits  their  convenience.  There 
seems,  therefore,  an  absolute  necessity  for  a  law  that  will  provide 
for  such  an  organization  of  a  small  portion  of  the  military  force  of 
the  State  as  can  be  relied  upon,  in  an  emergency,  to  aid  the  civil 
authorities  in  preserving  the  peace  and  enforcing  the  law.  The 
existence  of  numerous  organized  bands  of  highway  robbers,  and  of 
self-constituted  vigilance  committees,  who  violate  with  impunity 
the  laws  of  the  State,  furnish  abundant  proof  of  the  necessity  for  the 
organization  of  a  force  that  will  be  more  efficient  in  preventing 
lawlessness  throughout  the  State.  The  State  of  Indiana,  with  her 
numerous  railroad  centers,  where  are  located  the  workshops  and  round 
houses  of  many  of  the  railroads,  and  consequently  are  concentrated 
large  numbers  of  employees.  The  large  and  rapidly  developing 
mining  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  State  also  requiring 
large  numbers  of  laborers  and  operatives,  not  unfrequently  bring 
together  discordant  elements,  where  jealousies  and  hatreds  often  cul- 
minate in  open  violence  and  riotous  demonstrations,  requiring  the 
presence  and  overawing  influence  of  a  military  force  to  preserve  the 
peace  and  protect  private  property.  Then,  again,  the  relations  be- 
tween capital  and  labor  seem  to  be  so  poorly  comprehended  as  to 
be  a  fruitful  source  of  trouble.  Organized  monopolies  of  capital 
on  one  hand  and  labor  unions  on  the  other,  instead  of  labor- 
ing harmoniously  for  the  benefit  of  each  other,  fail  to  realize  the 
great  truth  that  they  are  alike  dependent  upon  each  other,  and  in- 
stead antagonize  themselves  one  against  the  other,  frequently  cre- 
ating riots  and  bloodshed,  requiring  a  military  force  to  protect  life 
and  property.  Now,  as  the  Constitution  declares  that  the  Gover- 
nor "  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,"  it  seems 
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but  proper  and  right  that  the  Legislature  should  provide  by  law  for 
the  organization  of  such  a  military  force  as  will  enable  him  to  com- 
ply with  his  constitutional  obligation  in  this  regard.  I  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  all  laws  now  in  force  relating  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  militia,  and  the  organization  of  independent  mili- 
tary companies  be  repealed,  and  that  a  law  be  passed  providing  for 
the  organization  of  at  least  one  company  in  each  congressional  dis- 
trict, and  at  least  four  companies  at  the  capital,  making  in  all  two 
regiments.  It  is  folly  to  think  of  organizing  an  efi'ective  military 
force,  unless  the  State  is  willing  to  defray  the  expenses  of  such 
organization.  The  companies  for  the  most  part  are  recruited  from 
the  mechanics  and  laboring  men  who  can  not  afford  to  defrary  the 
expenses  of  uniform,  rent  of  armory  and  loss  of  time  without  com- 
pensation; and  it  is  but  just  that  the  State  should  at  least  defray 
those  expenses  when  the  men  are  required  to  respond  to  the  call  of 
the  civil  authorities  to  assist  in  enforcing  the  law  and  preserving 
the  public  peace.  The  State  of  New  Jersey  expended  last  year  over 
sixty-six  thousand  dollars  on  their  military  organization  ;  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  a  much  larger  sum,  and  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania many  times  that  amount.  The  small  amount  that  would 
be  required  to  maintain  the  small  military  force  above  indicated 
would  be  very  insignificant  when  compared  with  other  States  of  far 
less  wealth  and  resources  than  our  own. 

The  ordinary  business  of  this  office  remains  about  the  same  as 
former  years.  The  lapse  of  time  since  the  close  of  the  late  war, 
seems  rather  to  increase  than  diminish  the  amount  of  labor. 

The  departments  at  Washington  are  still  busy  perfecting  their 
records,  and  applications  are  almost  daily  received  for  certified 
copies  of  records  on  file  in  this  office.  Frequently  entire  muster 
rolls  have  to  be  copied.  Applications  are  being  constantly  received 
from  soldiers  who  have  lost  their  discharges  for  certificates  of  ser- 
vice, to  be  used,  in  some  instances,  in  gaining  admission  to  the 
National  Soldiers' Home ;  also,  in  the  Land  Offices,  in  adjusting 
their  homesteads,  where  they  are  received  as  conclusive  proof  of  ser- 
vice in  the  army,  and  many  procure  them  in  order  to  perpetuate  the 
evidence  of  their  service  in  the  army  during  the  late  war.  It  is  the 
custom  of  this  office  to  prepare,  free  of  charge,  the  papers  of  disabled 
soldiers  who  wish  to  make  application  for  admission  to  either  of  the 
National  Soldiers'  Homes. 


Under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  March  11,  1867,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  certify  for  payment  claims  for 
service  rendered  the  State  in  the  Indiana  Legion  and  other  military 
organizations  in  the  service  of  the  State  during  the  late  war.  Cer- 
tificates of  this  description  have  been  issued  within  the  last  two 
years  numbering  from  1,082  to  1,135  inclusive.  Amounting,  in  the 
aggregate,  to  $661.00. 

For  the  purpose  of  more  fully  explaining  the  expenses  of  the  mil- 
itary department  for  the  last  two  years  I  herewith  copy  an  extract 
from  my  last  annual  report. 

During  the  year  1873  there  were  two  "  occasions  for  calling  on 
the  military  force  of  the  State  to  suppress  domestic  violence.  The 
first,  at  Knightsville,  in  Clay  county,  on  the  15th  of  April;  and 
the  second,  at  Logausport,  Cass  county,  on  the  27th  of  December. 
To  the  former  place  was  sent  a  detachment  of  City  Police,  under 
command  of  Chief  Thompson,  and  a  detachment  of  the  Emmett 
Guards,  under  command  of  Capt.  Berry.  Sixty  Springfield  rifles 
and  2,000  rounds  of  ammunition  were  furnished  this  expedition. 
The  guns  and  about  one-half  the  ammunition  were  returned  to  the 
Arsenal.  To  the  latter  place  were  sent  a  detachment  of  the  City 
Police,  a  detachment  each  of  the  Guards  and  College  Guards— all 
under  command  of  Gen.  Macau! ey.  This  force  was  furnished  with 
seventy-six  Spencer  rifles  and  about  1,500  rounds  of  ammuni- 
tion. On  the  return  of  this  expedition,  the  arms  and  ammunition 
were  left  with  the  Sherifi"  of  Cass  county,  to  be  used  by  him,  if  nec- 
essary, in  preserving  the  public  peace.  During  the  troubles  in 
AVayne  county,  growing  out  of  the  removal  of  the  county  seat,  one 
box,  1,200  rounds,  of  ammunition  was  sent  to  the  Sheriff  of  Wayne 
county  on  his  requisition.  This  box  was  afterwards  returned  to  the 
Arsenal ;  but  the  original  packages  had  been  opened,  and  in  return- 
ing the  cartridges,  they  failed  to  return  the  gun  caps,  thereby  rend- 
ering the  ammunition  useless  to  the  State." 

In  consequence  of  the  known  existence  of  a  secret  organization 
who  had  frequently  set  at  defiance  the  laws  of  the  State,  the  Sheriff 
of  Clark  county,  being  apprehensive  that  he  would  be  unable  to  dis- 
charge his  official  duties,  was  supplied  with  such  assistance  as  was 
deemed  necessary  for  any  emergency  that  might  arise.  Happily  for 
the  peace  and  credit  of  the  State  all  the  troubles  were  amicably 
adjusted.

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  report  of  the  go  idition  of  the 
military  stores  belonging  to  the  State  of  Indiana.

I  think  there  are  other  cannon  belonging  to  the  State  that  have 
been  taken  out  and  not  returned,  but  no  bonds  for  them  are  on  file. 
In  conseqeuce  of  the  condition  in  which  I  found  the  Quartermas- 
ter's Department  after  ray  appointment,  it  has  been  a  very  diffioult 
matter  to  present  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  quantity  and  condition 
of  the  military  stores  of  the  State.  No  books  had  been  kept  show- 
ing the  quantity  or  disposition  of  the  different  articles.  For  a  long 
time  past  they  have  not  received  that  attention  necessary  to  their 
preservation.  This  has  been  the  result,  particularly,  of  the  inade- 
quate means  provided  by  the  State  for  their  storage.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  kindness  of  the  commanding  officer  at  the  United 
States  Arsenal,  permitting  us  to  store  a  large  part  of  the  State  arms 
and  equipments  in  the  building  under  his  control,  the  loss  to  the 
State  would  not  have  been  inconsiderable.  A  complete  overhauling 
of  all  these  stores  has  been  necessary,  both  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  quantity  and  numbers,  and  of  cleaning  them  of  the 
dirt  and  rust  that  was  rapidly  destroying  them. 

For  this  purpose  I  employed  Mr,  Hatfied  at  the  Government 
Arsenal,  paying  him  six  dollars,  ($6.00),  a  very  reasonable  price. 

All  the  goods  in  the  State  Arsenal  had  to  be  opened,  cleaned  and 
repacked.     This  will  cost  about  twenty-five  dollars,  (|25.00). 

In  consequence  of  no  record  having  been  kept  as  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  arms  and  equipments  to  the  different  counties  of  the  State, 
the  only  means  I  have  had  for  ascertaining  their  number  and 
whereabouts  has  been  from  the  bonds  handed  me  by  the  Adjutant 
General.  As  to  whether  any  of  these  have  been  returned,  without 
a  surrender  of  the  bonds,  or  as  to  the  condition  of  them  now  in  the 
different  counties  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  give  any  information. 
At  the  earliest  possible  day  I  shall  gather  such  information  as  is 
possible  upon  these  points  and  report  to  your  Excellency. 

I  desire,  in  this  connection,  to  urge  the  necessity  of  the  State 
having  a  suitable  building  erected  for  the  preservation  of  her  mili- 
tary stores.  The  buildings  now  used  for  the  purpose  are  entirely 
inadequate  and  unfit  for  the  purpose.  A  large  part  of  the  guns  and 
equipments  are  of  the  very  best  class,  and  are  now  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  if  the  State  draws  from  the  National  Government  her 
annual  quoto  this  necessity  for  proper  storage  will  each  year  become 
more  imperative.  If  these  arras  are  stored  in  such  a  raanner  as  to 
be  subject  to  rust,  and  constant  loss  and  injury  frora  other  causes, 
the  loss  to  the  State  in  a  very  few  years    would  be  very  much 


greater  than  the  expense  necessary  to  provide  a  suitable  building 
for  their  storage. 

As  shown  by  the  Adjutant  General's  report,  there  is  now  due  this 
State,  from  the  General  Government,  arms  to  the  amount  of 
$29,406.78,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  State  should  not  have 
these  arms  other  than  that  she  has  no  adequate  means  for  their  pre- 
servation. Without  inccuring  any  additional  expense,  therefore, 
than  this  building,  the  State  will  have  ample  means  for  equiping, 
with  the  best  class  of  arms,  her  entire  militia. 

A  building  suitable  for  the  purpose  could  probably  be  erected  for 
$15,0)0.00,  and  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  would  be  an  eco- 
nomical measure  for  the  State. 

There  are  about  two  hundred  old  guns  among  those  in  the  State 
arsenal  that  are  of  old  patterns  and  unfit  for  use.  The  sale  of  these, 
for  whatever  they  will  bring,  is  recommended.  They  can  be  of  no 
possible  use  to  the  State. 

There  are,  also,  some  arms  that  are  in  very  good  condition,  but 
of  old  patterns,  the  sale  of  which,  and  obtaining  the  late  patterns  in 
their  place,  is  recommended.  This  is  being  done  in  all  the  States, 
and  as  the  new  patterns  are  in  every  way  superior  to  the  old,  the 
benefit  from  the  change  is  very  obvious.

Governor  of  Indiana: 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  relative  to  the 
revision  and  correction  of  the  swamp  land  files  and  records  in  the 
offices  of  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State,  agreeably  to  instructions 
governing  mj'^  appointment  n^  'er  date  of  March  15,  1873. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  enti'u^■^l  "An  act  to  enable  the  State  of 
Arkansas,  and  other  States,  to  reclaim  the  'swamp  lands'  within 
their  limits,  approved  September  28,  1850,"  and  of  acts  supple- 
mentary, there  inured  to  the  State  one  million  two  hundred  and 
fifty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  and  ninety-six 
hundreths  (l,256,288y'V'o)  acres,  as  by  patents  dated,  numbered  and 
located  as  follows :  •

Of  this  amount  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
(1,124)  entries  were  made  at  the  several  Laud  offices,  as  provided 
in  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  February  14,  1851,  and 
patents  therefor,  issued  by  the  State. 

Of  patents  issued  under  the  act  of  May  29,  1852,  are  recorded; 

As  in  range  south 2,382  patents. 

As  in  range  east 7,460  patents. 

As  in  range  west 24,656  patents. 

Bright  &  Jones  lands 277  patents. 

Total  (including  those  issued  under  act  of  1851,) 35,879  patents. 

In  addition  to  this  number  must  be  included  about  5,400 
reissued — reissued  either  on  account  of  loss  of  the  originals,  dis- 
crepencies  in  description,  or  in  name  of  patentee,  but  by  far  the 
greater  part  under  the  act  of  March  5,  1857,  which  provided  that 
ail  patents  acquired  under  ditching  contracts,  where  such  contracts 
were  not  completed,  should  be  surrendered  and  cancelled,  and  new 
patents  for  the  same  should  be  issued  instead,  only  when  such  con- 
tracts were  fulfilled. 

The  issue  of  so  great  a  number  of  patents  is  due  to  the  provi- 
sions of  section  3  of  the  act  of  May  29,  1852,  which  required  the 


Auditor  of  State  to  prepare  maps  and  plats  of  all  the  lands  lying 
within  the  boundaries  of  each  county,  showing  the  range,  township, 
section,  and  parts  of  sections.  Under  color  of  this  proviso,  each 
section  was  subdivided  into  40  acre  tracts.  Sixteen  patents  were 
issued  for  each  section — an  arrangement,  while  it  increased  the 
aggregate  of  fees  allowed  the  Governor,  Auditor  and  Secretary  ot 
State,  involved  an  immense  amount  of  labor  in  the  issue  of  certifi- 
C4ites  and  patents,  and  in  recording  the  same.  The  greater  portion 
of  these  lands  were  purchased  in  larger  quantities,  often  by  sections 
at  a  time. 

The  want  of  system  then  prevailing  in  the  offices  of  Auditor  and 
Secretary  of  State,  and  in  the  different  county  offices  in  regard  to 
the  entry,  filing  and  recording  of  certificates  and  patents  has  been 
the  source  of  great  confusion.  The  tract  books  and  registers  of 
entries  became  imperfect  and  unreliable  ;  the  files  loosely  kept,  lia- 
ble to  mutilation,  loss  and  theft.  Of  the  records  in  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  State,  numbering  seventy-one  volumes,  no  index  had 
been  kept,  rendering  them  as  a  matter  of  reference,  but  of  little 
value.  The  certificates  upon  which  patents  were  issued,  during 
twenty  years  frequent  use,  had  become  misplaced,  and  in  very  many 
instances  lost.  Many  important  pipers,  lists  of  lands  selected  under 
the  act  of  Congress  ceding  the  same,  reports  of  entries  and  canceled 
patents,  all  of  which  should  be  preserved,  were  never  filed,  but 
stored  in  the  cellar  or  in  some  forgotten  recess  as  rubbish. 

A  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  March  6, 
1865,  recited,  "That  whereas  the  tract  books  of  swamp  lands 
belonging  to  the  State,  in  the  office  of  Auditor  of  State,  and  of  the 
several  county  offices  have,  for  various  reasons,  become  unreliable, 
so  that  it  is  impossible  in  many  instances  to  determine  whether  lands 
are  vacant  or  not,  or  if  sold  who  are  the  owners  thereof,  and  author- 
izing the  Governor  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  revise  and  cor- 
rect" the  same. 

At  the  date  of  my  appointment  but  little  progress  had  been  made 
towards  the  completion  of  the  w^ork.  Beyond  making  tract  books 
of  all  the  lands  embraced  in  the  grant  to  the  State,  the  entry  therein 
of  the  certificates  of  entry  of  a  few  of  the  smaller  counties,  and  of  the 
accepted  certificates  of  entry  for  Jasper  and  Newton  counties,  little 
(;lse  had  been  done. 

To  properly  carry  out  the  design  required  by  that  resolution  nec- 
essitated the  compiling  of  an  index  of  patents  issued,  showing  parts 
of  section,    section,    township,    range,  number    of  acres,  to   whom 


patented,  date  and  number  of  patent,  record,  and  page  in  which 
recorded,  together  with  a  margin  for  remarks,  requiring  two  vol- 
umes of  eight  hundred  pages  each. 

The  spirit  of  speculation  fostered  in  all  of  the  larger  swamp  land 
counties,  gave  rise  to  irregularities  which  at  this  late  date  is  almost 
impossible  to  correct,  more  especially  in  Jasper,  Newton,  Lake, 
Laporte  and  Pulaski.  Almost  every  acre  not  then  entered  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Jasper  and  Newton,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  other  counties 
named  was  covered  with  two,  and  in  many  instances  three  entries  by 
as  many  interested  parties.  All  such  entries  being  reported  by  the 
County  Auditor  and  Treasurer  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  by  him 
filed,  which  could  only  add  to  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in 
determining  titles  (all  such  entries  as  appear  from  these  causes  are 
entered  opposite  their  respective  tracts  upon  the  Index.)  "  Advance  '^ 
certificates  of  purchase,  under  ditching  contracts,  upon  which,  work 
had  never  been  done,  Avere  issued,  and  patents  granted.  Not  less 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres  were  thus  covered  by 
patents  so  obtained,  nearly  all  being  afterwards  cancelled. 

The  books  containing  the  records  of  these  cancelled  patents  (if 
they  ever  were  recorded),  are  not  to  be  found.  A  large  number  of 
them  however,  were  surrendered  and  cancelled  and  are  now  in  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  Stale  with  various  other  papers  which  should 
be  collated  and  filed. 

But  little  remains  now  to  be  done  beyond  the  final  "checking  off" 
of  patents,  which  from  discrepencies  in  description  or  clerical  errors 
in  records  are  yet  to  be  corrected  and  indexed  and  the  final  clear- 
ing up — assorting  of  loose  papers  and  files  in  both  offices,  to  be 
noted  and  indexed,  and  the  proving  of  the  swamp  land  journal  and 
ledger  will  complete  the  work. 

In  addition  to  the  indexing,  the  entries  therein  have  been  com- 
pared with  the  certificates  upon  which  patents  were  issued,  as  also 
with  the  report  of  entries,  (and  with  certificates  of  purchase  when  ■ 
the  same  appeared  on  file)  made  by  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the 
several  counties  to  the  Auditor  of  the  State,  the  number  of  such 
certificates  of  entry  and  of  purchase  of  each  tract  being  also  entered 
upon  the  index  as  a  matter  of  reference. 

At  this  time,  as  shown  by  the  records,  there  are  not  patented,  and 
open  to  entry,  fourteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirteen  and 
eighty-four  one-hundredths  acres,  subject,  however,  "to  deductions 


from  final  corrections  of  erroneously  described  patents  before  men- 
tioned, and  of  tracts  sold  by  the  United  States  before  cession  to  the 
State.     A  list  of  these  lands  is  herewith  annexed. 

There  have  been  issued  since  January,  1873,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  patents,  Avith  an  area  of  four  thousand  two  hundred  and 
thirteen  and  sixty-four  one-hundredths  acres. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  all  letters  and  inquiries  in  regard  to  the 
titles,  surveys  and  filed  notes  of  swamp  as  well  as  of  other  lands, 
have  been  referred  to  me  for  information. 

"When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  the  title  to  nearly  one- 
fifth  of  all  the  lands  in  Indiana  is  derived  from  the  State  by  virtue 
of  grants  made  by  the  General  Government,  and  that  in  the  major- 
ity of  cases  the  only  evidence  of  sale  that  appears  on  record  are  in 
the  offices  of  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State,  that  the  copies  of  sur- 
veys and  filed  notes  in  many  of  the  counties  are  erroneous  and 
incomplete,  and  that  the  first  holders  are  passing  away  and  property 
becomes  more  valuable  as  it  is  improved,  greater  care  is  exercised 
in  proving  of  title  as  well  as  perpetuating  boundary  lines,  it  will  be 
seen  that  this  branch  of  the  land  business  of  the  State  is  daily 
increasing,  a  labor  tedious  and  requiring  especial  attention.

Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  exhibit  of  the 
business  of  this  office  during  the  past  year,  with  some  suggestions 
concerning  public  affairs  as  they  are  connected  therewith. 

GENERAL  WORK, 

The  appended  tables  give  the  details  of  the  following  summary : 

There  have  been  issued  and  attested  one  proclamation,  forty-four 
warrants,  forty-two  requisitions,  forty-three  pardons,  thirty  remis- 
sions, eight  commutations,  commissions  to  thirty-nine  Commission- 
ers of  Deeds,  seven  hundred  Notaries  Public,  sixty-five  State  and 
district  officers,  three  hundred  and  eighteen  county  officers,  five 
hundred  and  fourteen  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  eighty-eight  Pat- 
ents for  Land. 

There  have  been  filed  nine  railroad  articles,  representing  a  capital 
of  $10,950,000,  and  one  hundred  other  articles  of  association  repre- 
senting a  capital  of  $7,415,600. 

As  this  report  is  made  in  the  midst  of  issuing  commissions  to  the 
persons  elected  to  various  offices  at  the  October  election,  the  above 
figures  do  not  include  them  all,  but  only  the  number  actually  issued. 
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But  in  the  appended  tables  I  have  aimed  to  give  the  names  of  all 
the  officers  elect. 

As  a  matter  of  general  information,  not  otherwise  attainable,  I 
have  appended  tables  of  the  officers  of  the  Territorial  and  State 
Government  from  the  beginning  of  our  organic  existence.  These 
facts  had  to  be  gleaned  from  various  sources,  there  being  no  consec- 
utive records  in  my  office.  The  intention  is  now  to  enter  them  up 
in  an  available  register,  so  that  hereafter  they  may  be  easily  found. 

The  Attorney  General  has  filed  in  this  office  his  annual  report  of 
fines  and  forfeitures  entered,  showing  the  total  amount  to  be 
$56,191.03. 

OFFICIAL   BOARDS. 

The  duties  of  the  State  officers  as  Commissioners  or  Boards  for 
special  duties  have  continued  during  the  year. 

1.  Twenty  of  the  Internal  improvement  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed,  and  interest  paid  to  the  amount  of  ^37,303.06,  making  a 
total  of  $57,303.06.  And  this  added  to  the  payment  of  last  year 
make  a  total  payment  of  $496,566.13.  Of  the  one  hundred  and 
ninety-one  bonds  whose  payment  was  authorized,  ninety-seven  have 
been  taken  up ;  sixty-nine  are  held  by  the  general  government,  not 
due  until  next  July ;  leaving  twenty-five  not  yet  presented  or 
accounted  for.  Notice  has  been  received  that  some  of  these  will  be 
presented,  but  the  number  is  not  known.  In  the  discharge  of  the 
grave  duty  imposed  by  the  General  Assembly  the  officers  of  the 
State  have  had  to  decide  important  questions  of  law,  as  well  as  of 
fact,  and  have  endeavored  to  do  so  with  conscientious  regard  to  the 
rights  of  creditors,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  the  State. 

The  reports  made  by  public  officers  from  time  to  time  on  the 
subject  of  this  old  State  debt,  have  given  information  of  the  fact 
that  discrepancies  exist  in  the  Registers  of  Bonds  issued  and 
redeemed;  that  there  have  been  over  issues  and  duplicates,  and  that 
much  difficulty  exists  in  determining  accurately  the  total  amount. 
One  of  the  most  valuable  of  these  reports,  and  one  never  put  into 
print,  has  lately  come  into  my  possession  through  the  kindness  of 
Hon.  D.  C.  Branham,  under  whose  supervision  it  was  prepared. 

It  will  be  a  source  of  congratulation  when  this  old  sore  is  finally 
done  with.  It  will  be  for  the  General  Assembly  to  determine 
whether  there  shall  be  a  final  collection  and  collation  of  the  bonds 
redeemed,  and  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  them. 
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2.  The  accounts  for  building  the  Tippecanoe  Battle  Ground 
fence  have  been  finally  adjusted  since  my  last  report,  showino;  the 
total  cost  of  the  structure  and  its  attendant  expenditures  to  be 
§17,854.17.  The  api)n)]>riatit)n  for  the  ])urpose  was  $24,100.00, 
leaving  unexpended  in  the  treasury  §6,245.83. 

After  the  enclosure  of  the  grounds  the  question  of  custody  pre- 
sented itself.  As  a  clean  and  beautifid  piece  of  woodland  it  presents 
an  attractive  place  for  picnics  and  other  social  gatherings. 

By  your  authority,  1  appointed  Rev.  J.  H.  Hull,  of  the  village 
of  Battleground,  to  have  charge  of  the  grounds,  with  instructions  to 
exclude  all  improper  persons,  to  decline  all  proposals  for  renting 
the  grounds,  or  for  their  use  for  commercial  purposes. 

It  was  tliought  beneath  the  dignity  of  the  State  to  allow  her 
memorial  grounds  to  be  turned  into  a  place  for  money  making. 
But  on  one  occasion,  certain  selfish  persons,  failing  to  appreciate  the 
duty  of  good  citizens  toward  the  State,  invaded  the  grounds  in  spite 
of  the  protest  of  the  agent  in  charge,  claiming  that  there  was  no 
law  to  prevent  them.  If  this  claim  is  correct,  it  will  become  the 
duty  of  the  next  General  Assembly  to  pass  adequate  laws  for  the 
custody  and  protection  of  the  State  grounds.  To  have  them  open 
to  all  tresspassers,  and  no  authority  on  the  part  of  any  local  officer 
to  prevent  waste  or  damage,  because  they  are  public  property,  can 
scarcely  be  the  intention  of  the  law  making  [)Ower. 

3.  During  the  year  several  official  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
Female  Prison  aud  Reformatory,  and  besides  the  allowances  made 
for  furnishing  the  building,  tlie  monthly  estimates  of  current 
expenses  have  been  examined  and  approved,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

As  matter  of  general  interest,  I  give  these  monthly  allowances  iu 
full:

From  this  result  it  will  be  seen  that  the  probable  cost  of  this 
institution  to  the  State,  under  its  present  organization,  for  the  next 
year  will  not  vary  much  from  §1,200  per  month.  Of  its  value  and 
management  its  directors  will  no  doubt  speak  in  proper  terms. 

4.  During  the  year,  official  visits  have  been  made  to  the  educa- 
tional institutes  of  the  State — the  State  University.  Purdue  Univer- 
sity, and  the  Normal  School ;  and  also  to  the  Asylums. 

It  will  be  the  province  of  the  officers  of  these  institutions  to 
inform  you  of  their  condition.  I  may  say,  in  general  terms,  that 
the  executive  officers  of  State  have  been  much  ^ratified  with  their 
visits  to  the  public  institutions,  and  the  people  have  a  right  to  feel 
proud  of  these  monuments  of  our  Christian  civilization. 

COEPORATIONS. 

In  order  to  realize  the  purpose  of  the  act  of  the  last  General 
Assembly  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  a  Bureau  of  Corporations 
in  this  office,  there  will  have  to  be  a  revision  of  the  corporation  laws 
of  the  State.  As  at  present  provided  the  articles  of  association  of 
some  corporations  are  filed  in  this  office,  others  in  the  office  of  the' 
County  Recorder. 

In  some  cases  the  filing  of  the  original  articles  is  required,  in 
others  of  a  duplicate,  and  in  others  of  a  copy  only.  Many  practi- 
cal difficulties  grow  out  of  this  incongruity. 

No  officer  of  the  State  has  a  complete  list  of  the  corporations 
organized,  and  neither  for  purposes  of  statistics  or  taxation  is  such 
a  list  attainable.  The  purpose  of  such  filing  is  twofold,  to  give  the 
public  knowledge  of  the  legal  existence  of  such  corporations,  and  to 
enable  the  corporations  to  make  legal  proof  of  their  existence ;  and 
therefore,  if  all  corporations  are  not  required  to  file  their  articles  in 
this  office,  which  would  be  the  easiest  and  safest  plan,  at  least  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  filing  in  a  county  office  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  Secretary  is  often  obliged  to  refuse  certificates  to  those  who 
apply  for  them,  or  to  make  them  in  an  unsatisfactory  form,  because 


of  the  Imperfection  of  his  files  and  records.  As  the  State  grows 
okler,  its  corporations  more  numerous,  and  their  just  taxation  more 
urgent,  this  defect  becomes  the  more  apparent. 

BUREAUS    OF   PRINTING   AND   STATISTICS. 

I  can  only  reiterate  the  remarks  of  last  year,  that  the  failure  of 
the  bills  regulating  these  subjects  left  me  without  the  means  of 
organizing  these  proposed  bureaus.  Believing  them  to  be  of  great 
public  importance  I  can  only  hope  that  the  next  General  Assembly 
will  provide  my  successor  with  the  required  means. 

Early  last  Spring  I  sent  a  circular  letter  to  each  railroad  com- 
pany in  the  State,  calling  attention  to  the  statute  requiring  them  to 
make  annual  reports  to  this  office  of  the  business  of  their  roads. 
Thirteen  have  reported ;  but  half  of  these  are  unfinished.  Few 
paying  roads  have  given  any  attention  to  the  matter. 

A  list  of  these  reports  will  be  found  in  the  tables. 

PUBLIC   PRINTING. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  public  printing,  binding  and  paper, 
by  the  last  General  Assembly,  for  the  year  1873,  was  $30,000,  and 
for  the  year  1874,  $20,000. 

But  the  accounts  of  the  State  Printer,  when  adjusted,  required 
?40,431.3l,  leaving  but  $10,000  for  other  purposes;  an  amount 
insufficient  for  the  Laws  and  Journals,  without  regard  to  other 
necessary  work.  The  reports  of  the  Auditor  show  the  cost  of  print- 
ing last'  year,  including  that  of  the  State  Printer,  to  be  $57,328.39  ; 
and  for  the  present  year,  $25,238,20.  If  the  State  Printer's  account 
is  excluded  from  the  appropriations  and  paid  under  the  general 
statutes,  there  yet  remains  $7,864.72  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  the 
Reports  of  this  year  for  the  Legislature.  But  the  figures  given  will 
show  that  the  cost  of  printing  must  exceed  the  estimates  on  which 
the  appropriation  was  made.  The  bulk  of  the  printing  of  the  past 
two  years  having  been  done  at  extremely  low  prices,  the  expendi- 
ture may  be  taken  as  the  minimum. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  it  will  require  $60,000  for  the  legislative 
year,  and  $30,000  for  the  non-legislative  year  to  meet  the  demands 
of  this  important  branch  of  public  service.  Having  abolished  the 
office  of  State  Printer,  and  left  the  subject  to  the  regulation  of  frag- 
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mentaiy  and  imperfect  laws,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  next  General 
Assembly  to  make  more  adequate  provision. 

If  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  regulation  of  the  public  print- 
ing in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  will  relieve  the  Execu- 
tive head  of  the  State  from  the  drudgery  of  the  past  year. 

RECEIPTS   AND   DISTEIBUTIOX   GE   PUBLIC   DOCUMENTS. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Journals  of  the  Regular  Session  have 
been  completed,  and  these,  with  the  Brevier  Reports,  distributed 
according  to  law.  There  have  been  printed  and  distributed  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  State  officers  and  public  institutions  of  the 
last  year. 

The  Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  has  delivered  five  volumes  of 
Reports,  from  the  thirty-ninth  to  the  forty-third  inclusive,  which 
have  also  been  distributed.  This  office  is  also  in  the  receipt  of  the 
laws  and  documents  of  other  States,  and  in  exchange  forward  our 
publications,  and  disposes  of  those  received  to  the  Law  or  State 
Library  as  seems  requisite.  It  is  worth  noting  that  there  have  been 
great  changes  in  the  condition  of  the  State  since  the  passage  of  the 
law  regulating  the  distribution  of  laws  and  documents.  It  is  no 
longer  requisite  to  send  them  by  special  messenger,  as  the  express 
companies  carry  them  as  pafely,  and  with  more  speed  and  less  cost. 

And  the  relative  population  and  business  of  the  counties  is  very 
different.  I  doubt  not  the  public  service  would  be  greatly  bene- 
fited by  an  entire  revision  of  this  law,  and  a  clearer  definition  of  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  concerning  the  prepayment  of  the  postage  and 
expressage  on  the  printed  matter  sent  out. 

PUBLIC    LAND    BUSINESS. 

The  work  of  collating  and  indexing  the  books  relating  to  the 
land  business  of  the  State  has  been  pursued.  Mr.  O.  M.  Eddy  has 
completed  his  index  of  swamp  lands,  and  is  finishing  up  the  mar- 
ginal and  explanatory  notes.  This  valuable  work  will  be  entirely 
completed  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  index- 
ing of  the  other  land  books  is  well  advanced,  and  the  labor  expended 
in  this  department  has  been  well  bestowed.  But  the  whole  subject 
needs  to  be  revised,  and  much  patient  labor  will  be  required  before 
the  State  can  do  full  justice  to  her  citizens. 

Wiien  it  is  remembered  that  the  titles  to  over  8^000,000  acres  of 


lands  in  this  State  are  involved  ;  that  the  books  and  papers  relating 
thereto  are  in  four  different  places  :  the  Secretary's  Office,  the  Audi- 
tor's Office,  the  United  States  Ijand  Office,  and  the  office  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal ;  and  that  the  terms  of  the 
administrative  officers  of  the  State  are  so  short  that  no  one  can 
inaugurate  and  carry  out  the  necessary  system  of  improvement, 
there  must  be  impressed  on  the  mind  the  propriety  of  my  recom- 
mendation for  a  Bureau  of  Public  Lands  in  this  office,  with  a  Com- 
missioner or  Clerk  specially  devoted  to  this  business.  Undoubtedly 
there  are  thousands  of  acres  of  land  in  the  State  unpatented,  held  on 
certificates,  or  simply  by  squatter  title^  for  which  there  should  be 
some  remedy. 

INDEXING    ENROLLED    ACTS. 

The  Enrolled  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  being  the  original 
and  real  laws  of  the  State,  much  time  and  attention  has  been  given 
to  putting  them  into  a  better  shape  for  preservation  and  access. 
Those  prior  to  1839  are  unbound,  and  were  folded  and  filed  in  small 
tin  cases.  I  have  overhauled  these,  had  them  spread  out  and 
pressed  between  boards,  arranged  in  order  of  date,  indexed,  and 
placed  in  larger  cases.  The  bound  volumes  have  also  been  indexed, 
where  it  had  not  previously  been  done.  And  in  addition  I  have  had 
prepared  a  General  Index  of  Enrolled  Acts.  One  volume  of  this 
general  index  is  completed,  including  the  acts  to  the  year  1849. 

The  second  volume  is  commenced,  and  wnll  be  carried  forward  as 
far  as  possible  during  the  remainder  of  my  term.  I  have  no  doubt 
this  work  will  hereafter  be  found  of  great  utility.  Much  other 
work  has  been  done  toward  re-arranging  the  papers  and  records  of 
the  office,  but  I  have  not  been  able  fully  to  carry  out  my  ideal  as  to 
what  the  office  should  be  in  its  arrangements  and  divisions,  forw^ant 
of  time  and  authority. 

However  possible  it  might  have  been  in  the  past  to  transact  busi- 
ness without  system,  it  is  no  longer  so.  Our  State  is  growing,  its 
pul)]ic  business  is  increasing,  and  the  public  interests  require  bet- 
ter order,  more  perfect  records,  and  that  sort  of  official  check  and 
responsibility  often  sneered  at  as  "  red  tape."  In  some  cases  it 
may  be  troublesome,  but  it  is  always  the  safest. 

LEGISLATIVE    FURNITURE. 

The  State  has  so  entirely  outgrown  the  State  House  that  that 
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miilding  no  longer  affords  accommodations  for  the  Legislature,  con- 
sequently, at  every  session  rooms  have  to  be  rented  and  furnished 
for  the  use  of  the  various  committees  of  the  General  Assembly. 
There  is  no  general  law  providing  for  the  custody  or  disposal  of  this 
furniture,  and  it  is  usually  overlooked  and  disappears.  The  last 
General  Assembly,  by  concurrent  resolution,  directed  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  take  possession  of  the  furniture  of  the  committee  rooms, 
sell  it  at  public  sale,  and  place  the  proceeds  in  the  State  treasury. 

Accordingly  as  soon  as  the  Legislature  adjourned,  I  collected  this 
furniture,  and,  after  advertising,  sold  it  at  public  outcry. 

The  total  amount  received  was  §345.40 ;  the  expenses  of  adver- 
tising and  help  was  $19.25;  leaving  as  a  net  result,  $326.15,  which 
was  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

This  was  but  a  small  amount,  but  still  worth  saving,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  committee  rooms  must  be  rented  and  furnished 
every  session,  some  general  and  permanent  provision  should  be 
made. 

BOOKS   SOLD. 

At  the  request  of  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
Canal,  two  hundred  extra  copies  of  their  report  to  the  Legislature 
were  printed  for  their  use.  The  whole  bill  was  paid  by  the  State, 
and  a  proportionate  amount,  $25.00  repaid  me  by  Colonel  Dowling. 
I  have  also  sold  thirty-three  copies  of  the  "Acts"  of  1872  and  1873, 
receiving  therefor  the  sum  of  $25.  This  $50  w^as  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  and  by  him  credited  to  the  account  of  public 
printing. 

USE   OF   SPECIAL   APPEOPMATIONS. 

An  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly  "  To  further  prescribe  the 
duties  of  the  Secretary  of  State,"  authorized  certain  special  duties, 
and  made  special  appropriations  for  the  expense,  as  follows:  To 
procure  missing  laws,  documents,  and  files,  $500;  to  change  the  fur- 
niture, fixtures,  etc,  of  the  office,  $1,000.  Of  these  amounts  but 
little  has  been  used. 

One  volume  of  the  Laws  of  1 807,  procured  by  my  predecessor, 
was  purchased  for  $25,  and  the  entire  set,  as  far  as  in  the  office, 
uniformly  bound  and  labelled.  Some  numbers  are  still  missing  and 
should  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  general  change  of  offices  between  the  Governor^  Secretary, 
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and  adjutant  General,  and  the  usual  and  necessary  repairs  of  the 
State  officers'  building,  it  was  not  found  practicable  to  separate  the 
cost  as  between  the  several  officers,  hence  the  above  appropriation 
was  added  to  that  for  State  offices,  and  all  bills  charged  in  conmion, 
the  Auditor's  books  and  vouchers  showing  the  details.  The  old 
furnaces  were  taken  out,  as  directed  and  sold,  with  condemned 
stoves,  for  the  sum  of  $200,  to  I.  Frankem  &  Co.  This  amount 
was  credited  to  the  State  on  their  bills  for  the  new  stoves  furnished. 
An  appropriation  of  ^1,500  was  also  made  for  special  repairs  on  the 
State  House,  which  w^ere  pointed  out  to  the  Secretary  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings.  Of  this  amount  only  |169.60  was 
required  for  the  special  purpose,  but  the  replacing  of  the  tin  roof 
torn  off  by  a  storm,  and  the  general  repairs  annually  required  by 
the  dilapidated  state  of  the  building,  and  made  by  the  Librarian 
under  authority  of  general  law,  has  consumed  more  than  the  total 
amount. 

MY    ASSISTANTS. 

In  submitting  the  second  and  last  annual  report  I  desire  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  services  of  my  assistants  in 
the  office. 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Trusler,  whose  long  service  as  deputy  under 
former  Secretaries,  has  made  him  familiar  with  all  the  duties  of  the 
office,  has  had  the  charge  of  routine  work,  and  has  been  at  all  times 
attentive,  courteous  and  active. 

Mr.  Al)rara  Wagner  has  had  especial  charge  of  the  revision  and 
indexing  the  Canal,  University  and  other  lands,  and  his  work  will 
l)e  found  neat  and  accurate. 

Miss  Cora  C.  Curry  has  had  the  refiling  and  indexing  of  the 
enrolled  acts. 

They  have  done  a  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  clerical  work, 
such  as  recording,  copying,  etc.  And  all  have  shown  a  cheerful 
promptness  in  the  discharge  of  every  assigned  duty.

ESTIMATED    EXPENDITURES. 

The  act  of  May  27,  1852,  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  the  Auditor 
of  State,  requires  him  to  make  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  expendi- 
tures to  be  defrayed  from  the  Treasury  for  the  ensuing  two  years^ 
distinguishing  between  each  object  of  expenditure  provided  for  by 
temporary  or  permanent  appropriations,  and  such  as  require  to  be 
provided  for  by  law ;  and  showing  also  the  sources  and  means  from 
which  all  expenditures  are  to  be  defrayed. 

So  far  as  relates  to  ordinary  expenditures,  estimates  can  be  made, 
governed  by  the  expenditures  provided  for,  and  found  necessary,  in 
previous  years.  The  costs  of  improvements  or  changes  in  public 
institutions,  or  of  increase  of  capacity,  depending  upon  the  natural 
growth  of  the  State  and  the  consequent  increase  in  the  wants  of  the 
several  institutions,  can  not  be  fully  determined  from  the  informa- 
tion to  be  derived  from  this  office  alone. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  some  knowledge  of  the  Benevo- 
lent Institutions,  Universities,  Prisons,  Reformatory  Institutions  and 
others,  I  addressed  letters  to  the  Superintendent  of  each  in  July  last, 
and  have  received  replies  which  are  set  forth  in  substance  in  this 
chapter. 

It  is  proper  in  this  connection  to  state  that  in  consequence  of  the 
irregular  times  for  which  appropriations  are  made,  it  is  a  difficult 
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matter  in  a  report  for  a  fiscal  year  to  make  a  fully  intelligible  state- 
ment of  expenditures.  Some  of  the  appropriations  are  governed  by 
the  fiscal  year,  others  by  the  calendar  year ,  but  most  of  the  larger 
disbursements  begin  with  the  date  of  the  acts  making  the  appropri- 
ations, such  as  those  for  the  Benevolent  Institutions,  which  com- 
menced April  1,  1873,  and  continue  till  March  31,1875.  It  ie 
therefore  impossible,  in  a  report  ending  October  31,  1874,  to  give  a 
full  exhibit  of  transactions  under  the  laws  governing  such  expendi- 
tures. 

It  is  submitted  also,  that  in  the  tWo  years  intervening  between  the 
m.eetings  of  the  Legislature,  emergencies  will  arise  when  it  is  im- 
perative, for  the  good  of  the  State,  and  in  behalf  of  equity  and 
justice,  to  meet  expenses  and  make  payments  which  are  not  pro- 
vided for  by  existing  laws  or  appropriations.  Such  emergencies 
have  arisen  ever  since  the  organization  of  the  Stat«  government,  and 
in  all  the  cases  the  responsibility  of  making  payments  has  devolved 
upon  the  Auditor  of  State.  It  is  admitted  that  such  emergencies 
should  be  carefully  scrutinized  and  guarded,  and  all  interests  made 
subservient  to  those  of  the  State;  but  some  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  payment  of  just  and  legal  claims,  without  compelling 
the  creditor  to  wait  a  year  or  more  for  the  action  of  the  Legislature. 
It  is  therefore  suggested  that  a  finance  or  auditing  committee  be  pro- 
vided for  by  law,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  and 
Attorney-General,  who  shall  examine  all  claims  not  specifically  pro- 
vided for  by  appropriations,  and  make  endorsement  of  their  action. 
If  favorable,  the  Auditor  to  issue  a  warrant,  and  report  all  such 
payments  to  the  Legislature. 

The  estimates  submitted  are  as  nearly  correct  as  they  can  be 
made.  The  extraordinary  expenditures  which  may  be  authorized 
by  the  Legislature  can  not  be  anticipated.  In  any  event,  however, 
the  General  Assembly  should  appropriate  means  sufficient  to  defray 
the  proper  expenses  of  the  State  government,  and  make  such  tax 
levies  as  will  meet  the  expenditures  and  not  leave  a  deficiency,  nor, 
on  the  other  hand,  produce  a  large  balance  in  the  treasury.

No  estimate  of  receipts. 
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The  taxable  property  of  the  State  amounts  in  round  numbers  to 
nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  millions  of  dollars  (955,000,000),  and 
there  are  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  polls.  The  balance 
now  in  the  Treasury  will  meet  probable  expenses  till  the  first  of 
March,  not  iucluding  expenses  or  extraordinary  appropriations  of 
the  Legislature,  and  the  January  settlement,  it  may  be  estimated, 
will  add  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the  general  fund. 

The  State  will  receive  in  1875,  the  benefit  of  a  tax  of  fifteen 
cents  on  the  hundred  dollars,  and  fifty  cents  on  each  poll.  The 
receipts  of  1875,  deducting  twenty  per  cent,  for  delinquencies,  and 
allowing  for  tax  on  Insurance  Companies,  may  be  placed  at 
$1,775,000.  The  receipts  of  1876  and  1877  will  depend  upon  the 
rat€  of  taxation  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

THE  ASSESSMENT  LAW. 


The  last  assessment  of  real  estate,  previously  to  the  assessment  of 
1873  under  the  present  law,  was  made  in  the  year  1869.  Under 
that  assessment,  and  with  the  assessment  of  personal  property  for 
the  year  1872,  the  total  taxable  property  in  the  State  in  the  latter 
year  was  $653,367,451.     Of  this  amount: 

The  value  of  real  estate  was 1447,543,534 

The  value  of  personal  property , 205,823,917 

Total $653,367,451 

By  the  assessment  of  1873  according  to  the  returns  made  to  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization  : 

The  value  of  real  estate  was $692,898,768 

The  value  of  personal  property  in  1874  is 261,958,707

Showing  an  increase  of  taxable  values  in  1874  over  that  of  1872 
of  $301,490,024. 

The  above  figures  are  sufficient  to  show  the  operation  of 
the  new  assessment  law  in  securing  the  assessment  of  property 
for  taxation.  As  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  the  old  acts  seemed 
to  provide  for  assessment  on  a  basis  of  actual  cash  value.  It  is  well 
known,  however,  that  such  an  assessment  was  seldom  or  never 
made,  and  that  the  taxable  value  of  property  has  been  much  less 
than   the  value   as  determined  in  ordinary  business  transactions. 
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Under  the  present  assessment  the  real  value  has  been  more  nearly 
obtained  than  ever  before.  In  seme  parts  of  the  State  it  is  thought 
that  the  assessment,  which  was  made  when  the  country  was  in  a 
more  prosperous  condition  than  it  is  now,  is  too  high ;  it  is  reported 
that  in  some  counties  the  taxable  value  of  property  is  greater  than 
it  would  command  in  a  voluntary  sale  for  cash.  Inasmuch,  how- 
ever, as  a  re-assessment  is  to  be  made  in  1875  it  is  probable  that 
the  taxable  value  of  property  will  be  more  uniform  in  that  year 
than  it  has  been  heretofore.  The  operations  of  the  present  law  and 
the  experience  of  officers,  will  serve  as  a  better  guide,  and  the  errors 
of  other  years  may  be  avoided. 

Judging  from  the  statements  and  expressions  which  have  reached 
this  office  siH<;e  the  enactment  of  the  assessment  law,  and  from  my 
knowledge  of  the  great  labor  and  expense  of  making  an  assessment 
of  real  estate,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  assessment  of  real  prop- 
erty once  in  two  years  is  too  often.  The  enhanced  values  obtained 
by  frequent  assessment  will  hardly  offset  the  labor  and  expenses 
involved ;  and,  besides,  the  sensitiveness  of  the  people  in  regard  to 
matters. of  taxation  will  alone  make  it  a  difficult  matter  to  secure  an 
equal  and  uniform  assessment  as  often  as  once  in  two  years.  I  am 
of  the  further  opinion  that  an  assessment  once  in  five  years  will  be 
as  frequent  as  actual  values  and  the  good  of  the  State  will  require. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  county  assessor,  under  the  present  law,  to 
assess  real  estate  once  in  two  years,  and  personal  property  and 
improvements  annually.  If  a  change  is  made  in  the  law,  as  indi- 
cated, it  is  suggested  that  there  should  be  a  county  appraiser  elected 
to  make  the  appraisement  of  real  estate  at  the  times  the  Legislature 
may  decide  upon,  and  an  assessor  for  each  township  elected  each 
tw6  years  to  make  the  annual  assessment  of  personal  property  and 
improvements  for  the  respective  townships. 

The  present  law  imposes  upon  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
the  duty  of  assessing  the  capital  stock  of  all  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  Board  has  discharged  this  duty 
to  the  best  of  their  ability  and  yet  the  assessment  of  that  class  of 
values  is  unsatisfactory  and  unequal.  In  the  first  place  it  has  been 
an  exceedingly  difficult  matter  to  get  returns  from  the  officers  of 
corporations  and  for  county  officers  to  make  the  necessary  returns 
to  the  State ;  and  though  every  efiort  has  been  made  by  this  office, 
and  the  time  extended  from  month  to  month,  it  seemed  impossible 
to  get  full  or  satisfactory  reports  giving  the  numbers  and  kinds  of 
organizations  in  each  county  and  the  amount  and  value  of  tangible 
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property  and  capital  stock  of  eacli.  Without  this  imformation  it  is 
impossible  for  the  State  Board  to  make  the  asfessment  required. 
With  such  reports  as  were  received  in  1873  and  1874  the  Board 
proceeded  to  make  assessments,  though  it  was  well  known  that  a 
large  number  of  companies  in  many  of  the  counties  had  not  been 
reported.  There  were,  consequently,  no  means  of  making  the 
assessments  that  should  have  been  made  to  secure  uniformity. 

In  the  second  place  it  is  a  still  more  difficult  matter  for  corpora- 
tions and  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  returns  to  determine 
the  character  and  value  of  the  intangible  property  known  as  capital 
stock.  The  tangible  property  can  be  seen  by  the  assessor  and  its 
value  ascertained.  The  business  in  which  the  property  is  employed 
probably  pays  ten  per  cent,  over  expenses,  and  the  owners  of  the 
eapital,  which  may  be  represented  by  certificates  of  stock,  receive 
the  profits.  The  tangible  properly  is  taxed  at  its  fair  cash  value 
and  there  the  matter  too  frequently  ends.  The  law,  however,  con- 
templates the  taxation  of  the  tangible  property  and  also  of  the  capi- 
tal stock,  or  the  intangible  value  over  and  above  the  visible  prop- 
erty, if  there  is  any  such  value.  The  manner  of  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  subject  to  taxation  was  set  forth  in  the 
report  of  last  year  as  follows : 

First — The  sworn  statement  of  the  company  or  association,  as 
made  to  the  Auditor  of  the  county,  giving  the  true  value  of  the 
stock. 

Second — The  assessed  value  of  the  company's  tangible  property, 
as  returned  by  the  County  Assessor,  and  forwarded  to  this  office. 

If  the  true  value  of  the  capital  stock  exceeds  the  amount  of  tangi- 
ble property,  the  difference  shows  the  amount  of  capital  stock  to  be 
assessed  by  the  State  Board,  and  to  be  placed  on  the  duplicate  for 
taxation  in  the  county  in  which  the  company  is  doing  business. 

If  the  tangible  property  of  the  company,  which  is  taxed  in  the 
county  in  which  it  is  located,  is  greater  than  the  true  value  of  the 
capital  stock,  there  is  no  stock  for  assessment,  and  it  does  not 
appear  upon  the  duplicate. 

It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  have  reports  from  County  Auditors 
giving  the  sworn  statements  of  companies  in  relation  in  their  capital 
stock,  and  the  assessment  of  the  tangible  property  of  the  companies,. 
as  made  by  the  local  assessors. 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  named  I  suggest  that  the  duties  of  tke 
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County  Assessor  in  getting  returns  of  capital  stock  be  more  defin- 
itely prescribed,  and  that  such  provisions  as  will  secure  full  reporta 
and  prompt  returns  be   added  to  the  present  law.     Also,  that  the 
law  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Board  of 
Equalization  to  assess  the  capital  stock  of  all  purely  local  corpora- 
tions.   One  of  the  great  difficulties  the  State  Board  had  to  encountei' 
was   to  obtain    information    in   relation   to   gravel  road  companie*^, 
building  and  loan  associations,  manufacturing  companies,  and  other 
corporations  of  a  local  character  organized  under  the  laws  governing 
volwntary  associations.     The  County  Boards  can    readily  obtain  the 
information  which  the  State  Board  can  seldom  get  with  the  time  and 
•  means  at  their  command.     With  such   provisions  more  equitable 
assessments  can  be  made  by  officers  who  can  make  personal  examina- 
tion of  men  and  property,  and  the  result  will   be   an  assessment  of 
Mich  property  of  much  greater  uniformity  than  there  is  now.     The 
assessment  of  the  capital   stock  of  railroad  companies,  banks,  tele- 
graph, insurance   companies,  and   similar  organizations,  should   be 
assessed  by  the  State  Board  is  now  provided  for. 

There  is,  however,  a  serious  defect  in  the  law,  in  this  connection^ 
which  should  be  remedied.     It  provides  for  the  assessment  of  the 
capital  stock  of  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State^, 
but  makes  no  provisions,  free  from  legal  objections,  for  assessing  the 
stock,  or  proportionate  share  of  the  stock,  of  companies  organize<l. 
under   the  laws  of  other  States,  and  doing  business  in   Indiana. 
There  is  a  large  number  of  companies  of  such  character  whose  capi- 
tal stock   can   not  be  reached,  or  any  part  of  it.     There  is,  in  such 
stock,  a  value  which   is  protected   by  the  laws    of  the  State,   and 
remunerative  to  the  holders,  which  should  be  taxed  as  other  prop- 
erty is,  and  made  to  share  a  portion  of  the  assessment  of  taxation. 
To  this  end  the  method  of  assessing  the  stock,  or  proportionate 
share  in  the  State,  and  of  determining  its  value,  should  be  clearly 
defined,  and  the  duties  of  companies  and  officers  plainly  set  forth. 
Among  the  minor  defects  in  the  present  assessment  law  is  one  iia 
relation  to  the  collection  of  the  delinquent  taxes  after  the  November 
settlement.     If  any  efforts  are  to  be  made  to  collect  the  November 
delinquency,  the  settlement  of  the  April  delinquency,  and  of  the 
collections  made  on   the  second  installment,  should  be  made  by  the 
15th  of  October.     The  Treasurer  should  then  have  till  the  15th  of 
December  to  cellect  delinquencies  and  make  returns,  after  which  aU 
delinquencies  remaining  should  be  carried  to  the  new  duplicate. 


LOCAL  TAXATION. 


In  order  to  make  as  complete  an  exhibit  of  the  condition  of  the 
State  as  possible,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  assessment  of  property  and 
levy  of  taxes,  I  have  compiled  a  table  showing  the  rates  of  taxation 
in  the  State,  by  counties,  and  the  total  average  levy  on  the  hundred 
dollars  in  each  county,  for  1873,  and  a  table  of  county  levies  for 
1874.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  tables  that  local  taxation  always  and 
greatly  exceeds  that  imposed  for  State  purposes.  When  municipal 
are  added  to  county  and  township  levies  the  aggregate  not  unfre- 
quently  amounts  to  three  or  four  times  the  legislative  tax. 

A  correct  knowledge  of  the  burdens  imposed  by  local  necessity 
or  enterprise  or  taste,  upon  property,  or  by  existing  indebtedness,  is 
important  to  the  capitalist  looking  for  investments,  and  to  emigrants 
looking  for  homes.  A  serious  difference  in  the  rate  of  taxation 
may  easily  make  all  the  difference  between  a  paying  and  losing 
enterprise.  When  the  aggregate  of  local  and  general  taxes  amounts, 
as  it  does  in  many  cases,  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  cash  value  of  prop- 
erty, under  the  new  assessment  law,  so  large  an  abstraction  from 
available  resources  becomes  an  item  of  importance  in  calculating 
the  chances  of  a  manufacture,  or  other  application  of  capital.  It 
will  effect  real  estate  investments,  especially  when,  as  in  cities,  it 
may  be  additionally  charged  with  the  cost  of  improvements  which 
the  owners  neither  ask  for,  nor  see  any  necessity  for.  So  will  the 
amount  of  indebtedness,  not  only  as  exhibiting  the  diversions  of  a 
portion  of  the  revenue  from  other  services,  but  as  exhibiting  the 
prudence  or  incaution  of  the  city's  policy. 

County  and  township  debts,  as  well  as  those  of  cities,  ought  to  be 
fully  reported  every  year.  These  with  the  taxes,  the  assessments, 
and  the  reports  of  agricultural  and  other  industrial  products,  and 
the  hygienic,  educational,  and   moral  condition  of  the  county,  or 
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township  or  city,  will  give  every  in  juirer  full  information  of  the 
circumstances  both  of  advantage  and  disadvantage  in  which  he  will 
place  himself  by  locating  in  either.  It  is  such  information  as  every 
State  should  be  able  to  give  and  which  few  or  no  States  can  give. 
Letters  are  constantly  received  at  this  office  asking  it,  but,  excepting 
occasionally  and  imperfectly,  it  cannot  be  furnished. 

The  amount  of  local  taxation  will  readily  suggest  the  importance 
of  some  limitation  of  the  power  of  imposing  it.  The  taxes  for 
general  purposes,  in  cities,  is  limited,  but  for  special  purposes  muni- 
cipal and  county  and  township  authorities  are  allowed  the  rather 
liberal  range  of  their  own  discretion  or  fancy,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
occasional  improper  uses  of  the  revenue.  Such  abuses  exist,  every- 
body knows,  and  the  permission  of  unlimited  taxation  for  special 
purposes  encourages  them.  The  expedient  of  increasing  a  special 
levy  is  too  frequently  the  step  that  leads  to  official  irregularities, 
and  improper  diversions  of  the  people's  money.  Thoroughly  honest 
and  reasonably  prudent  men  cannot  be  expected  to  be  put  in  control 
of  local  or  municipal  aifairs  ahvays,  by  so  miscellaneous  a  popula- 
tion as  is  usually  found  in  cities,  and  one  bad  administration  will 
undo  the  good  of  a  dozen  honest  ones,  and  set  an  example  of  mis- 
chief to  a  dozen  more.  It  is  not  easy  for  a  general  law  to  benefi- 
cially limit  the  revenue  a  city  or  other  local  government  may  raise 
for  particular  purposes,  but  no  reasonable  limitation  can  do  so  much 
mischief  by  restricting  the  means  of  possible  good  as  the  absence  of 
limitation  may  do  in  opening  the  way  to  probable  evil.

WABASH  AND  ERIE  CANAL. 


The  action  of  the  General  Assembly  in  session  January,  1873, 
and  of  the  people  of  the  State  thereafter,  in  adopting  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  forbidding  any  recognition  of  liabil- 
ity to  pay  or  redeem  any  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  certificates 
of  stock,  has  been  deemed  conclusive,  as  far  as  pertains  to  the 
liability  named.  The  State,  however,  is,  in  pursuance  of  law,  still 
interested  in  the  condition  and  management  of  the  canal.  One  of 
the  trustees  is  elected  for  the  State  by  the  General  Assembly,  and 
he,  with  a  trustee  in  New  York,  and  a  resident  trustee  for  the 
canal,  have  charge  of  the  trust  created  by  the  acts  of  1846  and  1847, 
in  relation  thereto.  As  provided  in  said  acts,  the  trustees  are  re- 
quired to  report  to  the  Auditor  of  State  semi-annually,  up  to  the 
first  days  of  April  and  October,  giving  a  minute  and  detailed  state- 
ment of  their  receipts  and  expenditures,  accompanied  by  the  proper 
vouchers.  I  have  received  from  Hon.  Thomas  Dowling,  the  resi- 
dent trustee,  at  Terre  Haute,  a  summarized  report  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  from  July  1,  1847,  to  October  1,  1874,  and  also  state- 
ments, semi-annually,  from  October  1,  1863,  to  October  1,  1874. 
The  letter  of  the  resident  trustee,  and  the  summarized  statement, 
are  given  herewith.

PROPERTY  EXEMPT  FROM  TAXATION. 


The  question  is  frequently  asked,  what  property  is  exempt  front 
taxation,  and  what  is  the  value  of  such  property  in  the  State? 
Section  seven  of  the  assessment  law  of  1873  sets  forth  the  classes 
of  property  which  are  exempt,  viz :  property  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  State  of  Indiana ;  of  any  county,  city  or  town ;  buildings 
erected  for  religious  worship,  and  the  land  whereon  such  building  is 
situated,  not  exceeding  ten  acres ;  also  every  cemetery  ;  buildings 
erected  for  literary,  benevolent,  charitable  and  scientific  institu- 
tions, and  the  tract  of  land  on  which  they  are  situated,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  acres;  also,  the  property  of  any  town,  township,  city  or 
county  set  apart  for  such  purposes ;  land  granted  for  common 
schools  so  long  as  they  are  unsold  ;  real  estate  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  manual  labor  schools  and  colleges,  and  real  estate  not  to 
exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  for  each ;  and  the  property, 
to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars  of  a  widow  or  unmarried 
female,  or  of  any  female  minor  whose  father  is  deceased,  if  the 
whole  estate  owned  by  such  person  does  not  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  as  nearly  as  possible  the  amount 
of  property  in  the  State  exempt  from  taxation  I  issued  a  circular  to 
County  Auditors  asking  them  to  make  returns  to  me  of  all  such 
property,  giving  the  different  classes,  and  fixing  the  values  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  other  property  is  assessed  for  taxation.  The 
returns  are  incomplete,  forty-two  counties  only  having  repoi'ted, 
but  they  are  sufficient  to  show  a  very  large  amount  of  property, 
outside  of  the  property  of  the  State,  and  of  cities  and  of  towns  and 
counties,  upon  which  no  taxes  are  levied  or  collected.

THE  SAVINGS   BANKS. 


The  statements  and  examinations  of  the  savings  banks  in  the 
State,  made  as  provided  by  law,  and  given  herewith,  conveys  a 
very  fair  idea  of  the  business,  condition  and  affairs  generally  of 
those  institutions.  The  average  aggregate  amount  of  deposits  of 
the  several  banks  is  one  million,  two  hundred  and  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars.  This  is  not  a  very  large  amount  compared  with 
the  capital  of  other  banking  corporations  in  the  State;  and  though 
it  shows  well,  and  especially  the  amount  of  deposits  in  the  three 
or  four  principal  cities,  it  is  evident  that  the  active  use  ol  money 
in  the  West  in  the  purchase  of  homes,  in  investment  in  business, 
and  the  various  channels  of  trade  which  are  open  to  people  of 
limited  means  as  well  as  to  the  more  pretentious  capitalist,  pre- 
vents the  great  accumulation  of  money  in  savings  banks.  The 
banks,  however,  have  a  comparatively  short  history,  having  been 
organized  since  the  passage  of  the  present  law  in  1869.  The 
statements  show  steady  increase  in  business  excepting  during  the 
few  months  following  the  panic  of  1873,  when  deposits  were 
largely  withdraw^n.  In  the  banks  which  have  continued  business 
confidence  has  been  apparently  entirely  restored. 

The  spirit  and  tenor  of  the  law  governing  savings  banks,  en- 
acted May  12,  1869,  make  it  the  duty  of  the  managers  to  secure 
as  large  a  per  cent,  of  net  earnings,  for  the  benefit  of  depositors, 
as  may  be  possible.  To  this  end  the  trustees  are  required  to 
serve  gratuitously  and  to  take  every  precaution  in  making  invest- 
ments. This  duty  has  evidently  been  discharged  successfully  as 
there  are  no  serious  losses  reported,  and  the  net  earnings  are  about 
eight  per  cent,  for  depositors.     It  is  fair  to  say,  however,  that  the 
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services  of  the  trustees  involve  much  attention  and  responsibility, 
and  necessarily  require  considerable  time.  As  they  can  not  bor- 
Tow  any  of  the  money  on  deposit,  or  in  any  manner  use  the  same, 
:and  are  held  and  governed  by  strict  legal  obligations,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  some  remuneration  for  the  service  rendered  should  be 
provided  for.  There  must  be  some  compensation  for  such  servi- 
ces, either  in  the  privileges  enjoyed,  or  in  actual  pay,  or  the  inter- 
est in  the  alfairs  of  the  institution  can  not  be  long  maintained. 
It  is  better  to  openly  recognize  the  value  of  the  service  rendered, 
and  make  payment,  even  at  the  risk  of  reducing  the  per  cent,  of 
net  earnings,  than  to  compel  managers  to  resort  to  what  may  be 
questionable  privileges,  to  secure  some  remuneration  for  their  atten- 
tion. It  does  not  appear  from  any  examination,  or  report,  that 
the  law  has  been  disregarded  or  evaded  in  this  relation.  It  is 
apparent,  however,  that  valuable  services  are  rendered  without 
remuneration;  and  it  is  believed  that  this  feature  of  the  law,  if 
allowed  to  remain,  will  ultimately  seriously  impair  the  usefulness 
of  savings  banks.  The  amendment  of  March  7,  1873,  permits  the 
payment  of  trustees  acting  as  officers,  but  not  of  trustees  alone, 
while  the  requirements  of  the  law,  in  regard  to  their  duties,  remain 
the  same.  Attention  has  been  directed  to  this  in  other  reports  of 
the  office,  and  it  is  not  necessary,  therefore,  to  say  more  now.  If 
the  suggestions  made  do  not  receive  legislative  attention,  it  must  be 
because  the  public  interests,  or  the  proper  management  of  the  banks, 
do  not  require  it. 

During  the  two  years  past  I  have  appointed  Hon.  M.  C.  Garber, 
of  Madison,  to  examine  the  banks  at  South  Bend,  LaPorte,  and 
Fort  Wayne ;  Hon.  Thomas  Underwood  to  examine  the  banks  at 
Lafayette,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Burnett  to  examine  the  banks  at  India- 
napolis, Evansville,  and  Terre  Haute.  The  reports  of  the  examin- 
ers are  given  in  the  following  pages :

In  pursuance  of  an  appointment  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  the 
undersigned,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  November,  1873,  exam- 
ined into  the  ''condition,  working,  and  affairs  generally"  of  the 
"  People's  Savings  Bank,"  as  required  by  section  forty-seven  of  "  an 
act  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  savings  banks,"  etc.,  approved 
May  12,  1869.

The  present  trustees  are,  James  M.  Shackelford,  James  Steele,, 
Christian  Miller,  Christian  Hedderich,  M.  Muhlhousen,  John  Rhein- 
lander,  and  John  Laval. 

The  officers  of  the  bank,  are : 
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Fresident — General  James  M.  Shackelford. 
Vice-Presidents — James  Steele  and  M.  Muhlhousen- 
Secretary  and  Treasurer — John  Laval. 

The  Treasurer's  bond  is  for  the  sum  of  $50,000,  approved  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  trustees  are  held  monthly.  They  are 
kept  up  regularly,  and  the  Secretary  makes  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  each  meeting.  The  record  seemed  to  be  well  kept,  as  also 
all  the  books  and  records  of  the  bank. 

The  Treasurer  has  exclusive  custody  of  the  books,  funds,  an(J 
other  property  and  seems  to  be  thoroughly  informed  in  all 
that  pertains  to  the  business  of  the  association,  and  being  an  old  and 
highly  respected  citizen,  is  well  acquainted  with  the  standing  and 
circumstances  of  those  who  have  business  relations  with  the  Bank. 

The  President,  General  James  M.  Shackelford,  is  also  an  old  and 
prominent  citizen.  He  is  the  attorney  and  legal  adviser,  and  all 
matters  relating  to  the  legal  execution  of  notes,  mortgages,  etc.,  are 
submitted  to  him. 

There  is  also  a  Finance  Committee,  which,  at  the  regular  meet- 
ings, examines  the  "  paper,"  and  takes  cognizance  of  all  that  is  done- 
by  the  Treasurer.

CHARACTER   OF   ASSETS. 

All  the  notes  upon  real  estate  are  secured  by  first  mortgages.  The 
rule  is  to  take  real  estate  worth  more  than  double  the  amount  loaned, 
the  value  of  the  property  clear  of  perishable  improvements  being  the 
assessment  for  taxation.  Notes  upon  country  property  are  secured 
by  first  mortgage  upon  improved  farms.  The  notes  secured  by  per- 
gonal security  are  signed  or  indorsed  by  the  borrower  and  two  or 
more  freeholders,  and  well  known  business  men.  In  one  or  two 
cases  where  there  were  not  two  sureties  besides  the  borrower,  there 
■was  collateral  security  of  equivalent  value. 

The  Mount  Vernon  City  Bonds  are  deemed  to  be  a  good  invest- 
ment. 

The  real  estate  is  a  three  story  brick  business  house,  well  situa- 
ted in  the  business  center,  and  of  a  character  that  will  appreciate  in 
value.  It  is  designed  to  improve  the  building  so  that  it  may  be 
occupied  by  the  Bank,  and  rented  for  the  benefit  of  the  association, 
there  being  more  room  than  will  be  required  for  its  business. 

The  ca:sh  and  cash  items,  for  current  expenses  are  kept  oh  deposit, 
subject  to  call,  and  are  made  as  remunerative  as  the  circumstances 
will  permit. 

LIABILITIES. 

There  are  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  open  accounts  with  depositors, 
making  an  aggregate  of  $253,332  49. 

The  following  table  shows  the  condition  of  the  deposits  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  from  the  1st  of  January',  1873.  As  will  be 
seen  it  shows  a  steady  increase  each  month  until  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember, when  the  panic  affected  all  banking  business,  and  materiallj 
curtailed  the  transactions  of  deposit  and  discount.

The  ac«ounts  of  depositors  vary  from  five  dollars  to  four  thousand 
seven  hundred  dollars.  One  half  of  the  accounts,  however,  are 
small,  and  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars.  They  represent  the 
earnings  of  mechanics,  laborers  and  others,  and  are  the  savings  of 
widows,  children  and  frugal  heads  of  families.  There  are  at  present 
no  deposits  of  trust  funds,  nor  any  made  by  order  of  court. 

The  aggregate  number  of  depositors  since  the  organization  of  the 
Bank  is  two  thousand  and  eight  hundred.  These  have  increased 
the  business  at  the  rate  of  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  a 
year,  and  the  increase  was  kept  up  until  the  panic  in  September, 
Since  then,  however,  a  comparitively  small  number  of  depositors 
have  withdrawn  their  money.  Those  who  demand  their  money  are 
paid  after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  required  by  law. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  condition  of  the  deposit 
account  from  January  1st,  1873  to  November  1st  :

The  amount  of  deposits  withdrawn  during  the  same  time  is 
$293,556  57,  balance  November  1st,  $267,132  67. 

The  decline  of  deposits  during  the  days  of  the  panic  will  neces- 
sarily diminish  the  earnings  of  the  Bank,  and  have  a  corresponding 
effect  upon   discount  and  interest  and   dividends.     The  Bank   has 
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paper  maturing  during  this  and  next  month  amounting  to  $90,000. 
If  the  demand  for  deposits  continues,  it  will  be  necessary  to  hold 
the  receipts  for  the  payment  of  depositors,  and  to  that  exteet,  the 
business  and  the  usefulness  of  the  association  will  be  diminished. 
It  is  proper  to  say  that  depositors  are  not  clamorous  so  far  as  I 
could  learn  or  observe ;  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  close  of  the 
year  will  bring  with  it  a  desire  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  been 
saving  their  means,  to  take  out  at  least  a  portion  of  their  money  to 
meet  obligations,  etc. 

Whether  the  bank  will  be  able  to  collect  all  of  the  $90,000, 
maturing  during  this  and  next  month,  is  something  I,  or  any  person 
not  familiar  with  the  entire  business,  and  especially  of  the  condition 
of  the  borrowers,  can  not  easily  determine.  The  "  paper  "  seems  to 
be  good  and  the  loans  to  have  been  carefully  made,  on  short  time, 
and  to  persons  in  good  circumstances.  The  general  depression  in 
business  and  trade,  the  discharge  of  employees,  the  low  prices  of 
products,  etc.,  will  undoubtedly  make  it  difficult  for  some  borrowers 
to  meet  their  obligations  promptly.  This  fact,  hewever,  does  not 
indicate  danger  of  loss,  or  such  a  depreciation  of  values  as  to  imperil 
any  of  the  resources  of  the  bank.  The  earnings  of  the  organization 
amount  to  $55,165.65  from  the  date  of  commencing  business  Sep- 
tember 10,1869.

Six  dividends  have  been  declared :  January  and  July  1,  1871  ;

Earnings. 

The  earnings  of  the  bank,  from  January  1,  1873,  to  November  1, 
amount  to  $15,395.92.  The  average  rate  of  interest  charged  is 
twelve  per  cent.  The  dividends  paid  January  1  and  July  1,  1873, 
amount  to  $17,746.84,  which  includes^a  portion  of  the  earnings  of 
1873. 

SUEPLUS   FUND. 

The  Surplus  Fund  is  $6,508.45.  On  the  first  day  of  January, 
1873,  it  constituted  three-sixteenths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  deposits, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  July,  four-fifths  of  one  per  cent. 

EXAMINATIONS   AND   REPORTS. 

There  have  been  three  examinations  of  the  condition  of  the  bank 
since  its  organization,  the  certificates  of  which  show  it  to  have 
been  in  good  condition  at  the  times  the  examinations  were  made; 
The  officers  have  reported  regularly,  as  required  by  law,  and  there 
has  been  an  evident  desire  and  intention  to  comply  with  the  obliga- 
tions imposed  upon  them. 

I  am  justified  in  saying  that  so  far  as  my  examinations  and 
observation  went  the  bank  has  been  carefully  managed  in  the  inter- 
est of  its  depositors,  and  that  under  its  present  management,  and 
ordinary  circumstances,  it  will  continue  its  usefulness  to  the  small 
depositors,  and  be  a  safe  depository  of  the  savings  of  the  mechanic, 
laborer,  children  and  others. 

If  the  panic,  which  has  so  seriously  deranged  all  classes  of  busi  - 
ness,  continues  it  will  probably  reduce  the  amount  of  deposits,  and 
compel  the  managers  to  collect  largely  of  their  resources  to  meet 
the  demands.  This  will  necessarily  diminish  the  discount  and 
interest  accounts,  which  exhibit  the  earnings  of  the  Bank,  and  curtail 
the  benefits  of  the  association. 

In  this  relation  it  is  proper  to  say  that  it  is  possible  for  an 
emergency  to  arise  in  which  the  extraordinary  demands  of  depositors 
would   embarrass  the   officers  of  any  savings  bank  as  now  doing 
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business  under  the  law.  The  deposits  of  such  a  bank  are  not  kept 
for  display.  They]  must  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  and  kept 
actively  employed.  Money  must  be  loaned  on  short  time,  on  the 
best  "  paper,"  with  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  both  the  borrower 
and  depositor,  and  there  are  times  when  it  is  wise  to  permit  the 
renewal  or  continuation  of  a  loan.  Inasmuch  as  the  law  provides 
almost  specifically  how  the  money  in  a  savings  bank  shall  be 
invested,  it  was  suggested  by  the  Treasurer  that  there  should  be 
some  provision  to  enable  the  officers  or  the  Auditor  of  State  to  take 
such  action,  in  unusual  emergencies,  as  would  fully  protect  the 
depositors  and  save  the  banks  from  a  premature  winding  up  of  their 
business.

Up  to  the  25th  of  September,  when  the  panic  reached  Indianapo- 
lis, business  increased  steadily.  At  the  time  named,  the  rule 
requiring  notice  before  deposits  could  be  taken  out  was  enforced  for 
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the  first  time  since  the  organization,  and  the  rule  was  continued  in 
force  until  the  middle  of  January,  1874,  when  it  was  suspended, 
and  depositors  paid  on  call. 

Deposits  began  to  increase,  as  shosvn  in  the  monthly  statement,  in 
March  of  this  year,  and  confidence,  as  far  as  it  pertained  to  this 
bank,  was  restored.  The  average  daily  increase  in  March  was  four 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-eigh'  cents.  The  class  of 
depositors  having  from  fifty  dollars  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
has  materially  increased  since  the  panic.  Our  collections  have  been 
attended  with  little  difficulty,  having  had  to  sue  but  two  parties 
since  the  organization ;  but  the  officers  had  to  exercise  their  judg- 
ment during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

During  the  examination  the  various  accounts,  bank  books,  and 
other  evidences  of  credit  were  shown  the  examiner,  and  every  facil- 
ity offered  to  obtain  the  information  asked  for.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  business  of  the  bank  is  carefully  conducted,  and  in  i-ccord- 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law.

The  Fort  Wayne  savings  bank  has  been  managed  with  sound  dis- 
cretion and  ability  and  with  satisfaction  to  depositors  and  borrowers 
doing  business  with  it. 

Since  January,  1874,  the  bank  has  been  winding  up  its  business 
and  expects  to  pay  out  by  the  first  of  January,  1875,  and  close  its 
business  finally.  The  amount  on  deposit  at  the  close  of  business, 
August  17,  1874,  was  |3,4o8.05.  Cash  on  deposit  to  pay  depositors,. 
$3,458.05. 

The  savings  bank  at  La  Porte  and  also  at  South  Bend  are  consid- 
ered by  the  managers  and  depositors  to  have  been  fairly  successful^ 
greater  than  the  margin  of  the  gross  receipts  seem  to  warrant. 
These  banks,  as  the  examination  shows,  borrow  at  eight  per  cent, 
interest,  and  loan  at  ten  per  cent.,  a  margin  of  only  two  per  cent, 
for  gross  earnings.  This  small  margin  necessitates  the  bank  to  loan 
deposits  actively  and  prevents  them  from  keeping  a  cash  balance  on 
hand  for  emergencies  such  as  occurred  in  September,  1873.  During 
that  panic  the  confidence  of  the  depositors  in  the  integrity  of  the  Trus- 
tees and  officers  of  the  bank  alone  saved  them.  Their  assets  were 
ni  bills  and  notes  yet  to  mature  and  a  run  on  them  would  have  com- 
pelled a  suspension.  The  withdrawal  from  both  banks  was  large, 
but  both  paid  promptly  every  demand  upon  them. 
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The  building  associations,  organized  under  the  statutes  of  the  State 
offer  greater  inducements.  They  are  also  savings  banks,  with  this 
difference :  the  deposits  are  not  voluntary,  they  are  obligatory,  to 
the  amount  fixed  at  one  dollar  per  week,  and  for  a  definite  time. 

The  building  associations  cut  off  the  deposits  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
savings  bank  so  much  that  its  managers  foifnd  it  to  be  unremunera- 
tive,  and,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  report,  caused  them  to  close  the 
concern. 

It  seems  that  the  voluntary  savings  banks,  i.  e.,  deposits  of  sur- 
plus in  small  amounts,  to  be  withdrawn  at  pleasure  by  the  deposit- 
ors, can  not  increase  or  become  more  remunerative  in  competition 
with  building  associations,  unless  the  margin  of  the  profits  of  the 
former  are  increased. 

To  the  care  and  economical  management  of  Mr.  Viuing  at  La 
Porte  'and  Mr.  Seixas  of  North  Bend  the  success  of  these  two 
banks  are  mainly  to  be  attributed.

The  surplus  fund  of  the  bank  is  $9,585,  or  seven  and  one-half 
per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  deposits. 

The  net  earnings  of  the  bank  are  eight  per  cent.,  which  is  the 
amount  paid  to  de})Ositors.  The  number  of  depositors,  at  the  date 
of  examination,  is  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  two,  having  an 
aggregate  of  $126,445.85  in  the  bank. 

The  highest  deposit  by  anyone  individual  is  $6,981.74;  the 
lowest,  twenty-five  cents.

The  effect  of  the  panic  of  1873  is  observable  in  this,  as  in  other 
banks,  in  the  falling  off  of  deposits  during  the  months  from  Novem- 
ber 1,  1873,  to  April,  1874.  As  shown  in  the  statement  the  deposits 
have  increased  from  the  latter  date,  until  now  the  amount  exceeds 
that  of  November,  1873. 

Judging  from  the  character  of  the  assets,  the  amount  of  surplus 
fund  on  hand,  and  the  net  earnings  of  the  bank,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  its  affairs  are  carefully  and  economically  managed,  and  that  it 
is  in  a  prosperous  condition.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  ef  an  act  to  authorize  and  reg- 
ulate the  incorporation  of  banks  of  discount  and  deposit,  in  the 
State  of  Indiana,  I  have  called  upon  the  banks  for  the  reports 
required  by  the  law,  and  herewith  sumbit  the  same. 

The  following  banks  have  been  organized  under  this  law,  and 
from  reports  made  to  this  department  and  the  examinations  made, 
they  appear  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition  and  the  provisions  of  the 
law  complied  with  :

With  the  approval  of  the  Governor  I  appointed  George  Hazzard^ 
Esq.,  of  New  Castle,  and  A.  B.  Walker,  Esq.,  of  Kokomo,  to  make 
examinations  of  these  banks  as  required  by  law.  Their  reports  are 
herewith  submitted. 

These  gentlemen  have  good  business  qualifications  and  experi- 
ence in  banking,  and  I  believe  have  given  close  attention  to  the 
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business  entrusted  to  them,  and  their  reports  are  in  every  way  satis- 
iactory  to  this  department. 

Only  two  of  the  banks  were  examined  by  Mr.  Walker,  the  Mad- 
ison County  Bank  at  Anderson,  and  the  Citizens'  State  Bank  at 
New  Castle.  In  his  report  he  submits  some  amendments,  which  he 
thinks  should  be  made  to  the  law,  and  which  meet  with  my 
approval,  and   I  hope  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  Legislature. 


New  Castle,  Ind.,  Oct.  20,  1874. 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  detailed  and  veri- 
fied report  of  the  condition  of  each  bank  in  the  State  of  Indiana, 
organized  under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  an  "act 
to  authorize  and  regulate  the  incorporation  of  banks  of  discount  and 
deposit  in  the  State  of  Indiana,"  approved  February  7,  1873, 
examined  by  me  under  authority  issued  by  you  in  pursuance  of 
section  eighteen  of  said  act. 

Of  the  banks  organized  under  said  act,  the  following  are  not 
now  in  operation : 

The  "  Market  Savings  and  Exchange  Bank,"  of  Crown  Point, 
Lake  county,  organized  July  22,  1873,  with  a  capital  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars. 

The  "Farmers'  Bank,"  of  Mooresville,  Morgan  county,  organized 
July  11,  1873,  with  a  capital  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

The  "  People's  Bank,"  of  Princeton,  Gibson  County,  organized 
May  14th,  1873,  with  a  capital  of  $50,000,  was  changed  into  a 
national  bank  October  1,  1874. 

I  am  now  a  stockholder  in  the  Citizens'  State  Bank,  of  New  Cas- 
tle, Henry  County,  organized  May  24,  1873,  with  a  capital  of 
$130,000,  and  when  the  examinations  w^ere  being  made  I  was  a 
stockholder  in  the  Madison  County  Bank,  of  Anderson,  Madison 

county,  organized ,  1874,  with  a  capital  of  $100,000,  therefore, 

1  did  not  examine  either  of  the  above  named  banks. 

I  have  given  the  resources  and  liabilities  of  each  bank  on  the 
date  of  examination,  and  I  cm  safely  say  that  they  are  all  in  good 
condition,  and  prudently  managed.  Under  the  items  of  Loans  and 
Discounts  is  included  loans  made  usually  on  personal  security, 
although  I  find  in  some  of  the  banks  that  loans  made  on  mortgaged 
security  is  also  included,  which,  in  my  opinion,  more  properly 
belongs  to  Stocks,  Bonds  and  Mortgages. 
A.  S.— 6 
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I  find  the  general  rule  among  the  bankers  to  be,  that  money  is 
loaned  on  two  good  endorsers,  to  be  approved  by  the  officers  of  the 
bank,  or,  in  some  cases,  by  a  discount  committee,  consisting  usually 
of  three  members,  and  meeting  weekly  on  some  stated  day. 

The  banks  have  very  properly  confined  their  loans  to  their  res- 
pective localities. 

Under  the  items  of  Stocks,  Bonds  and  Mortgages  is  included 
money  loaned  on  mortgages,  stocks  that  the  bank  may  hold,  and 
bonds  of  the  Government,  States  and  counties. 

I  have  found  the  organization  of  the  banks  to  have  been  proper^ 
and  that  the  necessary  papers  have  been  duly  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  his  receipt  obtained  therefor.  I  believe  in  every 
case  tlie  by-laws  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
stockholders,  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the 
bank  at  stated  times,  and  report  thereon,  and  to  examine  and  report 
on  the  sufficiency  of  the  security  held  for  its  loans.  And  this,  in  my 
opinion  is  the  best  safeguard  that  can  be  had  against  improper  man- 
agement, or  any  system  of  banking,  as  it  stimulates  those  in 
authority  to  the  prudent  and  economical  management  of  the  affairs 
ot  the  bank,  and  gives  every  stockholder  an  opportunity  to  become 
familiar  with  its  operations.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  formal  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  "  The  Madison  County  Bank,"  at  Ander- 
son, Indiana,  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
September,  1874,  as  ascertained  by  me  b}^  personal  examination. 
For  your  information  I  beg  to  submit  in  addition  to  the  said  formal 
statement  a  few  items  of  interest  in  reference  to  the  affairs  and 
workings  of  said  bank,  as  contemplated  by  the  law. 

The  loans  and  discount  are  made  up  of  mortgage  paper,  time 
accommodation  loans,  and  commercial  paper.  Some  of  the  paper  is 
past  due,  but  I  found  none  past  due  six  months,  interest  unpaid. 
About  $10,000  of  the  loans  is  on  stockholders  of  the  bank,  given  in 
payment  of  stock,  running  past  due,  as  shown  by  its  tenor,  at  ten 
per  cent,  interest,  but  with  a  verbal  agreement,  as  I  was  informed, 
that  it  should  be  paid  six  months  after  date.  The  over  drafts  as 
shown  in  statement  are  $1,040.21.  The  Cashier  informed  me  that 
A.  8.-7 
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these  were  mainly  by  merchants  who  had  gone  to  buy  goods,  and 
whose  deposits  would  soon  cover  the  same. 

The  amount  due  from  other  banks  is  $3,751.22,  and  cash  on  hand 
$7,635.89,  making  in  availables  §11,387.11,  which  I  would  con- 
sider a  fair  reserve  for  their  deposits  of  $39,025.75. 

Furniture  and  fixtures  are  carried  at  $1,633.  The  safe  is  a  fire 
proof  with  burglar  chest.  Think  it  a  good  safe,  better  protection,, 
however,  against  l>urglars  than  fire. 

The  expense  account  is  $1,581.59,  which  includes  salaries  of  offi- 
cers as  I  was  informed.  The  item  of  profit  and  loss  is  the  result  of 
shortages  at  different  times. 

I  found,  however,  that  their  loans  and  discounts  invoiced  about 
as  much  more  than  their  books  show,  than  this  profit  and  loss  item. 
In  reference  to  the  other  side  of  the  account,  liabilities,  they  are 
mostly  to  the  shareholders.  The  capital  stock,  $100,000,  is  all  paid 
up  as  shown  by  the  books.  The  item  of  discount  covers  all  their 
profits  shown,  from  date  of  organization  to  date  of  this  examina- 
tion, say r $6,658  65 

Deduct  from  this  expense  account 1,581   59 

Shows  net  gain  of $5,077  06 

The  amount  due  depositors  is  not  large,  $39,025.75,  when  com- 
pared to  their  capital.  This  is  thought  to  be  owing  to  losses 
incurred  by  depositors  at  Anderson,  within  the  last  year.  The 
books  are  kept  in  a  very  short  form,  only  two  books  being  used  for 
individual  business,  and  two  for  general  business,  one  collection 
Register,  Tickler,  Minute  Register  and  Statement  Book.  The 
notes  and  bills  had  not  been  invoiced  since  commencing  business,  as 
I  was  informed.  The  accounts  of  depositors  have  not  been  balanced 
at  the  close  of  each  month,  either  on  individual  ledger  or  depositors* 
pass  books,  as  is  the  usual  custom  with  banks.  In  a  small  busi- 
ness as  their  deposits  now  are,  this  might  not  work  any  serious 
trouble,  but  it  is  not  to  be  commended.  The  minute  book  contain- 
ing copy  of  articles  of  association,  by-laws,  etc.,  is  in  good  shape, 
having  been  well  kept,  and  everything  so  far  as  I  could  ascertain, 
has  been  regularly  done  in  getting  up  the  organization.  The  daily 
balances  have  been  kept  in  good  form.  • 
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The  loans  and  discounts  are  all  submitted  to,  and  passed  on,  bv  a 
Finance  Committee,  and  the  bank  has  its  regular  discount  days.

To  enable  your  honor  to  more  fully  understand  the  condition  of 
said  bank,  I  would  make  the  following  comments  upon  the  above 
statement,  to  wit.:  Of  the  item  of  loans  and  discounts,  $168,920.90, 
$1,300.58  is  in  judgments  ;  $9,095.82  is  past  due  and  not  sued  on, 
and  $261,09  of  this  past  due  paper  is  more  than  six  months  past 
due  and  interest  unpaid.

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Before  closing  this  report  permit  me  to  ofler  the  following  sug- 
gestions in  reference  to  the  law  under  which  this  and  similar  banks 
in  this  State  are  organized  : 

There  should  be  an  amendment  to  the  law  limiting  the  amount 
which  may  be  loaned  to  any  one  individual  or  firm  to  an  amount  of 
say  not  exceeding  one- tenth  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  bank 
making  the  loan.  Also  requiring  the  banks  to  keep  a  reserve  of 
available  means  on  hand  at  all  times  of  say  twenty-five  per  cent,  of 
their  deposits.  This  reserve  might  be  composed  of  current  funds  in 
safe  and  money  in  hands  of  city  correspondents,  subject  to  sight 
draft. 

These  amendments  are,  I  think,  necessary  to  insure  the  prudent 
and  careful  management  of  banks  organized  under  the  law.

TPE   OLD  FREE  BANKS. 

It  is  proper  in  this  report  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  old 
banking  system  inaugurated  by  the  law  of  March  3,  1855,  is  no  longer 
in  existence.  Banks  and  banking  companies  organized  under  the 
law  have  discontinued  business.  A  large  number  have  taken  up 
their  State  bonds  and  other  secureties  and  filed  personal  bonds  with 
approved  security  conditioned  for  the  redemption  of  outstanding 
circulating  notes. 

There  is  in  my  hands,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  cash  proceeds  of 
the  securities  of  suspended  banks  amounting  to  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  forty-five  cents  ($2,815.45),  which 
belong  to  the  old  suspended  banks  enumerated  below.  The  money 
has  been  held  for  many  years  to  redeem  the  notes  of  the  bauka 
named;  but  it  is  evident,  from  the  fact  that  notes  are  rarely 
presented  for  payment — none  during  the  past  two  years — that  there 
are  very  few  in  existence.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  money 
on  hand  be  turned  over  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Treasury,  wdth 
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the  provision  that  if  at  any  time  any  of  the  notes  are  presented  for 
payment,  warrants  for  the  proper  amounts  be  issued  upon  the  Treas- 
urer of  State.

THE  COLLEGE  FUND. 


Under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved  June  17th,  1852, 
and  an  act  approved  March  2d,  1859,  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  the 
University  lands  in  Monroe  and  Gibson  counties,  and  of  other  lands 
granted  by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  for  the  use 
of  the  University,  and  all  donations  to  the  institutions  made  with- 
out special  provisions  are  kept  as  a  principal  which  is  known  as  the 
College  Fund. 

On  the  31st  day  of  October,  1860,  the  principal  of  the  fund  as 
reported  by  the  Auditor  of  State  (Auditor's  Report,  1860,  page  16), 
was  $80,538  58.  By  sales  of  lands,  and  additions  of  unused 
interest  the  fund  has  increased  from  the  amount  given  to 
1109,883  03  the  amount  on  hand  October  31st,  1874. 

The  records  of  forfeitures  and  sales  of  lands  mortgaged  to  the 
fund  show  that  during  the  past  fifteen  years  much  land  that  prop- 
erly belongs  to  the  fund  has  been  allowed  to  become  neglected,  both 
as  to  ownership  and  management,  and  consequently  the  fund  has 
suffered  losses  which  in  the  aggregate  make  several  thousands  of 
dollars.  This  is  attributable  principally  to  the  fact  that  the  history 
of  the  transactions  which  have  resulted  in  forfeiture  of  lands  to  the 
State  has  not  been  sufficiently  given  in  official  reports,  or  otherwise 
communicated  from  one  Auditor  to  another.  To  a  great  extent  this 
is  unavoidable.  As  provided  in  the  acts  cited,  whenever  lauds  fail 
to  sell  for  M-ant  of  purchasers  the  lots  or  tracts  are  bid  in  by  the 
State  for  the  use  of  the  fund,  and  are  then  held  subject  to  private 
entry.  Applications,  however,  are  seldom  made,  and  lands  lie 
uncalled  for  until  personal  and  official  knowledge  of  the  facts  on 
account  of  changes  in  the  office  are  finally  lost,  excepting  what  may 
be  obtained  by  careful  examination  of  the  records. 

It  is  now  apparent  from  such  an  examination  that  there  are  valu- 
able lands,  the  title  to  which  is  vested  in  the  State  for  the  benefit  of 
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the  University,  which  are  occupied  by  unkuowii  parties  who  have 
no  right  to  the  premises  and  who  do  not  pay  rent,  or  make  any 
return  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  land«!. 

In  at  least  two  cases  in  the  last  year  lands  could  have  been  dis- 
posed of  with  advantage  to  the  fund,  but  not  for  the  whole  amount 
chargeable  against  the  tracts  which  is  required  by  law.  I  was  there- 
fore compelled  to  reject  the  prices  offered,  which  were  deemed  to  be 
full  the  value  of  the  land,  and  reluctantly  suffer  them  to  fall  again 
into  neglect. 

As  far  as  it  could  be  done  in  the  present  year  examinations  of  the 
records  have  been  made  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  descriptions 
and  locations,  and  to  get  other  information  that  may  be  of  value  in 
reclaiming  the  lands  and  making  them  serviceable  to  the  University. 

Herewith  is  subjoined  a  list  of  forfeited  lands  which  have  been 
abandoned,  or  which  are  held  and  occupied  by  persons  unknown  to 
this  office.

Of  the  lands  in  the  several  counties  distinctly  known  as  University 
lands,  which  are  not  sold,  or  if  sold,  have  not  been  paid  for,  this 
office  can  get  but  little  information.  From  time  to  time  county 
treasurers  pay  into  the  State  treasury  moneys  received  for  lands  paid 
for  in  full  and  the  amounts  are  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Col- 
lege Fund,  and  loaned  as  provided  for  by  law ;  but  I  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  how  many  acres  there  are  not  sold  or  how  much  is 
outstanding  under  certificates  of  purchase.  The  same  difficulty,  I 
am  informed,  exists  at  the  State  University  at  Bloomington,  to  the 
trustees  of  which,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  March  2,  1859,  full 
reports  are  required  to  be  made  by  county  officers. 

It  is  desirable  that  full  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity lands  should  be  obtained  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment, 
and  the  records  of  this  office  and  those  of  the  University,  and  of  the 
several  counties  where  lands  are  located,  be  so  arranged  as  to  exhibit 
their  exact  condition  as  to  purchases,  payments,  amounts  received 
and  due,  lands  remaining  unsold  and  subject  to  entry,  that  the 
recxDrds  may  be  uniform,  and  that  each  may  verify  and  be  a  check 
upon  the  others. 

The  condition  of  the  present  loans  of  the  College  Fund  is,  in  the 
main,  good.  In  accordance  with  a  precedent  of  the  office  lands 
mortgaged  to  the  fund,  and  upon  which  the  interest  has  not  been 
paid  as  required  by  law,  are  advertised  and  sold  once  in  two  years, 
the  sales  taking  place  in  December.  A  certain  portion  of  bor- 
rowers, perhaps  one-fifth,  are  not  prompt  in  making  payment  of 
interest;  but  the  advertising  of  lands  compels  attention  which 
secures  the  payment  of  much  of  the  delinquent  interest  and  compar- 
atively few  pieces  are  finally  disposed  of.  The  sale  for  1874  are 
advertised  to  take  place  at  the  court  house  door  in  Indianapolis, 
December  10th. 
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As  required  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1859,  referred  to  before,  a  list 
of  the  names  of  borrowers  of  the  University  Fund — known  as  the 
College  Fund  in  the  office — is  herewith  appended.  The  condition 
of  the  fund  is  given  in  the  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
in  the  first  pages  of  this  report.

RAILROADS. 


By  referring  to  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion, published  in  this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  miles  of 
railroad  track  in  Indiana,  and  values  of  railroad  property,  as  set 
forth  in  the  following  summary  : 

Main  track,  miles,       3,737.12.       Value $27,887,998  00

The  longest  railway  in  the  State  is  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  and 
St.  Louis,  and  branches,  in  all  four  hundred  and  sixteen  miles  and 
sixty-five  hundredths,  the  taxable  value  of  which,  independent  of 
local  assessments,  is  $4,900,357.  The  shortest  railway  is  the 
"  Kingau,"  in  Marion  county,  having  forty-two  one  hundredths  of 
a  mile,  valued  at  $6,500. 

The  above  summary  of  values  does  not  include  all  of  the  taxable 
value  of  property  of  the  roads  in  the  State.  In  most  of  the  coun- 
ties there  are  lots,  and  lands,  and  structures,  which  were  subject  to 
assessment  by  the  county  authorities,  and  consequently  were  not  con- 
sidered in  the  assessment  made  by  the  State  Board.  The  amount  of 
railroad  property  over  and  above  the  assessment  made  by  the  State 
Board,  can  not  be  ascertained  from  the  reports  in  this  office,  but  it 
may  be  estimated  at  five  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  making  the 
total  taxable  value  of  railroad  property  in  Indiana,  $45,240,042. 
The  total  taxable  value  of  the  same  property  in  1872,  did  not  exceed 
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112,000,000.  Notwithstanding  the  material  increase  in  the  value  of 
railroad  property,  and  the  consequent  increase  of  taxation  against  the 
roads,  there  has  been  no  disposition  manifested  to  evade  the  law  or 
avoid  the  payment  of  any  of  the  proper  levies  of  taxes  against  them. 
The  table  in  another  part  of  this  report,  showing  the  amount  of  taxes 
charged  against  railroads  in  the  State  in  1872,  under  the  old  assess- 
ment, and  in  1873  under  the  new,  shows  that  the  amount  in  1872 
was  $169,128.13,  and  in  1873,  $484,739.13,  an  increase  over  the  old 
assessment  of  $315,611. 

For  general  comparison  it  may  be  stated  that  in  1845  there  were 
thirty  miles  of  railroad  in  Indiana;  in  1850,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  miles;  in  1855,  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  six 
miles;  in  1860,  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  miles; 
in  1865,  'wo  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventeen  miles;  in  1870, 
three  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  miles;  and  in  1874, 
three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  miles,  exclusive  of 
sidings  and  turn-outs,  or  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-four 
in  all. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  kinds  of  cars  em- 
ployed upon  the  railroads  in  the  8tate  according  to  the  reports  to 
June  1,  1874 :

The  immense  railroad  interests  of  the  State  make  of  obvious  value 
the  tables  in  this  report,  exhibiting  as  far  as  possible,  a  succinct 
history  of  our  roads,  the  counties  they  traverse  or  enter,  the  date  of 
their  construction,  acres  of  right  of  way,  miles  of  track,  weight  and 
miles  of  rail,  both  steel  and  iron,  miles  of  side  track  and  weight  of 
iron,  number  of  ties  per  mile,  kinds  of  joints  and  chairs,  number  of 
buildings  and  other  structures,  kinds  of  ballast,  number  of  locomo- 
tives, passenger  cars,  sleeping  and  drawing  room  cars,  express  and 
baggage  cars,  box,  stock,  coal  and  platform,  wrecking,  pay  and  hand 
cars,  with  the  totals  of  all. 
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Such  a  table  made  complete  would  present  a  view  of  our  railroad  inter- 
ests which,  combined  with  the  tabular  results  of  the  assessments  made 
by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  would  be  of  general  interest  and 
great  value.  But  to  make  such  an  exhibit  of  this  vast  interest  as 
should  be  made,  there  should  be  required  for  annual  tabulating  and 
publication  a  statement  of  the  cost  of  right  of  way,  construction, 
etjuipment,  receipts  from  passengers,  freight,  mail  and  expressage, 
expense  of  maintaining  tracks,  buildings,  officers,  agents,  engineers, 
laborers  and  others  employed,  the  number  and  kinds  of  accidents  to 
passengers  or  other  persons,  with  cause,  time  and  place,  and  to  stock 
with  amounts  paid,  and  the  amounts  of  taxes  paid.  These  returns 
should  be  required,  not  to  trespass  upon  the  private  afiairs  of  com- 
panies, but  to  furnish  to  the  public,  to  other  roads,  and  to  the  Leg- 
islature, such  knowledge  as  is  always  valuable  and  often  indispens- 
able in  directing  private  or  corporate  action  or  public  legislation. 

With  an  annual  display  of  the  State's  condition  and  industrial 
operations  which  such  a  collection  of  statistics  as  has  been  consid- 
ered in  this  report  Indiana  will  stand  among  tlie  foremost  of  the 
governments  of  the  civilized  world  in  the  knowledge  of  herself  and 
in  the  diffusion  of  that  knowledge  wherever  it  can  be  of  service. 
The  existing  acts,  as  already  indicated,  will  supply  a  large  portion 
of  these  statistics  when  they  are  fully  understood  among  the  people 
and  fully  executed  by  the  local  officers.  But  in  their  best  construc- 
tion and  operation  they  must  still  leave  imperfectly  reported,  or 
wholly  omitted,  some  of  the  most  important  particulars  of  our  con- 
dition. 

What  amendments  the  acts  need  to  supply  the  deficiency,  how  the 
desired  information  may  best  be  obtained,  and  how  the  popular 
misapprehenension  of  the  object  of  obtaining  such  facts  may  be 
removed,  as  well  as  the  department  by  which  the  whole  business  of 
gathering  and  publishing  statistics  should  be  conducted,  are  for  the 
Legislature  to  determine.

Companies  will 
therefore  make  full  returns  of  all  personal  property  owned  or 
controlled  by  them  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1874,  and  of  such  real 
estate  as  may  have  been  acquired  by  the  company  since  the  1st  of 
April,  1873.     The  forms  are  numbered  ten  and  twelve.

This  form  is  furnished  to  companies  directly  from  this  office,  to 
enable  them  to  report  without  unnecessary  delay  to  each  County 
Auditor  on  the  lines  of  their  res])ective  roads.  The  return  should 
be  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  first  day  of  April,  and  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  May,  directed  to  the  Auditor  of  each 
county  respectively. 

The  personal  property  given  w^ill  be  assessed  in  the  county  in 
which  it  islocated  or  used.  The  first  schedule  in  the  blank  should  con- 
tain a  description  of  all  the  personal  property  of  the  coaipany  (other 
than  rolling  stock)  in  the  county,  and  should  show  the  township,  city  or 
town  where  it  is  used  or  kept,  and  the  description  should  be  suffi- 
cient to  enable  the  County  Assessor  to  determine  its  value  without 
reference  to  any  other  schedule  or  value  that  may  be  given. 

In  the  second  schedule  it  is  only  necessary  to  give  a  description 
of  real  estate  the  company  has  acquired  since  April  1st,  1873.  In 
doing  this  the  company  will  not   give,  in   this  form,  any  real  estate 
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obtained  for  "right  of    way."     Tiiat  will  be  reported  in  form  No. 
12^  as  hereafter  explained.

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  by  railway  companies  that  all  personal 
property  of  railroads,  except  "rolling  stock,"  and  all  real  estate  except 
"railroad  track"  and  "right  of  way,"  are  assessed  by  the  connty  author- 
ities; and  that  "  right  of  way,"  "railroad  track"  "rolling  stocik"  and 
"  capital  stock  "  are  assessed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization, 
which  meets  in  this  city  in  June.  The  State  Board,  for  the  year 
1874,  will  make  only  the  assessment  of  rolling  stock,  capital  stock, 
and  such  portions  of  the  railroad  track  as  may  have  been  built  or 
completed  since  the  first  day  of  April,  1873. 

In  schedule  No.  1,  of  form  No.  12,  all  the  right  of  way  obtained 
since  April  of  last  year  will  be  given,  and  all  track  made  or  laid 
since  that  time. 

In  schedule  No.  2  a  full  list  of  rolling  stock  will  be  given, 
together  with  the  length  of  main  track  on  which  it  is  used. 

Schedule  No.  3  is  principally  for  statistical  purposes,  and  should 
be  as  full  and  complete  as  it  can  be  made. 

Schedule  No.  4  provides  for  such  information  as  will  enable  the 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  to  determine  accurately  and  satis- 
factorily the  amount  of  capital  stock  any  company  may  have  subject 
to  taxation.  To  this  end  the  first  four  items  should  be  given  in  full,  and 
also  the  fifth  item,  whenever  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  company  to  do 
so.  In  all  cases  the  real  and  tangible  property,  as  valued  for  taxa- 
tion, is  deducted  from  the  actual  value  of  the  capital  stock,  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  stock  for  taxation,  if  any.

The  following  described  lands  and  city  and  town  lots  are  the 
property  of  the  State.  Some  of  the  pieces  as  set  forth  iu  the  con- 
veyances^ have  been  acquired,  and  are  held  for  special  purposes,  and 
some  have  been  conveyed  to  secure  the  State  against  lost^ 
through  defalcation. 

It  has  been  thought  proper  to  make  and  ])nblish  a  list  of  the 
several  tracts  so  that  definite  and  more  general  knowledge  could  be 
had  of  them  ;  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  directing  the  attention  of 
the  General  Assembly,  at  the  proper  time,  to  the  necessity  of  provi- 
ding by  law  for  the  disposal  or  proper  care  of  those  lands  which 
have  not  been  conveyed  to  the  State  for  special  uses. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  lands  acquired  through  the  defalcation  of 
public  officers,  and  to  make  good  certain  claims  against  individuals, 
uo  one  has  the  custody  or  disposal  of  the  lands,  and  no  one  of  the 
State  ofllcers  is  delegated  to  look  after  them,  or  to  exercise  any 
power  in  their  care  and  management.

It  is  suggested  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  that  a  law 
be  passed  requiring  the  publication,  in  a  newspaper  of  the  county, 
of  a  statement  showing  all  allowances  made  at  each  term  of  the 
Commissioners  Court,  to  whom  the  allowance  were  made  and  for 
what  purposes. 


STATE  STATISTICS. 


The  folloAving  chapter  on  State  statistics  was  prepared  for,  and 
published  in  the  annual  report  of  this  office  for  the  last  fiscal  year  ; 
but  the  matter  is  of  such  vital  interest  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
and  the  exhibits  and  statements  published  from  advanced  sheets  of 
this  report  during  the  present  year  were  so  eagerly  sought  for,  that 
I  deem  it  essential  to  present  the  matter  again,  trusting  that  the 
General  Assembly  will  take  such  action  as  will  secure  the  collection  of 
all  statistics  of  value,  and  the  publication  of  tables  and  abstracts  as 
early  as  practicable  after  the  returns  have  been  received  from  the 
several  counties. 

The  importance  to  all  classes  of  business,  and  to  intelligent  and 
prudent  legislation,  of  a  full  and  accurate  exhibit  of  the  annual  pro- 
ducts of  the  industries  of  the  State,  not  only  of  the  agricultural,  but 
the  manufacturing,  mining  and  commercial  industries,  is  so  obvious, 
yet  so  inadequately  provided  for  in  this  and  most  other  States,  that 
a  few  suggestions  as  to  the  information  needed  and  the  mode  of 
obtaining  it  can  not  be  out  of  place  in  this  report. 

At  the  present  we  are  dependent  on  three  sources  for  the  little  we 
may  learn  of  this  vital  subject.  1st,  the  national  decennial  census; 
2d,  the  reports  of  the  National  Agricultural  Bureau;  3d,  the  collec- 
tion of  facts  and  estimates  in  use  by  commercial  papers  in  the 
interests  of  special  classes  of  business.  Of  the^^rs^  it  is  enough  to 
say  that  it  is  worse  than  inadequate, — it  is  practically  false  in  that 
it  rarely  reaches  the  public  in  detail  until  the  State  generally,  and 
most  of  its  political  divisions,  have  outgrown  its  statements ;  and 
being  decennial,  it  supplies  no  information,  good  or  bad,  for  the 
intervening  years.  It  is  quite  useless  to  business  and  misleading  to 
legislation.     Second,  the   reports   of  the   Agricultural    Bureau  are 
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limited  to  the  industry  it  is  especially  charged  with,  and  they  never 
.pretend  to  give  even  of  that,  more  than  an  average  estimate  of 
annual  results,  made  up  from  information  gathered  at  different 
points  of  the  State.  Accurate  enough  they  probably  are,  as  aver- 
ages, but  that  is  not  the  kind  of  information,  even  if  it  Embraced  all 
forms  of  industry,  that  the  business  man,  and  especially  the  Legis- 
lature, want.  Both  need  to  know  the  industrial  condition  and 
products  of  localities,  what  they  have  done  and  what  they  require. 
Third,  the  facts  and  estimates — mere  guesses,  however  shrewd — of 
papers  devoted  to  special  industries,  fail  at  the  same  points  where 
the  Agricultural  Bureau  fails.  They  give  us  a  general  view  of  the 
State's  industries,  and  not  very  safe  views  even  of  those  they  prac- 
tically apply  themselves  to. 

In  this  condition  of  knowledge  of  our  own  labors,  achievements 
and  resources,  no  man  can  guide  his  action  by  better  directions  than 
conjectures.  AVhat  a  particular  county  has  produced  in  corn,  or 
wheat,  or  root  crops,  or  mining  products,  or  in  manufactures,  or 
what  the  amount  of  its  commercial  business  has  been,  he  does  not 
know  except  by  vague  comparison  of  individual  statements  with 
each  other,  and  by  conclusions  loosely  built  upon  them.  It  can  not 
be  necessary  to  enlarge  upon  the  value  to  a  legislator  of  such  an 
exhibit  as  has  been  indicated,  by  which  he  may  know  exactly  the 
industrial  condition  of  his  own  county,  or  district,  and  of  all  the 
counties  of  the  State. 

To  a  business  man  its  value  is  even  more  appreciable.  But  this 
is  not  all.  More  is  needed  than  a  knowledge  of  the  State's  indus- 
tries. Its  health,  its  educational  and  moral  condition,  its  crimes, 
and  all  that  facts  can  display  of  the  domestic  concerns  of  the  people, 
ought  to  be  fully  reported.  We  ought  to  know  the  diseases,  the 
localities  especially  affected,  and  their  fatality.  We  ought  to  know 
the  crimes  committed,  the  nativity  and  previous  condition  of  the 
criminals,  the  terms  of  punishment  and  the  periods  within  which 
convictions  are  made.  W^e  ought  to  know  the  intellectual  state  of 
each  county,  so  far  as  it  is  exhibited  by  the  support  of  and  attend- 
ance upon  schools.  These  and  other  points  of  information  that  will 
readily  suggest  themselves  to  all  intelligent  men,  are  indispensable 
to  the  proper  direction  of  legislation  and  the  wise  application  of 
public  charities.  We  know  practically  nothing  about  them.  This 
great  and  urgent  need  should  be  met  by  the  provision  of  adequate 
means  lo  collect  all  desirable  information,  to  prepare  it  promptly, 
by  careful  condensation  in  tabulated  statements,   or  otherwise,  for 
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publication,  and  to  give  it  as  speedily  as  possible  general  diffusion 
among  the  people. 

An  attempt  to  supply  this  want  was  made  a  number  of  years  ago, 
but  the  collection  of  facts  was  entrusted  to  the  local  assessors,  under 
to  penalty  for  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  and  it  failed  so  utterly  that 
the  enterprise  was  abandoned  as  impracticable  except  at  a  cost 
deemed  too  great' for  the  service.  A  general  but  ill-founded  appre- 
hension that  the  information  solicited  was  to  be  used  to  increase  the 
assessment  for  taxes,  or  to  impeach  the  returns  they  were  to  make 
-or  had  made,  also  greatly  obstructed  the  operation  of  the  law.  No 
successful  attempt  to  re-instate  the  work  was  made  till  1872, 
although  attention  was  directed  to  it  repeatedly  by  the  Executive  in 
messages,  and  by  my  predecessors  in  this  office.  Measures  were 
devised  in  one  form  or  another,  but  in  the  press  of  what  was  deemed 
more  important  business  they  were  overlooked  or  pushed  aside. 
Last  December,  however,  at  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature,  a 
provision  was  inserted  in  the  act  reconstructing  the  system  of  assess- 
ing property  for  taxation,  refjuiring  a  return  to  the  County  Auditors 
from  local  assessors,  and  from  County  Auditors  to  this  office  of  "the 
•number  of  domestic  and  farm  animals  of  all  kinds,  and  the  quan- 
tities in  bushels  and  tons  of  every  kind  in  each  civil  township  of 
agricultural  products,  also  manufactured  products,  bushels  of  coal 
mined,  and  such  other  items  of  product  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Auditor  of  State,"  and  of  the  number,  names,  age,  and  parentage  of 
the  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind.  This  provision,  with  the  discretion 
allowed  the  State  Auditor  to  enlarge  the  "items  of  product"  to  be 
reported  by  the  Assessors,  and  with  the  exaction  from  him  of  a 
speedy  preparation  of  the  returns  in  a  tabular  form,  exhibiting  the 
products  of  each  county,  and  of  the  aggregate  for  the  entire  State, 
•and  its  subjection  to  public  inspection  and  embodiment  in  the 
annual  report  of  this  office,  would  seem  to  meet  the  larger  portion  of 
the  necessity.  But,  admitting  the  successful  operation  of  the  law, 
it  still  leaves  an  indispensable  class  of  information  unprovided  for. 
The  diseases  and  deaths,  the  prevalence  of  diseases  in  particular 
localities  and  at  particular  times,  and  their  comparative  fatalitv,  can 
only  be  learned  by  a  stretch  of  construction  of  the  State  Auditor's 
authority,  which  he  can  not  assume  the  responsibility  of  making. 

The  language  of  the  act  clearly  confines  his  discretion  to  industrial 
products  and  to  the  addition  of  such  as  the  Legislature  did  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  name  specifically.  He  can  not  safely  require 
assessors  to  report  the  number  of  sick,  of  deaths,  and  the  kinds  of 
•diseases,  as  a  part  of  the  permission  to  add  "other  items  of  product." 
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The  edncational  or  intellectual  condition  of  the  State  may  be 
accurately  learned  from  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  so  far  as  it  is  exhibited  by  the  condition  of  the  schools; 
but  there  are  other  indications,  as  the  number  of  newspapers  circu- 
lated, which  can  not  be  ascertained  from  any  authentic  source. 
Besides,  the  annual  "tabular  statement"  required  of  the  State  Aud- 
itor should  embody  a  condensed  view  of  the  details  presented  by  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  It  should 
contain,  also,  a  condensed  statement  of  the  criminal  statistics 
obtained  by  the  Attorney  General  enlarged  by  the  additions  above 
suggested. 

The  local  taxation  of  the  State,  county,  township,  and  municipal 
should  be  required  of  the  proper  authorities  in  full,  as  it  is  now  a 
part. 

The  operations  of  railroads  as  more  fully  set  forth  elsewhere, 
should  be  presented.  In  short  the  annual  exhibit  should  display, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  year's  work,  health,  wealth,  progress  and 
general  condition.  The  existing  conditions  of  the  law  are  inade- 
quate to  this  object,  though  better  than  those  previously  made.. 
But  these  like  the  former,  are  made  dependent  on  local  assessors, 
who  are  not  compelled  to  regard  them,  and  they  are  open  to  the 
same  misconstruction  that  so  greatly  impaired  the  operations  of  the 
former — that  is  the  belief  that  the  information  required  is  meant 
to  affect  taxation.  This  misapprehension  is  probably,  in  a  measure, 
corrected,  but  it  will  remain  more  or  less  an  obstruction  to  any 
attempt  to  gather  State  statistics  by  local  assessors.  Whether  the 
value  of  full  and  accurate  information  of  the  kind  described  is 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  expense  of  a  special  organization,  or  the 
popular  misapprehension  may  be  so  far  disabused  as  to  make  no 
serious  obstruction  to  the  existing  one,  is  for  the  Legislature  to 
determine. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  notice  the  details  further  as  they  can  be 
seen  at  a  glance  in  the  tables.  But  as  each  county's  ^jroduct,  acreage 
and  average  is  there  exhibited,  it  may  be  easily  seen  that,  enlarged 
by  the  suggested  additions  touching  health,  crime  and  education, 
with  the  usual  tax  statements,  made  doubly  valuable  by  full  reports 
of  all  local  taxation,  and  by  returns  of  railroad  operations  and  other 
matters  of  general  interest,  such  a  condensed  view  of  the  year's 
history  of  the  State  may  be  of  inestimable  value.  And  being 
annually  compiled  and  promptly  published,  it  would  supply  as  far 
as  human  means  can,  such  information  in  the  form  and  at  the  time 
when  it  can  be  made  most  serviceable.

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CONCLUSION. 


As  my  term  of  office  as  Auditor  of  State  closes  in  a  short  time  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  refer  briefly  to  the  work  and  operations  of  the 
office  during  the  past  two  years. 

On  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  I  found  a  recently 
enacted  and  still  unfinished  revenue  and  assessment  law  which  mate- 
rially changed  the  mode  of  assessing  property  and  collecting  taxes. 
A  large  number  of  new  forms  for  the  use  of  county  officers  and  cor- 
porations, had  to  be  prepared  with  great  care,  and  together  with 
explanations  and  instructions,  issued  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment.  The  Legislature  adjourned  on  the  10th  of  March, 
1873,  and  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  the  law  with  its  amend- 
ments was  printed,  and,  with  the  forms  prepared,  forwarded  to  the 
several  counties. 

Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  assessment  of  property 
under  the  new  law  by  the  county  authorities,  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  was  convened  in  this  office — June  16,  1873 — and  con- 
tinued in  session  from  day  to  day  until  the  ninth  of  September  fol- 
lowing, when  it  finally  adjourned. 

The  Board  was  composed  of  the  Governor  and  State  officers,  as 
follows:  Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  President;  Lieutenant 
Governor,  Leonidas  Sexton ;  W.  W.  Curry,  Secretary  of  State  ; 
James  A.  Wildman,  Auditor  of  State ;  John  B.  Glover,  Treasurer 
of  State,  and  J.  C.  Burnett,  who  by  virtue  of  his  position  as  Deputy 
Auditor  of  State,  was  chosen  Secretary.  The  first  term  of  the 
Board  was  long  and  laborious,  and  w^as  not  adjourned  until,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  members,  the  law  had  been  fully  complied  with  and 
a  fair  and  equitable  equalization  and  assessment  of  property  had 
been  adjusted  and  completed.

The  Board  was  again  convened  in  June,  1874,  and  continued  in 
session  until  the  twenty-fifth  of  July  following.  The  proceedings 
of  the  Board  at  each  session  have  been  published  in  pamphlet  form, 
a.s  required  by  law,  and  have  also  been  included  in  the  annual  reports 
of  this  office  for  the  respective  years.  The  assessments  made  by 
the  Board  have  added  millions  of  taxable  property  to  the  general 
duplicates.  The  assessment  of  railroad  property  alone  has  been 
increased  more  than  three  times  the  amount  of  the  former  valuation. 
The  roads  have  complied  with  the  law  in  relation  to  assessment,  and 
have  acquiesced  in  the  instructions  received  from  this  office.  So  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  learn  they  have  in  no  way  attempted  to  throw 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  collecting  taxes  upon  the  increased  assess- 
ment. 

While  the  details  of  the  work  of  the  Board  have  been  prepared 
in  this  department,  each  member  has  discharged  the  duty  imposed 
by  law,  and  at  all  times  shared  its  responsibilities.  The  arduous 
labor  of  both  sessions  was  performed  by  the  members  without 
remuneration,  and  without  expense  to  the  State,  excepting  a  small 
amount  found  necessary  for  extra  clerical  services. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  suggest 
plans  for  the  improvement  and  management  of  the  public  revenue, 
funds  and  incomes.  In  pursuance  of  this  duty  suggestions  have 
been  made  under  different  heads,  and  remedies  for  existing  defects 
pointed  out,  I  do  not  consider  the  present  law  for  the  assessment 
of  property,  and  collection  of  taxes,  perfect  iu  all  its  provisions. 
The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has  developed  errors  which 
should  receive  legislative  attention.  Yet,  from  the  fact  that  the 
law  has  been  in  operation  so  short  a  time,  and  that  its  provisions 
are  just  beginning  to  be  well  understood  by  the  officers  entrusted 
with  its  execution,  and  by  the  people,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
radical  changes  would  not  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

The  duties  of  the  office  bring  the  Auditor  of  State  into  close 
relations  with  County  Auditors  and  Treasurers,  and  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  testify  to  the  faithful  manner  in  which  their  official 
duties,  in  transactions  with  this  office,  have  been  discharged.  The 
competent  and  faithful  County  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  during  the 
last  two  years,  have  had  an  unusual  amount  of  new  and  responsible 
labor  to  perform.  As  a  rule  they  have  been  as  prompt  with  their 
reports  as  circumstances  would  admit,  and  as  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  observe,  have  given  the  opinions  and  instructions  issued  from  this 
office  proper  attention  and  consideration.     In  a  number  of  cases  I 
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have  called  upon  them  for  information  not  strictly  within  their 
official  duties ;  yet  as  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
I  deemed  the  information  wortliy  of  some  effort  to  procure,  and  have 
in  almost  every  instance  received  the  returns  asked  for,  for  which 
1  now  return  thanks. 

I  feel  that  I  am  warranted  in  saying  my  term  of  ofhce  has 
been  one  of  labor ;  it  has  required  all  my  time  and  energy,  and  I 
have  endeaved  to  faithfully  perform  the  manifold  duties  imposed 
by  law  and  custom  upon  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts.  It  has 
been  my  purpose  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  disbursements  ft'om  the 
treasury,  and  to  see  that  the  funds  of  the  State  were  not  in  any  way 
improperly  applied. 

By  the  action  of  the  last  Legislature  the  ofhcers  of  State  were 
required  to  discharge  many  duties  outside  of  those  usually  per- 
formed in  their  respective  cifices.  In  the  award  of  contracts  and 
settlement  of  claims  some  large  amounts  of  money  have  been 
involved,  and  the  correct  solution  of  perplexing  questions  has 
exacted  great  care  and  attention..  The  [.u'imary  question  in  every 
instance  was,  AYhat  is  right  in  the  premises?  If  any  doubt  arose, 
the  State,  as  a  rule,  received  the  benefit  of  the  doubt. 

One  of  the  State  officers,  who  had  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
his  associates,  was  cut  off  from  his  labors  when  his  worth  was 
beginning  to  be  fully  realized.  I  need  hardly  say  I  refer  to  the  late 
Hon.  Milton  B.  Hopkins,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 
For  years  he  was  my  neighbor  and  personal  friend.  His  true  wortli 
was  only  known  to  those  who  knew  him  best.  He  was  a  good 
citizen,  a  faithful  officer,  and  thoroughly  devoted  to  the  work 
assigned  him  by  the  people  of  the  State. 

It  would  be  doing  injustice  to  close  this  report  without  acknowl- 
edging, in  this  public  manner,  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  J.  C. 
Burnett,  who  has  been  Deputy  Atiditor  of  State  during  my  term  of 
office.  His  knowledge  of  the  business  during  the  last  twelve 
years,  his  ability,  integrity,  and  close  application  have  emi- 
nently fitted  him  for  the  jsosition  he  has  so  ably  and  worthily 
filled. 

We  can  look  with  pride  at  the  progress  made  by  Indiana  in  the 
last  half  century.  When  we  consider  the  disadvantages  the 
pioneer  had  to  contend  with,  and  now  view  our  State  traversed  by 
railroads,  and  dotted  by  cities  and  towns  and  villages,  and  see  the 
work  of  manufactories  and  the  great   development  of  agricultural 
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and  mineral  wealth,  we  may  well  be  proud  ot  the  State.  She  has, 
besides,  established  a  glorious  reputation  in  the  defence  of  the 
common  country ;  she  has  placed  her  financial  credit  among  the 
foremost;  she  has  made  her  public  schools,  and  the  fund  which  sus- 
tains them,  the  admiration  of  the  people,  and  she  has  secured 
among  lier  citizens  capitalists  and  poor  immigrants  from  every  State 
and  nation. 

With  management  that  shall  be  just  to  the  people,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  spirit  of  true  progress,  we  may  reasonably  expect  as 
much  improvement  over  the  present  in  the  next  half  century  as 
there  is  now  over  the  past.

During  the  year  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  five  per  cent,  stock, 
and  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  of  tlio  two  and  one-half 
per  cent,  stock  have  been  presented  and  redeemed. 


OLD    CLAIMS   OX   ACCOUNT   OF   PUBLIC   PRINTING. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-four  dollars  has  been  collected  on  the  notes  received  by  late 
Attorney  General  Hanna  in  the  arrangement  effected  with  the 
former  State  Printer,  A.  H.  Conner.  On  the  maturity  of  one  of 
the  noteSj  by  advice  and  consent  of  the  Attorney  General,  it  was 
renewed  for  the  period  of  one  year,  adding  the  interest  for  renewal 
to  amount  of  1371.48,  and  requiring  same  security  on  new  note  ^hat 
was  on  the  old.  The  claims  now  amount  to  $13,410.30,  not  includ- 
ing interest.  Of  this  amount  $2,033.39  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Attorney  General  for  collection. 

SALE    OF    FORFEITED    LANDS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled 
"An  act  to  consolidate  certain  mortgage  loans,  forfeitures,  bills 
receivable,  and  other  debts  and  accounts  into  one  non-negotiable 
bond,  and  making  other  provisions  in  relation  thereto,"  approved 
March  11th,  1873,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  adver- 
tisement referred  to  on  page  six  of  my  last  report,  I,  on  the  4th  day 
of  November,  1873,  sold,  at  the  city  of  Madison,  the  lands 
embraced  in  forfeitures  I^os.  1521,  1492,  1170,  2295,  1,  and^905, 
in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  referred  to  in  said  act,  for  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  ($333.) 

And  on  the  7th  day  of  November,  1873,  I  sold  at  the  court 
house,  in  the  town  of  Winamac,  Pulaski  county,  the  land  referred  to 
in  said  act,  situate  in  said  county,  and  embraced  in  forfeitures  Nos. 
2208,  1700,  1646,  2037,  2876,  1923,  2207,  2212,  and  1954,  for  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  ($456.) 

And  on  the  11th  day  of  November,  1873,  at  my  ofi&ce,  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis,  I  sold  the  lands  referred  to  in  said  act,  situtate 
in  the  counties  of  Brown,  Jasper,  Knox,  Marshall,  Porter,  St. 
Joseph,  and  Tippecanoe,  embraced  in  forfeitures  Nos.  2359,  2636, 
1509,  1773,  2061,  3021,  2182,  2016,  1860,  1878,  2546,  3367,  and 
114,  for  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and 
sixty  cents  ($1,858.60,)  making  an  aggregate  sum  of  two  thousand 
six  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($2,647.60,) 
realized  for  land  mortgaged  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  and 
eleven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($15,011.50,)  original  principal,  and 
accrued  interest. 

It  was  ascertained,  on  investigation,  that  the  lands  embraced  in 


forfeiture  number  1783,  Jefferson  county,  Indiana,  did  not  belong 
to  Thomas  J.  Goodman,  the  mortgagor,  at  the  time  he  obtained  the 
loan  thereon,  and  it  appears  that  there  is  now  no  way  of  securing  a 
recovery  of  the  amount  loaned.  The  matter  has  been  referred  to 
the  Attorney  General. 

The  lauds  embraced  in  forfeiture  number  1105,  mortgaged  by 
Michael  G.  Bright  were  advertised  for  sale,  but  Richard  J.  Bright, 
Esq.,  son  of  the  mortgagor,  proposing  to  give  his  note,  bearing 
seven  per  cent,  interest,  payable  November  10th,  1878,  for  the  full 
amount  of  said  forfeiture  ($4,128.23,)  on  condition  that  the  State 
would  convey  said  lands  to  him  on  payment  of  the  note,  and  this 
being  deemed  by  the  Board  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  State,  his 
note  was  accordingly  accepted,  and  the  Governer,  Auditor,  and 
Treasurer  gave  him  a  bond  for  the  delivery  of  a  deed  of  conveyance 
on  payment  of  the  note  as  aforesaid. 

The  forfeiture  referred  to  in  said  act,  in  the  name  of  Hiram  Pra- 
ther,  Jeonings  county,  Indiana,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney 
General  for  collection,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  anything  can  be  realized. 

Of  the  loans  referred  to  in  said  act  as  "current  loans,"  I  have 
collected  one  standing  in  the  name  of  W.  W.  Sickle,  in  full,  but 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  secure  payment  of  the  remaining. 

Of  the  five  saline  fund  loans  referred  to  in  said  act,  three  num- 
bers, 161,  357,  and  623  have  been  collected,  leaving  two  outstand- 
ing, and  still  current. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  State  has  suffered  a  considerable  loss  in 
the  sale  of  the  real  estate  sold  in  pursuance  of  this  law.  In  some 
instances  the  lands  mortgaged  probably  never  were  worth  the 
amounts  loaned  on  them,  and  in  some  other  caaes,  (notably  so  iu 
certain  lots  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city  of  Madison,  mortgaged  at  a 
time  when  great  expectations  of  its  future  growth  were  entertained,) 
a  great  depreciation  in  value  made  a  loss  unavoidable.

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ORDER  OF  STATE  OFFICERS  TO   PAY  J.  &  M. 
TRIMBLE. 

State  of  Indiana, 
Executive  Department, 
November  3,  1874. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  State  officers,  called  by  the  Governor,  there 
were  present  the  Governor,  Secretary,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and 
Attorney-General. 

The  Attorney  General  submitted  the  question,  On  what  amount 
are  J.  &  M.  Trimble  entitled  to  per  centage  under  their  contract 
with  the  State  ?  The  facts  are :  (1)  That  the  contract  was  to  pay 
them  ten  per  cent,  on  all  money  collected  by  them  for  the  State  from 
the  General  Government.  (2)  That  as  the  result  of  their  investi- 
gations and  advocacy,  the  general  Government  allowed  the  State  the 
sum  of  $165,136.97  ;  but,  on  payment,  the  sum  of  $52,869.41  was 
retained  to  offset  a  claim  against  the  State.  This  claim  was  ascer- 
tained and  charged  up,  previous  to  the  employment  of  said  Trim- 
bles, and  had  no  connection  with  their  investigations.  Are  they 
entitled  therefore  to  a  per  centage  on  the  whole  amount  allowed,  or 
only  on  cash  actually  collected  ? 

After  a  full  discussion,  it  was  unanimously  voted,  that  said  Trim- 
bles are  entitled  to  their  per  centage  on  the  whole  amount  allowed 
as  the  result  of  their  labors ;  they  being  in  no  wise  responsible  for 
ascertaining  or  paying  the  claim  against  the  State ;  and  especially  as 
such  is  the  uniform  practice  of  the  general  Government  in  paying 
Attorney's  fees.  The  Attorney  General  is  therefore  authorized  to 
allow  said  Trimbles  the  sum  of  $16,513.69.  for  services  rendered.

CALU]\IET  DAM. 

In  my  former  report  the  progress  made  toward  the  removal  of 
this  structure  was  given.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Legislature  of 
Illinois,  then  about  to  convene,  would  in  some  form  relieve  the 
people  of  northern  Indiana  of  the  continued  inundation  of  their  land 
and  the  injurious  malaria  consequent  therefrom. 

For  the  purpose  of  pressing  the  matter  upon  the  attention  of  that 
body  again,  your  Excellency,  Senator  R.  C.  Wadge  and  myself  visi- 
ted Springfield  in  January  last.  We  met  the  committee  having  the 
matter  in  charge.  Affer  a  fall  discussion  of  the  matter,  it  was 
agreed  that  during  that  session,  some  measure  would  be  presented  by 
that  committee  looking  to  the  ultimate  removal  of  said  dam. 

I  remained  in  Springfield  several  days,  and  met  the  committee 
several  times.  They  finally  agreed  to  report  in  favor  of  paying  to 
Messrs.  Pfeifier  and  Roll,  the  parties  holding  a  lease  on  the  water- 
power  created  by  the  dam,  $6,000,  provided  they  would  release  to 
the  State  of  Illinois  all  claim  for  damages,  and  requested  me  to  pre- 
pare a  bill  embodying  the  views  of  the  committee  which  was  accord- 
ingly done.  Said  committee  also  requested  me  to  go  to  Chicago  and 
see*  Messrs.  Pfeitfer  and  Poll  and  get  them  to  fix  such  reasonable 
sum  as  they  would  accept  and  release  the  State  in  case  of  removal  of 
the  dam.  They  would  not  agree  to  accept  less  than  ten  thousand 
dollars.  I  so  informed  the  committee.  The  bill  reported  by  the 
committee,  however,  passed  the  Legislature,  and  was  approved  by 
the  Governor.  Pfeiffer  and  Roll  accepted  the  six  thousand  dollars 
from  the  State  of  Illinois,  executed  a  release  for  all  claim  for  dama- 
ges, and  the  dam  was  removed  by  the  canal  commissioners,  and  the 
result  is  that  near  seventy-six  thousand  (76,000)  acres  of  valuable 
land  has  been  reclaimed  and  the  demand  for  quinine  greatly 
decreased  in  the  Calumet  region. 
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TERRE  HAUTE  AND  INDIANAPOLIS  RAILROAD. 

The  State  of  Indiana,  on  the  relation  of  John  C.  Robinson,  Pros- 
ecnting  Attorney,  vs.  The  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  Railroad 
Company.      Quo  Warranto. 

This  action  was  pending  in  the  Owen  Circuit  Court,  and  is  still. 
The  venue  was  changed  from  one  Judge  to  another,  until  finally 
Judge  Hester  was  called  to  preside  in  the  case.  The  cause  was  put 
at  issue  and  submitted  to  a  jury.  After  hearing  the  evidence,  the 
jury  failed  to  agree  and  were  discharged. 

Prior  to  the  next  term  of  the  Owen  Circuit  Court,  an  asfreeraent 
was  entered  into  between  the  Company  and  the  State,  by  which  it 
was  agreed  that  a  suit  should  be  brought  against  the  Company  in 
the  Superior  Court  of  Marion  county.  Before  the  execution  of  said 
agreement  by  your  Excellency  and  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  I 
■called  at  the  office  of  Judge  Claypool,  in  this  city,  for  the  purpose 
of  submitting  the  same  to  him  for  his  approval,  where  I  was 
iniormed  that  he  was  at  Martinsville  attending  court.  A  copy  of 
the  agreement  was  then  prepared  and  sent  to  Martinsville  for  the 
approval  of  said  Claypool  and  Hon.  W.  R.  Harrison,  each  of  whom 
had  been  engaged  in  said  cause  for  the  State  from  its  inception. 
The  copy  thus  sent  was  returned  with  the  approval  of  said  Harri- 
son endorsed  thereon.  Court  met  in  Owen  county  the  next  week. 
The  agreement  was  signed  by  your  Excellency  and  myself.  Gov- 
ernor Sexton  returned  to  the  city  again.  I  then  notified  Judge 
Claypool  when  the  matter  would  be  finally  acted  upon. 

He  replied  that  he  did  not  think  he  could  be  present. 
Governor  Sexton  remained  until  4  o'clock,  and  then  signed  the 
agreement.     The  agreement  above  referred  to  is  in  these  words : 

TheState  of  Indiana,  ex  rel.  John  C.  Robinson,  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
etc.,  vs.  the  Terre  'Haute  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company. 
In  the  Owen  Circuit  Court,  October  Term,  1874. 

The  parties  to  the  above  cause  maks  the  following  agreement : 
A.  G.— 2 
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The  defendant  agrees,  by  her  attorneys  and  officers,  to  at  any 
time  enter  the  appearance  of  the  defendant  to  an  action  to  be  insti- 
tuted by  the  plaintiff  (the  State  of  Indiana)  in  the  Superior  Court 
of  Marion  county,  for  the  recovery  of  any  money  which  may  be 
due  or  claimed  to  be  due  to  the  State  or  the  school  fund  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  Company's  charter  of  Jan- 
uary 26,  1847,  and  the  amendments  thereto.  In  consideration  of 
which  said  agreement  the  plaintiff,  by  her  attorneys  and  proper 
officers,  agrees  to  suspend  further  prosecution  of  said  action  now 
pending  in  the  Owen  Circuit  Court  until  the  final  determination  of 
such  action  so  as  aforesaid  to  be  instituted  for  the  recovery  of 
money  ;  and  if  in  said  last  named  action  the  defendant  shall  prevail, 
then  the  said  plaintiff  agrees  to  dismiss  said  suit  in  the  said  Owen 
Circuit  Court,  and  if  the  said  plaintiff"  in  the  said  action  to  be  insti- 
tuted for  money  shall  prevail,  the  said  action  in  the  Owen  Circuit 
Court  shall  be  dismissed  only  when  the  defendant  shall  have  satisfied 
the  judgment  so  obtained  in  the  latter  action  for  money ;  but  noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  so  construed  to  compel  the  dismissal  of  said  suit 
in  the  Owen  Circuit  Court,  until  said  action  so  to  be  instituted  shall 
have  been  finally  tried  upon  the  issues  joined  between  the  parties, 
or  it  shall  be  found  in  framing  the  issues  and  determined  by  the 
court  that  no  right  of  action  exists  in  favor  of  the  State  or  the 
school  fund.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  agreed  statement 
which  was  prepared  to  be  and  which  was  in  part  used  in  the  trial  of 
said  cause  in  the  Owen  Circuit  Court  may  be  used  as  evidence  with- 
out objection  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  competent,  in  the  suit  to  be 
brought  by  the  State  against  said  Company. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  either  party  may  withdraw  the  deposi- 
tions on  file  in  the  Owen  Circuit  Court  in  said  cause,  and  may  read 
the  same  so  far  as  the  same  in  their  subject  matter  may  be  found 
competent.  And  that  this  may  be  done  notwithstanding  any  order 
of  the  Owen  Circuit  Court  suppressing  the  same ;  provided,  the 
party  so  using  any  such  depositions  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  filed 
in  the  court  where  the  cause  may  be  pending  twenty  days  before  the 
day  for  which  said  cause  is  set  for  trial ;  but  this  agreement  shall 
not  be  construed  to  prevent  either  party  from  taking  additional  depo- 
sitions of  the  same  or  other  witnesses. 

And  it  is  agreed  that  if,  in  making  up  the  issues,  aad  on  the  trial 
of  the  said  cause,  it  can  be  shown,  under  the  law  and  the  evidence 
that  may  be  adduced,  that  any  money  is  due  to  the  State  or  school 
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fund  of  the  State,  from  said  old  company  or  companies  (by  whatso- 
ever name  or  names),  under  and  by  virtue  or  said  charter  and 
amendments  thereto,  and  the  law  and  facts  as  applied  thereto ;  that 
then,  and  in  that  case,  the  company,  as  now  organized,  shall  pay 
such  amount,  and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  said  action  for 
money  for  the  sum  that  may  be  found  due. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
defendant  from  setting  up  any  defence  which  existed  in  behalf  of 
said  old  company  prior  to  the  surrender  of  said  old  charter.

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THE  VIGILANT  COMMITTEES  IN  WASHINGTON  AND 
CRAWFORD  COUNTIES. 

Your  Excellency  furnished  me  the  sum  of  $303.40  to  aid  in  the 
suppression  of  outrages  that  were  being  committed  in  these  counties. 
Of  the  money  furnished  $254.40  was  paid  for  the  services  and 
expenses  of  detectives,  and  the  balance  was  paid  to  the  Sheriff  of 
Putnam  county  and  others  for  expenses  in  aiding  me  in  said  inves- 
tigation. 

While  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to  prosecute  the  parties  who  had 
been  guilty  of  the  wrongs  committed  in  those  counties,  under  the 
directions  received  from  your  Excellency  (leaving  that  to  be  done 
by  the  proper  officers  of  the  court  in  such  manner  as  they  might 
think  proper),  yet  I  think  the  investigations  made  and  the  knowl- 
edge obtained  of  the  organizations  will  prevent  a  recurrence  of  vio- 
lations of  the  law  of  a  like  character  in  the  future.  The  fact  that 
these  organizations  have  not  engaged  in  similar  wrongs  since  these 
investigations  were  made,  confirms  me  in  this  opinion. 
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STATE  SUITS. 

In  my  former  report  to  your  Excellency  attention  was  called  to 
the  pendency  of  the  suits  against  former  State  officers.  (See  Report 
of  January  1,  1874,  pp.  3,  4&  6.) 

These  suits  were  pending  when  I  came  into  office,  except  that 
against  Hon.  John  C.  Shoemaker.  This  suit  was  instituted  after  the 
commencement  of  my  term. 

During  my  term  of  office  I  have  given  these  cases  careful  atten- 
tion, have  made  diligent  efforts  to  obtain  evidence  to  sustain  the 
claims,  and  finding  it  impossible  to  procure  evidence  to  sustain 
them  (except  as  to  a  small  amount),  I  therefore  concluded  that  the 
further  prosecution  of  said  suits  would  not  result  in  any  substantial 
financial  benefit  to  the  State,  and  from  the  diversity  of  rulings  of 
the  courts  on  the  legal  questions  involved  in  the  cases.  For  these 
reasons  it  was  thought  advisable  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Attorney  General  elect,  and  the  other 
State  officers  the  propriety  of  dismissing  all  of  said  causes.  A 
meeting  of  said  officers  was  called  by  your  Excellency.  All  of  said 
officers  attended  in  your  office,  and  after  a  full  consultation,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  dismiss  said  causes.  A  statement  of  said  causes 
was  then  prepared,  and  each  of  said  officers  made  their  several 
endorsements  thereon,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  and  is  as 
follows :

OPINIONS. 


I  append  hereto  such  of  my  opinions  to  the  State  and  county 
officers  as  affect  the  public  at  large : 

OPINIONS   TO    GOVERNOR. 

NOTARIES  PUBLIC— Representative— A  Notary  Public  who 
aeeepts  the  office  of  Representative  in  the  General  Assembly  thereby 
vacates  the  office  of  Notary. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  party  who  was  a  Notary 
Public,  and  while  acting  as  such  officer,  was  elected  and  accepted 
the  office  of  Representative  in  the  General  Assembly,  he  thereby 
vacated  the  former. 

Sec.  IX.,  Article  2,  of  our  Constitution,  provides  that  no  person 
shall  hold  more  than  one  lucrative  office  at  the  same  time.  Our 
Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  of  Dailey  vs.  The  State  ex  rel.  Huffer, 
8th  Blackford,  p.  329,  say  "  that  the  acceptance  by  an  incumbent 
of  one  lucrative  office  of  another  such,  vacates  the  former  office." 

Is  the  office  of  Notary  Public  a  lucrative  office?  Blackstone 
defines  an  [office  "  to  be  a  right  to  exercise  a  public  or  private 
employment,  and  take  the  fees  and  emoluments  thereunto  belong- 
ing." Under  this  definition,  it  appears  clear  that  the  right  to  exer- 
cise the  duties  and  take  the  fees  of  a  Notary  Public  is  an  office. 
There  can  be  no  question  tested  by  the  same  rule  that  a  Representa- 
tive in  the  General  Assembly  is  an  office.  So,  in  my  opinion  they 
are   both    lucrative  offices.     Pay  supposed  to  be  an  adequate  com- 
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tpensation  is  affixed  to  the  performance  of  their  duties,  therefore  I 
■conclude  that  when  the  party  accepted  the  position  of  Representa- 
tive, he  vacated  the  office  of  Notary  Public;  and  his  right  to  exer- 
cise the  duties  of  Notary  Public  will  not  revive  on  the  expiration 
of  his  term  as  Representative,  but  before  he  can  do  so  he  must  be 
re-appointed  and  qualified. 


NOTARIES  PUBLIC— When  a  Notary  Public  removes  from  the 
county  in  ichioh  he  resided  at  the  time  he  v:as  appointed,  he  thereby 
vacates  his  office. 

"  Can  a  Notary  Public,  appointed  and  qualified  while  a  resident 
of  one  county,  remove  to  and  continue  to  act  as  such  in  another 
under  the  same  commission  ?" 

Article  6,  Sec.  6,  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  "  All  county, 
^  township,   and  town  officers  shall   reside  within  their  respective 

*  counties,  towHships,  and  towns ;  and  shall  keep  their  respective 
'  offices  at  such  place  therein,  and   perform   such   duties,  as  may  be 

*  directed  by  law." 

Sec.  I.  of  the  "  Act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  Notaries 
Public  and  defining  their  duties,"  1  G.  &  H.,  p.  445,  the  following 
language  is  used:  "Notaries  Public  shall  be  appointed  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor,  upon  a  certificate  of  qualifications  and 
moral  character  from  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  or  Common  Pleas 
Court  of  their  counties  respectively,  and  shall,  before  they  enter 
upon  their  duties  as  such,  take  an  oath  of  office  before  the  Clerk  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  their  counties  respectively,  and  file  in  his  office, 
to  be  approved  by  said  Clerk,  an  official  bond,"  etc. 

It  would  seem  from  the  constitutional  provision  and  the  section 
of  the  statute  above  referred  to,  that  it  was  intended  by  the  Con- 
vention and  the  Legislature  that  the  officer  should  reside  in  the 
county  when  appointed ;  and  it  surely  can  not  be  presumed  that  he 
could,  as  soon  as  he  was  appointed  in  one  county,  remove  to  another 
county  and  there  exercise  the  functions  of  his  office  without  being 
again  appointed.  My  opinion,  therefore,  is  that,  when  a  Notary 
removes  from  the  county  in  which  he  resided  at  the  time  he  was 
appointed,  he  thereby  vacates  the  office. 
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POWER  OF  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  GRANT  REPRIEVES. 

—  The  Governor  has  the  power  to  grant  reprieves. 

"  Is  the  Governor  of  Indiana  authorized,  by  the  Constitution,  to 
suspend  the  execution  of  sentence  upon  a  party  convicted  of  the 
crime  of  seduction  and  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  State  Prison, 
until  the  case  can  be  examined  by  the  Supreme  Court  upon  appeal  ?  " 

I  have  examined  the  question  you  present  with  as  much  care  as 
the  circumstances  would  admit  of".  Section  17,  Article  5,  of  the 
Constitution,  provides  that  "  He  (the  Governor)  shall  have  the 
power  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations,  and  pardons,  after  convic- 
tion, for  all  offenses,  except  treason  and  cases  of  impeachment,  sub- 
ject to  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law." 

The  Supreme  Court,  in  9  Ind.  p.  20,  say:  ''The  power  of  the 
Governor,  under  the  present  Constitution,  to  remit  fines  and  for- 
feitures is  not  absolute.  It  can  only  be  exercised  pursuant  to  legis- 
lative direction."  But  it  has  never  been  understood  that  it  was 
necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  par- 
dons that  legislation  was  necessary  before  the  power  could  be  exer- 
cised. No  provision  has  ever  been  made  by  the  Legislature  on  this 
subject,  and  the  power  of  granting  pardons  has  been  continually 
exercised  by  all  the  Governors  of  the  State  from  the  time  of  the 
formation  of  the  Constitution  to  the  present  time.  The  Legisla- 
ture, in  1852,  shortly  after  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  pro- 
vided a  mode  of  proceeding  as  to  remissions  of  fines,  etc.,  by  the 
Governor. 

I  conclude  that  the  Governor  has  the  power  to  grant  pardons 
without  any  regulation  on  the  subject  by  the  Legislature,  the  same 
provision  of  the  Constitution  above  referred  to  gives  the  power  to 
the  Governor  to  stay  the  execution  of  a  sentence,  or,  in  other  words, 
grant  reprieves;  and,  in  a  proper  case,  may  and  should  be  exer- 
cised. 
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STATUTE  OF  LIMITATIONS — A  temporary  absence  on  business 
is  not  such  an  absence  as  is  contemplated  by  the  13th  section  of  the 
Criminal  Code. 

"At  the  recent  term  of  the  Hancock  Circuit  Court,  John  C. 
*  Atkinson  was  convicted  of  the  crime  of  perjury  and  sentenced  to 
'thirty  days  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail.  An  application  is 
'pending  before  me  for  his  pardon.  The  indictment  was  found  on 
'  the  20th  day  of  September,  1871,  and  assigns  perjury  upon  false 
'testimony  given  in  that  court  on  the  26th  day  of  August,  1869, 
'  and  upon  the  trial  the  State  proved  the  date  as  alleged.  To  take 
'  the  case  from  under  the  statute  of  limitations,  the  indictment 
'  alleges  that,  after  the  commission  of  the  crime,  the  defendant  was, 
'at  several  different  times,  absent  from  this  State,  in  all  amounting 
'  to  five  months.  To  support  this  averment,  it  was  proven  upon  the 
'  trial  that,  at  one  time  he  was  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  as  much  as 
'fifteen  days,  and  at  another  time,  from  two  to  four  weeks,  but  that 
'  he  was  at  home  in  the  meantime;  so  that  no  one  absence  was  more 
'  than  from  eight  to  fifteen  days.  In  the  months  of  February  and 
'March,  1870,  he  was  in  the  State  of  Illinois  two  or  three  times;  in 
'all,  three  or  four  weeks  ;  and  in  1871  he  was  in  that  State  from 
'  two  to  two  and  one-half  months,  returning  home  once  or  twice 
'  during  that  time.  During  the  entire  two  years  from  the  26th  of 
'August,  1869,  his  home  was  in  Hancock  county,  in  this  State,  and 
'  his  family  remained  there.  His  trips  to  Cincinnati  and  Illinois 
'were  exclusively  upon  temporary  business.  At  Cincinnati  he  was 
'  engaged  in  the  sale  of  hogs  bought  by  himself  and  others  in  this 
'  State,  and  shipped  to  that  city  for  sale.  In  Illinois  he  was  engaged 
'  in  purchasing  and  collecting  cattle,  to  be  brought  to  this  State  to 
'  be  fed  and  pastured  here  for  market. 

"  I  will  be  obliged  if  you  will  give  me  your  opinion,  whether 
'  such  an  absence  from  the  State  is  shown  as  to  take  this  case  out  of 
'  the  statute  of  limitations  under  section  13,  page  393,  2  Gavin  & 
Hord." 

In  reply  thereto  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  section  13  of  the 
criminal  code  provides:  "If  any  persjn  who  has  committed  an 
ofifense,  is  absent  from  the  State,  or  so  conceals  himself  that  process 
can  not  be  served  upon  him,  or  conceals  the  fact  of  the  crime,  the 
time  of  absence  or  concealment  is  not  to  be  included  in  computing 
the  period  of  limitation."     In  my  opinion  the  facts  proven  as  to  the 
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absence  of  tlie  defendant  were  not  sufficient  to  take  the  case  out  of 
the  statute.  His  absence  was  only  temporary,  and  on  business.  He 
did  not  flee  from  the  State  to  avoid  service  of  process  upon  him. 

It  seems  clear  to  my  mind  that  a  temporary  absence  on  business  is 
not  such  an  absence  as  is  contemplated  by  this  statute.  Was  the 
State  prevented  from  instituting  the  prosecution  because  the  defend- 
ant went  to  Illinois  to  purchase  hogs  or  cattle,  or  because  he  went  to 
Cincinnati  on  business?  It  seems  to  me,  to  construe  the  statute 
thus  would  be  unreasonable,  and  would  lead  to  absurdity.  It  could 
not  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  that  a 
mere  temporary  absence  for  a  few  aays,  for  business  purposes  alone, 
would  take  a  case  like  this  out  of  the  statute  of  limitations.  I  am, 
therefere,  of  opinion  that  the  facts  proved  were  not  sufficient  to  pre- 
vent the  statute  ot  limitations  being  relied  on  as  a  bar  to  the  pros- 
■ecution. 


THE  WORDS  "  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,^'  as 
used  in  the  1st,  Sd,  4th,  12th,  14th  and  loth  sections  of  the  act  of 
March  10,  1873,  making  general  appropriations,  and  similar  acts 
of  former  years,  mean  a  Calender  year,  and  the  year  under  this, 
and  similar  appropriation  acts  begin  on  the  first  of  January  of  each 
year. 

Money  appropriated  by  an  act  providing  that  " dollars  or  so 

much  thereof  as  may  he  necessary, '^  appropriates  the  money,  and  if 
there  is  a  balance  of  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  remaining 
unexpended,  it  laps  over  into  the  following  year's  appropriation. 
In  appropriations  all  accounts  should  be  kept  an  entirety;  all 
appropriations  credited  and  all  drafts  charged.  There  should  be 
no  rests  in  the  account. 

SiE  : — In  yours  of  the  26th  ult.,  you  ask  : 

"  1.  What  is  the  meaning  of  the  words,  '  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-three'  and  '  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,'  as  used  in  Sees.  1,  3,  4,  12, 
14  and  15  of '  an  act^making  general  appropriations  for  the   years 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy- four/  approved  March  10th,  1873,  and 
of  similar  language  in  the  appropriation,  Acts  of  1865,  1867  and 
1869.  Is  the  year  thus  named  the  calender  year  ?  If  not,  when 
does  the  year  commence?" 

"  2.  Do  unexpired  balances  of  the  '  Governor's  Office  Fund'  and 
of  the  '  Civil  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Governor,'  accrue  and  stand 
to  the  credit  of  the  Governor,  subject  to  his  drafts  for  office  and  inci- 
dental expenses  in  transacting  the  public  business,  as  limited  in  the 
acts  making  the  several  appropriations?" 

"3,  The  annual  reports  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  the 
monthly  statements  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State,  show  a 
total  disbursement  on  account  of  the  construction  of  the  Female 
Prison,  up  to  December  31,  1872,  inclusive,  of  $51,686.91.  This 
was  an  excess  and  overdraft  of  $1,686.91,  upon  the  appropriation 
made  by  section  34  of  the  act  establishing  the  Institution ;  approved 
May  13,  1869.  By  the  first  section  of  the  supplemental  act 
approved  February  3,  1873,  as  explained  by  the  joint  resolution 
approved  February  6,  1873,  the  further  sum  of  $50,000  was  appro- 
priated and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund.  An  accrued 
indebtedness  of  $19,376.23,  evidenced  by  certficates  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  was  immediately  paid  out  of  that  appropriation.  Was 
the  overdraft  of  $1,686.91  also  chargeable  to  said  last  appropria- 
tion ?  That  is  to  say,  is  the  account  to  be  kept  by  the  Auditor  with 
that  fund  (and  others  like  it)  an  entirety,  to  which  all  appropriations 
are  to  be  credited  and  all,  drafts  charged,  or  are  there  rests  in  the 
account  ?     If  so,  when  do  such  rests  occur  ?  " 

The  first  section  of  the  act  of  June  18,  1852,  2  G.  and  H.,  337, 
provides  that  "  the  construction  of  all  statutes  of  this  State  shall  be 
by  the  following  rules,  unless  said  construction  be  plainly  repug- 
nant to  the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the  context  of  the 
same  statute."  And  by  the  fifth  clause  (or  rule)  of  this  section  it  is 
provided  that  "  the  word  '  year'  shall  mean  a  calendar  year,  unless 
otherwise  expressed."  This  act  fixes  a  rule  of  construction  of  the 
statutes  of  this  State.  Therefore,  I  conclude  that  the  words  "  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,"  and  "  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,"  as  used  in 
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the  statute  referred  to  in  your  letter,  mean  a  calendar  year ;  and 
that  therefore  the  year  under  these  appropriation  acts  begins  on  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

The  application  of  this  rule  may  be  the  cause  of  much  inconven- 
ience ;  but  inasmuch  as  it  is  provided  by  the  statute  making  the  rule 
that  the  word  "  year"  shall  mean  a  calendar  year,  unless  otherwise 
expressed,  I  feel  compelled  to  so  construe  it. 

As  to  the  unexpended  balances  of  the  "  Governor's  Office  Fund" 
and  the  "Civil  Contingent  fund  of  the  Governor,"  accrued  and 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Governor,  subject  to  his  draft  for  inci- 
dental expenses  in  transacting  the  publio  business  as  limited  in  the 
acts  making  the  several  appropriations,  my  (pinion  is,  that, 
although  each  of  the   acts    appropriating    money    for  the  purposes 

above  stated  provide  that  " dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 

be  necessary,  etc.,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,"  yet,  it 
is  in  iact  an  appropriation  of  the  amount  named  in  the  act.  When 
an  appropriation  is  made  for  a  continuous  service,  or  for  an  object 
that  is  continuous,  and  there  is  a  balance  of  the  fund  at  the  end  of 
the  year  remaining  unexpended,  it  laps  over  into  the  following 
year's  appropriation.  So,  if  an  appropriation  be  made  for  a  given 
year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  proves  to  be  in  excess  of  the 
necessary  expenditure  of  that  year,  it  is  applicable  to  the  same  con- 
•tinuous  objects  during  a  subsequent  year.  If,  therefore,  in  a  par- 
ticular year,  the  appropriation  for  a  given  service  prove  deficient,  a 
balance  remaining  of  the  appropriation  for  the  same  service,  made 
for  a  previous  year,  may  be  drawn  upon  to  fill  up  the  deficit. 

In  this  State  we  have  no  statute  providing  that  any  balance  of  an 
appropriation,  unexpended  at  the  close  of  the  year,  shall  go  into  the 
general  or  surplus  fund. 

The  rule  as  to  appropriations  seems  to  have  been  understood  by 
Congress  as  above  stated ;  and  to  provide  against  such  contingency, 
in  1795,  1820  and  1852,  acts  were  passed,  providing  that  all  bal- 
ances remaining  unexpended  for  two  years  after  the  close  of  the 
year  for  which  such  appropriations  were  made,  shall  be  carried  into 
the  "  Surplus  Fund,"  except  fur  a  purpose  in  respect  to  which  a 
longer  duration  is  specially  designed  by  law;  and  in  1870  an  Act 
was  passed  providing  that  all  such  balances  should  go  into  the  gen- 
eral fund  at  the  expiration  of  one  year. 

The  appropriations  made  for  the  years  1873  and  1874  for  the  Gov- 
ernor's Contingent  Fund  are  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  year. 
From  1865   to    1873,  inclusive,  the  total  amount  appropriated  i& 
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125,000.  The  amount  drawn  is  $19,286.88,  leaving  a  balance  not 
drawn  of  $5,713.12. 

The  Governor's  Office  Fund,  for  the  same  years  aggregate  $44,000. 
Amount  drawn  $40,575.89;  leaving  a  balance  not  drawn  of 
$3,424.11. 

I  am  informed  by  Hon.  Asbury  Steele,  an  eminent  lawyer,  and 
who  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Senate  at 
the  late  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  it  the  regular  session,  that  the  question  as  to 
the  appropriation  for  the  Civil  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Governor, 
was  discussed  by  the  members  of  said  Finance  Committee;  that 
they  found  by  examining  the  condition  of  the  fund  that  had  before 
been  appropriated  for  said  purpose,  that  a  considerable  balance 
remained  of  said  fund  which  had  not  been  drawn,  and  which,  in 
their  opinion,  could  legally  be  drawn  upon  by  the  Governor;  and 
for  this  reason  they  appropriated  only  one  thousand  dollars  ior 
each  of  the  years  1873  and  1874;  which,  when  added  to  the  bal- 
ances remaining  of  former  appropriations,  would  be  sufficient.  The 
above  amount  of  $5,713.12  may,  in  my  opinion,  be  drawn  upon  by 
the  Governor  fiar  said  purposes. 

An  appropriation  is  the  setting  apart  a  sum  of  money  for  a  given 

purpose,  and  while  each  of  these  acts  provide  that dollars 

are  appropriated  for  the  year,  they  also  provide  that  the  same  are 
appropriated  for  a  certain  specified  service.  The  Legislature  could 
not  have  supposed  that  $1,000  a  year  would  be  sufficient  for  the 
Governor's  Contingent  Fund. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  the  Legislature  intended  that  the  bal- 
ance remaining  of  former  appropriations  could  and  should  be 
drawn  upon  to  pay  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Executive. 
Also,  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Executive  Department. 
The  balances  remaining  of  former  appropriations  should  be  first 
drawn  before  drawing  upon  the  appropriations  for  the  year  for 
which  they  are  made.  See  opinion  of  Attorney  General  Cashing, 
7  vol.,  opinions  Attorney  General  United  States,  pp.  1  and  14. 

As  to  the  third  question  propounded,  my  opinion  is  that  the 
appropriations  for  1869  and  1873,  to  the  Female  Prison,  should  be 
added  together,  and  that  not  more  than  the  $100,000  can  be  drawn; 
and  that  the  amount  drawn  prior  to  the  appropriation  of  1873 
should  be  deducted  from  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  year. 
The  account  should  be  kept  as  an  entirety.  All  appropriations  arc 
to  be  credited  and  all  drafts  charged.  There  should  be  no  rests  in 
the  account. 
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■STATE  LIBRARY. — State  officers  may  take  the  books  from  the 
State  Libra7-y  to  their  several  offices  in  the  State  buildings,  when 
their  use  is  required  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  13th  inst.,  wherein  you 
state  :  "  I  have  the  honor  to  request  your  opinion  in  writing, 
whether  or  not,  under  the  provisions  oi  an  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  entitled  "An  Act  regulating  the  duties  of  the  State 
Librarian,  and  providing  penalties  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,"  approved  March  9,  1863,  as  modified  and  affected  by 
the  Act  of  March  9,  1867,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  suitable  building  for  the  use  of  the  Supreme  Court  and 
State  officers,"  etc.,  approved  March  9,  1867,  *  *  *  the 
offices  of  the  Governor  and  other  officers  of  State  may  properly  be 
taken  and  held  by  the  State  Librarian,  to  be  included  in  the  term 
"  Capitol  buildings,"  and  thus  permit  the  books  in  the  State  Library 
rooms,  to  be  used  by  the  several  officers  mentioned  in  the  former 
Act,  "  when  required  "  by  them  "  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
■duties." 

In  answer  thereto  I  have  to  state  that  the  first  section  of  the  Act 
of  March  9,  1863,  (3  G.  &  H.,  325,)  authorizes  and  requires  the 
State  Librarian  to  allow  the  Governor  and  other  State  officers, 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  members  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  Judges  of  the  United  States  Court,  when  required  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties,  the  use  of  the  books,  etc.,  in  the  State 
Library.  By  this  same  section  it  is  also  provided  that  "  in  no  case 
shall  any  such  book,  etc.,  be  taken  outside  of  the  Capitol  buildings." 

At  the  time  this  act  was  passed,  the  State  officers,  except  the 
Governor,  occupied  rooms  outside  of  the  Capitol  building  proper 
near  where  they  are  now  kept  in  new  the  State  building.  This  new 
building  was  erected  under  the  Act  of  March  9,  1867,  (3  G.  &  H., 
507.)  All  the  State  officers  are  now  in  the  new  building.  It  is  now 
one  of  the  "  Capitol  buildings."  The  Legislature  could  not  have 
intended,  when  they  authorized  the  erection  of  the  new  building,  to 
prevent  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  State  officers  from 
using  the  books  in  the  State  Library.  To  prevent  them  from  taking 
the  books,  etc.,  from  the  old  Capitol  building  would  practically  have 
this  effect. 
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In  my  opinion,  the  oificers  named  in  the  Act  of  March  9,  1863^ 
may  properly  take  books,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  State  Library  to 
their  offices,  when  required  to  be  used  by  them  in  discharge  of  their 
official  duties. 


PARDON  AND  COMMUTATION— A  person  imprisoned  in  the 
State  Prison  for  a  crime  can  not  have  his  punishment  commuted  hy 
sending  him  to  the  Poor  Asylum  of  the  county  from  which  he  was 
sentenced,  so  as  to  authorize  his  detention  by  the  officers  of  the 
Asylum. 

His  punishment  may  he  commuted  by  sending  him  to  the  County  Jail, 
the  ^prisoner  being  an  insane  perso7i. 

In  a  communication  from  your  Excellency  addressed  to  me,  you 
say  : 

"  Shannon  Martin,  a  convict  in  the  State  Prison,  South,  is  incur- 
ably insane,  and  probably  ought  not  to  have  been  held  a  responsible 
person  at  the  time  of  his  conviction.  He  is  much  of  the  time  so 
violent  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  management  of  the  prison,, 
and,  in  the  language  of  the  Warden,  to  prevent  the  prisoners  around 
him  "  from  enjoying  that  sleep  and  rest  they  need  after  their  ten 
hours'  hard  labor." 

Being  incurable,  he  is  not  a  proper  person  to  be  sent  the  Asylum 
for  the  Insane.  I  am  reluctant  to  pardon  him,  for  he  would  thereby 
be  thrown  out  without  any  one  to  take  care  of  him,  and  without 
being  capable  of  taking  care  of  himself.  He  was  sent  from  Sullivan 
county  and  he  is  properly  a  charge  upon  that  county.  I  desire,  if  I 
have  the  power,  to  commute  his  sentence  by  sending  him  to  the 
Poor  House  of  that  county,  and  I  will  be  obliged  if  you  will  give 
me  your  opinion  upon  the  question  of  my  power  so  to  dispose  of  the- 
case  and  provide  for  him." 

I  have  examined  the  question  presented  by  you  with  considerable 
care. 
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I  can  find  no  reason  satisfactory  which  would  authorize  your 
Excellency  to  commute  the  sentence  of  the  prisoner  named  by  send- 
ing him  to  the  Poor  Asylum  of  Sullivan  county.  It  seems  that 
such  an  order  would  amount  to  a  pardon.  I  know  of  no  statute 
that  would  authorize  his  detention  by  the  officers  having  charge  of 
that  institution.  You  have  the  power  to  commute  the  punishment 
of  a  person  convicted  of  crime  by  imposing  a  less  for  a  greater 
punishment ;  but  if  such  commutation  be  granted  could  it  be  to 
other  than  a  place  provided  by  law  for  the  dentention  of  prisoners? 
I  think  not. 

Inasmuch  as  the  prisoner  referred  to  is  "  a  proper  charge  upon 
Sullivan  county,"  it  seems  clear  to  my  mind  that  his  punishment 
may  properly  be  commuted  by  sending  him  to  the  county  jail  of  that 
county  for  such  length  of  time  as  your  Excellency  may  order,  not 
exceeding  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  which  he  was  sentenced. 


PROSECUTING  ATTORNEYS— Whose  term   expire  before  the 
General  Election  in  1876,  successors  should  be  elected  in  1874. 

The  82d  section  of  the  act  of  March  6th,  1873,  provides  that 
Prosecuting  Attorneys  shall  be  elected  in  the  new  circuits  in  Octo- 
ber, 1873.  They  hold  their  office  for  two  years.  Their  term  will 
expire  two  years  after  this  time,  to-wit :  October,  1875. 

The  1st  section  of  the  act  of  April  26,  1869,  provides  that  all 
offices  the  term  of  which  expires  before  the  next  general  elections 
thereafter,  shall  be  filled,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

This  statute  embraces  Prosecuting  Attorneys.  So  that  those 
who  were  elected  in  October,  1873,  their  term  will  expire  before  the 
general  election  in  1876,  and  their  successors  should  be  elected  at 
tho  October  election  in  1874. 
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TEMPERANCE  LAW  OF  1869— An  order  of  County  Board 
authorizing  a  license  and  not  the  license  issued  by  the  Auditor  fixes 
the  date  from  and  to  which  the  right  is  determined.  If  the  County 
Board  made  an  order  on  V2th  of  April,  1872,  authorizing  a  permit 
to  issue  to  a  paiiy  to  sell,  and  he  fail  to  file  bond  until  the  Wi  day 
of  Februarg,  1873,  his  permit  expires  on  the  Vlth  day  of  April, 
1873. 

In  your  communication  of  this  date,  requesting  an  opinion  as  to 
the  eifect  of  a  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  issued  on  the  6th 
day  of  February,  1873,  for  one  year  from  that  date,  based  on  an 
order  made  by  the  County  Board  on  the  12th  day  of  April,  1872, 
granting  a  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  and  ordering  that  the 
license  issued  immediately,  upon  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
the  execution  of  a  proper  bond,  and  to  continue  in  force  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  license. 

Ihe  payment  was  made,  the  bond  filed,  and  the  license  issued  on 
the  6th  day  of  February,  1873,  and  in  form  the  license  was  for  one 
year  from  that  date. 

And  the  question  you  present  is,  did  the  license  expire  on  the 
12th  day  of  April,  1873,  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  order  grant- 
ing the  license,  or  did  it  continue  in  force  until  the  6th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1874,  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  license  ? 

The  first  section  of  the  act  of  March  5th,  1859,  1  G.  and  H.,  p. 
614,  provides  that  no  person  shall  sell  or  barter,  etc.,  intoxicating 
liquors  by  a  less  quantity  than  a  quart  at  a  time  within  this  State, 
without  first  procuring  from  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
of  the  county  in  which  such  liquors  are  to  be  sold,  a  license  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

The  fourth  section  provides  that  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
after  notice  given  as  required  by  the  third  section,  "  shall  grant  a 
lijenseto  such  applicant,"  etc. 

The  fifth  section  requires  the  payment  of  -^50.00  before  the  license 
"  shall  issue  to  him,^'  and  bond  to  be  filed. 

The  sixth  section  provides,  "  Upon  the  execution  of  the  bond,  as 
required  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  and.  the  presentation  of 
the  order  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  granting  the  license," 
"  and  the  treasury  receipt  of  the  fee  as  aforesaid,  the  County  Audi- 
tor shiill  issue  a  license  to  the  applicant  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,"  etc. 
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Section  seven  is  as  follows :  "  No  license  as  herein  provided 
shall  be  granted  for  a  greater  or  less  term  than  one  year." 

It  would  seem  from  these  provisions  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  to  provide  that  the  order  of  the  County  Board  was 
intended  to  be  the  license,  and  the  certificate  of  the  Auditor  a  con- 
venient mode  furnished  the  party  as  evidence  of  such  license,  and 
that  it  is  the  order  of  the  Board  that  gives  the  right. 

Drapert  vs.  The  State,  14th  Indiana,  p.  123,  was  a  prosecution 
under  the  act  of  March  5,  1859,  for  selling  without  a  license,  the 
defendant  below  had  applied  to  the  County  Board  for  a  license  to 
sell  liquor  in  Wayne  county.  Cook  remonstrated,  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  being  satisfied  that  Paul  had  the  moral  fitness 
required  by  the  statutes  granted  the  license.  Paul  filed  his  bond 
with  the  Auditor,  which  was  approved,  and  paid  the  treasurer  fifty 
dollars.  He  filed  the  treasurer's  receipt  with  the  Auditor  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and 
demanded  the  license;  but  the  Auditor  informed  him  that  an 
appeal  had  been  taken  by  Cook  and  refused  to  issue  the  license. 
Paul  went  home  and  commenced  selliug,  an  information  was  filed 
against  him,  charging  that  he  had  sold  without  a  license,  and  the 
Supreme  Court  held  that  he  had  a  right  to  sell,  thus  in  effect  hold- 
ing that  if  an  order  was  made  by  the  County  Board,  and  the  party 
paid  the  fee  and  filed  the  bond  that  the  certificate  of  the  Auditor 
was  not  necessary  to  perfect  his  right. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  the  right  to  sell  dated  from  the  order 
of  the  Board  and  not  from  the  day  the  Auditor  issued  the  cer- 
tificate. 


HOUSE    OF    REFUGE— Power   of  court   to  sentence  hoys  for 
shorter  time  than  that  fixed  by  statute. 

Criminal  and  Circuit  Courts  have  no  power  to  limit  the  term  of 
imprisonment  of  a  boy  to  House  of  Refuge  short  of  his  majority, 
or  until,  in  the  opinion  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  Institution,  he  is. 
reformed. 
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"Can  a  Criminal  Court  upon  information  or  indictment  in  a  reg- 
ular trial  and  conviction,  sentence  an  infant  under  sixteen  vears  of 
age  to  confinement  in  the  House  of  Refuge  for  a  period  less  than 
his  arrival  at  full  age  ?  " 

Section  18  of  the  act  of  March  8,  1867,  for  the  establishment  of  a 
House  of  Refuge  for  juvenile  offenders,  expressly  provides  that  no 
commitment  of  an  infant  to  the  Institution  shall  be  for  a  shorter 
period  than  until  the  infant  shall  be  reformed  or  attains  the  age  of 
twenty- one  years. 

I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  Criminal  Courts  or  Circuit  Courts 
have  no  power  or  authority  to  limit  the  term  of  imprisonment  short 
of  the  majority  of  the  infant,  or  until,  in  the  opinion  of  the  proper 
officers  of  the  Institution,  he  is  reformed.  It  would  follow  that  in 
all  cases  where  the  order  of  the  court  fixes  the  term  of  an  infant's 
imprisonment,  the  order  is  void  for  want  of  power  in  the  court  to 
make  such  order.  The  statute  does  not  give  the  court  power  to, 
limit  the  term  of  imprisonment,  but  merely  provides  that  in  certain 
cases  such  persons  shall  be  sent  to  that  Institution,  and  the  statute 
fixes  the  term  of  imprisonment.  This  statutory  provision  can  not  be 
changed  by  any  order  the  court  can  make  at  the  time  of  conviction. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  detain  all  infants  legally 
committed  to  the  Institution  until  reformed,  or  until  they  attain 
their  majority. 


STATE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE— The  projjerty  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  is  not  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  State,  county  or  city  purposes. 

The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  submits  to 
your  Excellency  and  which  is  reierred  to  this  office  for  answer  the 
following : 

"  Is  the  property  held  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  March  3,  1865,  as  effected  by  the  act  approved  Deceml)er 
21,  1872?" 

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture  was  created  by  the  act 
of  Februarv  14,  1851,  (act  of  1851  pp.  6  to  9).  It  is  to  all  intents 
A.  G.— 4 
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and  purposes  a  State  institution,  created  for  the  purpose  of  advan- 
cing the  great  agricultural  interests  of  the  State.  The  officers  are 
required  by  law  to  make  report  to  the  Legislature,  etc. 

The  third  section  of  the  act  of  1865,  (1  G.  &  H.,  p.  7),  provides 
that  "  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  said  Board  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation."  This  section  also  requires  the  county  of  Marion 
and  the  State  to  refund  to  the  Board  the  taxes  collected  during  the 
years  of  1862,  1863  and  1864.  The  first  section  authorizes  the 
Board  to  purchase  not  exceeding  eighty  acres  of  land  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  State  Fairs  and  other  uses  of  the  Board. 

The  seventh  section  of  the  act  of  December  21,  1872,  (acts  1872, 
p.  58),  provides  that  the  following  among  other  property  shall  be 
exempt  frcm  taxation  : 

"The  property  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State." 

The  State  contributes  $1,500  per  annum  to  the  support  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  statute  of  1865  above  referred  to,  exempting  the  property 
from  taxation,  is  not  repealed  by  any  provisions  in  the  act  of  1872. 
The  general  repealing  clause  only  repeals  such  acts  as  are  in  conflict 
with  its  provisions,  and  there  is  no  provision  in  the  act  of  1872 
conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1865. 

The  act  of  1872  provides  that  certain  property  therein  named 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.  But  does  this  provision  by  impli- 
cation, exclude  from  exemption  such  property  as  was  by  express  pro- 
vision of  law  exempt  from  taxation  at  the  time  it  was  passed  ?  It 
would  seem  clear  that  it  does  not. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  the  property  in  question  can  not  be 
taxed  for  State,  county,  or  city  purposes,  for  the  reasons  given. 
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OPINIONS  TO  AUDITOR  OF  STATE. 

THE  SUPPLEMENTAL  Act  of  March  Sth,  1873,  authonzes  the 
collection  of  State  and  County  taxes  in  two  installments,  and 
requires  penalty  to  be  added  if  the  first  installment  be  not  paid  on 
or  before  the  15th  of  April — this  penalty  to  be  added  by  County 
Treasurer.  On  failure  to  pay  the  second  installment,  the  penalty 
of  ten  per  cent,  attaches  as  fully  as  on  failure  to  pay  the  first.  It 
is  the  duty  of  County  Treasurers  to  make  two  settlements  loith 
the  Treasurer  of  State  in  each  year:  one  on  or  before  the  \st 
day  of  January — one  on  or  before  the  Ibth  day  of  May.  The 
Auditor  of  State  may  require  other  settlements, 

"1.  Does  the  new  assessment  law  (Act  of  December  21,  1872,) 
since  the  changes  made  by  the  Supplemental  and  Amendatory  Act 
of  March  8,  1873,  authorize  the  collection  of  the  State  and 
County  tax  in  two  installments? 

"2  Does  the  law  provide  that  any  penalty  be  attached  to  the 
second  installment,  to  wit :  the  installment  to  be  paid  in  November, 
if  it  be  not  paid  on  or  before  the  15th  of  November? 

"  3.  Does  the  law  now  in  force  require  County  Treasurers  to  make 
settlement  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  any  tax  collected 
by  him  after  April  settlement,  other  than  the  taxes  which  are  delin- 
quent on  the  third  Monday  in  April  ? 

"  4.  Does  the  law  require  the  County  Auditor  to  add  to  the  next 
year's  duplicate  any  unpaid  tax  on  the  second  installment,  to  wit : 
that  which  should  be  paid  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  November? 

I  will  answer  the  questions  in  the  order  they  are  presented : 

The  Supplemental  and  Amendatory  Act  of  March  8,  1873,  does 
require  and  authorize  the  collection  of  the  State  and  county  tax  in 
two  installments.  Section  1,  of  said  act  provides  that  persons  or 
tax-payers  may  pay  the  full  amount  of  tax  charged  to  them  on  or 
before  the  third  Monday  in  April,  or  may,  at  his  option,  pay  one- 
half  thereof  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  April,  and  the 
remaining  half  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  November  following. 
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It  further  provides  that  in  all  cases  where  as  much  as  one-half  of 
the  amount  of  tax  charged  against  a  tax-payer  shall  not  be  paid  on 
or  before  the  third  Monday  in  April,  the  whole  amount  charged 
shall  become  due  and  be  returned  delinquent,  and  collected  as  pro- 
vided by  law.  The  155th  section  of  the  act  of  December  21sty 
1872,  provides  that  in  case  any  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
pay  the  tax  imposed  on  him,  the  County  Treasurer  shall,  after  the 
third  Monday  in  April,  levy  the  same,  together  with  ten  per  cent, 
costs,  etc.  The  Supplemental  Act  of  March  8,  1873,  defers  this 
action  by  the  County  Treasurer  until  after  the  15th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, provided  one  half  be  paid  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  ia 
April. 

To  the  second  question  propounded,  my  opinion  is  that  the  penalty 
does  attach,  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  the  second  installment,  as  fully 
aud  completely  as  it  does  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  the  first.  The 
Supplemental  and  Amendatory  Act  does  not  attempt  to  amend  the 
whole  revenue  law,  but  only  a  part  of  it ;  therefore,  the  act  of 
December  21st  remains  in  force,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  changed  by  the  Supplemental  Act.  Section  172  of  the  act  pro- 
vides:  ''That  there  shall  be  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  upon  the 
<  amount  of  taxes  returned  delinquent,  which  the  person  or  prop- 
*  erty  assessed  shall  be  liable  to  pay,  together  with  interest  upon  the 
'  whole  amount  until  paid." 

To  the  third  question,  my  opinion  is  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
County  Treasurer  to  make  two  settlements  in  each  year — one  on  the 
1st  day  of  January,  and  one  on  the  15th  day  of  May.  See.  160 
of  the  act  of  December  2 1st,  1872,  provides  that  each  County 
Treasurer  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year, 
pay  over  to  the  State  Treasurer,  all  moneys  found  due  for  State 
revenue,  school  tax,  and  all  other  State  purposes,  according  to  the 
certificate  of  settlement  with  tlie  Auditor  of  his  county,  etc.  And 
Sec.  181  provides  that  County  Treasurers  shall  pay  over  to  the 
State  Treasurer  all  such  money  as  is  due  to  the  State,  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  May,  in  each  year.  Sec.  166  provides  that  the 
County  Treasurer  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  taxes,  damages, 
and  fees,  and  when  the  same  is  collected,  shall  pay  the  same  into 
the  State  Treasury.  These  three  sections  provide  for  two  settle- 
ments, and  fix  the  time  each  shall  be  made;  and  Sec.  166  provides 
for  the  payment  of  the  delinquent  tax  collected,  but  does  not  fix  the 
time  of  payment ;  so  that,  if  the  amount  of  tax  collected  should  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  settlement,  the  Auditor  of  State  may  direct 
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the  payment  of  the  same  at  any  other  time,  if  an  amount  sufficient 
to  justify  such  settlement  be  collected  between  the  January  and  May 
settlement. 

To  the  foarth  question  my  answer  is,  that  the  law  now  in  force 
does  require  the  County  Auditor  to  add  to  the  current  year's  dupli- 
cate any  unpaid  tax  on  the  second  installment ;  that  is,  the  install- 
ment which  falls  due  on  the  15th  day  of  November.  If  there  was 
no  provision  in  the  act  of  December  21,  1872,  on  the  subject,  the 
act  of  1852,  with  the  amendments  thereto  made  since,  would  be  in 
force;  because,  if  there  is  no  provision  in  the  new  law  on  the  sub- 
ject, there  would  be  no  act  in  conflict  with  said  acts — and  the  new 
law  only  repeals  such  laws  as  conflict  with  it;  and,  therefore,  the 
■old  law  would  be  in  force.  But  Sec.  261  provides  that,  if  the  tax 
on  any  property  liable  to  taxation  is  prevented  from  being  collected 
for  any  year  or  years  by  reason  of  any  erroneous  proceeding,  or 
other  eause,  the  amount  of  such  tax  which  such  property  should  have 
paid  shall  be  added  to  the  tax  on  such  property  for  the  next  suc- 
ceeding year.  And  Sec.  138  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Aud- 
itor, in  making  out  the  duplicate,  to  "set  down  in  a  separate 
column  the  amount  of  taxes  on  all  property  returned  delinquent  for 
any  preceding  year  and  remaining  unpaid,  and  a  penalty  of  ten  per 
cent  on  the  same,  and  shall  carry  out  the  aggregate  amount  into  a 
column  of  totals." 

It  does  seem  to  me  that,  taking  all  these  provisions  together,  the 
law  is  clear  and  explicit  on  all  the  propositions  made  in  said  Audi- 
tor's letter.  The  law  is  long  and  much  more  prolix  than  is  neces- 
sary, and  is  consequently  more  difficult  of  comprehension  than  it 
would  have  been  if  it  had  been  more  skillfully  prepared.  It  was 
passed,  at  the  close  of  the  Special  Session,  in  great  haste,  and  conse- 
quently could  have  been  revised  and  abridged,  as  it  might  and  no 
doubt  would  have  been,  had  more  time  been  allowed  for  the  consid- 
eration of  the  same ;  but  in  its  crude  shape,  if  properly  executed,  it 
is  a  great  improvement  on  the  former  revenue  laws  of  this  State. 


THERE  MUST  be  a  uniform  rate  of  Assessment  and  Taxation. 

The  law  requires  property  to  be  appraised  at  the  fair  cash  value. 
Nothing  short  of  this  will  comply  with  the  law.  I  can  not  under- 
stand how  an  officer  acting  under  oath  can  appraise  wheat  that  has  a 
fixed  cash  value  at  so  much  less  than  the  same  is  selling  for  in  cash. 
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But  I  am  satisfied  that  the  County  Board  of  Equalization  can 
remedy  the  defects  complained  of.  The  Constitution^  Article  X, 
Sec.  1,  provides  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for 
a  uniform  and  equal  rate  of  assessment  and  taxation,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe such  regulations  as  shall  secure  a  just  valuation  for  taxation 
of  all  property,  both  real  and  personal. 

Now  the  provisions  of  the  law  if  properly  executed  would  secure 
the  result  intended  to  be  provided  for  in  this  section  of  the  Consti- 
tution ;  but  if  not  attained  b;-  the  Assessor,  it  may  be  done  by  the 
County  Board  of  Equalization. 

But  I  am  satisfied  that  if  it  can  be  shown  to  the  Auditor  of  State 
that  the  inequality  of  which  you  complain  exists  to  any  considerable 
extent,  he  will  take  the  proper  steps  to  remedy  the  defect. 

You  will  see  by  section  269  of  the  act  of  December  21,  1872,  that 
he  has  the  power  to  do  so. 


PROPERTY  OR  BANK  NOTES.— If  converted  into  U.  S.  bonds 
or  greenbacks,  on  or  shortly  before  April  1st,  will  not  authorize  the 
holder  to  claim  the  value  of  the  bonds  or  greenbacks  exempt  from 
taxation,  but  must  give  to  the  Assessor  the  average  value  of  property 
held  and  owned  by  him  during  the  year. 

If  a  person  or  back  convert  property  or  bank  notes  into  '*  green- 
backs "  or  U.  S.  bonds  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  under  the  provision 
of  the  8th  clause  of  the  schedule — acts  of  1872,  p.  68 — they  could  be 
subject  to  taxation  as  therein  provided.  That  is  the  monthly  average 
value  of  money  or  property  converted  into  U.  S.  Treasury  notes  or 
bonds  should  be  given,  and  the  amount  thus  fixed,  should  be  taxed. 

This  provision  was  evidently  inserted  for  the  purpose  of  prevent- 
ing parties  from  holding  property  or  money  until  the  day,  or  a  short 
time  before  the  1st  of  April,  and  then  convert  it  for  the  purpose  of 
being  released  from  taxation. 
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COUNTY  TREASURER'S  FEES  UNDER  ACTS   OF  1873. 

—  The  act  of  March  8,  1873,  authorizing  a  taxpayer  to  -pay  in  two 
installments  does  not  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  charge  five  per  cent, 
on  the  first  $25,000  collected  on  the  second  installment,  etc. 

The  fees  provided  for  refer  to  and  include  all  the  taxes  on  the  Dupli- 
cate for  the  year  and  allows  five  per  cent,  on  the  first  25,000  col- 
lected on  the  Duplicate,  four  per  cent,  on  the  next  ten  thousand  and 
graduated  down  to  one  per  cent  on  the  excess  over  $45,000. 

In  yours  of  this  date  you  ask  me  to  construe  the  5th  section  of 
the  act  of  March  8,  1873,  (Acts  1873,  p.  124).  Also,  act  of  same 
date  on  page  204. 

The  first  act  referred  to,  section  5,  provides  that  County  Treas- 
urers shall  receive  five  per  centum  on  the  first  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  collected,  four  per  centum  on  the  next  ten  thousand,  three 
per  centum  on  the  next  five  thousand,  two  per  centum  on  the  next 
five  thousand,  and  on  all  sums  thereafter,  one  per  centum. 

You  state  :  "  At  the  April  settlement,  (Acts  of  1872,  p.  105),  the 
Treasurers  are  allowed,  for  the  collections  made  on  both  install- 
ments, (Acts  1873,  pp.  205,  206),  the  fees  set  forth  in  the  schedule 
given. 

"  Are  they  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  what  collections  they 
make  on  the  second  installment  after  the  third  Monday  in  April,  or 
do  they  begin  where  they  left  off  at  the  April  settlement,  and 
receive  the  diminished  rate,  as  governed  by  the  amount  of  taxes 
collected  up  to  that  time  ? 

"  In  other  words :  are  County  Treasurers  entitled  to  five,  four, 
three,  two  and  one  per  centum  on  the  collections  of  the  second 
installment  after  the  April  settlement? 

"  I  ask  this  question  because  it  has  been  asked  by  a  number  of 
County  Treasurers  and  should  be  determined  now." 

The  5th  subdivision  of  section  180,  (Acts  1872,  p.  106),  provides 
that  "  after  deducting  the  amount  of  taxes  so  returned  delinquent, 
and  the  collection  fees  allowed  the  Treasurer,  from  the  several  taxes 
charged  on  the  duplicate,  in  a  just  and  ratable  j)roportion,  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  held  liable  for  the  balance." 

Section  5,  (Acts  of  1873,  p.  124),  after  providing  the  fees  that 
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shall  be  paid  to  County  Treasurers,  further  provides  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  delinquent  taxes  as  follows  :  "  ^Iso,  five  per  centum  on 
all  delinquent  taxes  collected,"  etc. 

Section  1,  (Acts  1873,  p.  205),  provides  "that  each  person  or  tax- 
payer charged  with  taxes  on  a  tax  duplicate  in  the  hands  of  a 
County  Treasurer,  may  pay  the  full  amount  of  such  taxes  on  or 
before  the  third  Monday  in  April,  or  may,  at  his  option,  pay  one- 
half  thereof  on  or  before  the  said  third  Monday  in  April,  and  the 
remaining  half  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  follow- 
ing :  Provided,  however,  That  all  road  taxes  so  charged  shall  be 
paid  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law :  And,  further  provided.  That  in  all  cases  where  as 
much  as  one-half  of  the  amount  of  tax  charged  against  a  taxpayer 
shall  not  be  paid  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  April,  the  whole 
amount  charged  shall  become  due  and  be  returned  delinquent,  and 
eollected  as  provided  by  law." 

The  question  arises,  did  the  Legislature  intend  by  the  supple- 
mental act  (acts  1873,  pp.  205,  206)  to  give  to  County  Treasurers 
double  fees  for  collecting  the  taxes,  by  i)roviding  that  the  same 
might  be  paid  in  two  installments?     I  can  not  think  so. 

The  fees  provided  for  the  Treasurers  evidently  refer  to  and  include 
all  the  taxes  on  the  duplicate  for  the  year.  All  laws  on  the  subject 
that  have  been  passed  for  years,  as  well  as  the  acts  of  1872  and 
1873,  include  the  taxes  on  ihe  duplicate.  The  following  is  the  lan- 
guage used  in  the  first  section  of  the  supplemental  act  above  refer- 
red to,  viz.  :  "  That  each  person  or  taxpayer  charged  with  taxes  on 
a  tax  duplicate  in  the  hands  of  a  County  Treasurer,  may,"  etc.  The 
fee  and  salary  act,  and  the  supplemental  act  above  referred  to,  were 
approved  on  the  same  day,  and  so  far  as  they  refer  to  the  subject  of 
the  collection  of  taxes,  and  fees  of  Treasurers  for  making  such  col- 
lections, should  be  taken  and  considered  as  one  act. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  County  Treasurers  are  entitled  to  five 
per  centum  for  collecting  the  first  $25,000,  four  per  centum  on 
the  next  $10,000,  three  per  centum  on  the  next  $5,000,  and  two 
per  centum  on  the  next  $5,000,  and  for  the  collection  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  taxes  charged  on  the  duplicate  for  the  year,  one  per 
centum. 

The  act  above  referred  to  provides  that  if  the  first  installment  be 
not  paid  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  April,  in  that  case  the 
whole  tax  of  such  persons  as  thus  fail  to  pay  shall  become  due  and 
ibe  returned  delinquent,  and  'it  gives  to  County  Treasurers  the  fees 
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-allowed  by  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  March  8,  1873,  p.  124,  for 
the  collection  of  such  delinquent  taxes,  to  wit:  five  per  centum  if 
paid  voluntarily  and  without  levy,  and  ten  per  centum  if  paid  after 
levy  and  before  the  same  is  carried  forward  to  the  next  year's  dupli- 
cate. 


UNITED  STATES  TUEA8URY  NOTES— Greenbacks,  or   Gov- 
ernment Demand  Notes,  are  not  tao:able. 

"  Are  greenbacks,  or  government  demand  notes,  taxable?" 
The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in   7th  Wallace,  p.  26, 
say  : 

"  United  States  notes  issued  under  the  loan  and  currency  acts  of 
1862  and  1863,  intended  to  circulate  as  money,  and  actually  con- 
stitute with  the  national  bank  notes  the  ordinary  circulating  medium 
of  the  country,  are,  moreover,  obligations  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment, and  are  exenqJt  from  State  taxation. 

This  decision  seems  to  be  conclusive  on  the  subject. 


FEMALE  MINORS  HAVING  NO  FATHER  LIVING  are 
exempt  from  taxation  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars,  if  the 
statute  be  constitutional^^ 

In  your  communication  of  the  10th  inst.  you  ask  my  opinion  as 
to  the  effect  of  the  8th  clause  of  section  7  of  the  assessment  act  of 
December  21,  1872,  as  to  female  minors  whose  father  is  dead,  and 
whose  estate  does  not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  who  has  since  been  married,  either  before  or  after  April  1, 
1872. 

This  clause  of  the  statute  exempts  the  property  of  a  female  minor 
lo  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars,  either  married  or  unmarried. 
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whose  father  is  dead,  if  her  whole  estate  does  not  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars. 

The  question  as  to  whether  the  Legislature  can,  under  the  consti- 
tution, pass  a  law  exempting  a  class  of  citizens  or  persons,  cf  a  cer- 
tain class,  from  taxation,  is  a  question  I  do  not  now  undertake  to 
decide. 


IT  18  THE  DUTY  OF  COUNTY  TREASURERS  to  make  two 
settlements  each  year,  on  the  \st  day  of  January,  and  on  the  15th 
of  May  in  each  year. 

The  fact  that  tax  payers  may  pay  in  tioo  installments  does  not  author- 
ize Treasurers  to  withhold  one-half  from  the  State  for  six  months 
after  it  be  paid. 

If  Treasurers  fail  to  pay  over  to  State  Treasurer  as  required  by  sec- 
tions 160  and  181,  may  be  compelled  by  mandamus  to  do  so. 

"Will  County  Treasurers  be  required  to  make  settlement  in 
May  next  for  any  taxes  they  may  have  collected  on  the  second 
installment?" 

It  is  the  duty  of  County  Treasurers  to  make  two  settlements 
in  each  year,  one  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  and  one  on  the  15th 
day  of  May.  Section  160  of  the  act  of  December  21st,  1872,  pro- 
vides that  each  County  Treasurer  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  pay  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  all  moneys 
found  due  for  State  revenue,  school  tax,  and  all  other  State  purpo- 
ses, according  to  the  certificate  of  settlement  with  the  Auditor  of 
his  county,  etc.  And  Section  181  provides  that  County  Treasurers 
shall  pay  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  all  such  money  as  is  due  to 
the  State,  on  or  before  the  loth  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

These  sections  provide  for  two  settlements,  and  fix  the  time  each 
shall  be  made,  and  they  require  the  Treasurer  to  pay  over  the 
amount  found  due  on  all  moneys  found  due  for  State,  school  and  all 
other  State  purposes. 

The  supplemental  act  of  March  8,  1873,  (acts  of  1873,  page  205, 
section  1),  provides  that  the  taxes  due  from  tax  payers  may  be  paid 
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in  two  installments,  or  they  may  pay  the  whole  in  one  payment 
before  the  third  Monday  in  April. 

Does  this  section  change  or  in  any  way  aiFect  the  duty  of  Treas- 
urers of  counties  to  pay  over  the  amount  found  due  to  the  State?  or 
is  the  money  paid  prior  to  the  third  Monday  in  April  due  to  the 
State  at  the  May  settlement  ?  It  surely  is  the  duty  of  County  Audi- 
tors in  stating  the  account  to  state  the  full  amount  collected  up  to 
the  third  Monday  in  April.  The  mere  fact  that  the  money  may  be 
paid  in  two  installments  at  the  option  of  the  tax  payer,  would  not 
authorize  the  treasurer  to  retain  the  State's  portion  of  the  money 
that  may  have  been  paid  to  him  for  six  months,  merely  because  the 
tax  payers  had  not  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  paying  in 
two  instead  of  in  one  installment.  This  being  the  case,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  pay  over  at  the  May  settlement ;  and  if 
he  fail  to  pay,  may  be  compelled  by  mandate  to  do  so.

A  CERTIFICATE  OF  DEPOSIT  in  greenbacks  or  legal  tender 
notes,  is  taxable,  as  fully  as  a  promissory  note  or  other  evidence 
of  debt. 

"  Is  a  certificate  of  deposit  payable  in  '  greenbacks '  or  legal  ten- 
der notes,  taxable  ?  " 

I  am  satisfied  that  a  certificate  of  deposit  payable  in  "  green- 
backs "  or  legal  tender  notes  is  nothing  more  than  a  certificate  of 
indebtedness  on  the  part  of  the  bank  to  the  individual  holding  the 
certificate ;  and  when  such  certificates  are  taken  it  is  calculated  to 
arouse  the  suspicion  that  it  w^as  so  taken  for  the  purpose  of  avoid- 
ing taxation.  If  "  greenbacks"  should  be  deposited  as  a  special 
deposit  they  would  not  be  taxable.  But  it  seems  clear  to  my  mind 
that  the  kind  of  certificates  described  would  be  subject  to  taxation 
as  fully  as  a  promissory  note  or  any  other  evidence  of  indebtedness.

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MEAL  ESTATE  APPRAISER.— The  appraiser  entitled  to  four 
dollars  per  day.  Deputies  three  dollars  per  day.  Payment  should 
not  be  made  to  Assessor  for  the  services  of  Deputies.  The  order  and 
payment  for  their  services  should  be  made  to  them. 

A.  B.  was  elected  Real  estate  Appraiser  of  the  county  of  La  Porte 
but  in  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor  he  did  not  qualify  as  required 
by  the  statute.  The  Auditor  appointed  an  Appraiser,  and  he 
(the  Appraiser)  with  the  advice  of  the  Auditor,  appointed  assist- 
ants, and  the  officers  thus  appointed  made  the  assessments  of  the 
county.  Afterwards,  by  proper  proceedings  instituted  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  that  county,  the  appointment  made  by  the  Auditor 
was  held  to  be  void,  and  the  officer  who  had  been  elected  was, 
by  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  held  to  be  entitled  to  act  as  the 
Assessor  of  that  county.  The  Assessor  appointed  by  the  Auditor, 
with  his  assistants,  assessed  the  county. 

Upon  this  state  of  facts,  you  ask  me,  what  compensation  the 
Assessor  who  had  been  elected  is  entitled  to  ? 

The  statutes — acts  1873,  p.  134,  section  26 — provides  that  "The 
County  Assessor  shall  receive  for  each  day  actually  employed  $4.00, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury."  This  same  section  provides 
that  the  deputies  shall  be  paid  $3.00  per  day,  out  of  the  county 
treasury.  Nothing  could  be  paid  to  the  Assessor  for  the  services  of 
the  deputies.  They  receive  their  pay  in  the  same  way  and  from  the 
same  source  as  their  principal.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the 
Assessor  could  only  be  allowed  four  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  he 
would  have  been  necessarily  employed  in  making  the  assessment. 
In  no  event  could  he  recover  for  the  services  of  his  deputies.  They 
are  officers  appointed  by  the  Assessor,  with  the  advice,  etc.,  of  the 
Auditor,  and  receive  their  pay  from  the  county,  and  are  not  paid 
by  the  Assessor.

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AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETIES.— T/ie  property  of  County  Agri- 
cultural Soeieties  is  subject  to  taxation  for  State  and  County 
purposes. 

"  Is  the  property  of  agricultural  societies,  organized  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State,  subject  to  taxation?" 

I  know  of  no  statute  exempting  the  property  of  such  societies 
from  taxation.  The  3d  section  of  the  act  of  1865  (3  G.  &  H.,  j).  7), 
provides  that  "  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  ;"  but  it  only  applies  to 
the  State  Board. 

Then  if  a  law  had  been  passed  by  the  Legislature,  exempting 
such  property,  its  constitutionality  would  be  questionable.  See  Ar- 
ticle 10,  section  1,  Constitution  of  Indiana,  as  to  what  property 
may  be  exempted  by  law  from  taxation. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  property  referred  to  is  subject  to  taxa- 
tion. 
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OPINIONS  TO    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    PUBLIC 

INSTRUCTION. 

TOWNSHIP  TRUSTEES— Are  liable  for  interest  received  by  them 
on  trmst  funds. 

In  case  there  there  should  be  several  thousand  dollars  raised  by 
taxing  the  people  of  a  township  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
township  school  house,  and  the  money  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  trustee  several  years,  and  he  should  put  the  money  at  interest 
and  appropriate  the  interest  as  his  own,  what  should  be  done  and 
by  whom?  Does  not  the  interest  belong  to  the  township,  and 
should  not  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the  county  take  the  case  in 
hand?" 

And  further  :  You  request  of  me  an  official  opinion  upon  the  fol- 
lowing question  :  "If  a  School  Trustee  receives  interest  on  trust 
money  in  his  possession,  is  he  responsible  for  that  interest  ?  And 
if  so,  is  he  responsible  on  his  bond  or  as  an  individual.  And  whose 
duty  is  it  to  bring  suit  to  recover  the  same  ?  " 

In  answer,  I  have  to  state  that  a  Township  Trustee  is  an  officer 
having  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  township ;  he  is  a  trustee  for  the 
public  within  the  townships  for  which  he  acts,  and  is  responsible 
and  should  be  held  to  answer  as  such.  If  a  Township  Trustee  use 
the  trust  funds  in  his  possession  so  as  to  make  a  profit,  and  he 
appropriate  the  same  to  his  own  use,  he  and  his  sureties  are  liable 
on  his  bond  for  the  amount  of  the  profit  thus  realized. 

If  he  mixes  the  trust  funds  with  his  private  moneys  and  employs 
them  both  in  a  trade  or  adventure  oi  his  own,  the  cestui  que  trust  may, 
if  she  prefer  it,  insist  upon  having  a  proportionate  share  of  the 
profits,  instead  of  interest  on  the  amount  of  the  trust  fund  so 
employed,  or  interest  may  be  received  on  the  money  during  the  time 
the  same  was  thus  used  by  the  Trustee.  The  following  authorities  are 
in  point :  8  English  Chancery  Reports,  p.  172;  3  Brown  Chancery 
E.  by  Belt,  p.  41 ;  3  Howard  U.  S.,  133;  16  Howard  U.  S.,  544; 
Hill  on  Trustees,  side  pp.  374,  and  note  2,  522,  note  1. 

Our  Supreme  Court,  in  34  Ind.,  pp.  323  and  324,  say  that  Sec.  4 
of  the  act  providing  for  the  election  and  prescribing  the  duties  of 
Prosecuting  and  District  Attorneys,  imperatively  requires  them  to 
prosecute  suits  against  township  and  county  officers  to  recover  any 
of  the  trust  funds,  etc.     It  is  the  duty  of  Prosecuting  Attorneys  to 
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institute  and  prosecute  suits  to  recover  funds  of  the  description 
referred  to  by  you,  and  by  the  act  approved  March  10,  1873,  pre- 
scribing the  duties  of  the  Attorney  General,  it  is  provided  that  if  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  shall  fail  for  twelve  months  after  the  cause  of 
action  in  any  such  matter  shall  have  accrued,  to  institute  and  prose- 
cute such  suits,  that  then  and  in  that  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  do  so. 

Note.— Since  the  above  opinion  was  written  Judge  Vinton  of  Lafayette, 
(Judge  Circuit  Court),  has  decided  that  Township  Trustees  are  not  liable  for 
interest.    The  case  has  been  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court. 


COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS.— Attorney  General.  Acts  of 
March  8,  1873,  and  March  10,  1873,  construed.  Act  of  March 
1  Qih  repeals  such  parts  of  Acts  of  March  8th  as  conflict  with  it. 

In  yours  of  the  19th  inst.  addressed  to  this  office,  you  state  that 
"  The  last  Legislature,  by  the  6th  section  of  an  Act  approved  March 
8,  1873,  (see  page  78,  of  the  late  Acts,)  made  it  the  duty  of  the 
County  Superintendent,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  examine  carefully  the  dockets, 
records  and  accounts  of  the  Clerks  of  Courts,  County  Auditors, 
County  Commissioners,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Prosecuting  Attor- 
neys, and  Mayors  of  cities,  and  see  that  all  fines,  forfeitures,  un- 
claimed fees,  liquor  licenses  and  surplus  dog  tax  are  promptly  col- 
lected, reported  and  paid  over  to  the  proper  fund  and  revenue. 

"On  the  10th  of  March,  and  just  two  days  after  the  approval  of 
the  act  referred  to,  another  act  was  passed  and  approved,  supple- 
mental to  certain  acts  mentioned  in  the  title,  making  it  the  duty  of 
the  Attorney  General,  in  certain  cases,  to  institute  proceedings  and 
collect  and  have  paid  into  the  proper  treasury,  all  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures due  the  school  fund.     (See  page  17,  sections  2  and  9.) 

"In  the  practical  administration  of  the  law  of  March  8,  1873, 
some  confusion  and  doubt  have  arisen  in  the  minds  of  County 
Superintendents  and  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  law,  as  to  the 
effect  of  the  act  of  the  10th  of  March  upon  that  of  ^Slarch  8th. 

"Does  it  repeal  it?  If  so,  in  part  or  in  whole?  If  in  part, 
what  particular  part  ?  " 
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I  will  state,  in  answer  to  your  questions,  that  the  9th  section  of 
the  act  of  March  10 — Sess.  Laws,  1873,  p.  20 — covers  the  greater 
part  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  act  of  March  8,  and  embraces 
other.  It  requires  the  Attorney  General  "  to  ascertain  the  amount 
paid  to  any  public  offi^jer,  or  other  person."  It  also  requires  him 
to  collect  all  the  items  mentioned  in  the  act  of  March  8  (with  the 
exception  herein  mentioned),  together  with  all  other  funds  due  the 
State  from  certain  officers  mentioned,  and  other  persons,  "  or  from 
any  other  source  where  the  same  is  by  any  law  required  to  be  paid 
to  the  State,  or  any  officer  in  trust  for  the  State." 

The  above  quoted  language  follows  the  enumeration  of  the  differ- 
ent classes  of  funds  to  be  collected  by  the  Attorney  General.  It 
also  requires  him  to  institute  and  prosecute  such  proceedings  as 
may  be  necessary  to  collect  the  same.  It  seems  clear,  therefore, 
that  til  is  latter  act,  though  passed  at  the  same  session,  embraces 
the  ^-libject  matter  of  the  former  act;  that  is,  it  requires  the 
Attorney  General  to  do  all  the  acts  that  by  the  act  of  March  8, 
are  required  to  be  performed  by  County  Superintendents,  with  the- 
exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  13th  section  of  the  act  of  March  10,  repeals  all  laws  in 
conflict  with   it. 

Sections  6  and  7  of  the  act  of  March  8,  and  sections  2  and  9  of 
the  act  of  March  10,  do  conflict;  and  in  so  far  as  they  do  conflict, 
the  latter  act  is  in  force,  and  the  former  sections  are  repealed  as  to 
all  that  in  which  they  do  conflict.  There  are,  however,  portions  of 
said  sections  2  and  9  that  do  not  conflict  with  sections  6  and  7  of  the 
act  of  March  8.  The  2d  section  of  the  act  of  March  10  provides 
''  that  in  all  cases  where  the  prosecuting  attorneys  have  failed  for 
one  year  after  the  assessment  of  any  fiue  or  the  forfeiture  of  any 
recognizance,  or  may  hereafter  for  one  year  after  the  assessment  of 
any  fine  or  forfeiture  of  any  recognizance,  fail  to  institute  proceed- 
ings, to  collect  and  pay  into  the  proper  treasury  any  fine  or  forfeit- 
ure, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  institute  pro- 
ceedings and  collect  and  have  paid  into  the  proper  treasury  all  fines 
and  forfeitures." 

Therefore,  when  fines  assessed  have  remained  uncollected  for  a  less 
time  than  one  ^/ear  after  judgment,  and  forfeitures  have  remained 
without  suit  f  »r  a  less  time  than  one  year  after  having  been  taken, 
the  Superintendent  may  have  proper  proceedings  instituted  to  secure 
their  collection  ;  but  in  cases  where  the  time  above  stated  has  elapsed, 
then  the  matter  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  County  Superintendent, 
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and  the  act  of  March  10,  above  referred  to,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  make  the  collections. 

The  Supreme  Court,  in  22  Ind.,  p.  204,  say :  "  That  a  later  law, 
embracing  the  subject  of  a  former  one,  by  implication  repeals  the 
former,  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  each  other." 

In  7  Blackford,  p.  313,  they  say  :  "  If  two  statutes  be  inconsistent 
with  each  other,  the  latter  must  govern." 

Where  a  new  or  subsequent  statute  covers  the  subject  matter  of 
an  old  one,  and  makes  different  provisions,  the  new  repeals  the 
old.  6  Ind.,  pp.  146  and  432.  1  Ind.  Dig.  (Davis)  p.  774,  sees.  50 
and  51. 

If  the  Legislature  provide  in  one  act  for  the  discharge  of  a  speci- 
fied duty  by  an  officer  therein  named,  and  subsequently  provide  for 
the  discharge  of  the  same  duty  by  another  officer,  the  subsequent  act 
of  the  Legislature  being  inconsistent  with  the  former,  and  being  the 
last  expressed  will  of  the  law-making  power,  must  govern. 

The  two  acts  do  not  conflict  in  this  farther  particular,  viz :  By 
the  act  of  March  8,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Superinten- 
dents to  "  see  that  the  full  amount  of  interst  on  school  funds  is  paid 
and  apportioned,  and  when  there  is  a  deficit  of  interest  on  any 
school  fund  or  a  loss  of  any  school  fund  or  revenue  by  the  county, 
that  proper  warrants  are  issued  for  the  reimbusement  of  the  same." 

They  should  also  look  after  and  see  to  the  prompt  enforcement  of 
fines  assessed  where  executions  are  in  the  hands  of  Sheriffs,  Con- 
stables and  Marshals,  see  that  executions  are  promptly  issued,  and 
see  that  no  unnecessary  delay  is  allowed  in  such  collections ;  and 
to  see  that  suits  are  promptly  instituted  on  forfeitures,  in  all  cases 
where  such  judgment  has  not  been  entered,  or  forfeitures  taken  more 
than  one  year  before  making  the  investigation.  Where  judgments 
have  been  taken  or  forfeitures  entered  more  than  one  year,  the 
act  cf  March  10,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to 
make  the  examination  and  collection. 

The  act  of  March  8  does  not  authorize  County  Superintendents  to 
make  any  collections.  It  only  authorizes  them  to  make  examina- 
tions and  reports,  and  to  cause  suits  to  be  instituted  by  the  proper 
law  officer  of  the  State,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  or  Attorney  Gen- 
eral in  certain  cases  mentioned  in  the  act  of  March  10. 

A.  a— 5 
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COUNTY  TREASURERS  AND  A  UDITORS.—Their  fees— A 
part  of  sec.  107  of  the  act  of  3Tarch  6,  1865,  repealed  by  act  of 
March  8,  1873 — Aci  of  March  6,  1865,  remains  unchanged  as  to 
fees  of  Treasurers. 

"Section  107  of  the  school  law  act,  approved  March  6th,  1865, 

*  III  Statutes,  Ind.,  p.  461,  provides  that  the  County  Auditor  shall 
'  receive  for  his  services  '  four  per  cent,  on  all  disbursements  of 
'  interest,'  and  sec.  6,  of  the  fee  and  salary  act,  approved  March  8th, 
'  1873,  provides  that  'the  Auditor  shall  be  allowed  one-fourth  of 
'  one  per  cent,  on  all  school  funds  disbursed  by  said  Auditor.'  Also, 
'  the  act  of  1865,  sec.  107,  id.  prescribes  the  Treasurer's  fees,  and  sec. 
'  5  of  the  fee  and  salary  act,  id.  provides  as  follows :  'Also,  five 
'  per  cent,  for  receiving  and  disbursing  all   funds  other  than   taxes 

*  and  school  funds,'  etc. 

"  I  desire  your  opinion  as  to  how  much  of  sec,  107  of  the  act  of 
'  March  6,  1865,  is  repealed  by  the  act  of  March  8th,  1873,  and 
'  what  are  the  fees  which  an  Auditor  and  Treasurer  are  entitled  to 
'  for  disbursing  the  school-  funds  and  revenues." 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  act  of  March  8th,  1873,  repealing 
any  part  of  the  act  of  March  6th,  1865,  in  direct  terms.  Section  41 
of  the  fee  and  salary  act  does  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,  but 
no  reference  is  made  to  the  said  act  of  March  6th,  1865.  Therefore, 
if  any  part  of  this  act  is  repealed,  it  is  done  by  implication.  In  the 
act  of  March  8th,  1873,  in  the  latter  part  of  section  6,  the  following 
language  is  used :  "  The  Auditor  shall  be  allowed  one-fourth  of 
one  per  cent,  on  all  school  funds  disbursed  by  said  Auditor." 

I  am  satisfied  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  repeal 
that  portion  of  sec.  107  which  is  in  these  words :  "  And  four  per 
cent,  on  all  disbursements  of  interest,"  and  to  substitute  therefor  the 
latter  clause  of  section  6  of  the  act  of  March  8th,  1873,  in  these 
words:  "  The  Auditor  shall  be  allowed  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent, 
on  all  school  funds  disbursed  by  said  Auditor;  so  that  section  107 
as  amended  would  read  substantially  as  follows : 

"  County  Auditors  shall  receive  for  their  services  in  managing  the 
schools  funds  the  two  per  cent,  damages  accruing  on  all  sales  for 
non-payments  of  loans,  two  per  cent,  on  all  loans  on  which  the 
mortgaged  premises  are  advertized  for  sale  and  not  sold,  and  one- 
fourth  of  one  per  cent,  on  all  school  funds  disbursed  by  said  Aud- 
itor." 
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I  came  to  this  conclusion  for  the  following  reasons  :  The  interest 
accruing  from  the  fund,  license  tax,  State  school  tax,  unclaimed 
fees,  and  local  tuition  tax,  are  the  only  moneys  disbursed, — that  is, 
paid  out.  Money  loaned  is  not  paid  out.  Loaning  money  for  trust 
funds  is  not  disbursing  it.  Therefore,  the  only  moneys  that  are  or 
can  be  "disbursed"  by  the  Auditor,  are  those  mentioned  above. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
amend  said  section  as  above  indicated,  and  to  give  to  the  Auditor 
■one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  on  all  disbursements  instead,  or  in  lieu,  of 
the  amount  allowed  for  disbursing  the  interest  alone  as  allowed  by 
act  of  1865.  This  provision  was  evidently  intended  to  repeal  the 
provision  allowing  four  per  cent,  as  fixed  in  the  act  last  referred  to. 

The  act  of  March  6th,  1865,  fixing  the  fees  of  Treasureis  for  the 
handling  of  school  moneys,  remains  unchanged. 


-4.  TO  WN  board  has  no  poioer  to  exact  and  enforce  a  license  fee  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  The  act  giving  such  authority 
'declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court,  33  Indiana  608. 

I  find  that  the  Legislature  by  an  act  passed  in  1867  (3  G.  and  H. 
122)  attemped  to  give  towns  the  power  to  require  a  license  to  sell 
liquors.  But  the  Supreme  Court  in  33d  Indiana,  p.  507,  say, 
^*  There  is  nothing  in  the  original  act  on  the  subject  of  incorporated 
towns,  etc.,  (G.  and  H.  p.  619),  that  confers  such  power.  A  muni- 
cipal corporation  can  no  more  exercise  such  powers  not  conferred 
upon  it,  th?n  can  any  other  corporation;  they  are  all  creatures  of  the 
iaw,  and  can  exercise  such  powers,  and  such  only,  as  are  conferred 
upon  them  by  the  law." 

They  hold  that  the  act  of  1867  is  unconstitutional.  Under 
the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  question  is,  does  the 
Temperance  Bill,  Sec.  20,  "  confer  upon  it."  (a  town)  the  right  to 
-require  a  license?  Do  these  words:  "but  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  so  constrned  as  to  prohibit  the  Common  Councils  of  cities,  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  incorporated  towns,  from  demanding  and 
enforcing  a  fee  for  permits,"  confer  upon  towns  the  power  to  exact 
a  license  or  charge  a  fee  for  a  permit?      It  would  seem  under  the 


ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court  above  referred  to,  that  it  would  not. 
This  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  the  law,  until  overruled  by 
that  court ;  and,  therefore,  my  opinion  is  that  the  law  does  not 
authorize  Town  Boards  to  recjuire  or  exact  a  license  fee  for  selling 
liquor  within  the  limits  of  such  town. 


THE  BOARD  OF  SCHOOL  COM^IISSIOXERS  constitute  a 
part  of  the  County  Board  of  Education,  and  are  entitled  to  take 
part  as  such  in  the  proceedings  of  said  County  Board, 

The  act  of  March  3,  1871,  substitutes  the  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners for  that  of  "  School  Trustees, "  and  such  Board  has  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  officers  for  which  they  are  substi- 
tuted ;  and  that  in  all  cities  where  such  Boards  are  legally  organ- 
ized, they  do  constitute  a  part  of  the  County  Board  of  Education, 
and  are  entitled  to  take  part  as  such  in  the  proceedings  of  said 
County  Board. 


TREASURERS  FEES  for  handling  funds  derived  from  sale  of 
county  bonds  and  from  loans,  etc. 

The  County  Board  of  Equalization  the  only  lawful  body  to  ajipraise 
lands  a7id  railroad  property. 

That  portion  of  section  five  of  the  fee  and  salary  act  of  March  8, 
1873,  in  reference  to  Treasurers'  fees  on  funds  borrowed  by  the 
county,  or  realized  from  the  sale  of  county  bonds,  which  are  one  and 
the  same  thing,  taking  that  portion  of  the  section  which  has  refer- 
ence to  the  subject  matter  now  under  consideration  would  read  as 
follows : 

For  receiving  and  disbursing  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
county  bonds,  etc. 

The  county  sells  her  bonds,  or  borrows  money,  and  issues  her 
bonds  for  the  amount  borrowed,  and  for  receiving  and  paying  out 
this  fund  the  Treasurer  is  entitled  to  one  per  cent,  and  no  more, 
Xo  other  fee  or  compensation  is  provided  for  in  this  section. 
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The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  State  on  the  relation  of 
Evans,  Auditor  of  State,  vs.  McGinnis,  34  Ind.,  p.  452,  decides  that 
the  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  1869  was  void. 
And  by  the  several  acts  of  the  Legislature  since  passed,  the  appraise- 
ment of  lands  and  railroad  property  made  by  the  County  Board  of 
Equalization  seems  to  be  recognized  the  only  legal  appraisement  or 
valuation,  and  indeed  under  the  law  it  would  seem  without  the  sub- 
sequent recognition  of  the  same  by  the  Legislature  that  the  county 
appraisement  is  the  only  legal  and  valid  one  for  the  year  1869  and 
subsequent  years,  including  the  year  1872. 

Railroad  companies  should  pay  tax  for  the  years  1869, 1870, 1871 
and  1872,  on  the  value  of  its  property,  as  fixed  by  the  County 
Board  of  1869, 


COUNTY  TREASURERS'  FEES  for  handling  School  Funds- 
Act  of  March  6,  1865,  still  in  force — Constitutionality  of  the  Act 
of  Februarf2l,  1871. 

You  will  find  by  examining  the  Act  of  February  21,  1871, 
that  the  Act  of  March  6,  1865,  is  not  referred  to  in  any  way.  It 
seems  to  have  been  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature  at  all  times  to 
keep  the  fees  of  officers,  so  far  as  the  School  Fund  is  concerned, 
separate  and  apart  from  other  fees,  &c.  You  will  by  a  careful 
examination  of  the  several  acts  see  this  very  plainly. 

And  the  same  purpose  is  plainly  indicated  in  the  latter  part  of 
Sec.  5,  Acts  1873,  p.  121.  The  following  language  is  there  used : 
"  For  receiving  and  disbursing  all  funds  other  than  taxes,  or  school 
funds,"  &c.,  thus  showing  that  it  was  not  the  intention  to  change 
the  fees  of  Treasurers  as  to  that  fund.  It  therefore  seems  perfectly 
clear  to  my  mind,  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  and  for  reasons 
stated  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Hopkins,  that  the  Act  of  March  6th, 
1865  is  still  in  farce. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  Circuit  Courts  have  decided  that  the  Act 
of  Feb.  21,  1871,  was  unconstitutional.      The  Supreme  Court  was 


JJoTE.— See  opinion  to  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  p.  66. 
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divided  in  opinion  on  the  question ;  therefore  to  say  the  least,  its 
constitutionality  is  questionable.  I  think  a  majority  of  the  Courts- 
held  it  to  be  unconstitutional. 

In  2d  Blackford,  p.  32,  the  Supreme  Court  say,  "  That  if  a  stat- 
ute be  repealed,  and  the  repealing  act  itself  be  afterward  repealed, 
the  original  act  is  revived." 

In  Sec.  802,  2  G.  &  H.,  p.,  336,  a  different  rule  is  provided  as  to 
the  law  repealed  by  that  act,  but  it  is  not  adopted  as  a  rule  of  con- 
struction, except  as  to  the  acts  repealed  by  said  act.  Therefore,  it 
would  follow  that  the  repeal  of  the  Act  of  1871,  (if  it  could  be  con- 
strued as  repealing  the  Act  of  March  6,  1865,)  would  revive  the  last 
named  Act ;  but  my  opinion  is  that  the  Act  of  March  6,  1865,  was- 
not  repealed  by  that  of  Feb.  21,  1871. 


JURY  FEES — Act  of  1852  still  in  force,  providing  for  the  taxingi 
of  a  jury  fee  of  $4.50  against  the  losing  party.  There  is  no  stat- 
ute repealing  the  act  authorizing  the  taxation  of  docket  fees  in 
criminal  cases. 

By  2  G.  and  H.,  p.  31,  sec.  5,  act  of  1 852,  it  is  provided  that 
$4.50  shall  be  taxed  in  every  case  tried  by  jury  in  the  Circuit 
Court,  etc.  In  the  fee  and  salary  act  of  1871,  p.  31,  it  is  provided 
that  a  fee  of  §5.00  shall  be  taxed  for  jury  fee.  No  provision  is 
made  in  the  new  fee  bill  for  a  jury  fee  to  be  taxed.  As  the  bill 
was  originally  drafted,  it  provided  that  §2.50  per  day  should  be 
taxed  for  each  juror.  This  was  stricken  out,  and  the  Legislature- 
evidently  intended  to  leave  the  law  of  1852  or  1871  in  force. 

If  the  act  of  1871  by  implication  repealed  the  act  of  1852,  and 
the  present  act  repealed  that  of  1871,  under  the  ruling  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  2d  Blackford,  p.  32,  the  repeal  of  the  repealing  clause 
would  revive  the  original  act  of  1852,  and,  therefore,  the  act  of  1852 
under  this  view  of  the  law  is  in  force ;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  this 
is  the  correct  construction  of  the  effect  of  a  repealing  act. 

You  will  see  by  reference  to  the  act  of  March  8,  1873,  section  41,, 
that  the  act  of  February  21,  1871,  is  repealed  with  certain  exceptions- 
and  the  point  now  under  consideration  i&  not  one  of  those  excepted^ 
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and  that,  therefore,  the  portion  requiring  a  jury  fee  of  $5.00  to  be 
taxed  is  repealed. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  a  jury  fee  of  $4.50  shoukl  be 
taxed  against  the  losing  party  of  each  case  tried  by  a  jury. 

I  can  find  no  statute  repealing  the  act  authorizing  the  taxation  of 
a  docket  fee  in  criminal  cases. 


A  TOWNSHIP  TRUSTEE— Has  poioer  to  'purchase  boohs,  maps, 
school  furniture,  etc.,  for  school  houses. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  following  questions : 

"  1st  Have  Trustees  authority  to  purchase  school  furniture,  appa- 
'  ratus,  etc.  at  their  option  and  without  reference  to  the  County 
'Board?" 

"  2d.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Board  to  determine  what  school 
'furniture,  maps,  etc.,  the  Trustees  shall  purchase?" 

Sec.  10,  Act  of  March  6,  1865,  provides  that  the  Trustees  shall 
take  charge  of  the  educational  affairs  of  their  respective  townships, 
towns  and  cities,  employ  teachers,  and  shall  establish  and  otherwise 
provide  suitable  houses,  furniture,  apparatus  and  other  articles  and 
educational  appliances  necessary  for  the  thorough  organization  and 
efficient  management  of  said  school. 

In  Sec.  8,  of  amended  school  law  approved  March  8,  1873,  it 
is  provided  that  "  Said  Board  shall  consider  the  general  wauts  and 
needs  of  the  schools  and  school  property  of  which  they  have  charge, 
and  all  matter  relating  to  the  purchase  of  school  furniture,  books, 
maps,  charts,  etc.  The  amendment  authorizes  the  Trustee  to  advise 
with  the  Board,  but  in  the  purchase  of  furniture,  maps,  etc.  the 
Trustee  may  act  upon  his  own  judgment  without  advising  with  the 
Board.  The  Legislature  have  provided  this  advisory  Board.  The 
Trustee  may  submit  the  question  as  to  furniture,  maps,  etc.,  to  said 
board,  or  act  upon  their  own  judgment.  The  statute  does  not  compel 
the  Trustee  to  so  act,  as  is  done  in  reference  to  the  purchase  of 
books,  etc. 
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TAXATION  OF  RAILROADS— Act  of  December  21,  1872, 
construed.  Can  not  tax  all  the  property  of  Railroad  and  also  the 
Capital  Stock  against  Company, 

Sec.  79  of  the  Act  of  December  21,  1872,  requires  Railroad  Com- 
panies to  furnish  to  the  Auditor  of  State  a  list  of  all  their  tangible 
property  ;  also,  a  statement  to  their  stock,  etc.,  as  required  by  the 
several  subdivisions  of  Sec.  79,  and  the  total  amount  of  all  indebted- 
ness, except  for  current  expenses.  It  will  be  seen  by  a  careful 
examination  of  the  several  sections  of  this  law,  that  much  of  the 
information  required  to  be  furnished  is  for  the  purpose  of  inform- 
ing the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  and  to  enable  them  to  act 
advisedly  in  the  premises. 

I  do  not  understand  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  act  to  tax  rail- 
road companies  for  all  their  property,  and  then  tax  them  a  second 
time  on  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock.  The  provisions  of  this 
law  are  not  as  comprehensive  as  they  might  have  been.  ISIy  opinion 
is,  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  is  to  require  rail- 
road companies  to  be  taxed  as  individuals  are  taxed.  Any 
other  system  could  not  be  enforced  under  the  Constitution.  Article 
X.,  Sec.  1,  is  as  follows:  "The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by 
law  for  a  uniform  and  equal  rate  of  assessment  and  taxation,  and 
shall  prescribe  such  regulations  as  shall  secure  a  just  valuation  for 
taxation  of  all  property,  both  real  and  personal,  excepting  such 
only  for  municipal,  educational,  literary,  scientific,  religious,  or 
charitable  purpeses,  as  may  be  specifically  exempted  by  law." 

This  provision  of  the  Constitution  requires  : 

1.  That  the  assessment  shall  be  uniform  ;  and, 

2.  That  it  shall  be  equal  on  all  persons  whose  property  is  subject 
to  taxation  ;  that  is,  that  the  burthen  of  taxation  shall  be  imposed 
on  all  classes  of  persons  owning  property  subject  to  taxation  equally. 
It  can  not  be  said  that  an  individual's  property  shall  be  valued  at 
its  fair  cash  value,  and  that  a  corporation  shall  not  only  pay  tax 
upon  the  value  of  its  property,  and  then  again  upon  the  stock, 
which  is  the  mere  representation  of  the  value  of  the  property  of  the 
company.  A  corporation  is  merely  an  association  of  persons  asso- 
ciated together,  uniting  their  funds,  purchasing  the  stock  in  such 
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corporation  and  thus  uniting  and  consolidating  the  capital  of  each 
into  one  common  enterprise.  So  at  last  the  company  is  composed 
of  individuals.  The  company  does  not  own  the  stock,  but  the  indi- 
viduals composing  the  company  own  it. 

Railroad  companies  and  other  corporations  are  required  to  list 
and  return  the  property  and  stock  of  the  company  as  a  matter  of 
convenience  and  information.  But  can  such  company  be  required 
to  pay  tax  on  all  the  property  owned  by  it,  and  then  pay  on  the 
capital  stock?  I  think  not.  But  the  company  may,  and  properly 
should  be,  required  to  give  the  Board  of  Equalization  all  the  infor- 
mation of  which  it  is  possessed,  to  enable  them  (the  Board)  to  make 
a  just  valuation  and  assessment  of  the  property  of  the  corporation  ; 
and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  blanks  prepared  and  furnished  to 
railroad  companies  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  if  properly  filled  out 
by  such  companies,  will  accomplish  the  object  intended;  that  is,  to 
secure  a  just  and  equal  assessment  of  the  railroad  property  in  the 
State. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  Board  of  Equalization  will  not  attempt  to 
require  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  292d  section  of  the  said  Act  of 
21st  December,  1872,  but  that  they  will  construe  it  as  required 
by  the  12th  section  of  the  Act;  and  that  they  will  not  hold  that  the 
property  of  railroad  companies,  or  any  other  corporation,  shall  pay 
double  tax,  but  that  they  will  require  such  corporations  to  be  assessed 
and  pay  tax  just  as  individuals  are  assessed  and  taxed.  Thh,  and 
this  only,  will  be  "  uniform  "  and  "  equal  "  taxation. 

I  do  not  understand  the  law  as  the  late  Auditor,  who  prepared 
the  bill  seemed  to  understand  it.  (See  his  Report  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  1873,  pp.  46  and  47.)  I  can  not  understand  w^iy,  in 
estimating  the  stock,  that  you  should  add  to  the  cash  value  of  the 
stock  of  the  company  the  amount  of  the  debts  due  and  owing  by 
the  company.  Under  the  law,  as  applied  to  individuals,  you  can 
not  deduct  from  the  value  of  his  property  the  amount  of  his  debts. 
Now,  if  a  company  give  in  all  their  property,  and  owe  one  million 
of  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  value  of  the  stock, 
why  should  this  be  added  to  the  cash  value  of  the  stock?  I  can 
not  understand  why. 

In  some  instances,  railroad  companies  have  property  worth  two 
or  three  times  as  much  as  the  amount  of  their  stock  would  indicate; 
in  others,  the  amount  of  stock  far  exceeds  the  value  of  the  property. 
Therefore,  it  seems  but  just  and  proper  that  the  facts  required  to  be 
stated  in  said  blanks  prepared  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  should  be 
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furnished  for  the  information  of  the  Board,  as  before  stated  ;  so  that 
they  may  have  all  the  facts  before  them  when  they  begin  the  work 
of  equalization.  They  should  know  who  owns  the  stock,  the 
amount  paid  on  same,  its  value,  etc. 

I  am  satisfied  that  justice  will  be  done  to  all  railroad  companies 
by  the  Board,  and  that  no  company  will  have  just  cause  to  complain, 
and  that  they  will  be  taxed  as  individuals  are  taxed  under  like  cir- 
cumstances. 

It  seems  to  me  that  subdivision  4  of  section  12  of  said  act  makes 
this  matter  perfectly  plain.  It  provides:  "The  capital  stock  of  all 
companies,"  etc.,  "shall  be  so  valued  by  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization as  to  ascertain  and  determine,  respectively,  the  fair  cash 
value  of  such  capital  stock,  including  the  franchises,  over  and  above 
the  assessed  value  of  the  tangible  property  of  such  company  or  asso- 
ciation." 


SUPERINTENDENT  PUBLIC INSTE  UCTION—Town  School 
Trustees  are  required  by  section  five,  act  of  1865,  os  amended  by  the 
act  of  March  8,  1873,  to  organize  each  year,  and  to  elect  President, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary  each  year. 

TREASURER  required  to  give  bond  each  year. 

In  yours  to  me  of  the  15th  instant,  you  state  that  "Section  5,  ot 
the  act  of  March  6th,  1865,  as  amended  by  an  act  of  March  8th, 
1873,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  of  each  incorpor- 
ated city,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  each  incoporated  town,  to 
elect  three  School  Trustees  at  their  regular  meeting  in  the  month  of 
April  following  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  lot  at  the  time  of  their  organization,  and  to  elect  each 
succeeding  year  thereafter  one  School  Trustee,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  three  years." 

"  The  section  further  provides  that  these  School  Trustees  shall 
meet  within  five  days  after  their  election  and  organize  by  elect- 
ing one  of  their  members  President,  one  Treasurer  and  one  Secre- 
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tary.     These  are  all  required  to  give  bond,  as  mentioned  in  the 
law. 

"  In  the  administration  of  this  law,  certain  legal  questions  of 
very  considerable  importance  have  arisen,  which  I  refer  to  you  and 
ask  an  official  opinion  : 

"  1.  Does  the  law  contemplate  a  complete  reorganization  of  the 
School  Board  each  year  ?" 

"  2.  Can  that  Trustee  to  whom  was  given'by  lot  a  term  of  three 
years,  and  then  elected  Treasurer,  retain,  of  right,  his  office  during 
the  whole  of  his  three  years'  term?" 

"  3.  In  case  the  law  requires  an  annual  reorganization  of  the 
Board,  and  any  Board  of  Schoool  Trustees  should  fiiil  from  any 
cause  to  effect  such  a  reorganization,  and  its  officers  continue  to 
act  as  such,  would  they  be  liable  for  their  acts,  and  would  they  be 
liable  upon  iheir  bonds  ?" 

I  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  propositions  you  submit. 

These  Trustees  have  the  management  ot  the  schools  in  cities  and 
towns,  and  consequently  of  the  funds  of  the  same. 

Section  7  of  the  act  of  1865,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  the  act 
of  March  8,  1873,  provides  that  the  School  Trustees  "shall  receive 
the  special  school  revenues  ^>  ^  *  and  the  revenues  for  tui- 
tion." If  they  receive  the  money  as  a  Board,  are  they  not  jointly 
bound  to  account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  ?  It  would  seem  on 
principle  that  they  should  be.  The  President  and  Secretary  are 
each  required  to  give  bond  for  one-third  the  amount  required  of  the 
Treasurer.  And  in  my  opinion  the  Legislature  could  not  have 
intended  to  make  the  three  Trustees  jointly  liable  for  the  money, 
and  at  the  same  time  prevent  them  from  determing  for  themselves 
which  one  of  their  number  should  have  the  custody  of  the  funds. 

The  bond  of  the  Treasurer  is  required  to  be  double  the  amount  of 
the  funds  that  may  go  into  his  hands  in  any  07ie  year.  The  Aud- 
itor can  approximate  the  amount  that  will  be  paid  to  the  trustees 
each  year,  but  may  not  be  able  to  do  so  for  each  of  the  three  years 
for  which,  (if  the  Treasurer  should  hold  for  three  years),  a  Trustee 
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will,  alter  the  first  year,  be  elected.  For  this  reason  it  was  pro- 
vided that  the  bond  shall  be  double  the  amount  of  the  fund  for  one 
year  ;  the  then  current  year. 

If  the  legislature  had  intended  that  the  Treasurer  should  hold  his 
office  for  three  years  and  that  he  alone  should  be  liable  and  account- 
able for  the  fund,  surely  a  different  provision  would  have  been 
made. 

My  opinion,  therefore,  is  that  said  section  5,  as  amended  by  the  act 
of  March  8,  1873,  does  require  an  organization  of  the  School  Board 
each  year. 

This  being  the  case  an  election  should  be  had  by  the  School 
Board,  each  year,  of  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the 
officers  should  each  give  bond  annually. 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  March  8,  1873,  provides  that  "all  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  in  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Common  Council  of  the  city  or  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  town." 
Therefore,  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  can  be  filled  at  once. 

Section  9,  acts  of  1852,  (1  G.  and  H.  p.  64),  provides  that  "  if 
any  officer  of  whom  an  official  bond  is  required,  shall  fail  within  ten 
days  after  the  commencement  of  his  term  of  office,  and  receipt  of 
his  commission  or  certificate  to  give  bond  in  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  the  office  shall  be  vacant." 

I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  if  after  the  election  of  a  Trustee 
this  year,  the  Treasurer  should  fail  to  give  bond,  he  and  his  sureties 
on  his  bond  given  last  year,  would  be  bound  until  his  successor 
should  be  elected  and  qualified.  But  in  order  to  save  any  questions 
on  this  point,  each  Trustee  and  the  Treasurers  should  be  required 
to  give  new  bonds  at  once. 

The  statute  above  referred  to,  it  will  be  seen,  provides  that  if  an 
officer  fail  to  give  bond  within  ten  days  after  the  commencement  of 
his  term  of  office,  his  office  shall  be  vacant.

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SUPERINTENDENT   OF   PUBLIC   IN8TRUCTlON~On 

the  death  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  the  person 
appointed  his  successor  holds  the  full  unexpired  term  of  the  deceased. 
The  official  term  of  the  Superintendent  begins  on  the  15th  day  of 
March. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  your  term  of  office  as  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  you  have  recently  been 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  your  father, 
will  expire  as  soon  as  your  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  or  not 
until  the  expiration  of  the  regular  term,  March  15,  1875. 

The  120th  section  of  the  act  of  March  6,  1865,  fixes  the  time  for 
the  commencement  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  to- wit :  on  the  15th  day  of  March,  and  his  com- 
mission must  necessarily  be  made  to  conform  to  that  law,

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OPINIONS  TO  COUNTY  OFFICERS  AND  OTHERS. 

TOWN  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES— A  Toion  School  Trustee  is  a 
lucrative  office,  withi7i  the  ninth  section  of  article  second  of  the 
Constitution  of  Indiana,  if  any  compensation  Le  paid  for  his  servi- 
ces,  otherwise  not. 

"  Is  the  office  of  Town  School  Trustee  a  lucrative  office  within 
the  9th  section  of  the  2cl  article  of  the  Constitution  ?" 

The  question  whether  an  office  is  lucrative  or  not  depends  upon 
whether  any  compensation  is  paid  to  the  officer  for  his  services.  Li 
anything  be  paid,  then  it  is  lucrative ;  if  nothing  be  paid,  it  is  not 
lucrative.  Webster  defines  the  word  lucrative  to  mean  :  "  Yield- 
ing lucre;  gainful;  profitable;  making  increase  of  money  or  goods; 
as,  a  lucrative  trade ;  lucrative  business  or  office."  See  S  Blackford, 
329. 

In  a  recent  case — State  ex  rel.  Piatt  vs.  Kirk — our  Supreme 
Court  say  that  "the  lucrativeness  of  an  office — its  net  profit — doe? 
not  depend  upon  the  amount  of  compensation  affixed  to  it:" 

It  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Howard  vs.  Shoemaker,  35 
Ind.  Ill,  that  the  office  of  Mayor  of  a  city  was  a  lucrative  office 
within  the  meaning  of  the  9th  section  of  the  2d  article  of  the  Cons- 
titution ;  not  because  he  received  a  compensation  for  the  discharge  of 
such  of  his  duties  as  were  purely  municipal  in  their  character,  but  for 
the  reason  that  lie  had  duties  to  perform  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
aside  from  those  which  are  judicial  and  those  purely  of  a  municipal 
character;  such  as  the  taking  and  certifying  of  affidavits  and  depo- 
sitions, the  proof  and  acknowledgement  of  deeds,  and  other  instru- 
men  s  in  writing  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  and  may  charge  and 
receive  fees.  The  court  did  not  decide  in  that  case  that  the  office 
of  Mayor,  when  there  was  a  City  Judge,  was  a  judicial  office. 

The  office  of  Councilman  is  an  office  purely  and  wholly  municipal 
in  its  character.  He  has  no  duties  to  perform  under  the  general 
laws  of  the  State.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Trustees  of  incorpor- 
ated towns. 

This  can  not  be  said  of  a  Town  School  Trustee,  however.  While 
he  is  elected  by  the  town  officers,  he  is  required  toexecute  the  laws 


of  the  State  in  reference  to  the  common  schools  within  the  corpora- 
tion, and  to  receive  and  disburse  the  school  revenue  raised  under 
the  laws  of  the  State.  Therefore,  a  Town  School  Trustee,  though 
elected  by  the  town  officers,  is  not  purely  and  wholly  a  municipal 
officer  having  no  duties  to  perform  under  the  general  laws  of  the 
State.  All  his  duties  are  defined  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 
He  performs  no  duties  except  such  as  are  so  defined.  See  section  4, 
School  Law,  1865  (3  G.  &  H.,  p.  441) ;  Superintendent's  note  4,  p. 
9,  "New  School  Law  of  Indiana,  1873,"  published  by  State  Super- 
intendent Hopkins. 

I  therefore  conclude,  that  in  view  of  the  late  rulings  of  our 
Supreme  Court,  a  Town  School  Trustee  is  a  lucrative  officer  within 
the  9th  section  of  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution,  provided 
he  receives  any  compensation  for  his  services.

DELINQUEM    TAXES— Fees[  and  Illleage  of    County   TreoS'^ 
urers,  how  paid,  etc. 

1.  Are  the  provisions  of  Sec.  161  of  the  Act  of  December  21;, 
1872,  as  to  the  payment  of  fees  and  mileage,  to  be  collected  from 
the  delinquent  tax-payer,  still  in  force^  or  are  the  same  repealed  by 
the  "  fee  and  salary  bill  ?" 

2.  If  repealed,  what  portion,  if  any^  of  the  fees  for  the  collec- 
tion of  delinquent  taxes  is  to  be  collected  from  the  tax-payers^,  and 
what  portion  is  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  ? 

3.  Can  the  Treasurer,  as  the  lav/  now  stands,  v/hen  demand  is 
made  of  the  delinquent  tax- payer,  at  his  place  of  residence,  and  the 
taxes  then  paid  without  levy,  charge  mileage  and  other  fees  of  con- 
stables for  making  such  demand  ?     And^  if  so,  is  such  mileage  and

other  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  delinquent  tax-payer,  or  to  be  deducted 
tVom  the  taxes  collected  ? 

In  as  much  as  the  questions  you  propound,  with  others  by  County 
Treasurers  and  Auditors  in  different  counties  of  the  State  in  rela- 
tion to  the  fees,  etc.,  to  be  allowed  Treasurers  for  the  collection  of 
delinquent  taxes,  have  within  the  last  few  days  been  submitted  to 
me,  I  will,  in  answering  your  questions,  attempt  to  cover  the  entire 
ground. 

The  4th  sec.  of  the  Act  a])proved  March  8,  1872,  entitled,  "An 
Act  supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  an  Act,  entitled,  "An  Act 
to  provide  for  uniform   assessment,"  etc.,   approved  December  21, 

1872,  provides  that  "The  County  Treasurers  be  and  are  hereby 
required,  immediately  alter  their  April  settlement  with  the  County 
Auditor,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  to  call  upon  every  delin- 
quent tax-payer,"  etc. 

Sec.  161  of  the  act  to  provide  for  a  uniform  assessment,  etc., 
approved  December  21,  1872,  provides  that  "The  said  Treasurers 
shall  be  allowed  for  their  services  in  making  such  collections,  five 
[)er  cent,  on  the  amount  of  all  such  collections  of  delinquent  taxes, 
payable  in  just  proportions  out  of  each  fund  collected,  and  shall  also 
be  allowed  constable's  fees  and  mileage  from  the  place  of  holding 
elections  in  each  toAvnship,  to  the  residence  of  such  delinquent  tax- 
payer, which  shall  be  collected  from  such  tax-payer." 

By  section  5  of  the  "fees  and  salary  bill,"  approved  March   8, 

1873,  it  provided  as  follows: 

"  The  County  Treasurers  of  the  several  counties  shall  receive  the 
fees  below  enumerated,  and  no  others,  to  wit  :**'-!= 
Also  five  per  centum  on  all  delinquent  taxes  collected,  when  paid 
voluntarily  and  without  levy ;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  also  be 
allowed  the  same  fees  and  charges,  except  mileage,  for  making  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels,  for  the  payment  of  taxes,  as 
may  be  allowed  by  law  to  Constables,"  etc. 

The  statute,  when  properly  construed,  gives  mileage  and  other  fees 
allowed  by  law  to  constables,  when  the  taxes  are  collected  without 
distress  and  sale ;  but  if  distress  and  sale  be  made,  then,  in  as  much 
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as  the  Treasurer  is  allowed  ten  per  ceat.  for  collections  made  in  this 
manner,  he  is  not  entitled  to  charge  mileage.  These  two  sections, 
when  construed  together,  would  read  as  follows :  Also,  live  per 
cent,  on  all  delinquent  taxes  collected,  when  paid  voluntarily  and 
•without  levy,  and  such  mileage  and  other  fees  as  now  allowed  by 
law  to  constables.  In  other  words,  the  Act  of  March  8,  1873,  does 
not  repeal  that  portion  of  the  Act  of  December  21,  1872,  allowing 
mileage  from  the  place  of  holding  each  Township  election  to  the 
residence  of  the  tax-payer,  when  collection  is  made  without  distress 
and  sale.  The  "  fee  and  salary  bill "  fixes  the  fees  of  constables, 
and  this  Act  authorizes  County  Treasurers  to  charge  the  same  fees 
that  constables  are  authorized  to  charge  for  like  services,  including 
commissions  for  collection. 

When  collections  are  made  by  distress  and  sale,  the  same  fees  are 
allowed  as  above  stated,  except  mileage.  The  total  fees  in  such  case 
will  be  ten  per  cent.,  as  fixed  by  said  Sec.  5,  and  constables'  com- 
missions and  other  fees  allowed  by  law  to  constables.  So  that  on 
sums  exceeding  six  dollars,  the  commissions  will  be  fifteen  per  cent., 
to  which  should  be  added  the  other  fees  allowed  by  law  to  con- 
stables, as  above  stated. 

The  five  and  ten  per  cent,  specified  in  said  section  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  delinquent  tax  collected,  ratably  out  of  each  fund,  and  the 
mileage,  commission,  etc.,  as  allowed  to  constables,  should  be  col- 
lected from  the  delinquent  tax- payer.  The  evident  purpose  of  the 
Legislature  by  the  use  of  these  words  in  Sec.  5,  above  quoted  to  wit . 
*^The  County  Treasurers  of  the  several  counties  shall  receive  the 
fees  below  enumerated,  and  no  others,"  intended  to  provide  that  no 
other  allowance  should  be  made  by  the  County  Board  or  paid  out  of 
the  funds,  but  in  construing  the  last  Act  above  referred  to,  it  must 
be  done  in  the  light  of  all  the  enactments  of  the  Legislature  on  this 
subject.  The  mode  of  payment  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  Decem- 
ber 21,  1872,  is  not  changed  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1873,  and  in 
my  opinion,  the  amount  of  fees  to  be  taxed  against  the  delinquent 
tax-payer  is  not  changed  except  to  provide  that  when  the  taxes  are 
collected  after  levy,  mileage,  should  not  be  charged. 

In  case  the  money  is  made  without  sale,  the  commissions  to  be 
charged  to  the  tax-payer  would  be  two  and  one-half  per  cent.,  instead 
of  five,  as  allowed  on  sal&s. 

A.  G.— 6 
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PE0SECU2ING  ATTORNEYS  for  Judicial  arcuit  and  Crim- 
inal Circuit  Court  entitled  to  appear  and  prosecute  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanor's before  Justices  and  Mayors  of  Cities  and  have  fee  taxed 
for  same. 

The  office  of  Prosecuting  Attorney  is  of  Constitutional  creation^ 
and  the  point  made  that  he  has  no  right  to  appear  and  prosecute 
before  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Mayors  of  cities,  would  be  that  of 
a  Constitutional  officer  shorn  of  all  duties  in  the  prosecution  of 
crimes  and  misdemeanois. 

Did  the  Legislature  in  the  act  of  April  23,  1869  (3  G.  and  H., 
178)  intend  to  take  from  him  the  right  to  appear  for  the  State  or  as 
the  Attorney  for  the  State,  in  all  the  Courts  of  the  State,  including 
Justices'  and  Mayors'  Courts?  It  is  not  contended  that  any  subse- 
quent act  gives  to  Criminal  Court  Prosecutors  any  new  or  additional 
rights  or  powers  not  conferred  by  the  act  of  April  23,  1869.  The 
1st  section  of  said  act  provides  that  "the  Criminal  Circuit  Court 
shall  have  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  felonies  and  of  all 
misdemeanors,  except  as  provided  by  law  for  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
and  shall  have  such  appellate  jurisdiction  in  criminal  actions  as  is 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Circuit  Court."  This  section 
makes  this  further  provision  ;  "  The  said  Criminal  Courts  shall  in 
all  things,  not  otherwise  provided  by  law,  be  governed  by  the  law 
in  force  in  regard  to  Circuit  Courts ;  and  the  Judge,  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  Clerks  and  Sherifis  of  said  Criminal  Circuit  Court  shall 
receive  the  same  salaries  and  fees  allowed  by  law  to  the  Judges, 
Prosecuting  Attorneys,  Clerks  and  Sheriffs  of  the  Circuit  Court." 

The  office  of  criminal  Prosecuting  Attorney,  or  the  Prosecuting^ 
Attorney  for  the  Criminal  Circuit  Court  is  of  statutory  creation. 
He  has  no  rights,  powers  or  privileges  not  given  or  created  by  this 
statute. 

Does  the  fact  that  the  Criminal  Circuit  Court  has  "  exclusive  jur- 
isdiction of  felonies  and  misdemeanors,  except  as  prescribed  by  law 
for  Justicss  of  the  Peace,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  is  or  may 
be  provided  by  law  for  the  Circuit  Court,"  take  away  from  the 
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Prosecuting  Attorney  the  right   to  appear  antl  represent  the  State 
before  Justices  in   the  prosecution   of  felonies  and  misdemeanors  ?

My  opinion  is  that  it  does  not 


The  criminal  prosecutor  being  of  statutory  creation  can  have  no 
powers  except  such  as  are  created  by  the  above  quoted  statute.  The 
evident  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  to  furnish  the  State  with  a 
representative  of  the  Criminal  Court.  He  has  no  power  or  rights 
except  such  as  are  given  by  said  statute,  except  it  be  conferred  by 
subsec|uent  legislation.     Has  it  been  so  conferred? 

Section  16  of  the  new  fee  bill — acts  of  1873,  p.  130 — provides  that 
"  the  Circuit,  Criminal  Circuit,  and  District  Prosecuting  Attorney's 
fees  shall  be  as  follows,  to- wit: 

"  *  '^  *  Docket  fee  before  Justice  of  the  Peace,  on 
plea  of  guilty,  or  on  conviction,  $5.00." 

This  act,  then,  provides  a  fee  for  each  of  these  officers  before 
Justices  of  the  Peace.  Indeed,  all  the  haws  passed  since  the  office 
of  Prosecuting  Attorney  was  created,  has  given  him  a  fee  for  prose- 
cuting before  Justices.  See  act  June  16,  1852,  1  R.  S.  1852,  p.  280; 
acts  1855,  1  G.  &  H.,  p.  335;  fee  and  salary  law  of  1871,  statutes 
1871,  p.  27.  See  also  act  above  referred  to  of  1873.  The  act  of 
February  21,  1871,  statutes  1871,  p.  24,  gave  Justices  jurisdiction 
of  violation  of  the  fish  law,  and  required  Prosecuting  Attorneys  to 
see  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  were  enforced. 

Can  it  be  said  that  the  Legislature  provided  that  an  officer  should 
receive  a  fee  for  doing  a  thing  he  had  no  right  to  do  '? 

Laws  are  to  be  construed  so  as  to  make  sense.  Can  it  be  that 
when  the  Legislature  provided  that  he  should  see  that  the  fish  law 
was  enforced  before  Justices  of  the  Peace,  tliat  he  had  no  right  to 
appear  in  that  court  to  prosecute,  when  at  the  same  session  they 
gave  him  a  fee  for  appearing  and  prosecuting  in  that  court?  I 
think  not.  I  therefore  conclude  that  either  of  said  officers  may 
appear  and  prosecute  criminal  causes,  either  felonies  or  misdemean- 
ors, before  Justices  or  Mayors,  and  when  one  of  them  appears  for 
the  State,  or  has  instituted  the  proceedings  before  a  Justice,  the  other 
is   excluded.      I  can  not  conclude  that  an  officer  created   by  the 
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fundamental  law  of  [the  State  can  be  shorn  of  all  right  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  functions  of  his  office  unless  the  legislative  intent 
is  very  clearly  manifested. 


CIRCUIT  COURTS  have  jurisdiction  to  punish  persons  for  viola- 
tioii  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  temperance  law  of  1873. 

The  16th  section  of  the  act  of  February  27,  1873— Acts  of  1873, 
p.  156 — provides  that  "The  penalty  and  provisions  mentioned  in 
the  14th  section  of  this  act  may  be  inforced  by  indictment  in  any 
court  of  record  having  criminal  jurisdiction  j  and  all  pecuniary 
fines  and  penalties  provided  for  in  any  of  the  sections  of  this  act 
except  the  eighth  and  twelfth  may  be  enforced  and  prosecuted 
for  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  proper  county,  in  an 
action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Indiana  as  plaintiff." 

The  Circuit  Court  is  a  court  of  general  jurisdiction,  and  has  com- 
petent jurisdiction  of  all  misdemeanors,  except  only  such  petty 
offenses  over  which  Justices  of  the  Peace  have  exclusive  jurisdiction, 
simple  assaults,  etc. 

Justices  have  only  such  jurisdiction  as  is  conferred  by  Statute. 
They  have  no  common  law  jurisdiction.  See  1st  Ind.  Digest,  p. 
548,  sec.  4. 

The  first  part  of  the  sentence  above  quoted  is  meaningless,  or 
at  least  it  merely  re-enacts  what  was  the  law  before.  Does  not 
change  the  law  as  it  stood  before  its  passage.  Without  it  Circuit 
Courts  had  complete  jurisdiction.  See  3  G.  and  H.,  pp.  181  and 
182,  section  1. 

The  16th  section  gives  Justices  jurisdiction  to  enforce  ^ecwmary 
fines  or  penalties  only.  This  does  not  extend  their  jurisdiction,  but 
limits  it  to  fine  or  pecuniary  punishment. 

The  9th  section  provides  that  "  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  get  intoxicated.  =p  5*=  *  *  ^ny  person  convicted  of 
intoxication  shall  be  required,  upon  the  trial,  to  designate  the 
person    or    persons    from  whom    the  liquor,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
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was  obtained.  In  default  of  so  designating  such  person,  he  or 
she  shall,  in  addition  to  the  fine  above  mentioned,  and  as  a 
part  of  his  or  her  punishment  for  the  offense,  be  imprisoned,'* 
etc. 

How  can  a  Justice  execute  this  penalty  when  by  the  16th  sec- 
tion they  are  only  authorized  to  inflict  "  pecuniary  fines  and 
penalties?"  This  section,  then,  in  my  opinion,  limits  the  juris- 
diction of  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  cases  in  which  fines  only  can 
be  assessed. 

If,  then,  I  am  correct  in  this  construction,  Circuit  Courts  are  the 
only  courts  in  which  section  9  can  be  fully  executed.  That  court 
having  general  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  except 
as  limited  by  1st  section  of  Statute  (3  G.  &  H.,  pp.  181  and  182,)  has 
jurisdiction  of  drunks. 


SECTIONS  2  AND  4:  of  Temperance  Law  of  February  27th,  1873, 
construed —  Whose  names  must  be  signed  to  the  petition  for  permits? 
—  Those  ivho  Doted  at  last  election. 

"  Does  the  petition  for  a  permit  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  under 
the  act  of  February  ■27th,  1873,  require  a  majority  of  the  voters  in 
the  township  at  the  time  the  petition  is  circulated,  or  a  majority  of 
the  voters  who  voted  at  the  election  mentioned  in  the  section  ?" 

In  the  2d  section  of  the  act — in  that  part  of  the  section  in  which 
reference  is  made  to  the  petition  and  the  petitioners — the  following 
language  is  used :  "  Which  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant, 
and  also  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  resident  in  the  ward,"  etc. 
In  the  4th  section  it  is  provided,  "  That  the  whole  number  of  votes 
cast  for  candidates  for  Congress  at  the  last  preceding  Congressional 
election  in  the  township  *  *  *  '■■'  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  whole  number  of  legal  voters  of  such  ward,  town  or  town- 
ship, a  majority  of  whose  names  shall  be  signed  to  the  petition  of 
such  applicant." 

It  is  a  rule  of  construction  that  the  whole  statute  must  be  con- 
strued together ;  it  is  one  act,  and  is  to  be  construed  as  if  it  were  but 
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one  section.  Suppose  you  take  sections  2  and  4,  and  paraphrase  the 
portion  referring  to  the  subject  matter,  as  follows:  (Sec.  2)" Which 
petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  also  by  a  majority  of 
the  legal  voters  resident  in  the  ward,  etc.,  (Sec.  4)  and  that  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  for  candidate  for  Congress  at  the  last 
preceding  Congressional  election  in,  etc.,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
whole  number  of  legal  voters  of  such  ward,  town  or  township,  a 
majority  of  whose  names  shall  be  signed  to  the  petition  of  such  appli- 
cant." A  majority  of  what  names?  Surely,  of  the  legal  voters. 
Who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  are  to  be  deemed  legal  voters? 
The  answer  seems  plain.  They  are  those  whose  names  are  found 
on  the  poll  books  ;  those  who  voted  at  the  election  referred  to.  If 
in  a  township,  those  who  voted  for  Congressman ;  if  in  a  city,  those 
who  voted  for  Councilman  ;  if  in  a  town,  those  who  voted  for  Trus- 
tees. 


DESCBIPTION   OF  LANDS— Section  272  of  Assessment  Act  q/ 
1872  construed. 

My  opinion  is  that  the  proper  construction  of  section  272  of 
Assessment  Act  of  December  21,  1872,  in  cases  where  a  tract  of 
land  is  divided  in  parcels  so  that  it  cannot  be  described  without 
giving  the  metes  and  bounds,  then,  and  in  all  such  cases,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  owner  to  cause  it  to  be  survyeyed  and  platted  into  lots  ; 
not  as  town  lots,  but  it  may  be  done  as  lot  'No.  1,  2,  etc.,  of  subdi- 
vision of  southeast  quarter  of  southeast  quarter,  of  section  1,  town.  1 
north,  range  15  west;  or,  say  lot  No.  1  of  subdivision  of  east 
one-half  of  section  1,  town.  1  north,  range  15  west;  made  by  A.  B. 
and  recorded  in  (give  name  of  record,  1,  B,  or  in  any  way  so 
as  to  designate  the  record  where  the  plat  may  be  found) ;  or,  say 
lot  No.  1  of  that  part  of  northwest  quarter  of  section  28,  town.  16 
north,  range  12  west,  containing  three  acres,  as  designated  on  plat 
recorded  in  (give  the  description  of  record  as  "Record  B"  or 
"  Record  1.") 

The  section  referred  to  provides  that  the  description  if  made  in 
accordance  with  the  number  and  description  set  forth  in  the  recorded 
plat  shall  be  deemed  a  good  and  valid   description.      The  evident 
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be  void  (in  case  of  sale)  for  uncertainty.  If  a  tract  of  land  be 
described  as  "part  of  the  northwest  quarter,  section  28,  town  16, 
range  12,"  this  would  be  void  for  uncertainty.  It  does  not  desig- 
designate  what  part  of  the  quarter  is  owned  by  the  tax])ayer. 

This  section  does  not  apply  to  towns  and  cities  alone,  but  to  all 
subdivisions  which  cannot  be  accurately  described  without  describ- 
ing by  metes  and  bounds. 


COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS— Permits  to  sell  intoxicating  Liq- 
uors— can  only  grant  permits  at  regular  sessions  of  Board. 

The  2d  Section  of  the  Temperance  Law,  approved  February  27, 
1873,  provides  that  any  person  desiring  a  permit  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors,  etc.,  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  the  proper 
county,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  term  of 
any  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  C^ommissioners  of  such  county, 
a  petition  in  w^riting,  etc. 

The  license  provided  for  in  this  law  can  only  be  granted  on  the 
order  of  the  County  Commissioners  made  at  a  regular  session  of 
the  Board.  The  Auditor  has  the  right  under  act  approved  Febru- 
ary 2,  1855,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  County  Board ;  but  such  meet- 
ing would  not  be  a  regular  session  as  provided  for  in  this  law. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  no  order  can  be  made  until  the 
regular  session  in  June. 

If  a  party  should  file  a  petition  and  bond,  Avithout  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  authorizing  the  permit  to  issue,  he 
would  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  and  convicted  under  the  law. 

The  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Board  on  the  filing  and  presenta- 
tion of  the  petition  are  judicial  acts,  and  therefore  their  action  in 
passing  upon  all  the  questions  must  be  performed  before  a  legal  per- 
mit can  issue. 
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MARRIAGE  LICENSE  may  issue  in  any  County  of  the  State 
where  male  is  21  years  of  age  and  female  18 — In  such  ease  actual 
residence  in  the  county  where  license  issues  is  not  necessary. 

You  ask  two  questions:  1st.  "  Is  a  residence  of  the  lady  for  30 
days  in  the  county  actually  necessary  when  parties  are  twenty-one 
years  of  age?"  2d.  "If  the  lady  resides  in  one  county  of  this 
State  can  license  issue  out  of  another  county  ?  " 

In  answer  to  your  first  question  my  opinion  is,  that  if  the  female 
be  over  the  age  of  18  years,  and  the  male  over  the  age  of  21  years, 
actual  residence  in  the  county  is  not  necessary. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question  my  opinion  is,  that  if  the  par- 
ties be  over  the  age  above  stated,  license  may  issue  in  any  county  in 
this  State. 

But  the  Clerk,  before  he  issues  such  license,  should  require  the 
ages  of  the  parties  to  be  proved  as  required  by  Section  6,  1  G.  & 
H.,  p.  430. 


THE  RATE  OF  TAXATION  may  be  reduced,  but  not  increased,, 
by  Town  Trustees. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  rate  of  taxation  may  be  reduced,  but  that 
it  can  not  be  increased.^  If  a  state  of  facts  should  arise,  such  as  an 
increase  of  the  value  of  the  taxable  property  after  the  rate  is  fixed 
by  the  Trustees,  so  that  to  collect  the  amount  fixed  would  exceed  the 
absolute  necessity  for  the  purpose  intended,  it  woufd  be  unjust  to 
the  people  to  collect  more  than  is  absolutely  needed  for  the  purpose. 
My  opinion  is  that  the  rate  of  taxes  may  be  reduced. 
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AN  ORDER  made  by  Town  Board  after  their  ekction,  and  within 
ten  days  thereafter  for  the  levy  of  corporation  tax,  valid — Act^  done 
by  them  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  invalid,  if  certificate  of 
election  be  not  filed  as  required  by  statute. 

The  law  only  requires  me  to  give  opinions  to  State  officers,  but 
inasmuch  as  the  question  you  present  is  one  of  some  interest,  I  have 
examined  it  with  as  much  care  as  I  could,  and  my  time  would 
allow. 

In  the  case  of  Dinwiddie,  et  al,  vs.  The  President,  etc.,  of  the 
Town  of  Eushville,  (37  Ind.,  pp.  66  and  67),  the  Supreme  Court 
say  :  "  This  was  a  complaint  *  *  *  to  enjoin  the 

making  of  certain  improvements  in  the  town  of  Rushville,  at  the 
expense  of  the  property  holders,  under  an  ordinance  passed  by  the 
corporate  authorities. 

"  Demurrer  to  the  complaint  sustained,  and  exception.  Judg- 
ment for  defendants." 

In  this  case  no  certificate  of  the  election  of  town  officers  was  filed 
in  the  Clerk's  office  as  required  by  statute.  (I  do  not  attempt  here 
to  give  the  opinion  in  full,  but  only  a  statement  of  the  point,  and  so 
much  of  the  opinion  as  is  necessary  to  show  what  they  hold).  "  We 
must  hold  that  the  ordinance  is  void,  and  the  improvements  are 
being  made  without  competent  legal  authority."  They  also  say  : 
"  Where  a  statute  expressly  prohibits  a  thing,  until  another  has 
been  done,  the  prohibition  cannot  be  disregarded  without  judicial 
legislation."  They  hold  the  ordinance  void  because  the  certificate 
had  not  been  filed  as  required  by  the  statute. 

But  your  case  presents  a  different  question.  Here  your  election 
was  held  on  the  5th  day  of  May.  The  law  required  the  assessment 
to  be  made  before  the  third  Tuesday  in  May.  The  return  of  the 
certificate  should  have  been  made  on  the  loth  day  of  May.  All  the 
requirements  of  the  act  had  been  substantially  complied  with  so  far 
as  was  necessary,  prior  to  the  time  the  levy  was  made. 

Therefore,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  assessment  was  properly  and 
legally  made. 

All  acts  done  by  the  Board  between  the  5th  day  of  May  and  the 
7th  day  of  July,  will  be  void. 
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If  one  side  of  a  county  newspaper  be  printed  in  a  city  distant  from 
the  county,  it  is  nevertheless  a  printing  and  publishing  of  the  same 
in  the  county  where  the  other  side  is  printed,  and  where  the  paper  is 
distributed. 

The  point  you  make  is  this :  A  part,  or  one  side  of  a  paper  is 
printed  in  Chicago  or  some  other  city,  containing  miscellaneous  and 
literary  matter,  the  other  side  being  filled  up  with  home  news, 
advertisements  and  such  other  matter  as  the  editor  deems  expedient 
and  best.  Would  this  be  a  printing  and  publication  of  the  paper  in 
the  county?  My  opinion  is  that  it  would.  Suppose  you  should 
purchase  paper  wuth  the  name  of  your  newspaper  printed  on  it  and 
you  print  the  balance  of  the  paper  in  your  office,  would  this  be  a 
printing  and  publication  of  the  paper  in  your  county  ?  Clearly  it 
would  be. 

If  the  paper  be  one  of  general  circulation  and  a  part  of  it  printed 
in  your  office  and  it  be  circulated,  or  published  from  your  office, 
I  am  satisfied  this  would  make  your  paper  a  proper  medium  for  the 
publication  of  legal  notices.  The  words  "printed"  and  "published" 
are  used  as  synonymous  terms.  Sometimes  the  one  and  sometimes 
the  other  is  used,  and  in  some  States  the  w'ords  "printed  and  pub- 
lished" are  used.  The  object  and  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  give 
notice  to  the  public  of  the  facts,  and  I  think  this  object  is  effected 
when  the  notice  and  one-half  of  the  paper  is  "  printed "  in  the 
county  as  fully  as  it  would  be  if  both  sides  of  the  paper  were  printed 
in  the  county. 


EACH  3IEMBER  of  the  County  Board  of  Equalization  entitled  to 
a  vote  in  fixing  value  to  be  placed  upon  land  in  each  Township  in 
the  County —  The  County  Board  may  change  values  fixed  by  them 
in  their  -final  order,  and  the  value  fixed  ivill  be  conclusive  and  bind- 
ing on  the  Auditor,  unless  changed  by  State  Board. 

1st.  If  an  Assessor  is  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  to 
re-assess  a  certain  township,  or  townships,  by  such  a  per  cent,  as 
will  reduce  the  average  value,  say  from  $60  per  acre  to  $55,  can  he 
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make   any  different   assessment,  or  reduce   the  average,  say  to  $50 
per  acre? 

My  opinion  is  that  the  Assessor  is  the  agent  of  the  Board, 
with  limited  powers.  He  can  do  what  he  is  directed  to  do  by 
the  order,  and  nothing  more.  The  order  of  the  Board  must  he 
complied  with. 

2d.  If  the  Assessor  disregards  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  and 
two  of  them  are  in  favor  of  receiving  said  re-assessment,  and  two 
opposed  to  its  reception,  would  the  Assessor  have  a  vote  on  its 
reception  or  rejection? 

Sd.  If  the  Assessor  would  have  no  vote,  and  ten  of  the  Board 
vote  for  and  ten  against  the  reception  of  the  assessment,  in  what 
condition  would  that  leave  the  assessment  ? 

4tli.  Should  the  assessment  not  be  received  by  the  Board  what 
would  be  the  legal  course  to  pursue? 

5th.  In  case  the  assessment  should  not  be  received  as  re-assessed, 
would  it  be  legal  for  the  Auditor  to  put  the  property  upon  the  dup- 
licate returns? 

I  will  attempt  to  answer  your  questions,  2,  3,  4,  and  5.  It  seems 
that  the  Board  may,  by  tlieir  final  order,  regulate  the  appraise- 
ment of  land,  etc.,  in  any  township.  They  may  then  adopt  or 
reject  the  appraisement  made  by  the  Assessor.  It  is  the  final 
order  made  by  the  Board  that  governs,  and  the  value  thereon 
fixed  will  be  binding  upon  the  Auditor,  unless  changed  by  the 
State  Board. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  a  right  to  take  part  in  all  its 
deliberatious,  and,  as  such  member,  may  vote  upon  all  questions  that 
legitimately  come  before  it.  He  would  therefore  have  a  right  to 
vote  upon  the  question  as  to  the  value  to  be  fixed  upon  the  land  in 
any  township. 

Upon  the  first  question  you  make  I  am  well  satisfied  that  he 
must  comply  with  the  order  of  the  Board,  but  practically  this  is 
not  important,  for  the  reason  that  the  Board  may  subsequently 
change  the  order  then  made.  'And  for  this  reason  they  may,  and 
perhaps  do,  during  their  entire  session,  from  day  to  day,  receive 
new  lights,  and  obtain  knowledge  not  possessed  by  them  before, 
as  to  the  value  of  property;  and  if  they,  before  their  final 
adjournment,  find  that  they  have  committed  errors,  such  errors 
may  be  corrected. 
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TOWN  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES— There  should  be  an  election  oj 
one  Trustee  each  year. 

TOWN  BOARD  should  elect  one  School  Trustee  each  year. 

Sir  : — In  yours  of  the  3d  inst,  you  state  that  "  the  Board  of 
'*  Trustees  of  Lebanon,  Indiana,  on  the  2d  day  of  April,  1873, 
"  elected  three  persons  to  serve  as  School  Trustees  of  said  town,  but 
"  did  not  designate  the  length  of  the  term  of  any  of  them.  The  per- 
"  sons  so  elected,  met,  qualified,  and  proceeded  to  determine  by  lot 
"the  length  of  each  one's  terra."  You  ask  :  "Was  this  proper  and 
was  this  election  legal?" 

In  my  opinion  the  action  of  the  School  Trustees  was  legal.  The 
5th  section  of  the  act  of  March  6,  1865,  provides:  "That  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  each  incorporated  town  of  this  State,  shall,  at 
their  first  regular  meeting  in  the  month  of  April,  elect  three  School 
Trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office  one,  two  and  three  years 
respectively,  as  said  Trustees  shall  determine  by  lot  at  the  time  of 
their  organization.  The  language  quoted  above,  'at  the  time  of 
their  organization,'  evidently  refers  to  the  organization  of  the 
School  Board.  This  section  then  further  provides,  "  and  annually 
thereafter,  shall  elect  one  School  Trustee."  Who  shall  elect  the 
School  Trustee  ?     Evidently  the  Town  Board. 

It  therefore  necessarily  follows  that  the  first  election  of  Trustees 
was  legal,  and  there  was  a  proper  organization  of  the  Board.  This 
being  the  case,  the  Town  Trustees  could  only  elect  one  Trustee  at 
their  meeting  in  April,  1874,  to  fill  the  place  of  the  Trustee  who 
drew  the  short  term. 


COUNTY  COMMISSIONER'S  TERM  OF  OFFICE.  — The 
Law  requires  one  Commissioner  to  go  in  and  one  to  go  out  each 
year. 

In  1870  two  Commissioners  shoidd  have  been  elected;  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  yeurs. 

"In  1861  a  Commissioner  was  elected  for  the  2d  district  in  Lake 
county.     His  term   would  have  expired   and  his  successor  would 
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have  been  elected  in  1869  ;  but  in  1869  the  law  was  changed,  so 
that  no  election  was  held  that  year.  Hence  the  Commissioner  of  the 
2d  district  held  his  office  uutil  after  the  election  in  1870 — 4  years — 
thus  making  his  term  expire  the  time  of  the  1st  district  Commis- 
sioner's time  expired ;  so  that,  as  matters  now  stand,  one  Commis- 
sioner takes  his  office  this  year,  none  next  year,  and  two  the  next 
year.  And  the  law  requires  one  to  take  his  place  upon  the  Board 
each  year.     How  can  this  be  remedied?" 

In  the  election  for  the  year  1870,  the  Commissioner  ior  the  2d 
district  could  only  be  elected  and  hold  his  office  for  hvo  years ;  the 
Commissioner  for  the  1st  district  for  three  years.  This  is  the  only 
mode  by  which  the  statute  of  1852  (1  G.  &  H.,  p.  248,)  could  be 
complied  with.  This  act  imperatively  requires  that  one  Commis- 
sioner shall  go  out  and  one  go  in  each  year.  The  intention  of  the 
Legislature  was,  that  two  members  of  the  old  Board  should  remain 
in  office,  so  that  the  important  interests  of  the  county  should  not 
be  entrusted  to  a  Board  composed  of  inexperienced  officers,  a 
majority  of  whom  would  have  no  knowledge  of  the  business  inter- 
ests of  the  county. 

There  should  have  been  two  Commissioners  elected  in  1870 :  one 
for  the  2d  district,  to  hold  two  years,  and  the  one  from  the  1st  dis- 
trict for  three  years.  The  Commissioner's  term  from  the  2d  district 
would  begin  in  1870,  and  the  one  for  the  1st  district  in  1871,  and 
the  man  from  the  3d  district  should  have  been  elected  in  1872,  and 
in  1872  you  should  have  elected  a  man  for  the  2d  district  again, 
who  would  hold  for  three  years.  This  is  the  only  mode  by  which 
the  law  of  1852  can  be  complied  with. 


JUR  Y  FEE— A  Jury  Fee  should  be  taxed  as  provided  for  in  act 
of  May  10,  1852. 

Section  5  of  the  act  of  May  10, 1852,  (2  G.  and  H.,  p.  31),  provides 
that  a  jury  fee  of  $4.50  shall  be  taxed.  In  my  opinion  this  statute 
is  now  in  force. 

If  by  construction  it  was  repealed  by  the  act  of  1871,  that  act 
was  repealed  by  the  act  of  1 873,  and  the  repeal  of  the  rei)ealiug  act 
would  restore  the  act  of  1852.     See  2d  Blackford,  p.  32. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  a  jury  fee  should  be  taxed  as  provided  for 
in  the  act  of  May  10,  1852. 
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TOWNS,  ELECTIONS  IN— Towns  are  not  divided  into  Wards; 
there  is  no  law  authorizing  them  to  he  so  divided;  all  should  vote  at 
one  poll.  No  provision  is  made  by  law  for  more  than  one  Election 
Board,  therefore,  all  should  vote  at  one  precinct.  The  act  of  1869 
does  not  change  the  laiv  governing  elections  in  towns. 

In  yours  of  the  8tli  inst.  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  "  whether 
incorporated  towns  are  required  to  hold  an  election  in  each  district 
of  said  town,  or  whether  there  should  be  only  one  precinct  of  the 
whole  town,  and  hence  only  one  election  Board,  and  one  place  of 
holding  said  election,  at  which  place  all  the  voters  of  the  town  may 
vote." 

The  11th  section  of  the  act  of  June  11,  1852,  (1  G.  and  H.,  p. 
622),  provides  that  notice  shall  be  given  of  an  election  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  officers  thereof,  "  naming  the  place  therein,  and  the 
day  upon  which  the  same  shall  be  had." 

The  act  of  1857,  p.  84,  provides  that  towns  shall  be  divided  into 
districts. 

No  provision  is  made  for  holding  elections  in  the  districts.  The 
act  of  1852  provides  that  '  the  place,'  not  the  places  shall  be  named. 

The  12th  section  of  the  act  provides  that  after  the  first  election, 
the  preceding  Board,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  act  as  the  inspectors 
thereof. 

Suppose  a  town  was  divided  into  seven  districts,  as  provided  for 
in  the  act  of  1857,  how  could  three  Trustees  act  in  the  districts  thus 
created  ? 

The  statute  contemplates  that  three  of  the  trustees  shall  act  as  the 
inspectors,  and  if  seven  districts  be  created,  then  there  should  be 
three  Trustees  in  each,  while  only  one  Trustee  is  to  be  elected  for 
each  district.  Therefore  a  competent  Board  in  each  district  could 
not  be  organized. 

As  no  provision  is  made  for  more  than  one  election  Board,  and 
provision  is  only  made  for  holding  an  election  at  but  one  place  in 
the  town,  I  conclude  that  the  election  must  be  held  at  one  precinct, 
and  that  all  the  voters  must  vote  at  that  precinct. 

The  act  of  1869,  section  7,  does  not  eflPect  the  law  governing  elec- 
tions in  towns,  because  there  is  no  provision  of  law  authorizing 
towns  to  be  divided  into  wards,  and  that  portions  of  said  section 
which  reads  as  follows :  "  The  Common  Council  of  any  cities  or  the 
Trustees  of  any  town  shall  appoint,"  etc.,  as  to  towns  is  in-operative 
and  does  not  repeal  the  statute  governing  elections  in  towns  above 
referred  to. 
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BAXTER  BILL, —  Tenth  section  construed.  All  sales  made  on 
Sunday,  or  between  9  p.  in.  and  6  a.  m.,  are  declared  unlaioful, 
whether  the  sale  be  made  by  a  person  holding  a  permit  or  by  a 
person  who  has  none. 

In  my  opinion  the  10th  section  of  the  act  of  February  27,  1X73, 
should  be  paraphrased  as  follows:  "Any  and  all  sales  made  on 
Sunday,"  etc.,  "and  all  sales  between  9  p.  m.  and  6  A.  m.,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful.  A  permit  granted  under  this  act 
shall  not  authorize  the  person  so  receiving  it  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors  on  Sunday,"  etc. 

The  section  seems  to  begin  wrong  and  end  wrong.  To  read 
it  literally  does  not  make  sense  ;  but  to  transpose  it,  as  I  do  here, 
does  make  sense,  and  was,  in  my  opinion,  the  way  the  Legislature 
intended  it  to  be  read.  A  different  construction  would  give  to  those 
■who  have  no  permit  the  right  to  sell  at  times  and  on  days  when  those 
holding  permits  could  not  sell.  This  surely  could  not  have  been 
intended.  I  therefore  conclude  that  the  It.  th  section  prohibits  the 
sale  of  liquors  on  the  days  and  between  the  hours  named,  by  any 
persons,  whether  holding  a  permit  or  not.

BAXTER  BILL.— The  Temperance  law  of  1873  requires  that 
before  a  permit  to  sell  shall  be  granted  by  the  County  Board, 
a  Petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  applieant,  and  by  a  majority 
of  THOSE  WHO  VOTED  at  the  last  election  in  the  Town, 
Township,  or  Ward,  if  in  a  city. 

My  opinion  is  that  the  present  temperance  law  requires  a  petition 
to  be  signed  by  the  party  applying  for  a  permit,  and  Ijy  a  'majority 
of  those  who  voted  at  the  last  election,  I  tliink  no  (juestioii  can  1)C 
more  clear. 

The  4th  Section  provides  that,  "The  whole  number  of  votes  cast 
for  candidates  for  Congress  at  the  last  preceeding  election  in  the 
township,  and  the  whole  number   of  votes  cast  for  Councilman  or 
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Trustee  in  any  town  at  the  last  preceding  municipal  election, 
in  any  city  or  town  in  which  the  applicant  for  permit  desires  to 
sell  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  be  deemed  the  whole  number  of  legal 
voters  of  such  ward,  town  or  township,  a  majority  of  whose  names 
shall  be  signed  to  the  petition  of  such  applicants." 

To  what  class  of  voters  does  the  word  "  whose  "  refer  ?  Surely  it 
can  only  refer  to  those  mentioned  in  this  section,  those  who  voted,  etc. 

The  Legislature  had  the  power  to  determine  the  mode  and  man- 
ner of  determining  the  number  of  voters  and  what  voters  should  be 
required  to  sign  the  petition,  and  they  have  exercised  that  right  in 
this  section. 

It  would  seem  from  the  published  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  which  they  hold  the  present  law  to  be  constitutional,  that  they 
intended  to  hold  that  it  was  sufficient  to  procure  a  majority  of  the 
voters,  but  they  inform  me  that  they  did  not  consider  this  question, 
it  was  not  raised,  discussed  or  decided  by  them,  and  that  they 
did  not  intend  to  decide  the  question.  Of  course  they  did 
not  say  what  they  would  decide,  or  what  they  thought,  but  only 
that  they  did  not  consider  or  decide  it. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  the  2d  section  requires  the  petition  to  be 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  ward,  town  or  town- 
ship, and  that  the  4th  section  fixes  who  are  legal  voters  for  this 
purpose,  and  that  therefore  those  who  voted,  are  legal  petitioners, 
none  others  can  be. 

As  to  the  2d  question,  my  opinion  is  incorporated  towns  have  no 
power  to  demand  a  license.  The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the 
town  of  Martinsville  vs.  Frieze,  33  Indiana  Supreme  Court  Reports, 
p.  507,  settles  this  question.

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The  Attorney  General's  Assistants  appointed  under  the  Act  of  jVarch 
10,  1873,  have  the  authority  to  collect  all  the  funds  enumerated  in 
section  9  of  said  act,  from  County  Clerks,  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
Clerks  to  pay  said  funds  to  them  upon  demand,  where  they  have  with.- 
held  the  funds  beyond  the  time  fixed,  by  law. 

^'  Is  it  the  duty  of  County  Clerks  to  pay  over  the  funds  enumerated 
in  section  9  of  the  act  of  March  10,  1873,  to  the  Attorney  General's 
assistants,  where  said  funds  have  remained  in  the  Clerk's  hands 
beyond  the  time  allowed  by  law  ?" 

It  is  clear  that  you  have  the  authority  to  collect  all  the  funds 
enumerated  in  said  act,  which  have  been  in  his  liands  beyond  the 
time  specified  by  law,  and  that  it  is  his  duty  to  pay  them  to  you. 
All  funds  that  were  in  his  hands  when  you  commenced  the  examin- 
ation and  made  the  demand  for  them,  should  be  paid  to  you  as 
Assistant,  as  the  law  clearly  and  specifically  directs;  and  if  there  is 
a  refusal,  payment  can  be  enforced.  Money  paid  to  the  present 
Clerk  by  his  predecessor,  if  the  money  has  been  withheld  from  the 
proper  treasury  beyond  the  time  specified  by  law,  although  it  may 
not  have  remained  in  his  (the  present  Clerk's)  hands  one  year, 
should  be  paid  to  you  the  same  as  though  it  had  been  in  his  own 
hands  the  full  time. 


If  an  officer  fail  and  refuse  to  qualify  for  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of 
his  commission,  the  office  becomes  vacant. 

If  he  qualify  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  his  acts  are  binding 
and  valid  as  to  the  public. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  in  the  case  of  the  State  ex  rel. 
Miller  vs.  Hadley,  27  Indiana,  496,  say:  "The  failure  of  an  officer 
to  give  bond  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  his  commission 
renders  the  office  vacant." 

Therefore,  in  view  of  this  decision,  and  the  statute  referred  to  in 

my  opinion  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  April 

17,  1874  (see  opinion,  p.  77),  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  if 

any  person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  office  fail  to  qualify  and  give

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bond  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  statute  the  office  is  vacant,  pro- 
viding it  appear  that  the  officer  had  his  certificate  of  election  or  was 
duly  notified  thereof  and  fail  to  qualify  within  ten  days  thereafter. 

If,  after  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days,  the  officer  elected  did 
qualify  and  acted  as  such  officer,  his  acts  would  be  valid  and  bind- 
ing on  the  public.

W.  W.  CHE8HUB,  Clerk  Lake  County—Justices  of  the  Peace. 

A  Justice  of  the  Peace  is  a  judicial  ojicer,  and  is  ineligible  to  any 
other  than  a  judicial  office  during  the  term  for  which  he  was 
elected. 

Justice  having  qualified  as  such  is  not  eligible  to  office  of  Senator 
or  Representative,  if  his  term  of  office  has  not  expired  before  day 
of  election. 

SENATORS  AND  REPRESENTATIVES  are  officers  day  after 
election. 

Article  7,  section  14  of  the  Constitution  of  Indiana,  provides  that 
"  A  competent  number  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  elected  by 
the  voters  in  eaeh  township  in  the  several  counties.  They  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  four  years,"  etc. 

Section  16  provides  that  "No person  elected  to  any  judicial  office 
shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  eligi- 
ble to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit,  under  the  State,  other  than  a 
judicial  office." 

Article  2,  section  9,  provides  that  "  No  person  holding  a  lucra- 
tive office  or  appointment  under  the  United  States,  or  under  this 
State,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly." 

The  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  is  a  judicial  office ;  was  so 
regarded  by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution.  It  is  one  of  the 
offices  referred  to  and  authorized  by  Article  7  section  14  of  the  Con- 
stitution, under  the  title  "  Judicial."  It  is  also,  by  statute,  made  a 
judicial  office.  Judicial  powers  are  conferred  on  Justices  by  stat- 
ute, and  it  was  evidently  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Con- 
stitution that  such  jurisdiction  should  be  conferred.     Such  had  been 
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the  uniform  practice  of  the  State  for  years  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  the  Constitution.  These  provisions  Avere  evidently  adopted  by 
the  framers  of  the  Constitution  in  the  light  of  the  previous  and 
uniform  practice  of  the  State.  But  be  this  as  it  may,  it  is  evident 
that  it  was  intended  that  judicial  powers  might  be  conferred  on 
Justices.  And  since  it  has  been  conferred,  they  are  judicial  officers 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution.  See  Gullick  vs.  New,  14 
Ind.,  93;  Waldo  vs.  Wallace,  12  Ind.,  570. 

Under  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Conrt  in  the  case  in  14  Ind., 
above  referred  to,  the  person  must  be  eligible  at  the  time  he  is  voted 
for.  If  not,  those  who  cast  their  votes  for  such  person,  are  pre- 
sumed to  have  intended  to  throw  their  votes  away,  and,  in  effect, 
do  so. 

In  the  case  referred  to  in  your  statement,  the  term  of  the  Justice 
will  not  expire  until  after  the  October  election.  Therofore,  he  will 
not  be  eligible  on  the  day  of  the  election  ;  and,  if  ineligible,  he  could 
not  hold  the  office  if  he  should  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

A  party  who  has  been  elected  to  a  judicial  office  and  qualified  as 
such,  can  not  hold  the  office  of  Senator  or  Representative  until  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  to  such  judicial 
office. 

Article  4,  section  3,  provides  that  Senators  shall  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  Representatives  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
from  the  day  next  after  their  election. 

No  such  provision  is  made  as  to  any  other  officer.  They  become 
officers  when  they  qualify  and  file  bond.  A  Senator  or  Represent- 
ative becomes  such  the  next  day  after  his  election,  and  may,  at  the 
call  of  the  Governor,  be  required  to  act  as  such.

CAPTAIN  M.   GABRIG  VS.— Assessment  of  property. 

Additions  made  to  the  value  jixvd  upon  property  by  Board  of 
Equalization  is  final  and  condv^ve. 

Additions  to  value  fixed  by  Board  after  their  adjournment,  by  the 
Auditor,  or  by  him  and  Assessor,  are  vnthout  authority  of  law, 
and  void. 
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How  Flank  Road  Companies  are  to  be  taxed,  what  property  taxa- 
ble, etc. 

Section  59,  page  76,  acts  of  special  session  of  1872,  provides  that 
gravel  road  companies  shall  make  a  sworn  statement  of  their  capital 
stock,  setting  forth,  1st,  the  name  and  location  of  the  company  or 
association;  2d,  the  amount  of  capital  stock  authorized,  and  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided;  3d,  the  amount 
of  capital  stock  paid  up ;  4th,  the  market  value,  and  if  no  market 
value,  then  the  actual  value  of  the  shares  of  stock;  5th,  indebted- 
ness, etc.,  and,  6th,  value  of  tangible  property.  This  statement  to  be 
sworn  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  company. 

The  statement  of  such  companies  are  to  be  scheduled  by  the 
Assessor,  and  forwarded  by  the  Auditor  of  the  county  to  the  State 
Auditor,  and  by  the  State  Auditor  to  be  laid  before  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  value  of  the  capital 
stock. 

The  State  Board  of  Equalization,  for  1873,  after  making  an  ex- 
amination of  the  returns  of  gravel  road  companies,  found  that  under 
the  laAV,  and  according  to  the  returns  made  to  the  office,  there  was 
no  capital  stock  in  such  companies  subject  to  assessment.  It  is 
clearly  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  law  that  the  value  of  the  cap- 
ital stock  must  exceed  the  value  of  the  tangible  property,  in  order 
to  show  stock  to  be  assessed. 

After  the  State  Board  had  decided  there  was  no  capital  stock  to 
assess,  it  was  ordered  that  the  statements  be  returned  to  the  County 
Auditors  with  instructions  tnat  the  companies  be  assessed  and  taxed 
as  provided  in  section  26  of  the  law  named.  It  is  there  provided 
that  the  track,  road,  or  bridges  shall  be  held  to  be  personal  prop- 
erty, and  listed  and  assessed  as  such  in  the  county,  township,  or 
city,  where  the  same  is  located. 

Section  46  of  the  assessment  law  provides  that  the  Assessor  shall, 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year, 
call  upon  every  person  required  to  list  property  lor  taxation,  and 
take  a  list  of  taxable  personal  property.  Section  47  of  the  same  act 
provides  that  a  correct  description  of  all  personal  property  shall  be 
given  to  the  Assessor,  and  he  shall  determine  and  fix  the  fair  cash 
value  of  the  same,  such  cash  value  being  the  market  or  usual  selling 
price  at  private  sale,  at  the  place  where  the  property  may  be  at  the 
time  of  its  liability  to  assessment.  Section  129  of  the  assessment 
law  provides  that  the  Assessor  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
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in  June,  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Auditor  of  his  county,  in  tab- 
ular form,  and  alphabetical  order,  a  list  or  lists  of  the  names  of  the 
several  persons,  companies,  or  corporations  in  the  county. 

Section  277  provides  that  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners, 
Auditor  and  Assessor,  shall  meet  in  June,  annually,  and  shall  con- 
stitute a  County  Board  of  Equalization,  which  shall  have  power  to 
hear  and  determine  the  complaints  of  any  owner  of  personal 
property,  etc. 

If  the  Board  of  Equalization  made  the  addition  to  the  value  of 
which  you  complain,  the  company  w^ould  have  no  remedy.  See 
Rhoads,  et  al  vs.  Auditor  of  Vermillion  county,  at  last  term  of 
Supreme  Court,  not  yet  reported.  But  if  it  was  made  by  the  Audi- 
tor, or  by  him  and  the  Assessor  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Board 
of  Equalization,  it  was  without  authority  of  law,  and  void,  unless  it 
was  done  in  conformity  to  section  146  of  said  act. 

It  is  provided  by  section  146  that  the  County  Auditor,  if  he  shall 
have  reason  to  believe,  or  be  informed,  that  any  person  has  given  to 
the  Assessor,  a  false  or  incorrect  statement  of  his  personal  property, 
moneys,  rights,  credits,  effects  or  stocks,  or  that  the  Assessor  has  not 
returned  the  full  value  of  any  such  assessables  required  to  be  listed  in 
the  townships  or  has  omitted  and  made  an  erroneous  return  of  any  such 
assessables,  shall  proceed  at  any  time  before  the  final  settlement  with 
the  County  Treasurer,  to  correct  the  duplicate,  and  to  charge  such 
person  with  the  proper  amount  of  taxes  thereon,  to  do  which  he  is 
invested  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Assessor.  Before  making  the 
entry  on  the  duplicate,  he  is  required  to  notify  the  person  or  com- 
pany, that  he  may  have  an  opportunity  to  show  that  his  statement 
or  the  return  of  the  Assessor  was  incorrect.  He  is  required  to  file  in 
his  office  a  statement  of  the  facts  upon  which  he  acted,  but  he  shall 
in  no  case,  reduce  the  amount  returned  without  the  written  assent  of 
the  Auditor  of  State. 

The  Auditor  could  make  no  change  in  the  value  fixed  without 
proper  notice  to  the  company,  and  a  proper  hearing,  and  on  full 
evidence  heard.  If  he  should  make  such  increase  without  com- 
plying with  the  provisions  of  said  section,  his  acts  in  the  premises 
would  be  void.

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TO  THE  AUDITOR  OF  WHITE  COUNTY.— Railroad  Tax 
—  Taxes  for  the  Purpose  of  Aiding  in  the  Building  of  Railroads 
are  Payable  as  State  and  County  Taxes,  in  two  installments. 

"  Is  a  tax  in  aid  of  railroads,  voted  for  and  levied  in  1874,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  1869,  subject  to  collection  under  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  ot  1873  for  the  collection  of  taxes?" 

The  12th  section  of  the  act  of  1869,  (Acts  of  1869,  p.  95)  pro- 
vides that  the  tax  levied  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads, 
"shall  be  collected  in  all  respects  as  other  taxes  are  collected  for 
State  and  county  purposes." 

The  1st  section  of  the  act  of  March  8,  1873,  (Acts  of  1873,  p. 
205)  provides  that  "  each  person  or  tax-payer  charged  with  taxes  on 
a  tax  duplicate  in  the  hands  of  a  County  Treasurer,  may  pay  the 
full  amount  of  such  taxes  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  April, 
or  may,  at  his  option,  pay  one-half  thereof  on  or  before  the  said  third 
Monday  in  April,  and  the  remaining  half  on  or  before  the  15th  day 
of  jSTovember  following.  '•'  *  :{<  *  Provided,  fur- 
ther, That  in  all  cases  where  as  much  as  one-half  of  the  amount  of 
taxes  charged  against  a  tax-payer,  shall  not  be  paid  on  or  before  the 
third  Monday  in  April,  the  whole  amount  charged  shall  become  due 
and  returned  delinquent,  and  collected  as  provided  by  law." 

The  Legislature  had  the  undoubted  right  to  change  the  time  taxes 
should  be  paid.  The  tax  referred  to  by  you  was  levied  after  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  1873.  The  act  of  1869  required  taxes  assessed 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  "shall  be  collected  in  all 
respects  as  State  and  County  taxes  are  collected."  This  provision 
includes  the  time  and  manner  in  which  they  shall  be  collected,  as 
well  as  any  other  provision  as  to  their  payment. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  taxes  levied  since  the  passage  of 
the  act  of  1873,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroad,  should  be 
collected  as  State  and  county  taxes  are  now  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  1st  section  of  the  act  of  1873.

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CAUSES     PENDING      IN     CIRCUIT    AND     SUPERIOR 

COURTS. 

The  State  of  Indiana  ex  rel.  Attorney  General  vs.  John  C.  New.

REGULATING 


The  Election  and  Duties  of  the  Librarian  of  Stat 


ate. 


Section  L  Be  it  enaeied  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of 
Indiana,  That  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  session  ot  1853,  by  a 
joint  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  State  Librarian, 
vrho  shall  go  into  office  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  service  of 
the  present  incumbent. 

Sec.  2.  An  election  shall  be  held  for  the  same  purpose  every  two 
years  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  The  Librarian  shall,  before  entering  on  his  duties,  give 
bond  and  security  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Treasurer  of  State,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars;  which  bond  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  4.  Such  Librarian  shall  be  keeper  of  the  State  Library, 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  proper  care  of  the  State  House  witii 
all  its  furniture  and  appendages,  and  also,  at  all  times,  of  the 
grounds,  fences,  trees,  and  all  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  State 
House  square  ;  and  to  cause  the  trees  and  shrubs  on  said  square  to 
be  pruned  and  the  grass  to  be  mowed  and  kept  free  from  weeds. 

Sec.  .5.  The  carpets  throughout  the  State  House  shall  be  taken 
up  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  and  cleaned 
and  replaced  prior  to  its  next  meeting. 


Sec.  6.  The  State  House  shall  be  ke])t  open  to  visitors  every  day, 
(Sundays  excepted)  during  the  recess  ot  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  7.  The  State  Librarian  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Audi- 
tor, Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  State,  cause  to  be  made  all  neces- 
sary repairs  to  the  said  State  House,  furniture,  grounds,  fences  and 
appurtenances.  And  upon  a  statement  of  the  items  of  such  repairs, 
and  their  value,  approved  and  certified  by  the  State  Librarian,  the 
Auditor  may  issue  a  warrant  for  the  amount  on  the  treasury  in 
favor  of  the  person  who  shall  have  performed  the  services. 

Sec.  8.  The  Librarian  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  the  legislative 
halls  for  the  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  have  fires  kept 
in  the  same  for  four  days  immediately  preceding  the  commencement 
of  each  session. 

Sec.  9.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  the  books  arranged  in  a  proper 
and  convenient  order,  and  shall  preserve  the  same  from  moulding 
and  from  moths.  i. 

Sec.  10.  The  library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  (Sundays  and 
Fourth  of  July  excepted)  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature, 
from  nine  o'clock  till  six,  and  during  the  recess  from  nine  o'clock 
till  four. 

[Section  1 1,  as  amended,  is  repealed  by  the  following  act,  approved 
March  9,  1863 :] 

Section  1.  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  permit  any  book,  mag- 
azine, or  work  of  any  kind  to  be  taken  from  the  library  rooms, 
except  temporarily  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  of  the  United  States  Court,  officers  of  State, 
members  and  officers  of  the  General  Assembly,  when  required  in 
the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  But  in  no  case  shall  any  such 
book,  magazine  or  work,  be  taken  outside  of  the  capitol  buildings. 

(The  act  of  March  9,  1867,  places  the  law  library  of  the  State 
under  the  control  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court.) 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 


[Section  12  is  also  set  aside  by  tlie  act  of  March  i»,  I860.J 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  one  having  the  use  of  the 
library  to  cause  or  permit  another  not  having  such  use,  to  draw- 
books,  exce})t  for  the  use  of  the  persons  first  mentioned.  And  anv 
person  so  ofiending  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  oiFense. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person  injuring  a  book  shall  be  liable  for  three- 
fold damage;  and  if  the  book  injured  or  lost  be  one  volume  of  a 
set,  he  shall  be  liable  for  the  whole  set;  but  on  paying  for  the  same, 
he  may  take  the  broken  set. 

Sec.  15.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  proper  books,  in  which  he 
shall  make  entry  of  all  books  taken  out,  designating  the  name  of 
the  individual  taking  the  same;  also  of  books  returned,  and  of 
all  fines  and  penalties  assessed  and  collected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  He  shall  also  keep  a  complete  catalogue  of  the  library, 
shall  from  time  to  time  add  thereto  all  books  purchased,  and  erase 
therefrom  all  books  lost  or  destroyed. 

Sec.  16.  The  Librarian  shall  report  at  each  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature the  condition  of  the  library,  and  a  statement,  by  items,  of 
expenditures  made  under  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  The  Librarian  shall  collect  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
accruing  to  the  State  library,  by  suit  or  otherwise,  and  pay  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer  of  State,  taking  his  receipt,  and  filing  the  same  in 
the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall  charge  the  same  to 
account  of  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

Sec.  18.  There  shall  be  expended  annually  by  the  Librarian, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer of  State,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  for  the  increase  of 
the  State  Library ;  and  he  shall  procure  the  binding  of  copies  ot 
laws  exchanged  with  the  States  and  Territories,  not  exceeding  three 
copies  of  each;  also  the  binding  of  at  least  six  copies  of  the  laws 
and  joint  resolutions  passed  at  each  session  of  the  Legislature,  and 
of  six  copies  of  each  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House 
of  Representatives;  the  laws  to  be  bound  in  full  binding,  and  the 
journals  in  half  binding,  with  leather  backs;  and  he  shall  also 
cause  to  be  bound  in  half  binding  all  newspapers  pul)]ished  in  this 
State,  that  have  been  or  may  be  regularly  forwarded  to  the  State 
Library. 
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Sec.  19.  All  laws  and  law  books,  and  all  legislative  journals  and 
documents  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  library. 

Sec.  20.  The  Librarian  shall  collect,  annually,  and  preserve 
duplicate  copies  of  the  messages  of  the. President  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  Governors  of  States ;  reports  of  heads  of  departments 
of  the  general  and  State  governments,  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  of  the  several  States,  of  the  committees  of  Congress  on  gen- 
eral subjects ;  also,  copies  of  the  reports  and  proceedings  of  public 
societies  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  his- 
tory, and  literature;  all  of  which  may  be  bound. 

Sec.  21.  The  Librarian  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Auditor, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  State,  make  necessary  alterations  and 
repairs  in  the  library  rooms,  and  may,  if  necessary,  appropriate  one 
adjoining  committee  room,  and  cut  a  door  from  the  library  thereto. 

Sec.  22.  The  Librarian  sliall  select  from  the  journals  and  laws 
belonging  to  the  State  twenty  copies  of  the  journals  of  the  House 
for  each  year,  ten  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate,  ten  copies  of 
the  documentary  journals,  thirty  copies  of  the  general  laws,  and 
fifteen  copies  of  the  local  laws,  for  each  year,  and  keep  the  same  for 
use  in  tlie  library ;  and  shall  carefully  preserve,  in  boxes  or  other- 
wise, all  remaining  copies  of  the  same. 

Sec.  23.  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Legislative 
papers,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  him  at  the  close  of  each  session 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  and 
sliall  keep,  in  good  order,  all  bills  introduced  in  either  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly;  all  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances, 
each  in  its  appropriate  tile,  keeping  the  files  of  each  house  sepa- 
rately. 

Sec.  24.  That  for  all  articles  of  stationery,  lights,  or  other  nec- 
essaries, procured  under  his  direction  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  for  all  other  expenses  necessarily  inctfrred  by  said 
liibrarian  in  discharge  of  his  duties,  his  certificates  shall  be  suffi- 
cient authority  for  the  Auditor  of  State  to  issue  a  warrant  thereon, 
chargeable  to  the  appropriate  account. 

[By  an  act  entitled  *  Fees  of  Officers/  approved  March  8,  1873, 
the  stationery  for  the  General  Assembly  is  now  purchased  by  the 
Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State,] 


[By  section  2  of  au  act  rpproved  December  19,  1872,  "  The  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  shall  furnish  their  own  stationery 
without  any  cost  to  the  State  therefor."] 

Sec.  25.  The  Librarian  may  deliver  to  the  agent  for  Indiana  of 
the  American  Colonization  Society,  a  single  copy  of  any  surplus 
})ublic  document  not  needed  for  the  })resent  or  future  wants  of  the 
State,  to  be  sent  to  Liberia.  And  he  may  also  exchange  such  sur- 
plus documents  with  any  State  or  foreign  government. 

[Section  2G  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:] 
(Approved  June  4,  LSGl.) 

[Sec.  2G.]  Sec.  2.  The  Librarian  may  exchange  for  the  benefit 
of  the  State  Library  any  duplicate,  imperfect,  damaged,  or  other 
work  not  wanted  for  the  use  of  the  library.  The  Librarian  may 
also,  with  the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  sell  such  works  for 
tile  benefit  of  tlie  State  Library.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  exchanges  and  sales,  stating  what  books 
have  been  parted  with  and  what  received,  what  sold  and  for  what 
}>rice,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Legislature  at  each  session.  He 
shall  be  cho.rged  with  and  account  for  all  books  received  in  exchange 
and  all  money  received  for  sales. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  Librarian  shall  appropriate  to  his  own  use,  or  dis- 
pose of  any  of  the  books  in  the  law  or  any  other  department  of  the 
State  library,  or  the  proceeds  of  any  exchanges  or  sales  of  books, 
or  knowingly  make  any  false  report  thereof,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  it  is  an  amendment,  he  shall 
be  deemed  gtiilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars, and  shall  forfeit  and  bo  deprived  of 
his  office. 

Sec.  27.  It  t-hall  be  the  duty  of  t!ie  T.«ibrarian,  in  his  annual 
report,  to  report  the  names  of  those  who  have  obtainea  books  from 
the  library  during  the  current  year  and  have  not  returned  them, 
and  also  the  titles  of  the  works  not  returned. 

(Act  approved  December  19,  1872.; 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  Librarian  of  State,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  duties  now  devolved  upon  him  by  law,  to  ])repare  in  a 
suitable  manner  the  Senate  chamber  and  the  hull  of  the  House  of 
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Representatives,  for  the  meeting  of  any  regular  or  special  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  to  be  present  in  person  or  by  deputy  at 
the  time  designated  by  the  law  or  otherwise^  for  the  meeting  of  any 
regular  or  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  perform  in 
person  and  by  one  deputy  for  the  House  of  Representatives,  all  and 
singular  the  duties  which  have  heretofore  been  done  and  performed 
by  tlie  respective  doorkeepers  of  the  respective  houses  at  the  pre- 
ceding session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

SALARY    OF    STATE    LIBRARIAN    ETC., 
[Approved  Dec.  20,  1865.] 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  State  librarian  shall  be  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  State  treasury ;  and 
there  shall  not  be  any  extra  amount  for  an  assistant  Librarian  or 
clerk. 

[Approved  February  19,  1867.] 

Sec.  2.  The  term  of  office  of  the  State  Librarian  elected  at  the 
present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  extended  to  the. 
first  day  of  April,  1869,  and  that  the  commencement  of  the  term  of 
office  of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  the  first  day  of  April  in  each 
alternate  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  The  Librarian  shall  employ  the  fireman  in  charge  of  the 
furnace  and  wood-yard  at  rates  paid  those  employed  in  similar  occu- 
pations, and  that  the  said  Librarian  shall  make  all  purchases  of  fuel 
and  other  articles  prior  to,  and  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  that 
the  Auditor  of  State  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  treasurer  of  State  for  the  payment  of  such  eimployes, 
and  all  such  purchases  of  fuel  and  other  articles,  on  the  order  of 
said  Librarian. 

[By  an  act,  entitled  'Fees  of  officers,'  approved  March  8,  1873, 
the  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly  is  now  purchased  by 
the  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State.] 

REMARKS. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  compiled  laws,  published   in  this  report,  now  in 
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force,  regulating  the  election  and    duties  of  the  Librarian  of  State, 
and  to  humbly  suggest  the  need  of  legislation  on  some  points. 

Section  4  requires  the  Librarian  to  be  keeper  of  tlu^  library,  and 
custodian  of  the  Svate  House  and  grounds.  To  do  all  this  jn-operly, 
the  persojud  jjresence  of  the  Librarian  is  needed  outside  of  the 
library  oftentimes,  and  for  considerable  leiigth  of  time,  and  yet  the 
act  approved,  December  20,  18G5,  allows  the  employment  of  no 
deputy. 

No  library  of  importance  should  be  endangered  by  the  absence  of 
the  Librarian  without  a  de])uty. 

Section  18  requires  the  mall  f-nra  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  I'C 
annually  espeuded  for  the  increase  of  the  State  Library.  Tlie 
great  State  of  Indiana  calls  loudly  for  a  well  filled  reference  librjiry, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  demand  may  be  met  by  a  generous 
annual  appropriation. 

Section  21  provides  for  the  enlargement  of  the  library  by  cutiing 
doors  into  the  adjoining  conunittee  rooms.  All  the  rooms  thus 
adjoined  have  been  united,  and  the  constant  increase  of  books  will 
soon  caupe  the  apartments  to  become  unpleasantly  crowded. 

Section  24  and  section  3  of  act  approved  February  19,  18(i7, 
allow  an  unlimited  jmrchase  of  unnamed  articles  for  the  use  of  the 
General  Assembly,  prior  to  and  during  its  sessions.  The  accounts 
on  the  Auditor's  books  for  such  .sujiplies  furnished  to  the  last  J^egis- 
lature  would  certainly  indicate  the  daugers  of  so  loose  a  system, 
and  suggest  a  radical  change  in  the  law,  that  shall  limit  tiu; 
unscrupulous  purchases  of  any  Librarian. 

Section  25 — The  colonization  agency  having  been  rejieah-d  by  an 
act  approved  March  6,  18G5,  section  25  v/ould  seem  to  stand,  I'or  the- 
most  part,  a  dead  letter  in  the  law.

CONDITION  OF  STATE  HOUSE  AND  REPAIRS. 


The  dilapidated  condition  of  the  State  House  has  rendered  it  dif- 
ficult, and  expensive  to  put  it  in  proper  order  for  the  various 
departments,  and  the  thousands  of  visitors  who  yearly  come  within 
its  walls. 

On  the  3d  of  July,  1873,  the  northeast  section  of  the  roof  blew 
ofi'  in  a  storm,  and  the  remaining  portion  leaked  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  endanger  the  entire  ceiling  of  the  legislative  halls.  It  has  been 
carefully  repaired  and  thoroughly  painted. 

The  columns  of  the  south  porch  have  been  secured,  the  walls 
being  built  up  as  required  by  the  last  Legislature,  the  pavement  of 
said  porch  partially  relaid,  and  the  stone  steps  raised  and  reset. 

There  being  no  available  water  in  the  State  House,  and  the  well 
on  Market  street  having  failed,  the  following  question  was  submitted 
to  the  Governor  and  other  State  officers : 


State  Libeaey,  April  21,  1873. 

Whereas,  in  my  judgment  there  is  great  need  of  water  and  closets 
in  the  State  House,  therefore,  I  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Governor,  Secretary,  and  Auditor  of  State,  to  introduce  water  works 
and  closets  into  said  building,  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  all 
departments  connected  therewith,  the  entire  expenses,  exclusive  of 
the  water  meter,  to  be  covered  by  the  sum  of  $1,811.

The  contract  was  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  by 
this  means  the  entire  house  has  been  supplied  with  abundance  of 
water,  for  little  more  than  the  Legislature  has  paid  per  session  for 
water  supply.  The  House  Postoffice  room  has  been  appropriated 
for  closet  room  for  the  Assembly. 

The  chimneys  and  flues,  some  of  which  were  entirely  stopped  up, 
have  been  opened  out  and  cleaned.  The  ventilators  have  all  been 
taken  out  and  obstructions  removed,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  entire  house  improved  by  a  thorough  cleaning  and  use  of  disin- 
fectants. 

STATE    LIBRAEY.      - 

By  the  written  approval  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  and  Auditor 
of  State,  the  State  Library  has  been  made  more  healthful  and 
attractive  by  a  renewal  of  wall-paper  and  carpets. 

The  old,  broken,  soft-coal  stoves,  by  which  the  house  and  all  its  val- 
uable collection  of  books  and  specimens  were  constantly  endangered, 
have  been  replaced  by  hard-coal  burners. 

The  relics  have  been  sorted,  classified  and  re-arranged.  The 
catafalque,  upon  which  President  Lincoln's  body  lay  in  state,  while 
in  this  city,  being  almost  destroyed  by  moths  was  removed. 

The  Governors'  pictures,  which  had,  heretofore,  hung  in  the  Gov- 
ernor's special  apartments,  were  removed  to  the  State  Library,  the 
Lil)rarian  being  required  by  law  to  have  the  custody  of  them.  The 
pictures  belonging  to  the  State,  as  they  do,  form  a  chief  attraction 
to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Indiana,  and  should,  therefore,  be 
accessible.  The  picture  of  Governor  AVm.  Hendricks  was  with- 
drawn, and  the  following  statement  left  with  the  Librarian. 

"Indianapolis,  September  25,  187.'^>. 

"  I  have  this  day  withdrawn  from  the  State  Library,  and  the  cus- 
tody of  x\lrs.  Sarah  A.  Oren,  the  State  Librarian,  the  portrait  of 
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Governor  Wm.  Hendricks,  painted  for  the  State  during  Governor 
Baker's  administration,  because  the  same  is  not,  in  any  respect,  '  a 
true  and  life-like  likeness,  as  contemplated  by  the  act  authorizing 
its  procurement.

"Attorney  General : 

"  Dear  Sir  : — In  the  year  1859,  I  employed  an  artist  to  paint  a 
portrait  of  the  late  Hon.  Jas.  Hughes,  and  after  it  was  finished  I 
hung  it,  in  compliment  to  him,  in  the  State  Library,  where  it  still 
remains.  I  did  not  give  it  to  the  State,  or  part  with  my  ownership 
of  it,  but  simply  placed  it  in  a  conspicuous  position,  out  of  respect 
to  a  friend  with  whom  I  was  then,  and  for  many  years,  very  intimate. 

"  Since  the  Judge's  death,  his  daughter,  Mrs.Wm.E.  McLean,  of  this 
city,  has  expressed  to  me  a  very  earnest  desire  to  obtain  the  portrait 
for  preservation  in  the  family.  It  is  the  only  oil  painting  of  him 
in  existence. 

"  Upon  a  recent  occasion,  I  stated  the  forgoing  fact  to  Mrs.  Oren, 
the  Librarian,  and  she  expressed  a  desire  for  your  opinion  on  the 
subject,  and  a  willingness  to  be  governed  by  it.  My  object,  there- 
fore, in  addressing  you,  is  to  ask  you  to  advise  her  that  she  can 
deliver  the  portrait  to  me  for  Mrs.  McLean,  if  you  can  do  so  con- 
sistently with  the  law,  if  there  is  any  law  on  the  subject.  By  so 
doing  you  will  not  only  lay  me  under  obligations,  but  also  deeply 
oblige  Mrs.  McLean  and  the  other  members  of  Judge  Hugh's 
family. 

You  can  say  to  Mrs.  Oren  that  I  will  call  and  ascertain  your 
decision  from  her.

The  State  flags,  of  which  the  soldiers,  and  the  soldiers'  friends 
are  justly  proud,  have  been  tenderly  dusted  and  bound  up,  so  as  to 
secure  them  from  unnecessary  destruction. 

Their  condition  is  such  that  it  was  thought  best  by  the  Librarian 
and  other  State  officers  to  retain  them  in  the  glass  cases,  where  all 
who  desire  can  see  them.  Removing  them  from  the  State  House 
must  soon  terminate  in  their  utter  destruction. 

The  legislative  papers  left  in  charge  of  the  State  Librarian,  being- 
massed  in  cupboards  Avhere  dust  and  mice  could  spoil  and  destroy, 
have  been  put  into  tin  boxes  for  better  safety. 

Upon  checking  the  books,  the  catalogue  of  1872  was  found  not 
to  contain  the  names  of  all  the  books  by  many  hundreds. 

Duplicates  have  all  been  sorted  from  the  library  proper,  and  ])ut 
into  a  separate  room.  A  portion  of  these  have  been  exchanged  for 
other  books. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  volumes  belonging  to  the  Indi- 
ana Historical  Society,  and  held  in  trust  by  the  State  Librarian, 
have  been  gathered  together,  and  are  now  kept  subject  to  the  order 
of  said  Society. 

The  remainder  of  the  books  have  been  classified,  after  the  man- 
ner of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  so  far  as  the  immovable  shelves 
will  allow.  Arranged  into  departments  by  subjects,  and  al[)habeti- 
cally  by  the  authors,  renders  them  easy  of  access. 

The  only  complete   system   of   cataloguing   an   ever-increasing 
library  is  the  "  card  catalogue."     This  being  understood  as  yet  by 
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comparatively  few  persons^  I  have  hesitated  to  introduce,  lest  the 
fiequent  changes  of  Librarian  shall  prove  disastrous  to  it. 

So  many  incomplete  sets  of  books  were  found,  that  it  becomes  a 
task  of  time  and  great  labor  to  ever  fill  them  up.  This  work  has 
been  thoroughly  begun  with  fair  success,  and  with  promise  of  still 
greater  success  if  the  work  be  followed  up. 

Offers  have  been  made  from  several  State  Libraries  and  the 
British  Museum  Library,  of  London,  for  the  purpose  of  mutual 
exchanges  to  fill  up  sets.  So  far  as  time,  opportunity  and  appro- 
priation have  allowed,  this  has  been  done  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

In  looking  over  the  old  records  many  books  were  traced  to  indi- 
viduals of  this  city  and  State,  that  had  been  taken  from  the  Library 
years  ago,  under  the  old  law,  and  forgotten,  and  quite  a  number, 
upon  inquiry,  were  looked  up. and  returned,  some  of  them  filling 
valuable  sets. 

In  the  purchase  of  books,  a  careful  eye  has  been  had  to  the  needs 
of  the  laboring  people,  who  can  not  afford  to  purchase  costly  refer- 
ence books.  A  glance  over  the  purchases  will  show  that  the 
mechanics'  and  engineers'  call  can  now  be  gratified. 

The  Library  is  sadly  deficient  in  many  departments,  and  the 
patronage  of  the  last  fiscal  year  having  been  much  in  excess  of  the 
previous  half-year,  shows  an  increasing  need  of  works  that  can  not 
be  found  in  common  libraries. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  see  that  the  western  mind  is  constantly 
seeking  something  higher  and  better,  and  the  books  called  for  and 
the  subjects  investigated  indicate  a  growth  in  culture  and  refine- 
ment. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  return  thanks  to  all  with  whom  I 
have  been  associated,  in  the  Library,  in  the  various  departments, 
and  among  my  assistants,  for  the  kindly  courtesy  and  unqualified 
respect  extended  to  me  at  all  times.

REPORT. 


The  State  of  Indiana, 

Office  of  the  State  Geologist, 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  11,  1874. 

To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks, 

Governor  of  Indiana : 

Sir  : — I  had  the  honor  to  receive  from  Yonr  Excellency  the 
appointment  of  Indiana  (Commissioner  to  tlie  Worlds  Exposition, 
held  at  Vienna,  Anstria,  in  1873. 

The  Legislature  creating  the  office  of  Commissioner  to  Vienna, 
appropriated  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  defray  his  expenses, 
and  two  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the  expense  of  collecting  and 
forwarding  the  Mineral,  Agricultural,  Mechanical,  and  other  articles 
illustrating  the  varied  resources  of  the  State,  and  for  the  publication 
of  a  pamphlet  in  German,  French  and  English,  descriptive  of  the 
State,  its  mining,  manufacturing  and  agricultural  advantages. 

As  only  fifteen  days  intervened  from  the  time  of  my  appointment  to 
the  date  fixed  upon  for  the  sailing  of  the  Government  ship  which  was 
to  convey  the  American  contributions  to  Trieste,  the  collection  was 
not  so  large  as  was  desired,  but,  nevertheless,  the  coal  and  pig  iron 
excelled  in  extent  and  importance  that  of  any  other  American  State, 
and  received  the  award  of  a  medal. 

After  preparing  the  manuscript  and  obtaining  your  approval  of 
its  substance,  the  pamphlet  was  published  in  German  and  English, 
it  being  found  impracticable  to  have  it  published  here  in  French.

Believing  it  desirable  to  have  the  results  ol  my  labors  as  Com- 
missioner to  Vienna  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  returning 
home,  they  were  accordingly  incorporated  in  the  Geological  Report 
for  1873,  and  I  trust  that  it  will  not  prove  without  interest  to  the 
State. 

GEOLOGICAL   SURVEY. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  State,  in 
1869,  twenty-five  counties  have  been  surveyed  and  reported  on  in 
detail,  and  twenty-two  have  had  a  preliminary  examination  and 
report.  Many  of  these  counties  have  proved  rich  in  coal  and  other 
minerals,  and  the  mining  and  manufacturing  resources  of  the  State 
are,  to-day,  recognized  as  among  the  most  important  in  the  country. 

Indiana  Block  Coal  is  now  acknowledged  to  be  the  best  fuel  for 
making  fine  grades  of  Iron,  and  for  smelting  Pig  Iron  suitable  for 
the  manufacture  of  Bessemer  Steel,  and  the  demand  for  this  coal  is 
rapidly  increasing,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  By  the  prosecution 
of  the  Survey,  we  have  also  been  enabled  to  develop  and  make 
known  a  very  large  district  of  country,  ov^er  which  valuable  beds  of 
Iron  Ore  may  be  economically  mined.  In  mining  for  Iron  Ore  in 
Lawrence  county,  this  year,  a  seam  of  white  Kaolin  was  found, 
which  proves  to  be  of  considerable  area,  and  over  five  fieet  in  thick- 
ness.    It  is  underlaid  by  two  feet  of  excellent  brown  oxide  of  Iron. 

After  making  a  careful  analysis  of  this  clay,  I  sent  some  samples 
to  Tempest,  Brockman  &  Co.,  of  Cincinnati,  one  of  the  most  exten- 
sive manufactories  of  white  porcelain  in  the  United  States,  and 
they  have  just  returned  to  me  a  pitcher  which  is  made  of  this 
Kaolin,  that  in  color  and  quality,  takes  rank  with  the  best  Stone 
China  of  Europe.  I  am  also  assured  by  Mr.  Tempest,  that  the 
Lawrence  county  Kaolin  is  superior  to  any  other  known  clay  in 
the  Western  States,  and  probably  equal  to  any  in  the  world,  for  the 
.manufacture  of  Porcelain.      I  feel  confident,  therefore,  that  it  will 


be  the  means  of  adding  materially  to  the  already  large  and  growing 
manufacturing  and  mining  industries  of  the  State. 

Until  the  last  few  years,  it  was  the  general  opinion  of  the  people 
living  in  other  portions  of  the  Union,  that  Indiana  was  deficient  in 
Mineral  and  Agricultural  advantages,  and  the  tide  of  immigration 
sped  across  its  borders  without  giving  a  passing  thought  to  its 
advantages  for  homes  ;  but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  State  is  now 
receiving  that  attention  from  the  agriculturists,  manufacturers  and 
miners  that  her  temperate  climate,  rich  soils  and  varied  minerals 
so  justly  deserve. 

The  superiority  of  her  coal  for  manufacturing  Iron,  is  unques- 
tioned. Iron  ores  are  being  brought  to  light  that  were  heretofore 
deemed  wortliless;  stone  for  hydraulic  cement,  covers  vast  areas  in  a 
number  of  counties,  and  in  widely  separated  parts  ot  the  State- 
Handsome  and  durable  building  stone  is  also  found  in  many  parts 
of  the  State,  and  the  business  of  quarrying  stone,  at  present  ranks 
next  in  importance  to  that  of  mining  coal. 

Indeed  the  value  and  growth  of  revenue  from  mining  industries 
has,  in  a  few  years,  given  unprecedented  prosperity  to  the  State, 
and,  I  trust  that  the  efforts  of  the  Survey  to  bring  about  so  fortu- 
nate a  result  will  be  duly  recognized  and  appreciated. 

The  appropriation  for  continuing  the  Geological  Survey,  will  be 
exhausted  at  the  close  of  the  current  year,  and  it  becomes  necessary 
for  the  Legislature  to  make  further  appropriation,  in  order  that  the 
work  may  be  continued.  The  benefits  which  accrued  to  the  State 
from  the  prosecution  of  the  Survey  have  been  so  universally 
acknowledged  by  the  people,  that  I  feel  assured  in  asking  that  this 
appropriation  be  made,  and  that  the  Survey  be  placed  upon  a  basis 
of  a  permanent  bureau.  The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  money 
are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  which  Board  are  the  custodians  of  the  Geological  fund 
under  the  law. 

I  most  cordiall}'^  return  thanks  to  Your  Excellency  and  to  the 
Stare  Officers,  in  general  for  the  advice  and  encouragement  which 
has  been  received  on  every  hand,  and  for  the  warm  interest  which 
you  have  always  taken  in  the  development  of  the  resources  of  the 
State.

The   Governor :  ■> 

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture  herewith  communicate 
the  statement  of  their  financial  transactions  and  premium  awards, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  at  this  date,  according  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  and  respectfully  request  the  publication  of  three 
thousand  copies  of  the  same  in  pamphlet  form,  for  distribution. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board,  containing  the  reports  from 
county  agricultural  societies  and  matters  of  interest  connected  with 
the  industries  of  the  State,  will  appear  as  usual  after  the  Annual 
Agricultural  Convention,  which  meets  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  in  January  each  year. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  annual  meeting  are  included  in  the 
published  report  from  this  department  for  1875,  embracing  the 
reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Board  and  containing  a  full  statement 
of  the  business  connected  with  the  Exposition  enterprise,  which  has 
been  managed  by  the  Board  in  connection  with  the  annual  State 
Fair  for  the  past  two  years. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  note  the  increased  interest  mani- 
fested in  the  annual  exhibition,  especially  in  the  live  stock  depart- 
ment which  bore  abundant  evidence  of  improvement  in  the  breeding 
of  farm  stock.     Also  a  great  increase  in  the  number  shown. 

The  number  of  entries  in  live  stock  department  for  187-1  was.. 1,453 
For  1873 1,229 

Showing  an  excess  over  1873  of 224 

The  total  number  of  entries  at  the  Exposition  and  Fair  of 

1874,  was 4,144 

Exposition  and  Fair  of  1873  was 3,254 

Showing  an  increase  in  one  year  of 890 


The  Exposition  enterprise  has  been  rewarded  with  success  as  an 
exhibition,  and  in  promoting  the  objects  for  which  the  Board  was 
created  and  they  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  magnificient  dis- 
play made  in  combining  a  show  of  all  the  industries  of  the  State  to 
the  manifest  ap})reciation  of  the  many  thousands  of  visitors. 

The  immense  outlay  incident  to  the  improvements  necessary  to 
the  holding  of  an  exposition,  in  connection  with  the  fair,  and  the 
increase  of  the  premiums  offered,  was  not  attended  with  an  increase 
in  the  price  of  admission.  Therefore  the  result,  financially  consid- 
ered, was  not  in  proportion  to  the  investment.  ,  However  in  this 
respect  the  Board  have  accomplished  wonders,  paying  premiums 
on  live  stock  to  an  amount  equal,  if  not  greater  than  any  other  State 
Fair,  giving  an  exhibition  that  has  never  been  excelled  in  this 
country,  and  charging  only  an  half-rate  of  admission  as  compared 
with  other  State  fairs,  showing  the  exposition  with  all  its  attrac 
tions  gratis. 

With  all  this  liberality  the  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures shows  a  gain  of  $9,622.88  over  and  above  running  expenses, 
all  of  which  was  expended  in  repairs  and  improvements  the  past 
season. 

The  liabilities  of  the  Board  have  all  been  concentrated  in  1-5 
coupon  bonds  of  $500  each,  to  the  amount  of  $40,000,  bearing  ten 
per  cent,  interest,  for  which  there  is  available  assets,  viz.  : 

Assessment  due  on  guarantee  bonds  to  amount  of $  30,000  00 

Cash  and  notes  payable 5,500  00 

Also,  36  acres  in  Fair  Grounds,  value 180,000  00 

Three  acres  by  Peru  Railroad  (Switch) 15,000  00 

Improvements,  actual  cost 120,000  00 

Total $350,500  00 

The  result  of  the  Board's  labors  cannot  be  estimated  in  dollars 
and  cents  when  compared  with  the  advantages  derived  from  these 
annual  exhibitions,  and  encouraged  by  the  success  of  past  years  the 
future  is  full  of  promise,  with  unlimited  bounds  for  usefulness. 
And  to  this  end  we  respectfully  urge  the  adoption  of  such  laws 
referred  to  in  our  last  report  as  will  enable  us  to  collect  statistics 
Df  the  products  for  the  year  in  which  they  are  growm,  that  the  in- 


formation  may  be  of  practical  use,  in  aiding  in  the  advancement  of 
agriculture  throughout  the  State. 

I  would  recommend  the  publication  of  a  larger  edition  of  the 
annual  report  to  supply  the  increased  demand  for  such  informa- 
tion. 

The  farming  community  throughout  the  State  are  in  an  unusually 
prosperous  condition,  being  favored  with  a  propitious  season  and 
the  growth  of  bountiful  crops.  General  good  health  prevails 
throughout  the  State,  and  more  than  usual  exemption  from  disease 
among  the  farm  stock. 

The  agricultural  organizations  in  the  State,  with  but  few  excep- 
tions, are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  as  the  annual  reports  will  show. 
Each  succeeding  year  places  them  upon  a  firmer  basis,  and  now,^ 
after  twenty  years  of  existence,  they  may  be  considered  as  among 
the  permanent  institutions  of  the  country.

EEPOKT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OX    AGRICULTURAL    MACHINERY. 

YoY  .some  years  past  the  State  Board  of  Agriculiure  have  (;frerea 
no  premiiirns  on  renjvrs,  mowers,  thrtshinii'  machine.",  grain  drills, 
lie.,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  iif>t  practicable,  or  possible  in  some 
cases,  to  gi\'e  them  such  u  tc-t  as  would  enable  an  examining 
cinnmittcc  to  decide  ])roperly  as  to  their  merits.  The  fine  dis])!ay 
of  nuicb.inei'v  ot"  the  classes  mentioned,  at  our  last  E.vposition,  was 
alike  creditable  to  the  men  wiio  made  it  and  the  genius  of  the  age 
In  whiel:  we  live.  It  is  a  source  of  ju.st  pride  to  all  American  citi- 
zens to  know  that  we  have  made  more  and  better  im[)rovement.'j 
in  agrimdtural  machineiy  than  any  oilier  nation  on  the  globe,  and 
that  almost  all  other  nations  pay  tribute  to  us  for  our  improve- 
ments. 

It  is  a  common  and  ])opular  opinion  that  the  idea  of  cutting 
grain  by  machii.ery,  driven  by  horses  or  oxen,  is  a  modern  inven- 
tion. This  is  true  only  in  tlie  fact  that  our  own  countryman,  but 
a  few  years  ago,  made  the  first  machine  that  could  properly  be 
called  a  success. 

The  exact  date  of  the  invention  of  the  reaper  is  lost  in  the 
oblivion  of  past  ages,  but  we  have  accounts  and  ])arlial  descrip- 
tions of  ra^^chines,  made  for  this  purpose,  over  eighteen  liundred 
years -ago,  and  since  that  time  many  accounts  of  such  inventions,  at 
variiius  dates,  up  to  the  time  McCormick  stepped  over  all  obstacles. 
and  produced  a  machine-that  was  at  once  a  success,  and  wdiich  has, 
in  some  respects,  been  a  pattern  for  all  machines  made  since  that 
time. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  cut- 
ting principal  t  r  in  the  manner  of  communicating  motion  to  the 
knife  other  than  by  McCormick  and  Manny  ia  thek  first  machines. 
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Great  and  important  improvements  have  be.-n  made  trom  vear  t 
year  in  the  many  items  of  detail  that  combine  to  makr -np  the 
eompltte  nuK'liine,  so  that  now  reapers  and  mowers  nuiv  l.c  chisscd 
araon-  the  nearest  perfected  agricuhural  machines  ihat  we  have. 
A\  e  v.-i!l  not  undertake  to  ]ioint  onr  or  make  n)ention  of  the  special 
improvements  claioied  by  the  ditlerent  exhii.itors,  for  to  do  iliis 
fairly,  vroiild  re^aire  more  sp,ace  tlian  ^ve  have  at  our  disposal. 
The  luachines  wtre  from  the  woi  ks  of  onr  most  celebrated  mann- 
flicturers,  and  none  of  tliem  but  would  do  uo.d  w.»ik  in  the  Held. 
The  great  number  of  reapers  on  exhibition  made  Old  Power  Hall 
one  of  the  most  interesting  points  to  many  visitors  at  the  Exposi- 
tion Grounds.

The  display  of  these  macliines  was  very  good,  there  bein^-  ouiie  a 
numlxu-  on  exhibition,  with  tlie  imitroveiuents  of  the  past  vear 
•added  to  those  of  former  years,  making  them  still  more  perlect  and 
useful. 

Threshing  machines  are  of  modern  invention,  or  at  least  we  have 
v.o  account  of  them  far  back  in  past  ages,  as  we  have  of  reapers. 
Forty  years  ago  I  do  not  think  there  was  a  threshing  "nadiine  in 
the  State  of  Indiana,  and  but  few  in  Ohio.  ihe  Hail,  or 
tramping  floor,  was  used  exclusively  for  getting  out  grain  at  tlnU 
time,  although  povrer  machines  had  been  made  pi'ior  to  thai  date, 
but  vrere  si (nv  in  beiiig  introduced,  partly  from  their  imperlection 
and  ])artly  from  an  unaccountable  prejudice  against  them.  I  well 
remeuiber  a  sturdy  farmer  who  resolutely  refused  to  allow  mie  of 
these  ''new  fanglcd"  machines  to  come  on  his  f:jrm.  Tiic  first 
machines  io  use  were  rude  affairs  as  we  now  view  them,  but  v.cre 
perfection  in  their  duty.  The  straw,  chaif  and  grain  were  thmwu 
in  one  promiscuous  ]>ile,  to  be  sepaj'ated  by  a  tc<!ions  and  lal)i)rious 
hand  })rocess.  These  macliines,  in  some  \\'ay,  up.aeei.untahle 
to  '  niG,  received  the  odd  and  meaningless  name  of  "  ground  hog,"" 
and  are  still  distinguished  from  the  improved  macliines  by  that 
name.  It  would  seem  that  there  is  m)  other  improvement  ntcded 
on  the  threshing  machine,  as  it  now  does  all  that  we  could  a.-k  or 
expect,  but  we  can  not  tell;  another  year  may  bring  out  something 
I'hat  v.'ill  add  to  its  usefulness.  The  specimens  on  exhibition  were 
models  of  workman-hip,    and  reflect  great  credit  on  their  builders. 
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Clover  thresher,  huller  and  cleaner  is  a  combination  ol  three 
machines  in  one.  It  is  much  more  difficult  to  get  out  and  clean 
clover  seed  than  wheat  or  oats.  The  machines  are  in  some  respects 
similar  to  a  wheat  thresher,  yet  in  many  others  they  are  entirely 
different.  There  was  but  one  of  these  machines  on  exhibition,  but 
it  was  one  of  the  most  perfect  machines  that  I  have  ever  examined. 


WHEAT    DKILLS 

Have  become  a  necessity  on  every  well  regulated  farm,  although, 
perhaps,  no  machine  ever  made,  that  is  so  useful,  was  so  slow  in 
being  aclo})ted  by  the  farmers. 

The  manufacture  of  wheat  drills  is  now  (piite  extensive,  and  they 
have  been  brought  to  a  very  high  degree  of  j)erfection.  There  was 
quite  a  number  of  them,  from  various  manufacturers,  on  exhibition, 
each  one  showing  some  new  improvement  and  claiming  to  be 
superior  to  all  others. 

We  find  on  exhibition  the  two  horse  Hoosier  Drill  (wheat),  man- 
ufactured at  Milton,  Wayne  county,  Jnd.,  possessing  su])erior 
advanti^ges.  It  has  a  ratchet  wheel  ow  the  feed  shall  which  makes 
it  discharge  the  grain  the  instant  the  machine  moves  forward.  'J'he 
gearing  is  inside  of  the  frame  free  from  dirt.  By  using  reversible 
wheels  to  change  the  (quantity,  it  makes  a  positive  force  feed,  the 
speed  of  the  team  making  no  difference  in  the  quantity  sown,  being 
evenly  balanced,  light  on  the  horses'  necks  ;  and  the  force  feed  grass 
seeder  which  is  attached  to  the  machine  makes  it  particularly  desir- 
able and  merits  recommendation  to  the  farming  public.

They  consisted  of  articles  which  the  exhibitors  specially 
requested  should  not  be  awarded  premiums.  But  they  were  really 
among  the  most  attractive  features  of  the  Exposition.  The  pianos 
and  organs  would  alone  attract  attention  for  hours.  Thousands 
of  people  spent  hours  each  day  in  admiring  the  handiwork  and 
mechanism  so  elaborately  displayed  in  these  beautiful  instruments. 
The  following,  among  others,  had  a  prominent  place: 

The  Steinvvay,  represented  by  Charles  Sochner. 
The  Chickering,  represented  by  M.  A.  Stowell. 
The  Weber,  represented  by  W.  A.  Bradshaw. 
The  Knabe,  represented  by  Benham  &  Stedman. 
The  Sohner,  represented  by  Daniel  Monniger. 

All  the  above  are  well  known  Indianapolis  firms,  and  the  display 
was  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  The  Arion  Pianoforte 
Company,  of  New  York,  by  E.  M.  Hale,  agent,  exhibited  some 
instruments  of  the  most  elaborate  finish,  which  like  the  others  were 
greatly  admired.  Warlitzer  &  Bro.,  of  Cincinnati,  had  on  exliibi- 
bition  a  most  curious  piece  of  mechanism  called  the  riauistcr,  which 
on  being  attached  to  a  piano  would  play  several  airs  with  exquisite 
accuracy,  and  with  an  earnestness  which  would  do  honor  to  Tliul- 
borg,  if  living.  IT.  S.  Stedman,  of  Indianapolis,  had  on  exhibition 
a  beautiful  lot  of  small  musical  instruments,  while  Charles  Rin- 
dercknecht  presented  for  public  inspection  a   Musical  Leaf  Turner 
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of  great  ingenuity.  It  is  destined  to  i]]l  the  place  of  the  modest 
young  man  who  has  long  stood  up  to  do  the  leaf  turning  for  the 
lady  presiding  at  the})iano. 

In  this  department  may  be  found  a  number  of  organs,  the  com- 
panies being  represented  by  some  of  the  well-known  lirms  of 
Indianapolis  and  Cincinnati,  and  by  the  ISiew  England  Organ  Co. 
This  musical  department  was  a  great  attraction,  and  gave  the  high- 
est satisfaction.  The  State  Br)ard  can  not  omit  to  acknowledge  its 
great  ol)Iigations  to  the  pi'oprietors  and  agents  who  so  generously 
added  to  the  interest  of  tlie  Exposition. 

In  close  ]u-():;imity  to  the  musi'.'al  exhibition  the  committee  found 
a  large  number  of  sewing  machines,  including  the  Piowe,  the 
Singer,  the  AVeed,  the  Wheeler  &  Wilson,  the  Remington,  the 
Ci rover  t^'  Baker,  and  the  Yi.'ttyr.  all  of  established  repnraiions. 
AVe  also  found  what  is  known  as  the  Brown's  Rotary  Shuttle  Sew- 
ing Machine,  manufactured  at  Indianapolis,  which  seemed  to  attract 
great  attention,  'i'he  agent  exphiint, d  the  peculiar  advantages  of 
this  new  machine.  His  reasons  appeared  cpiite  plausible,  but  the 
committee  having  uo  lady  colleagues  were  disqualified  from  under- 
standing all  the  good  qualities  of  the  various  inventions.  It  is  but 
just  to  say,  however,  that  this  branch  of  mechanical  indasti-y  was 
fully  equal  to  like  exhibitions  in  any  part  of  the  country.  A  se^\'- 
ing  machine  in  every  home  seems  to  be  indispeusible  to  the  pi'esent 
age.
